"Chans IS the name applied to the resinous 
matter ■nhioh foi ms the actiie pinieiple of the 
plant when collected separately 

" Ganja consists of the dried floweiing tops of 
cultivated female hemp plants which have become 
coated with resin in consequence of ha\ ing been 
unable to set seeds freely The formation of 
seeds is prevented by the destruction of all the 
male plants 

"Three varieties of ganja are sold Ganja is 
usually manufactured bj being trodden under foot, 
so that the agglutinated flower tops assume a 
flattened shape This is 'Flat ganja.’ 'Ihe 
other sort of ganja is not trodden, but rolled 
under foot, so that the agglutinated flower-tops 
are less closely adherent, and assume a rounded 
shape This is ’ Round ganja ’ The flower-tops 
of ganja detached from the tn igs, whether of flat 
or of round ganja, and whether the detachment 
has been accidental or deliberate, form 'chur’ or 
' Broken ganja ’ "

INDIAN HEMP DEUGS COMMISSION. 


EVIDENCE OF CENTRAL PROVINCES WITNESSES. 

1 Evidence of Mu J W ISTEiiiij Judicial Commissioner, Central Provinces 


25 Tlic onlj one oE tlie«e dnigs that is largely 
consumed in the Central Provinces is ganja It 
IS not cas\ to prove that the consumption of ganja 
IS on the inorease, but I certainly hdievo that to 
be the fact 1 am free to admit that my own per- 
sonal inqmiies on the subject have been limited, 
and that I ha\ e not perhajis been in a position to 
acquire information at first hand, but manj circum- 
stances appear to me to point to tlie fact that the 
use o£ ganja has acquired a greater vogue 

It 16 known that tli" use of gnnja has always 
boon common among the general labouring popula- 
tion of many, if not all, our districts, more parti- 
cularl} perhaps those districts of which the popu- 
lation IS largely made up of the descendants of 
immigrants from Northern India , and it is also 
known that the same classes or many of them 
that use ganja also dnnk country spiiit, but it is 
far from easy to make on estimate of the numbers 
■who take ganja or of those who both smoke ganja 
and drink spirit Equally difhcult is it to esti- 
mate the annual consumption of ganja in the pro- 
\inc 0 In 187S the Commissioner of Evcise, 5Ir 
Nicholls, thought the consumption of tho province 
would not b* much over 5,(i00 mounds This 
must haio been a ludicrous oier-estiniafc if only 
taxed ganja is now consumed It senes to show, 
however, how little was redly known about tho 
matter 

In 1882 the Commissioner of Excise, Mr 
Anderson, again sad “Still wo have much to 
learn ns to the aciual qmntity of the drug which 
the people consume ” 

And m ISS^' the same Commissioner said 
“ With our present knowledge it IS ually impos- 
sible to estimate with anything like certainty the 
probable yearly consumption of ganja in this pro- 
vince ” I am not aware that sinee then the 
information ncqinrfd is such as would ctinblc the 
Commissioner of Exci'c to exprc>B any confident 
opinion on the matter Tins hang so, it is easy 
to see that any opinion that the use of ganja is on 
tho increase or decrease must be to a very largo 
extent conjectural I have said, houeier, that I 
believe it to he on tho increase, and I will men- 
tion some of the reasons winch make me think so 

In tho first place, such is, I think, the general 
opinion among natives, not only amdngst those 
who have become Europeanized and who have so 
readily learnt to damn the sins they have no mind 
■to, and to wish for inlorfcreuco with the ways of 
their neighbours w Inch are not their ways, but 
also among tho“e who remain Hindus and Orient- 
alsj and refrain fiom p issing any moral judgment 
on the indnlgeiiets of others 

Next, It -w ill bi> seen from the inform itioii which 
the Provincial Excise llepoits afford, that the quan- 
tity ol ganja taxed, and which passes into con- 
sumption, has on the whole (allowing foi ajiparenb 
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fluctuations winch can in a great degree bo 
explained away) steadily and largely increased 
In 1892-93 it was nearly double what it was ten 
years before Of course this may be nsenbed 
wholly or m part to taxed ganja taking the place 
of untaxed ganjti, and 1 readily grant that ganja 
could bo easily smuggled into many districts from 
outside, and that cultivators of the ganja-bearing 
plant might keep book part of the produce of their 
cnltivabon and surreptitiously sell it Also tliat 
a few ganja plants might be grown in small plots 
by individuals to provnde foi tlicir private con- 
sumption of the drug , and that as these practices 
were more and more suceessfully put down, ganja 
smokers wonld have to go to licensed vendois for 
their supply, and the quantity of taxed ganja sold 
would increase witliout any corresponding real in- 
crease of consumption All this 1 freely' coccede 
But it appears to me that if it was only that taxed 
ganja was substituted for untaxed and illicitly 
obtained ganja, the great increase w oiild have show n 
itself in the cailicr years aftei cultivation of the 
ganya-bcanog plant was placed under restriction, 
imports watched, and all illicit cnltivalioa severely 
punished But such is not reallv tho case The 
steady and regular incrcnso set in some six or 
sev en years later, and it seems to be accepted that 
smuggling to a considerable extent still continues 
1 think, therefore, that figures which can be relied 
upon show that there has been to’ne real increase 
of consumption, and this increase is greater than 
the increase in tho population 

Thirdly, I would draw attention to the fact that 
this increase of consumption has occurred, al- 
though tho retail price of ganja is about five 
times as great as it was before tho direct tax- 
ation of the drug and the restiictiou of cultivation 
m 1876-7G 

Fourthly, it would not ho surprising — would 
indeed be only what might be expected— if per- 
sons who both smoko ganja and drink country 
spirit, or if those who will have some kind of 
stimnlant and havo no prejudice against any one 
particular stimulant, and I think that among these 
one may reckon a largo proportion of the laboui- 
ing population, if these peisons were, I sav, to 
take more to ganja smoking, because the price 
at which alone it c m bo sold placed the other 
ordinarv stimulant, conntiy spirit, beyond their 
loach Now, it IS undoubtedly the case that 
country spirit Ins hecu made dear, and that the 
policy' pur^uell h is been to raise the price as much 
as possible, 01 at any i ito tho policy of limiting 
the number of places of manufacture, taking as 
high a still head duty os possible Discouraging 
by oui Bvstem the blowing of weak liquor and 
iiiaintaining monopolies and restrictions of all sorts 
has had that efleot Compared with ganja, oven 
at the present letail selling intes, the price of 
I liquoi 13 high, and while persons ■who dnnk 
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country spirit have to take it at the shop like a 
dram unless they can afford to carry away a full 
bottle, which will cost them two annas and often 
more, the ganja smoker can buy his pice worth at 
any time, catry it about with Iiim, and smoke 
it when and where he likes It would not be 
strange then if many should take to ganja smok- 
ing, who would, under other circumstances, drink 
country spirit Whether this is the case as a 
matter of fact is disputed 

Some officers and a late Commissioner of Excise 
have assei ted that ganja smokers and spirit drink- 
eis are separate classes, and that there is little 
cause to fear that a man" of the former class will 
abandon spiiit and take to gnnja, but in 1877 
there was an inquiry made into this matter, and 
ivir Nicholls, the then Commissioner of Excise, 
summed up the reports received, saying it was 
generally thought, and it was an opimnn which 
he himself shared, that gaiija was being moie 
widely consumed owing to the high piice of opium 
and countiy spirits, and aftei continuing his en- 
quiries for another j ear he said he had obtained 
incontestable evidence that the past extreme 
cheapness of ganja had resulted in a very great 
increase of consumption, and a 3 ear later again he 
reported that, except in Betul, in the upland 
distnefs, the Gonds and poorei classes had sub- 
stituted cheap ganja for dear country spirit It 
is true that since Aen the retail price of ganja 
has gieatly risen, but even allowing (or this, the 
dispioportion of the cost is still very great 

Lastly, I should not be at all siiipnsed if the 
eifovts boveinment has made to raise a revenue 
by taxing the diug to contiol the cultivation of 
the ganja-beanng plant and to limit the consump- 
tion of ginja had in another way led to some 
increased consnraption by making the drug better 
known and by making some people think that 
the diug IS a luxury, and that a luxury that must 
be paid for or that is forbidden must be worth 
hiving, very much as school-boys will indulge 
in tobacco-smoking, not because they like it, but 
because it is forbidden And to this it may bo 
added that the quality of the ganja supplied has, 
owing to the inteifercnce of Government, been 
greatlj impioved, which may veiy well have led 
persons to use it who would not have done so 
before 

The above are the reasons winch led mo to 
think th it the consumption of ganja is on the 
increase 

85 I do not think it would be feasible to pro- 
hibit the use of ganja It might be possible to 
prevent consumption bj prohibiting the cultivation 
of the ganja-bearing plant all over India, but that 
could not be done, that is to say the piovention of 
the use of ganja, without causing serious discontent, 
which, I am persuaded, would amount to a political 
danger Ganja is much used by religious mendi- 
cants and others of that class, and it would be 
quite in their power to get up among a discontented 
people an agitation against the Government While, 
howevei, the discontent would necessarily follow 
the prohibition of the use of ganja, it is almost 
certain that those who were deprived of this 
stimulant would promptly turn to another, and if 
not to alcohol, turn to other drugs-— dhatnra and 
so forth “ You may oil a dog’s tail as much as 
you please, it will still remain curly,” says the 
Sanskrit proverb Yon may prohibit the use of 
this or that stimulant, but while human nature 
craves for a stimulant, it will find one somewhere, 
and the danger is lest Government, by proserib- I 
ing the use of gaiija, should drive people to some I 


more deleterious stimulant It is difficnlt to say 
which of the two objections to prohibition of the 
use of tins drug is the stronger, but I may be 
pardoned for sajung that the present time, when 
theiiipee question (the closing of the mints) may 
yet be found to produce political difficulties 
which it will not be easj for Government to over- 
come, when it may he impossible to avoid further 
taxation , when the Commission on the morality 
of the opium tratlic is unceltlmg men’s minds , 
when religious animosities have been revived, 
when the action of Government in relation to 
these animosities has been misconstrued, and the 
Government is even by men who are undoubtedly 
loj 111 at heart blamed for bringing them to life, 
is not oppotfiine for nny dirict and drastic inter- 
ference with the habits of the people 

41 1 do not know that the use of ganja is 
bemficinl ns a food nceessory 01 digestive, but it 
is gLiienill} admitted, and 1 think there lan be 
no quistion of the fact, that it gives stajnng- 
powcr under severe exertion or exposure, and that 
it alleviates fatigue Many of the labouring class- 
es nnd [ci'-onslike palki-bearers who’ have to 
undeigo gnat exertion uso ganja because it sti- 
muhUs tliim, gives them a fillip for anv hard 
work, nnd secures them a thorough rest after a 
hard dav ’s work, and such persons may be said to 
use the drug babitinlly in a moderalo manner 

45. I am not aw me that the Imhitnal moderate 
uso of ganja produces any noxious effect, cither 
ph 3 sicnl, mental, or moral 

I have no doubt that man}’ idle, immoral, nnd 
debauched persons are gnnja smokers, but I do not 
know that it wns the use of ganja that made 
them idle, immoral, or debauched , nnd compared 
with the great number of moderate ganja smok- 
eis, the number of these disreputable persons 
is extremelj small, so that to lay the blame of 
tluir disrepiiiable cbnracter on ganja would seem 
unieasonnblo I have seen in lunatic osjlums a 
good mail} individuals who were said by the offi- 
cers m charge of the asjluras to bo the victims of 
ganja, and some of these persons were cured after 
a time and discharged Eut if ganja was the 
cause of their temporary insaini}', it is strange that 
the same person was not again nnd again receiv- 
ed in the asylum, for on discharge he would in 
all probability return to his old habits, it is 
hardly credible that his wish for ganja w’ould 
have been destroyed 01 that his self-control 
would have become so strengthened Other 
lunatics weie also returned ns viotims of ganja, 
but m most cases in our asylums the cause of 
insanit} is not rcallj traced, and very little of 
the previous history of the lunatic can be ascer- 
tained Even were it found, how'ever, that the 
use of ganja wns the immediate cause of a man 
becoming insane, the fact would not suffice to 
condemn the moderate use of the drug, and 1 do 
not know that any attempt has ever been made to 
compare the numboi of lunatics whoso in«amty is 
traceable to ganja with the number of ganja 
smokers Religious mama is far from an uncom- 
mon form of iDsanitj, and yet no one would con- 
demn religion on that account, 

61 I nm not able to say whether any large 
propoition of bad charaoters are habitual moderate 
consumers of ganja or whether they are exces- 
sive Consumers Bad characters aie moie gene- 
rally associated with the madak shop than with 
mere ganja smoking, which is done anywhere, 
hut apait fiom this, 1 would say that it would be 
difficult, if not impossible, to establish any connec- 
tion between ganja smoking and ciime. My 
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experience has not shown me that even excessive 
indulgence in ganja incites to unpremeditated 
crime, violent or otherwise, nor do I remem- 
ber any case in which it has led to teraporaiy 
homicidal frenzy, or, except one ease of dacoity 
in the Saugor district, where habitual or pro- 
fessional criminals have foitified themselves to 
commit a premeditated crime , but 1 think it ex- 
tremely likely that a person, not an ordinary 
criminal, but one who bad determined to do a 
desperate deed, might nerve himself to the act by 
smoking gan-ja, and I think I can leeolleot a ease 
of that kind in the Bhandara district, wheio four 
Muhammadans of desperate charactei, but not 
' ordinarj criminals, dehed the police for long in a 
house in which they had made themselves strong, 
and finally, after murdering their women, who ' 
willingly consented thereto, broke out and escaped, 
only to be captmed some days later These men 
had, I believe, foitified themselves with ganja, 
but it was not the ganja that impelled them to 
commit the crime In all my experience I cannot 
at present recall one single case m winch a state 
of ganja intoxication was the real cause of the 
crime, while 1 could cite a whole catalogue of 
murders the result of drunkenness 

Since the above was written, another case has 
come before me, m n hioh a man charged with the 
murder of his wife asseited that he knew nothing of 
the matter he had been smoking ganja, and tor 
days Imew nothing of wh it happened This was 
proved to be wholly untrue, and I merely mention 
the matter as showing how often drugs are said 
to be the cause of enme when there is absolutely 
no foundation for the statement 

55 I do not remember any case in which mere 
gnn 3 a was used by criminals to stupefy their vic- 


tims, Bhatura is of common use for their pur- 
pose It IS not alwaj s possible in such cases to 
ascertain what was used 

58 I tuink the present system of Excise Ad- 
ministration m respect of hemp drugs is woiking 
well It has been gradually elaborated, aud is 
now well understood Does not give more trouble 
than any system of stnet contiol that can easily 
be conceived, and bnngs in a veiy considerable 
revenue. Some of the best officeis in the province 
have at one time or another in the last dozen 
years held the office of Commissioner of Excise, 
and they have done their best to establish a good 
working system I cannot say that I have been 
able to give that minute examination to the de- 
tails of the system that would enable me to point 
out small blots or weaknesses, but that will not 
be expected from me, nor am I prepared to suggest 
that the present rates of duty should be enhanced 
or reduced 

In spite of my belief that the use of ganja is 
on the increase, I am not prepared to say that it 
would be better that more alcohol should be con- 
sumed and less ganya I do not tbmk th it the 
information collected up to date warrants us in 
dogmatizing on the matter The other questions 
in this chapter have either been answered mfer- 
entially in answers already given, or do not lequire 
an answei from me But I would like to say in 
conclusion that 1 think m the case of a drug so 
generally consumed ns ganya the system of tax- 
ation and of control should be, if not uniform for 
all provinces, yet on somewhat the same lines, and 
that the tax should fall, if not at the same late, 
still at such rates that there should be no gieab 
temptation to smuggle from one part of British 
India into another 


2, Evidence of Ooloneii M M Bowie, Coimmsmner^ Nefhudda Division 


1 I have been in the Central Provinces Com- 
mission since 18C4, and have been Assistant and 
Deputy Commissioner, Inspector General of 
Pobcc and Jails, and finally Commissioner My 
name will be found also among those who have 
held the appointment of Commissioner of Excise, 
but I never took up this appomtmeiit, and I have 
nevei had any special oppoitumties of obtaining 
information regarding hemp drugs, and have nob 
given the subject any partieulai attention 

2 I have never heard of charas being used by 
the people of tins piovince, nor have I seen it 
I believe that both the bhang and ganja here used 
are obtained fiom the cultivated plant, and I am 
not aware that the different kinds of ganja noted 
in the question are generally known in this 
province 

7 In this province the hemp plant is now 
cultivated in the Nimar distnct only The cul- 
tivation elsewhere li is been prohibited In Nimar 
it IS cultivated for tlie production of both ganja 
and bhang I have never heard of cliaias bemg 
pioduced thcie 

16 Bhang is, I am informed, invaiiably pre- 
pared by the people m their own houses 

19, As fai as I know, ganja is used only for 
smoking 

20 Ganja-smokers will, I believe, be found 
among all classes of the people, but it is the 
labouring classes that chiefly consume it As to 
the proportion of the people who eonsnine ganya,

I fear I cannot give lehable information In the 
village in winch I am now encamped, Lokurtalai, 
in the Hoshungabad district, theie aie 909 in- 
habitants, and the contractor tolls me he has eight 
regular custoraeis 

21, The people say they use the ganja supplied 
by the contractor, and the contractor infoims me 
that this IS the flat ganja 

2S I am informed that bhang is never used 
for smoking m this part of the country 

24 Heie bhang IB chiefly diaink by the buiinia 
class and most of all by tlie Mai wans who 
take it dining the hot weather as i cooling drink 
(thandai) In Snmbalpur the brahmins, I know, 
use it in the same waj', and I believe its use is 
common among biahmins in other paits of the 
province also 

A preparation of bhang called majun is eaten 
by all classes in small quantities on the occasion 
of some festivals 

25 I know no leason for supposing tliat the 
use of any of these dings is on the increase, and 
people say that the consumption of ginja has 
much decreased since lestnctions weie placed on 
the cultivation and sale of this drug 

26 1 do not know of any class that habitually 
consumes bhang, and the occasional consumers I 
behove to bo always modeiate consumers "With 
legard to ganja, I would say that most of the 
consumers aie probably habitual modeiate con- 
sumers, though there are also a laige number

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o£ oocasioual rnodeiate consuiocia Tho numlier 
o£ oeca'iioml e'coessive consumers must, however, 
be vei^ small 

a7 The habitual moderate cousumeis o£ gatita 
are, I believe, mostly men who have hard bodily 
labour, such os palLi-bearers, hamals, etc The 
ordinary cultivating classes are also often habi- 
tual consumers, but among all these classes there 
are often men ulio only smote gan]n occasionally, 
i e , when they have had a hard day^s worL The 
habitual excessive consumers are chiedy religious 
mendicants, who use it, I believe, because they 
have nothing eho to do 

29 Ordinarily, ganja m, 1 am informed, 
smoked uith an admixture of tobacco onh, but 
"osains and other leligions mendicants, who nic 
almost invariably excessive gan]a consumers, are 
said frequently to add dhatuia in order to increase 
the intoxicating eUeets 

80 B ith bhang and ganja are generally con- 
sumed by the people in their own houses, and I 
am not aware that company is sought for in the ' 
consumption of either Bhang as “ thandui” is, 

I believe, used by females also, but I have never 
heard that females smoke ganja It is not usual 
for cfaildien to consume either bhang or gaiija 

83 Public opinion is certimily not against the 
drinking of bhang, and no disrepute whatever 
attaches to it I can lemember some of my 
Marwan friends m Nagpur recommending it to 
me as an excellent cooling drink in the hot 
weather and offering to bring me some Similar- 
li , I think that there is no public opinion against 
the modeiate use of ganja, though there is with 
regal d to the excessive use of it Except in the 
ease of religious mendicants, an ordinary person ; 
who uses ganja to excess is gcneiallj lazy and 
useless, and falls into disrepute in consequence 

84 I believe that to persons accustomed to 
drink bhang in the hot weather, it would be 
a serious piivalion to forego the consumption, and 
any illness they might subsequently contract 
would most certainly be asonbed to this cause 
Sirailaily, I think that to men who hnie to j 
undergo severe bodily laboui, it would be a very 
senous piivation indeed if they could not get 
their accustomed pipe of ganja 

35 I do not think it would be feasible to 
prohibit the use of either bhang or ganja The 
drugs would most certainly be consumed illicitly, 
and the prohibition would cause most serious 
discontent among the consumers , such discontent 
would, I have no doubt, be a political dangei 
The chief consumers are religious mendicants, and 
the question would be sure to be made a religious 
one, and no one can say to what this would lead 
The prohibition, if it could he enforced, would be 
followed by recourse to other drugs in the first 
instance, and then probably to alcoholic stimu- 
lants 

36 I do not think that there is any reason to 
suppose that alcohol is being subsiituted for 
bhang or ganja in these provinces 

40 I have been told by the people that former- 
ly they used to use bhang pietty freely in the 
treatment of cattle and horses , bat that now that 
the price is so much increased they very seldom 
do so 

41 Those who use bhang certainly believe that 
it is beneficial in its effects, being cooling and 

••acting also as a digestive Similarly, those who 
use ganja sav that it gives stajing power under 
severe exertion and alleviates fatigue The belief 


18 also very prevalent that it la of use to ward off 
malaria The people tell me that they use it 
when they have to goto jungle tracts wheie the 
wateris bud I refer here to the moderate occa- 
aioiial USD of the drugs 

43 Absolutely as far as I can learn 

44. The immediate effect of bliaog is said to be 
cooling and refreshing, and it also gives appetite 
Gmja smoking is also said to create appetite, to 
remove the feeling of fatigue, and to allay hunger 

45 I liavp no reason to suppose that the habi- 
tual use in modernlion of either bhang oi ganja 
pioilucos any injurious effects whatever No in- 
stances of this have come undei my own ohsorva- 
tion 1 have of course frequently heard District 
Snpenntcndents of Police describe men as bung 
idle and useless because they were addicted to the 
use of drugs , hut I do not lemerohtr that District 
Superintendoots bar 0 ever told me that this was 
the result of ganja smoking alone , and 1 am in- 
clined to think that they seldom, if ever, take the 
trouble to distinguish the effects of different 
foims of drugs Besides this, the men thus re- 
poitcd to me ns being idle and useless were all 
excessive consumers, and it is also ojien to doubt 
whether m many ca^es , at least they were not idle 
and useless bcfoie they took to drugs Since the 
question has been before me, I have seen and 
spoken to n good many modeiate consumers among 
the generul population , and there was nothing 
whatever in their appearance or talk to distinguish 
them from non-consumers 

I can call to mind many instances in which Police 
officers have been dismissed for neglect of duty 
owing to indnlgenco m alcohol, but not n single 
case m which this was owing to ganja smolang 

As regards insanity, 1 would say that the 
popular heliof certainly is tliat the exco'Sivc use of 
ganja does produce insanity, and in some cases in 
which the insanity was purely temporary, and 
which came under ray observation in our lunatic 
asylums, ganja smoking cert unly appeared to ho 
the exciting cause of the insanity , but I have 
iiiwajs myself been inclined to doubt whether 
ganja smoking will of itself produce insanitj, and 
whether in most cases at least there mav not he 
some previously existing brain disease which has 
led to the exciBsive indulgence in ganja It is 
always very difficult, and often absolutely impos- 
sible, to obtain any really reliable iiifoi motion as 
to the previous histoiy of the iiisanes biought to 
the asylums, and I cannot myself remember a 
case in which it was cleaily shown that it was 
ganja smoking alone which led to insanity I am 
clearly of opinion that the question of the use of 
the drug by persons suffering from mental anxitty 
and biain disease has not been sufficieiiily consi- 
dered when ganja smoking has been alleged as the 
cause of insanity

I have heard it said, or perhaps rather 
seen it wntten, tliat people committing violent 
crime had pieviously fortified themselves with 
gan]a, hut no case of the kind has ever come under 
my observation, or been reported to me as far ns 
I can recollect

ing under my own observation, but I have heard 
of ca«es in which gan]a has been used as the 
vehicle for the administiatiou of dhatiira I do 
not believe that complete stupefaction can he in- 
duced by ganja alone

I have been asked to give my views as to — 

(1) The extent to which hemp drags are 
used in the Central Provinces, with inci- 
dental reference to question No 25 as to 
whether consumption is on the increase 

(2) The moral and physical efieots which they 
have on the people generally with inci- 
dental reference to questions 41 and 45. 

(3) The connection of the consumption of the 
drugs with crime (questions 51 to 66) 

(4) The necessity for further restriction or for 
piohibition, and generally for any change 
in system (question 35, and chapter 
VII) regarding Administration 


My opinion on each of these points is as fol- 
lows — 

(1) The quantitj of ganja annually retailed in 
the Central Provinces (including feudatoiies 
and zamindanes) is, taking the average of the 
last five yeais, l,2h2 maunds, equal to 51,280 
seers Now, the quantity of ganja which a 
modeiate consumei takes dally is believed to be 
about i tola (worth about 6 pie) per diem = 91j 
tol IS, or about 1 J seers per annum If all the 
consumers of ganja in the Central Provinces were 
moderate consumers, then an annual consump- 
tion of 51,280 seers would mean between 45,000 
and 46,000 ganja smokeis As some aie exces- i 
sive consumers, the number of persons annually 
using ganja issued from licensed shops would 
seem to be below 45,000 But it is not likely 
that the labouring classes, who form the bulk of 
the consumei s, can affoid to buy 6 pie woith 
daily all the year lound If they smoke only 
one day tn ten, the total number of consumers of 
taxed ganja is still below half a million out of a 
total population of over IS millions, oi less than 
4 pel cent 

I am not able, of course, to say how much 
smuggled ganja is consumed , but I have no 
reason to suppose that the quantity is large in 
the province generally It need to be considei- 
able m Cbbattisgarn before the railway was 
opened, and before we insisted on the ganja eon- 
tractoi offering good ganja for sale, in order to 
oust the competition of nntaxed ganja fiom 
beyond our borders My general conclusion is 
that the quantity of ganja consumed m tie 
Central Piovmces is small 

As to bhang, the quantity sold is inconsiderable, 
aveiaging 12 maunds (about) annually The 
chief consumei s are well-to-do Marwans Cbaras, 
so far as I know, is not consumed m the Central 
Provinces Although the returns for the last five 
years show an increase m the quantity of taxed 
ganja sold, an examination of the distuct figures 
reveals that the inciease is almost wholly due to 
the ousting of smuggled giuji by taxed ganja 
from the Lbandiva warehouse in the eastern 
distriett — Cbbattisgaib and Bhandara (with 
Baiaghat) In ten disti lets consumption (as evid- 
enced by sales) has either declined or has only 
increased to a small extent (corresponding, it may 
be, to the increase in population) The consump- 
tion of bhang is fairly constant 

(2) With regard to the moial and physical *' 
effects of the consumption of gnnja, it is difficult 
to speak with accniacy and without having had 
a ganja smoker (certainly ascertained to be such) 
under observation for a senes of years Most 
ganja-smoLers belong to the laboui mg classes, 
and could not indulge in a drug which unfitted 
them foi earning their daily wage I have been 
told by natives of this country that ganja gives 
staying-power and alleviates fatigue , but I have 
not personally verified tins assertion. From my ‘ 
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observation o£ peisons whom I have bad reason 
to believe to be ^anja smokers, I am under the 
impression that its effect is to pioduce mental 
toipor 01 dionsmess for an hour or a couple of 
hours after consumption, but the effect quickly 
passes off and no evil lesults seem to follow. 
Moderate smokers are, to the best of my knowledge, 
inoffensive pei sons, and in no way quaixelsome 
I have nevoi met a case of a man wiiom an excess 
of gaiija had excited to passion or onme , but 1 
have known supeuntendents of lunatic asjhims 
desoi ibe the abuse of ganja as a cause of insanity , 
and as then records ot causes of insanity are based 
upon enquiries made of tbe patients’ relatives, it 
may be that gaiija is popularly believed to pro- 
duce madiie's, if taken m excess This is not 
surprising, for if tobacco is indulged in unduly, it 
affects the neives and nerve centres My belief 
IS that ganja consumed m moderation is not more 
unwholesome than very stiong tobacco I cannot 
enter into details as to the action of ganja on the 
digc'tiou, on the bodily organs, and on the constitu- 
tion geneially, as my duties as Excise Commis 
sioner did not direotlv lead me to a study of ihe 
pathology of the drug , and any statements on the 
subject which are not based on accurate obseiva- 
tioiis, sLientifically made and reooided, would be 
worse than useless 

(3) I have never traced any direct connection 
between ganja and enme Criminals usually be- 
long to the poorer classes , and as it is among 
these that ganja smokers are chiefly found, pereons 
known to the Police as “ bad cbaracters ’’ used 
often to be found at ganja shops before smoking 
on tbe premises was put a stop to One ot tbe 
objections uiged to this measuie was that the 
Police know wlieie to look for bad characteis at 
a certain hour, aud so could ascertain if they were 
safe m the village or wandei lug abroad with cri- 
minal purpose As ganja is, seemingly, stiipe- 
fjing to a certain extent, no criminal would 
consume it as a piepaiation for crime He might 
use it to deiden consoienco or feai, after the crime 
was committed I have not known a case of 
ganja being used as a drug to stupefj the victims 
of crime Dhatura is well known to be the poison 


used for that purpose, and can bo more readily 
administered Ido not tlniik that complete stupe- 
faction could be produced by ganja alone in a 
sufficiently short space of time for criminal put- 
poses

i Kbandwa, but befoie leoemng these questions, I 
knew little about the cultivation of the ganja 
plant or the uses of the ding The answers given 
aie the result of retent local enqiiiiy 

2 Charas is piactically unlvuown in the Central 
Provinces , 
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‘Bbang is bot pfepared locally, but is imported 
from Northern India A little used to be'formeily 
imported from Central India, but the import is 
now said to have ceased, the quality being in- 
ferior 

Gan 3 a Only flat ganja is ‘produced m Nimar. 
It has no separate name 

3 I do not know of my own knowledge of 
hemp growing wild in the Cential Provinces, It 
is not found in this state in Nimar At least I 
have met nobody who has ever seen or heard of 
the wild plant in this district 

7, 8, and 9 See memorandum* on the cultiva- 
tion of the hemp plant in Nimar 

10 No They are the same as the ordinary 
cultivators — Gujars, Kunbis, land the like The 
giowth of the plant is certainly not considered m 
any way derogatory in Nimar, as I think Pram

It leaves their hands substantially as it 
is smoked, except that the “kali” (the dried 
flower) still adheres to the stalk The foimer is 
P'cked in the storehouse at Khandwa, and then 
despatched to different places for consumption 

18 Gan 3 a does deteriorate by keepmg It is

19, As far as I can leam, gan 3 a js almost 
entirely used for smoking But it is also occa-

28 Habitual excessive consumers of ganja 
smoke more than 6 tolas df the 'drag per diem 
One of my informants told mo ho wonld smoko a 
quarter of n seer could his means afford As the 
habitual excessu e consumer is frequently a man 
of limited means, often leading a hand-to-mouth 
existence, his consumption is generally limited m

The bazar rate is half a tola for an anna

29, Ganja is almost always smoked with tobacco

the drag I have no information as to the use of 
dhatura with bhang 

30 Ganja smokers certainly prefer to smoke in 
company I'he use of ganja is maiilly confined to 
the male sex, but women, and especially prosti- 
tutes, occanoually consume the drag Children 
do not smoke ganja The habit is aoqmicd, much 
like tobacco smoking, when the youth wishes to 
be considered a man 

31 The habit of ganja smoking is easily 
formed, and is difficult to bieak off, There is, os 
fai OB I can taakc out, little, if any, tendency for 
the moderate habit to develop into the excessive 
This 1 have found to be the general opinion of the 
moderate smokers I have seen The expense of 
the excessive habit is besides a great prohibitive 

32 I know of none m connection with ganja 
It IB, however, usual for bhang to be indulged in 
by all classes, slightly of course, at the 'time of the 
Holi fesfaval, as au accompaniment of the general 
merriment that takes place 

33 I think there caU be no doubt that the con- 
sumption both of ganja and of bhang is regarded 
as lowering, but I should not say that public 
opinion is very pronounced on the subject There 
IS little doubt that consumption' — of ^mjaj'thefe 
IB not the same ooncealmentabout'bbdng — to some 
extent takes place m iprivate among the Upper 
classes, sbo'wing' that they would consider it

85 (a) I think not 

(i) It would certainly be ilhcitly consumed 
in Nimar, as the smuggling of gan]a fiom Hol- 
har’s teriitory would be a comparatively easy 
matter 

(e) I do not see how it could be enforced 
without carefully watching our borders 

{d) The prohibition would, moreover, be 
larcely produotiie of discontent 

(fi) I do not consider that the discontent 
would amount to a political danger

40. The dried leaves of the ganja plant are 
given to bulloohs, but not for medicinal purposes

41 I can only rely for my information on en- 
quiries made from a number of ganja smoters, 
who distinctly aver that the use of the drug is 
beneficial as a digestive , it gives staj ing-powei, 
and IS useful as a febrifuge Some of the rail- 
way hamals told me that they nearly all smoked 
ganja to help them to carry heavy burdens and 
undergo f itigue The use of nanja as a febrifuge 
IS distinctly believed in in this distnot Mendi- 
cants take to ganja smoking to ward off the ill- 
effects of exposure and cold, and because of its 
tedative effects 

42 I can only give an opinion founded on 
vary limited enquiry, but I should saj that the 
moderate use of ganja is lu no tvay baimful 
Judging from some specimens of men who bad 
smoked ganja moderately for yeais, I consider 
them as fit and healthy as thej could be. They 
have certainly suffered no harm from the consump- 
tion of the drug.

51 to 54 lam not qualified to speak on the 
subject, ns I have never sought in ganja smoking 
an inducive to commit crime The only case spe- 
ciilly brought under my notice during five yeais’ 
magisterial work is one that occurred recently in 
Burhanpur. A Muhammadan, who was subject 
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I to mental, aberrations said to be due to over-in- 
j dulgence in ganja, on two occasions was arrested 
for breach of the peace The police considered 
him, a lunatic, but his fit was soon over, and he

56 The only admixture of which I am cogni- 
zant IS that of bhang, and very occasionally ganja, 
with spices and condiments in the form of a re- 
fiesbing drink or of majum The only leason 
given for the admixture is to make the compound 
pleasant to the taste The boiling of coppei in an 
emulsion of bhang is said to inciease its intoxicat- 
ing effects I have been unable to get informa- 
tion as to the admixture of dhatuia with bhang 
or ganja 

57 Ginja IS almost invariably smoked If eaten, 
as it sometimes is, it gives a greater effect than 
bhang , but it will not pioduce the same effect as 
when smoked 

58 I am not in a position to offer any ciitioism 
on the ganja administration of the pi evince My 
knowledge of it extends to only one yeai’s expe- 
iience, and during tins time I have bad to pick 
up the threads of such a number of subjects m the 
general admimstration that I have paid no atten- 
tion to the special subject of ganja, its taxation, 
and contiol I shall therefore pass onlj’’ a remark 
or two on one or two of the points raised 

60 The law of supply and demand alone deter- 
mines the extent of cultivation of the ginja plant 
in Nimar Licenses for cultivation are given to 
as manj cultivatois as apply A temporaiy es- 
tablishment is maintaintd at Government expense 
when the crop ripens to sujieivise the cutting 
of the crop and the preparation of the pressed 
ganja Prom enquiiy I find that the control is 
considered sufficieut, and that theie have been no 
complaints against the system 

68 I have no remaiks to offer as to the general 
system 

A correspondence is at piesent going on regaid- 
ing the Bj stem of purchase of ganja at Khandwa 
by the agents of the wholesale vendors I he 
system is briefly this The agents buy up the 
ganja on their own account as a speculation, fre- 
quently while the ciop IS standing The whole 
outturn thus passes into the hands of about a 
dozen men, who are then able to lun up the 
price at the Khandwa storehouse to all except 
the wholesale vendors by whom they have been 
speciallj retained Example “ A is the agent of 
B, n wholesale vendor A buys up 400 maunds 
ot ganja on his own account Out of this he can 
always supply A at a leasonable rate , hut if an 
outside vendor, say from another province, sends 
to Khandwa for ganja, he has to pay a corner 
pnee as A is m league with the other Khandwa 
agents, and all have combined to raise the puce ” 
The existence of tbe corner in no way affects the 
vend of ganja, as far ns this province is concerned 
The wholesale vendors have to supply the letail 
vendois at Rs 3 per seer, so that the latter, and 
ihrongb them tbe consumers, are not affected 
But wholesale venders from other provinces Tin- 
doubtedly find it difficult to make purchases at 
Khandwa

same difficulty on account of gnnja I have never 
met w ith a case of a man being intoxicated with

Question 35 — If cultivation of the hemp plant 
m the Nimar district and the sile of the drugs 
vveie prohibited, the use of the dings would not be 
cnfiiely stopped It would be smuggled from 
over the border. The lestnotion would cause 
distress among the people who use the drugs to

Question 45 — I cannot make any statement 
regarding the effects of the drugs, as I have not 
had opporlnnities of observing them in particular

1 I have been ofticiating as Commissioner of 
Excise since Apiil 1892 For leasons which need 
not be detailed here I w'as unable to do much 
maiching 1 ist Open season, and so have had com- 
p natively few oppoitunitieo of gaming inform- 
ation at fiist hand as to the consumption of 
gaiija and bhang in ruial aieas 

2 The only narcotic obtained fiom hemp in 
the Central Pioviuces is ganja as dehued 
by Dr Pram At haivest-time lesinous mat- 
ter, which IS piobably identical with "charas,” 
exudes, and sticks to the hands of the reopeis 
who cut down the plants, but this is not 
seir^ralely collected The narcotic ’“bhang” is 
imported from Gwahor and the North-Western 
Provinces, and is locally known is “paidesi 
bhang” What is locally teimed “desi bhang” 
IS the lefuse lejected when the ganja manufactured 


bv cuUiviitois and stored in the Government 
godown IB cleaned for issue to wholesale vendors 
The word “ bh ing ” applied to this refuse seems 
to be derived fiom the Sansknt root meaning 
“ broken, ” and so to he almost identical with the 
ordinary siguificatioii of the word chui " But 
chur as a kind of ganja is not pi educed in the 
Cential Pi evinces I notice in this couneetion 
that occoidmg to Dr Pram the quantity of chur 
obt lined from yfn# ganja in Bengal is infinitesi- 
m illy small, and as only flat ganjn is manufac- 
tured here, this prob ibly accounts foi chur being 
locally unknown 

The ganja laised in the Central Piovnnces, as 
well as that flora Indore, is known in Upper India 
as “ patter,” a word the etymology and primary 
signilication of which I have not been able to 
discover 
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3 Enquiry on iliese points has leeently been 
made bj all Deputy Commissioners, and I believe 
from then reports that the hemp plant does not 
glow spontaneously in any part of these pro- 
vinces 

4 "Ganja'” appeals to be the only name by 
which the plant is known, and it is applied 
indifferently to the plant and to the naicotic 
produced from it 

5 and 6 Hemp does not grow wild in the 
Central Piovinces, so I need not attempt to answer 
these questions 

7 Hemp IS cultivated for the production of 
gan]a and ganja seed only, and cultivation has 
been lestricted to the Khandwa tahsil of the 
Nimar district since the close of the yeai 1889 9(1 
The aveiage aiea under cultivation during the past 
three yeais is 705 acres, and the average amount 
of outiutn of the minufactured article, 6,865 
maunds The lawing of ganja for seed is confined 
to a few villages 

8 Statistics of aiea cultivated and quant’ty 
stoied for each of the past five jears aie as undei 
for the Nimar district —

The fall in 1890-91 ,was due to the market being 
oveistocked with the large outtuin of the previous 
jeai, and to the raiyats having unsuccessfullv com- 
bined to resist dealers’ low puces in 1891-92 
the losses which had been sustained in this way 
and excess rainfall prevented anj'' considerable 
extension of operations, besides damaging tlie ciop 
raised on the area woiked In the latter year, 
however, cultivatois lealized high prices, averag- 
ing Rs 8 per maund, and weie encouraged to 
sow more gania in 1892-93 , but the crop raised 
was again damaged bv excessive lain, and the 
quality was geneially inferior It may be men- 
tioued here that consumption in the Centnl 
Provinces themselves lias little, if any, effect 
on the aiea cultivated, for the reason that onlj 
about one-fifth of the crop is consumed locally 
during the past five jeais local consumption has 
increased from 1,123 to 1,468 maunds, the iniiual 
average being 1,282 maunds. 

In 1888-89 and 1889-90 there was a little

districf Going hack as far as 1871-72, the first 
j ear for which a separate Report on Excise Reve- 
nue was issued, I find that ganja was then grown 
in all distiiots in small patches, but that even then 
the Nimar district and the Katol tahsil of the 
Nagpur distrwt were the chief seats of culti- 
vation 

By Central Piovinces Gazette Notification No 
610, dated the I6tli February 1882, cultivation 
was definitely lestricted to the Katol and Khand- 
wa tahsils Since the year 1889-90 there has 
been no cultivation in the Katol tahsil The 
reasons for selecting Nimar as the sole source of 
supply weie chiefly these — 

(1) the Katol ganja was inferior, and conse- 
quently little in demand, 

(2 the amount raised in Khandwa was far in 
excess of provincial requuements, and 
would ceitainly suffice to meet them even 
in a year of bad harvest 

The only special condition which I can mention 
as necessaiy tor the pi eduction of ganja is moder- 
ate lainfall For a good crop manuiing and ini- 
gation should be lesorted to in Nimar the first 
is never, and the second very seldom omitted 
The Lind of natural soil required is One which 
does not retain water close to the suifaee, and so 
clog the plant w ith miia So much I have been 
able to ascertain by local enqiiirj , and if my 
information is tiustwoi thy, there is no difficulty 
in undeistanding why the Khandwa t ih»il has 
always been a favouiite field for cultivation The 
peculiar physical advantages enjoyed by that tah- 
sil ire as follows — 

(1) the average raiiifnll is only 33 inches per 
annum, « e , less than that of any other 
district in the provinces , 

(2) the water-heniing stiatum is in most parts 
within 20 feet of tne surface , 

(3) at the same time the surface soil rapidly 
loses the monsoon fall hj self-diainage 

Great advantages of another 1 ind are that ganja 
has been cultivated for generations, and that the 
value of manuie has alwajs been thoioughly ap- 
preciated 

Ganja has at one time or another been laised in 
eveiy district of the provinces, and so far as I am 
aware, its cuifivition cannot be said, to be impos- 
sible in any part 

14 As the hemp plantis grown for ganja only, 
so ganja is the onlj' product manufactured, and 
manufactuie, like cultivation, is restricted to the 
Khandwa tahsil of the Nimar district The entire 
crop, when manufactuied, mustbe deposited in the

All the information collected tends to show that 
cultnators do not m this distnet use hemp drugs 
as a stimulant in seasons of hard work Of coarse 
there is a very small porcentago who use these 
drugs habitually throughout the year, but it is not 
on this point that the information was requited 
Some of the information collected by my assistants 
tends to show that a limited number of Gonds and 
Karkns do use hemp drugs during seasons of hard 
work, such as ploughing, sowing, etc I mjself 
have not jot inspected the hilly portions of Ilarda 
tahsil, whore aborigines arc numerous, and I can- 
not therefore confirm this statement from personal 


Setllement Officer, Eoshaiigalad 

enquiries The information collected, however, 
tends to show that the use of hemp drugs as a 
stimulant to hard work is very limited indeed 
evin amongst aborigines These consumers state 
tlint its effect is to dispel fatigue, enliven the 
spints, and induce appetite The good cultivat- 
ing tastes say that they never use ganja or bhang 
as a stimulant to hard woik, but that during the 
seasons of hard work they increase the quantity 
of fheir food and more particularly of ghee and 
milk < 

Some few Waliratta Brahman nialguzars say 
that bhang is administered in small quantities to 
bullocks during the seasons of hard woik, it is 
said to dispel fatigue and render bullocks capable 
of performing extra work My enquiries tend to 
show that this practice is very limited 


11. Ecidence of PtiBSHOTAjr Dass, 

From enquiries made by my subordinates in 
this district whiio iii camp, I am in a position to 
report that as a rule these drugs are not iiECd b\ 
cultnators as a stimulant in seasons of hard work 
as a geniral rule In villages situated near jungle, 
cultivators or lalwurers who liaao to stand the 
whole night in the open watching their fields to 
protect them ag.unst wild animals do eomctimes 
smoke ganja which keeps them warm during the

told nights of winter, but tiie drug is expensive 
and not easily procurable I put the percentage 
of the cultivniing classes using ganja at about 
3 per cent , and with such persons the use of ganja 
becomes a habit Verj few indeed use these

I regret that owing to adverse circumstances, 
I have not been able to send in this repoit until 
now.

1 I have been senung in the Revenue Depart- 
ment for thirty 3 cars I hive served in eight 
districts, and tlio information 1 haao obtained is 
from matters coming before me officially, from 
inquiries made from the consumeis of the ding, 
and from ohsenations made by me from time to 
time. 

2 There is onlj one kind of ganja (flat) known 
in this provmco Ciiai.is is not collected 

Bhang is not giown for uso in this piovinco, 
hut it IS imported from North-'Western Pionnces 
Defiiiitions of tbc=e drugs as given in Dr Pram’s 
leport on ganja may be accepted £oi tins province. 

The dry leaves and refuse of the ganja is also

Eieh black soil is not suited when the rams are 
heavy, a little, haid soil is prefeired The land 
requires good mauuimg, Dung maiiuie is pie- 
ferred The land before sowing is ploughed up thi ee 
or four times to prevent any weeds getting root , 
sowing 16 made at the end of June TlTien seed 
begins to germinate, great care is taken to watch

21 Plat ganja is only used in this proaince , 
others are unknown 

22 Chaias is unknown The only instance I 
am awaie of was of illicit importation fiom the 
Punjab It was in Naisingpur that this article 
was found with a contiactoi when bis house was 
searched 

23 Bhang is not used for smoking 

24 Bhang is used for dunking puiposes by 
Maiwaiis, better classes of Hindus iiom North- 
Western PioMiices The men of the province, 
well-to-do peibons, also occasional!} indulge m 
dunking bhang, and the lower classes of the 
people sometimes dunk bhang This is drunken 
Hindu festivals (such as Holi and Shivaratri) and 
sometimes on marijage occisions It is often 
when young fiiends meet in anj garden they

Question S4 — In this answer I am speakin» 
of the foreign bhang I have not heard of th^ 
local ganja being used for drinking, but I expect 
that it IS It would be in excess of the quantity 
I have given According to my experience 
bhang is not habitually consumed, but oocasion- 
allj Bhang consumption is a luxury, and 
indulged lu by foreigners for the most pait 


Queshon 29 — The confirmed smokers only use 
dhatura to make the ganja more intoxicating. 
The bairagis principally indulge in this ad- 
mixture I do not think dhatura is mixed with 
bhang for drinking My answer should be 
corrected in this respect Dhatura should also 
be omitted from “ bhang massala ’’ 

Queshon 30 — Bhang is drunk in company at 
festivals Habitual bhang drinking is confined 
to foreigners from Benares and the North-Western 
Provinces 

Queshon 32 — I have enquired from pandits 
and have failed to learn that there is any religious 
authority for bhang drinking But I have 
noticed that on certain religious occasions it is 
regularly used An ordinary consumer would not 
always offer it to Shiva, but bairagis would not 
omit the invocation, and it would be necessary 
on religious occasions In smoking also a bairagi 
would invoke Shiva, but labourers would not 
In connection with festivals the drug is therefore 
essential Nevertheless the prohibition of the 
drugs would not neoessanly be an interference 
with religion, nor would it be regarded ns such. 

Queshon 34 — The proportion of consumers I 
have calculated in my reply is not, I think, below 
the truth 1 have not noticed any increase of 
ganja smokers as I have of liquor drinkers, and 
I am constantly observing the habits of the 
people 

Queshon 65 — ^Acase occnried m Narsingbpur 
m 1878 m which dhatura was given, but I do not 
remember the details of it That is the only case 
I could call to mind The victim was a smoker, 
and the object was ornament-stealing 

Queshon 5S— -The pnce of ganja is, I think, 2 
annus a tola A man who only smokes two pipes 
a day has to spend half an anna, and I don't 
think the labourers who smoke ganja can afford 
more than that I do not, however, think the 
rate is too high 

Question 59 — Personally I should hke to see 
the duty raised The oidinary wage is 2^ annas, 
and the ganja smoker has therefore to spend one- 
fifth of his earnings on ganja I consider that 
sutficiently high I think liquor is'quite as bad 
as ganja I am talking of Baipur, Narsingbpur, 
Nagpur, and Jabalpur I have no desire to see 
liquor take the place of ganja The excessive use 
of liquor IS, I think, more deleterious than the 
excessive use of gmja Moderate use of both is 
harmless I should prefer to see total abstinence 
all round, and would advocate raising of the rates 
to bring about that lesult 

Question 63 — I would like to see other retail 
vendors of bhang besides the wholesale vendors

13 . Evidence of TbIjUtbak Eao Sathe, Extra Assistant Commissioner, and Enoan 

of the Sonepur State 


1 As an Extra Assistant Commissionei in the 
Central Pi evinces, Khalsi, I visited licensed ven- 
dors shops and had opportunities of talking on 
the subject generally with the vendors and pe'ople 
using drugs Similarly, as Superintendent of 
the Patna Feudatory State and that of the 


Kawardha Feudatory State together, for about SJ 
(thiee and-a-hilf) years, and latteily as Diwnn in 
the Sonepur State, 1 had to enquiie of such per- 
sons about the use of these diugs Especially 
on receipt of these printed questions, I made the 
several matters contained theieiu as tho subject 
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of my conversation wifcli persons dealing in their 
trade as well as those using them 

2 The descriptions given m this question of 
round and flat ganja, as well as “ chur/* may be 
accepted for this State , people don't understand 
the terra ‘ bhang,' nor do thev observe distinction 
between patti or ganja They manufacture liquid 
dnnk. called “Lusumba" used like “ bhang " in 
other parts of the country, either from “ patti ” 
or “ ganja ” Charas is not nsed here, nor is it 
known what it is 

Round gan 3 a is manufactured b}' the flower 
tops being tied with string in either plantain 
leaves or rengal leaves 

7. There was uncontrolled cultivation of the 
plant m the Sonepur State almost m every village 
before 1889 for the production of round ganja. 
It has been stopped since 1889 under Government 
orders, and gan 3 a supplied by Government is used 
by the people It is still cultivated in the ad- 
30 imng £oad State 

8. There is considerable increase m the area 
under the cultivation of the plant in villages 
of the Boad State hoidering the Sonepnr State 
since 1889, because (1) it has not been allowed in 
the latter State, (2) it can ho had cheaper than that 
supplied from the Government godowns, (3) 
people say that gan 3 a manufactured from plants 
cultivated in the Boad State, which are similni 
to those cultivated hefoie in Sonepur, is liked 
by them better than the flat gaii 3 a, which they 
think is more in 3 unoiis to their health They 
say that the use of the latter causes headache 
This opinion of theirs about the quality of locally 
cultivated gan 3 a, and the several instauces of 
seizure of gan 3 a smuggled from that State, shew 
that the demand for the Boad gan 3 a must have 
increased. Formerly the Sonepur people did not 
care to get gan 3 a from Boad as they cultivated 
similar gau]! in their own house-yards All 
excessive gan 3 a smokers whom I questioned about 
this matter earnestly asked me to try to obtain 
permission to cultivate and supply the local ganja. 
This cwOnmstance strengthens my belief that 
there is some increase in the area under gan 3 a 
cultivation in the Boad Sate 

9. Gan 3 a is cultivated in villages known to 
me, mostly in yards of bouses of cultivators or 
in sugarcane fields Its seed is thicklv sown in 
richly manured plot like that of chilli or bhata, 
or tobacco, ra the beginning of the rainy season 
After the plants are grown about five or six in- 
ches high they are lemoved and planted m rows 
at a distance of a cubit from each other The 
ground is made soft and well manured with cow- 
dung sweepings of cattle or sheep shed are also 
mixed Excessive moisture being mjiirious to 
the plants, high ground is selected so that water 
may not remain accumulated at the roots They 
thrive better in house yards than in the sugarcane 
fields. At the end of the ramy season, when the 
plants are m flower, the male plants are lemoved 
the distinguishing sign of the latter is the 
yellowish colour of their flowers, stems and 
leaves, while the colour of female plants is green 
Leaves cf the male plants are, however, separate- 
ly dried and mixed with those of female plants, 
from which they aie not then easily distinguished 
The female plants are allowed to stand till they 
become ripe, when they are cut and dried Then 
the dried leaves are removed and the flowei tops 
are kept foi a night in dew The flower tops 
are then wrapped in leaves such as of Bengal 
plantain, etc , and tied with string or some fibre 

10 Persons who cultivate hemp do not belong 
to any special class but are of the same classes as 


other agricultuial cultivators, and in no ease have 
I found the cultivation of hemp to be the chief 
source of a cultivator’s living, like his gram fields 
or sugarcane plantation 

14 Only ganja is prepared in the adjoining 
State of Boad in the manner explained against 
question 9 The same drug is used as well as 
'* patti ’’ for making "bhang,” called "kusumha,’ 

16. "Bhang” or “kusumha” is always pre- 
pared by people in their houses This drink is 
never sold in the market 

17 There IS no religious nor social lestnotion 
as to the class of people Anyone can piepare 
the drugs 

18 Ganja and " patti ” deteriorate by being 
exposed to damp, and lose then effect in any case 
after a year, up to which they retain their effect 
if they are not exposed bnt kept in a dry state 

19 Ganja is nsed here both for smoking and 
preparing an intoxicating drink called “ kusumha” 
(bhang) This is its general use, but I know 
one man who ate and chewed ganja just like 
tobacco, and people here have seen him eating at 
one Bitting about one chhatak or five tolas of 
ganja 

21 Round ganja is prefeiied here for smok- 
ing 

23 Bhang is nsed for smoking in the absence 
of ganja, but not in preference to it 

24 All classes of people here, who are not 
allowed by their religion to takje liquor, dnnk 
bhang ("kusumha”) on tlie occasions of some 
social gathenngs or religions festivals In the 
couise of my enquiry I found very few persons 
who said they did not taste this driuk in their 
life 

25 It IS on the decrease among the higher 
classes of people to whom the use of liquor has 
not been allowed owing to religions prejudices 
Such prejudices are gradually dying away with 
the spiead of the western thoughts, and alcoholic 
liquor 18 taking its place The Hindu religion 
does not piobibit the use of ganja or bhang, and 
the people believe that their gods like the devotees 
taking these drugs, so that their use may enable 
them to concentiate and devote their minds to 
them 

26 The proportion of habitual excessive ganja 
smokeiB and "bhang” takers is small Simi- 
larly, the proportion of habitual moderate con- 
sumers IB small But most of the classes who are 
not allowed the use of liquor are occasional cou- 
Bumers of " hbang ” 

27 In some religious institutions and social 
gatherings these drugs, ganja ard bhang, are 
occasionally kept with the object of inducing 
people to attend them And whoever attends such 
meetings is inclined to taste ganja or bhang by 
seeing others using the drug In this part of 
the country I saw m sevei-al large villages reli- 
gions places called “ gndis ” where occasionally 
in the year some Hindu mythological books, 
mostly " the Bhagwat,” are rew by priests and 
villagers who go there to heai them read m the 
evening The priest is paid for his labour on 
the completion of the reading, which continues 
for several days, and the payment made by each 
pel son IS generally in accordance with his regu- 
larity in attending the lectures Those attending 
regularly pay laiger sums than occasional visitors 
So the promoters keep ganja, fire, etc , at the place 
to secure regular attendance of hearers Such 
institutions initiate the habit of ganja smoking 
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Amon"" Bralirmnsand milnntis and such other 
hirrher" classes, at the time of caste or Toli-ious 
festivals and feasts, bhang (kusdmba) is prqiared 
and ""U en to the assembled guests heroro taking 
theirloocl It is usual for the host to ask or 
• vea to press everj guest, if he iveie vep’ familar, 
to take it moie and more, just as he does Siter- 
wardb in the case of any delicious dish, 

2S Habitual escessiic consumers icqiiite about 

2 to 3 tolas of ganja, worth about 2 annas, 
eveiy day, avheieis about the same quantity is 
consumed by habitual modeiate consumers in a 
week The former smoke ganja for about 20 or 
30 times, and the lattci twice or so in a day As 
for bhang a habitual evcessive consumei requires 
5 tola patti or one tola ganja in a day The same 
quantit} is consumed bj a habitual moderate 
consumer in hvedijsorso Poisons taking the 
latter ding ha\e some fixed time lu a day for 
taking it, Pithei in the moinmg or in the evening, 
but alwajs before they take their food , whereas 
habitual, cxcessiie gmja smokers ha\e not got 
such times fixed Th"} smoke it at an interval 
of two hours the longest "While I was talking 
with such a consumer on one occasion foi about 
three-quarters of an hour, after which signs of 
uneasiness became apparent in him, and on being 
asked he said that unless he smoked ganja he 
could not ansuei my questions On this 1 asked 
him how long befoie he had taken it , he lephed 
shortlj before he apjieared before me 

29 Ganja puie and simple is never smoked 
Tobacco IS alwajs mixed wath it, whether the 
consumer is a habitual, the excessive or a moderate 
smoker Men of the latter class wash ganja 
clean fust, but those of the formei aie not so paiti- 
cnlar about washing it Tliiee of the peisons 
questioned bj me admitted that they smoked the 
rnixtuic of — (a) dliatuia and ganja, (4) opium 
and ganja, (c) dned loots of paddy, (d) saliva 
of cobra , (e) kuchla (nux vomica) , (/) nutmeg 
TliLse three men weie habitual excessive con- 
sumers of ganja I did not believe that it avas 
possible to get saliva of poisonous snake, so ques- 
tioned them to desciibe how they obtained it 
Thej' all stated that the mixture had been pie- 
pared bj other men in then absence and they 
weie onlj told that it avas that inixtuie and then 
thej smoked it Tbtj said thej found it much 
stionger than ganja mi\el with tobacco They 
said that the mixture of dhatura and ganja 
is the strongest of all the other mixtiues 
mentioned Thej u‘e the mixture of these 
ingredients onlj ocea«ionallj they increase 
the strength of the diug (ganji) The effect of 
the smoko of these mixtures lasts longer moie 
or le-s than ganja mixed with tobacco A person 
requiring to smoke ganja four oi five times in a 
daj IS sitisfied with smoking the dhatura mixtuie 
onh once These mixtuios are used by onlj' 
habitual excessix e consumers If it he taken by 
h ihitual moderate oi occasional consumeis, it will 
irnduce its injurious effect in them immediately 

There is no preparation such as "bhang mas- 
sala ” cither understood or sold in this part of 
the country, hut it a bania be asked to supply 
" tliaiiclai massala ” he will gne (1) cloves, (2) 
poppj’-recd, (3) pepper, (i) cardamon and such 
otln.r fiavouioiis aiticlc5, sonp, dry ro'e flower, 
cucumhe’- sccil,_ milk, sugar “ Bhang massala ” 
known m Northern India contains these 
iDg'cdient'! Pepper is generally mixed the 
mixture Is called "ghota," ired by habitual 
consumers (cxcc'-sue or moderate) It is then 
ground fn c The finer it is ground the stronger 
'ts elicct beconicE The other ingredients are 


occa=ionally mixed The other liquid prcpaied 
of bhang is called " thaudai,” which contains a 
less quantity of ganja than ghota 

so Ganja smokers aie not generally liked by 
people So tins diug is tiken in the beginning in 
solitude or in a society of consumeis As for 
bhang it is taken in compiny People don’t 
seem to dislike it They aie tiken mainlj bj 
men There are some public w omen and those 
of •’seetic classes w ho use these drugs, but their 
number must he veiy small 

31 The habit of consuming ganja or bhang 
IS easily formed, and in the ease of habitual 
excessive consumeis of ganja or bhang, the habit 
IS difficult to bietik off There is a tendency 
in the ease of both these drugs for the moderate 
habit to develop into the evcescive, but a good 
deal depends upon the ciicumstances oi societies 
m which a consumer lives There are cases of 
modeiate, habitual consumeis baling given up 
the use of these diugs owing to changes in eii-

32 Among gosains, baingis, and other as- 
cetics the use of both gauj i aud bhang is looked 
upon as lehgiouslj essential, and then belief is 
that the god Mahadco and goddess Debi liaie 
ordained that their devotees should use these 
drugs Consumeis of ganja and bhang among 
these classes take it in the name of god Maliadeo 
01 goddess Dehi, that i=, they offer these to the 
deity befoie smoking ganja oi dunking bhang 
These persons are generally excessive consumers 

In some families bhang is jirepnred on ceitain 
days in the jeai and offered to their family gods, 
aud then distributed to their guests The use 
on such occisioDS IS generally temperite Fiom 
m enquirj' made by me I have leaint that the use 
of bhang on such occasions is consideied essential 
only so long it can be had When it cannot he 
pioeured milk oi some other liquid is substituted 
foi it The use of bhang on such occasions is 
not consideied mjuiious, nor do they say that it 
leads to the foimation of the habit I believe 
that theie IS sometiuth in this, because a large

lower classes, and in the higher classes opium

53 The oxtcssivo indulgence in ganja smoking 
incites nnprcmcdit itcd, v lolent ciime Htconlly 
I sawr a ease of a m 111 who went mid owing to 
excessive ginja smoking, and m that state ot his 
inuid lie killed his own iinelo who had remained 
to watch him Theie wa^ no ill-fethug between 
them Thcie was no motive of the miiroer except 
I perhaps the unele did not allow him the use of 
ganji The stoiv' is that after the man 1 iving 
gone mad, the mnrdeied man and his brothei sat 
to Watch the murderer In the meantime the 
former slept near him telling his brother to 
keep a w atch Shortly after the murderer told 
thelittei logo to sleep, saying tint there was

5(> I hive not come icross a ganja smokei ni 
modtialion mixing with it any suhstanee except 
tobacco It IS only the excessive smokeis who 
mix the several subst mees mentioned before 
whenever they desire to use the drug of iiicieased 
stiength Dh iturn is mixed for peisonal con- 
sumption m order that the effect may last longer 
than the mixture of ganja and tobacco Poi 
the same object dhatuia IS sometimes mixed with 
bhang for peisonal use If the mixtuie of ganja 
and dll itnra, oi bhang and dhatuia, be taken by 
one consuming only ganja oi bhang it piodnces 
a stupefy mg effect on him So this mixture is 
very often used by load poisonots for the pui- 
pose of effecting some ciimmal motive These 
men put the imxtuio of dhaturn and bhang oi 
ganja m sweetmeat intended for their victims.

Question 24 — ^Most people of the higher classes 
in Sonepur take bhang, and most have at least 
tasted it 

Qimhon 35 — In Sonepur the higher classes 
have not begun to take liquor, because it is pro- 
hibited by their religion The liquor there also is 
of inferior quahty and cheap 

Question 40 — The "rnddaks” referred to are 
made up by hakims The five named by me are 
given to promote sexual desire They are pre- 
pared from ganja flower and leaves together 

Qneition 4l — I have not tasted ganja myself, 
but I know the people think it pievents cholera 
They say they use it , but I do nob know myself 
I have not remaiLed exceptional consumption in 
such times 

Question 45 — The case given under answer No 
63 was the only instance of insanity from ganja 
smoking, as refeired to in answei No, 45, the 
details of which I can give In that case, the man 
was found not to be insane, and was convicted 
and sentenced to imprisonment for life 

Q lesUon 58 — In this case the man was first 
acquitted on the ground of insanity by Diwan 
Banmali Misr The Commissioner of the Divi- 
sion quashed the proceedings The Raja and I 
tried the case and convictod the man and sentenced 
him to imprisonment lor life He had become 
violent fiom the use of ganja a fortnight before, 
and his uncle put him under restraint and refused 
him ganja Suddenly he planned to get his uncle 
asleep, and then killed him Theie was no enquny 
as to any madness m the family His uncles 
were not mad I think his frenzy was due to 
previous ganja smoking By homicidal fienzy, I 
understand a desiie to kill a man, no mattei who 
It might be The man’s name is Khairnth Napatti,

Question 68 — The inequalities to which I lefer 
are produced by the special arrangements made foi 
the feudatories and zamindans My impression is 
that the Sonepur Chief puts on Rs 2-8 as against 
Rs 2 in the Sambulpur Khalsa , but both these 
rates for wholesale vend aie less than the Rs 3 of 
Raipni Tins is due to smuggling from acioss 
Central Provinces border This should be stopped 

Question 59 — The first sentence app)ies to the 
country beyond the Central Provinces bolder 
Furthermore, I think that the cultivation should

13 Yes It has been restricted only to the 
Nimar distnct I do not exactly know why this 
district was specially selected but it seems that 
gan 3 a used to be grown veiy largely in this dis- 
trict and the hemp plant grown theie is much 
better than that grown in the other districts of 
this piovince So far as I know theie is no dis- 
trict in this province where hemp plant cannot be 
giown. I do not know whether any special con- 
ditions regarding climate, soil, etc , are necessary 
for cultivation of the hemp plant 

14 Only gau]^ is prepared, it is prepared in 
the Nimar district I do not know to what ex-

15 In these provinces only ganja is prepared

24 This IS not confined to any particular class 
or clas'es of the people In the hot weather and 
in the Holi festivals bhang is generally used by 
ill classes of people who cannot use liquor It is 
eaten as well as drunk The entire population 
does not, however, use it The pioportion of the 
people so using the bhang may be set down at 6 
per cent of the entire population in this province 

25 If we were to compare the present con- 
sumption of the ganja with its consumption when

1 My information about hemp drugs is ohiefly 
based upon my experience of about twenty jcirs 
as a Revenue and Judicial officer in the Central 
Provinces, holding the various posts of Naib 
Talisildar, Tahsildar and Extra Assistant Com- 
missioner Becently my services have been knt 
to the Khairagarh Stale by the Government 
for appointment as the Dm an of the State In 
my judicial capacity, I have often had to inspect 
the excise shops, to arrange fur the sale of 
intoxicating diugs, and to investigate into the 
crimes against the Excise Act Besides, during 
the course of my studies, I had the opportunity 
to study medicine, as is taught by the li iKims 
It (my information) is based upon such inform- 
ation as I could now gather fiom the bairagis, 
nho aie addicted to the use of hemp drugs, and 
n ho visit this State during the rainy season I 
have especiallj dealt with questions in the 
chapteis V and VI with which I nas much 
acquaiuted. 

2 The definition of Di Pram can be adopted 
m those piovinces Bhang has got the different 
names of booti, hhaju, and thandai (cool drink) 

Plat ganja is called “ baluohur ’’ A large 
collection of round ganja is called a "joori," 
while smaller ones “ cliaipa ” 

18 Ganja does deteriorate by keeping, and 
vihen kept long enough loses Us effect altogether. 

It might keep good for throe years at most with 
ordinary care The chief causes of deteuoration ! 
are damp, exposure to rams, to bo moth eaten 
It also deteriorates by being bioken into minute 
particles The effect is also kssened by constant 
exposure to weather The special measure taken 
to pievent deterioration of ganja is to keep it in 
a closed room on a wooden platform, high enough 
from the giound betneen the strata of gia's 
The same is the case with bhang, hut to prevent 
deterioration it is kept in dholee (a kind of 
bamboo basket) Cliaras is kept in leather bags 
and wooden ‘‘ dabbas ” 

19 Ganja is for the most part used for smok- 
ing But as “bhang” is raie in the Central

(1) They take a certain quantity of " ganja,” 
wash it out, grind it, and take it with 
milk or water as they like When taken 
with milk, it IS called " dudh-bhanga ” 

(2) When "ganja” is taken with sweetmeats 
it IS called " majum ” 

(3) Ganja is loasted in clarified hutfer with 
the following iiigiedients — Sugar, chi 
rounji, almond, cocoanut, date, cardamom 
and saffron When this is done, it is re- 
duced to powder and used This is called 


"gooramba'” Ganja •with pepper and 
other spices IS mixed -with "chana” flour 
and cal cs are made of it, which they call 
" hhajia ” This kind of use is limited to 
Mnhratta Brahmins 

20 Gcnorally gnnja is smoked by the low class 
people in the Central Proimces, such as Hindu 
mendicants, bairagis, gosains, etc. It is used 
by the criminal tribes, Piibi, Bana, Khangar and 
Kunjar It is also prevalent to a little extent 
among the Chhattris and low class Muhammadans, 
such as Knnjrns and Pinjaras, etc., but the latter 
use it very larely Chains is not at all in use 
here Only some immigrants from the North- 
W'estorn Proiiiiccs use it One man in every 300 
smokes gnjna 

21. Flat ganja is preferred to the other kinds 
in the Central Pros inces 1 hey call it halucliur 
But ns it 13 difficult to obtain it, roqnd is used

£2. Cliaras is not in n'c in these provinces, but 
I have seen at home (Oudh) th it smokers prefer 
native charas 

23 Bhang is not smoked , if done so it causes 
no intoxication 

2J Bhang is not so prevalent in the Central 
Provinces as in the North-Western Provinces 
Its uso IB for the most part confined to cities and 
tonus Bhang IS generally used by the middle 
classes such as the Brahmins, Chhattnn, etc The 
modeiatc use of bhang is not looked upon as a 
moan thing, and the Hindu religion does not 
forbid ils use In the hot weather people take it 
ns a cooling dnnk The upper classes use it more 
than any other preparation of hemp 

25 The consumption of "ganja” is gradually 
decreasing I attribute tins decrease to the 
following reasons — 

(1) The use of ganja is regarded as the nearest 
n ay of intoxication and as the people grow 
more enlightened, they knock off this ser- 
vile habit, 

(2) The use of its price can also account for 
the decrease. 

(3) Ganja smoking seems to be giving way to 
alcohol, bliang, opium and mndalr Those 
whoso religion dots not insist upon total 
abstinence from alcohol tike to drinking, 
while the rest either smoke madak or dnnk 
bhang 

(4) The use of bhang is increasing This is 
due to its not being regarded as deroga- 
tory The Hindus of middle and hrgh 
classes, who abstain fiom alcohol, make use 
of it in company of their fiiends 
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The nse of charas la these provinces is so in- 
significant that it cannot be taken into considera- 
tion 



The above fignies show the result of the 
answere to both the 26th and 27 th questions 

28 The quantity of ganja as smoked by the 
different classes of smokers is as follows — 

(o) Half a tola per day at 6 pies , or 2 seers, 
5 chattaks in a j ear, which costs Rs 1 1-8 

(b) Two tolas a day, which costs annas 2 , 9 
seers, 4 chattaks in a year, which costs 
Ks 46 > 

29 Ganjais generally smoked with tobacco, 
hut on special occasions city people in older to 
increase its effect, add the following ingre- 
dients — saffron, cloves, jaiphal, sandalwood It 
IS sometimes moistened by milk or sugarcane 
]uice ffhe mendicants also mix a little dhatura 
seed and leaves of i/war plant Cowdung fire 
IS preferied Sometimes ganja is smoked in a 
pipe made of sugarcane {vide answer No 19) 

The following aie the ingiedients of bhang ~ 
black pepper, cardamoms, roses, poppy seeds, 
cucumber seeds, sugar and milk 

Sometimes bhang is ground together with the 
ingredients given above and made into pills 
' This is generally done duimg the monsoons 

80 Gania is for the most part smoked m 
solitude It IS seldom used in corapauv The 
use of ganja IS mainly confined to the male sex, 
only some female mendicants, called “ abdhootni,” 
do so, childieu do not smoke The consump- 
tion of bhang IS generally practised m comp my, 
women and children do not dnnk bbang Charas 
IS not in use in these provinces, but m Oudh it 
js smoked in company in the shops kept by the 
women called Sakins ” Charas js also smoked 
by low class prostitutes 

31 The habit of consuming these drugs is not 
easily formed It takes a long time, But when 
once formed, it is very difficult to break it oflT 
Yes, there is a tendency of modeiate habit 
developing into excessive The same is the case 
with bhang, but it is easier to knock off this 
habit than smoking gan]! 

32 To the best of my knowledge there are no 
customs, religious or social, in regard to any of 
these drugs 

33 The consumption of gauja is legarded very 
badly The public opinion about this is that it 
is the most derogatoiy kind of intoxication, and 
its smoker is looked upon as a mean person. Its 
use IB forbidden by the Muhammadan leligion, 
and Brahmins also abstain fiom it. 

Bhang is not badly regarded by Hindus, but 
the Muhammadan religion and laws of society 
ptrictly insist upon abstinence To the best of 


my knowledge hemp plant is not an oh 3 ecl of 
worship 

34 The occasional, moderate or excessive 
smokers easily forego the consumption of the 
drugs they use, but habitual smokers will find it 
difficult It will be a serious privation to habi- 
tual excessive consumeis But it is possible to 
knock the habit off I have often met, as a 
Superintendent -of Jail, with cases in which 
prisoners who were addicted to use of these drugs 
lost the habit. They do not suffer so much as 
opium eateis do In my opinion moderate 
habitual consumers can forego the habit, and 75 
per cent of excessive habitual consumers It is 
much more easy to knock off the habit of dnnk- 
ing bhang Only excessive habitual consumeis 
will suffer, but opium can supply its want 
Ninety per cent of bhaug consumers can forego 
the habit 

85 In my opinion, it is feasible to prohibit 
the use of all these drugs It should only he 
allowed as medicine for sick persons Efforts 
will be made for a certain time to consume the 
drugs illicitly The best way to enforce prohibi- 
tion would be to prevent cultivation of hemp 
plant I do not think that piohibition will 
occasion any serious discontent among the con. 
sumers There is no fear of any political danger 
The piohibition of bhang might cause some ill- 
feelmg. 

In my opinion, if the consumption of these 
drugs is prohibited at once, it will of course be 
a piivation to the present generation for some 
time, but it must be taken into consideration that 
the future generation will be quite free from 
this vice, which is a great source of degeneration 
of morals and destruction of health I fear the 
prohibition will be followed by recourse to alco- 
holic stimulants and othei drugs. 

36 The reasons why alcohol is being substi- 
tuted for hemp drugs are — 

(1) alcohol IS not so in]unous , 

(2) the revenue from the sale of alcohol is 
daily increasing, while that from hemp 
drugs decreasing, 

(5) alcohol IS prevalent among the more ci- 
vilized people, and as a rule the less 
enlightened people are them followers, 
and as they come more and more in 
contact with them, they adopt their 
habits, hence the increase in the use 
uf alcohol 

87 The only difference between the effect of 
ganja and charas is that the effect of the former 
IS very quick, while the latter takes a longer time 
to cause intoxication, The effect of ganja does 
not last long , at the longest for an hour and a 
half The effect of charas .s more durable ifc 
lasts for three or four hours 

38 Baluchur, t e , flat ganja, is more intoxi- 
cating than round ganja, and ohnr even less 

39 The smoking of the preparation of hemp 
drugs is a more injurious form of consumption 
than drinking or eating the same The reason 
is that smoking pioduees gieater and immediate 
effect on one’s brain, while the effect produced 
by drinking or eating is not so quick, and ifc is 
less injurious to the brain It has often been 
seen that the smoker, while taking a long draught 
of smoke, fell down quite stupefied.

(c) To the best of my knowledge it is neither 
a febnfuge noi a preventive of malarious diseases 

{d) Some people use it to give them stajing 
power under severe eiertion and exposure and 
not to feel f itigued 

Foi these purposes, these drugs aie used by 
workmen and habitual ciiminals At fiist they 
use it moderately, but giadually these habits be- 
come excessive 

42 The moderate use of any of these diugs is 
in my opinion not harmless After all, the mode- 
rate habit always develops into excessive habit, 
and so it does a gieat deal of harm in the end 

43 They are not so offensive as those who in- 
dulge in these drugs excessively They trouble 
their neighbours somewhat by coughing a great 
deal lu the night and by their soui disposition 

44 The immediate effect of the modeiate use 
of ganja is to pioduce a temporary briskness in 
the body But after an hour the consumer teels 
a sinking sensation It is not lefreshing It 
does produce intoxication In the beginning, 
until the consumer does not become addicted to 
it, it cieates appetite But when the hibit is 
formed, it pioduoes quite the contrary effect 
The effects pioduced by ganja last for about two 
hours after smoking The aftei effeoc is a sicken- 
ing sensation Yes, the want of subsequent giati-

45 The habitual, moderate use of these drugs 
produces noxious effect, pTijsical, mental and 
moial It IS injurious to lungs, vision, and pro- 
duces an offensive smell in the body of the con- 
sume! It IS useful in the eaily st iges of dysen- 
teiy It impairs the moral sense, induces laziness, 
habits of inimoiahty and debauchery It deadens 
the intellect and produces insanity one intoxieat. 
ed IS always half mad In the beginning the 
insanity is tempoiary, but in the end it becomes 
peimanent The simptoms can be reinduced by 
use of the drugs aftei liberation from restraint 

46 The injuries the moderate use of these 
diugs produces, are discussed m the answer to the 
45th question The excess augments the injuries 

47 In my opinion the habitual moderate use 


of any of these dings does not appear to he a 
heieditoiy habit, and affects in no way the child- 
ren of the consumer But sometimes if the eon- 
cumei is subject to some disease, such as insanity, 
etc, produced bj the use of hemp diugs, it is 
transmitted to posteiity 

4S If the consumer is subject to any of the 
diseases, such as asthma, dropsy, or insanity, 
oiving to the exciss m consumption of any of 
these dings, nis-ohildren inherit the diseases of the 
parent 

451 These dru^saie practised as an aphrodisiac, 
bntthe effect does not last long In the end the 
sjstem becomes weal , which lesnlts in impotency 
The prostitutes do not use hemp dings m these 
provinces, but m Niutb-VVestpin Provinces and 
Oudb low class prostitutes smoke cliaras Its use 
as an aphiodisiac is mo.e lujniious than as an 
oiduiary naicotic. 

60 The e\cessive use of any of these drugs as 
an aphrodisiac is veiy injniious It causes impo- 
teiicy and many diseases of kidney and bladder 

51 . The bad characters geneially use these 
diugs in Older to prepaie tbemsehes foi some deed 
of violence, such as house-bieaking, lobbery and 
daeoity 

52 An excessive consumer is too much intoxi- 
cated to do any act of violence The indulgence 
in these drugs weakens constitution, and thus 
renders the consumer quite unfit fox any deed of 
violence I have come across cases in which the 
police have made a criminal confess his crime by 
making him smoke ganja excessively 

58 Yes, the excessive indulgence in these drugs, 
especially in ganja, incites to unpremeditated 
violent Climes, snch as homicide, grievous hurt and 
suicide I learn two cases oi this intare took 
place in Khairagarli which amounted to homi- 
cide — 

(1) One Khushal went to a “ mairai ” shop 
where he smoked ganja excessively, then 
drawing his sword killed the “ marrar ”

55 Yes, the criminals, m ordei to further their 
designs, induce their victims to partake of these 
drugs, specially ganja As a m igisti ate a case 
was brought befoie me, m which a man was robbed 
uhen subject to stupefaction pioduced by ganja 
Generally, criminals add dliatuia and t7ioar leaves 
to enhance intoxication Only ganja smoking is 
enough to stupefy those who never smoke it 
Bhang does not pioduce so much effect, it only 
causes giddiness, 

56 By adding cloves and jaijihal to the hemp 
drugs the effect is enhanced but not so much as by 
an addition of the dhatura leaf This ingredient 
is often used bj mendicants and habitual cnmmals 
in order to stupefy their victims 

57 I do not know much about clijiras, but 
ganja, which is here sometimes substituted for 
bhang, IS eaten ooeasionally as stated in the answer 
to No 19 Eating pioduees less and slow intoxi- 
cation. than smoking 

58 The present excise administration of the 
Central Piovmees is going on well, but there is 
still some room for impiovement, which will be 
dealt with further on 
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59 The only modification m e'^eise adminis- 
tiation — I -would suggest that a small tax he 
imposed on the consumeis of the'^e drugs, instead 
of -winch they be given a license permitting them 
to biij these dmgs, and it may be enacted that any 
vendoi of excise who sells any of the hemp dings 
to anj body not holding a license, may be punish- 
able togethei n itb the buy ei This will deeieise 
tbe niinibei of consumers and pievent the youth 
ot noble f imilies fiom tins vice 

65 In my opinion the taxation (a) with le-' 
forence to each other is reasonable, [6] but with 
icferenee to alcoholic and opium intoxicants, tlie 
tnxition IS veiy easy and should be eubamed 
This easiness in tixition cbiajiens ganja, and 
therefore it leads to an increase m hemp dings 
consumption 

68 No houses aie especia'ily set apart foi the

they Were habitual smokers I have seen a man 
fall in a similar mannei when he was <=moking 
tobacco in consequence of the ehi)am having been 
suddenly removed fiom the hookah by a com- 
panion, and the smoker having, consequently, 
taken a stiong draught of air

Question 45 — One case of insanity is that of 
Augat Pande, a man v/ell known to me, who took 
both ganja and bhang He had taken ganja for 
three years, and bhang from tbe time he was 14 
Or 15 yeais old His father died young, and I 
knew his grandfather There was no insanity in 
the family 1 know of no epilepsy in the f imily 
His elder brother taught him to dnnk bhang 
He learnt to smoke ganja from his schoolmaster, 
aged SO, and othei people also Augat Pande 
became quite mad and recovered somewhat He 
then relapsed, and now I hear Le has died He 
was mad ±oi 6 months, well for a year, and then 
again went mad and never recovered He died 
at tbe age of He was a Biahmin by caste 
I can-'t be certain there was no othei cause con- 
tiibuting to insanity The people of the village 
believe it was due to ganja It is believed that 
ganja sometimes produces insanity.

I Wlien I was tahsildar at Kbandwa, in tlie 
Central Provinces, I have bad dipportanities to 
inspect the cultivation of hemp in the Khandwa 
district, and its ad 3 oining districts and States, 
such as Indore, etc Other opportunities I have 
bad when I was Diwan of Ranker and Chhnikha- 
dan, and Manager of KawaidLa and Superintend- 
ent of Paslar The experiences I have obtained 
from the people and their associates, who smoke 
wan 3 a, are embodied in my answers At Kawar- 
dha there is a lebgious society of Kahir Panthis, 
and ascetics' from many parts of India, such as 
North- Western Provinces, the Pun 3 ab, Bengal, 
and China, do frequent these religious associations, 
and the effects that I could perceive upon these 
persons aie given in my answers 

S No charas or bhang is prepared from hemp 
here or used I simply confine myself to gan 3 a 
Formerly hemp used to be cultivated for produc- 
tion of gan 3 a 

The definitions given by Dr Pram can hold 
good in respect of ganja 

Cultivation of hemp and production and pre- 
paration of gan 3 a have been stopped by the Gov- 
ernment, but the process which the people had 
resort to when they had cultivation to a little 
extent in the compounds of their houses is as 
follows It was not being trodden under foot in 
order to give a flat shape, but the people used to 
stack it, putting the flowenng tops one above 
the other, grass or straw intervening to save it 
from damp, and then pressing it with some heavy 
timber or other heavy thing This process used 
to give it a flattened shape No steps had hither 
to been taken here to procure “round ” or “ chur ”

8 Formerly, t e , two years ago, people used 
to cultivate hemp, hut as its cultivation has now 
been stopped by the Government, there is now 
no area undei hemp cultivation 

9 Foimerly the people did not prepare fields, 
but scattered a few seeds in their compounds or 
raised a little crop by transplanting the seedlings 
They considei the plant fit for preparing ganja 
when its leaves become yellowish and its heads 
resinous When the plants had grown one foot

28 Bhang is never smoked 

24 The consumption of bhang is by no means 
restricted to the poor On the other hand, it is 
drunk by Manvaris and banias on this side, and 
dunng the hot season by respectable high caste 
and educated Brahmins of the orthodox class who 
are restricted horn taking liquois Such a pre- 
paration IS generally called “ panga,” meaning 
light drink Theie aie such drinkers of this pre- 
paration m Jlalwa and in the Noith-Westem 
Provinces, notably Benares, that they can drink 
off at one sitting 1 oi 2 seers so thick that it is 
called ‘^sikia dub," t e, if a straw is thrown into 
the pot filled with this kind of preparation, it 
stands straight This preparation cannot be 
drunk bj an ordinary diinker without Bub 3 eeting 
himself to serious consequences Moieover, some 
people are so fond among that Biahminical class 
that they take pride in preparing and consuming 
the strongest dose in other ways, namely, that the 
bhang patti is boiled in water in a copper pot and 
a couple of copper pice put into it while under- 
going that process It is then roasted in ghee and 
then powdeicd along with almond, aniseed, 
pepper, dry rose floweis, seed of oueumbei, and all 
these mixed in water, or, to make it still stronger, 
to prepare it in milk which they call "dudhiya," 
and then to drink it I diank such a preparation 
myself once through not knowing the way in 
which it was prepared I cannot describe in what 
state of mind 1 was thrown for about 36 hours, 
when the intoxication subsided On the Ghats of 
the Neibuddaat Onkai, Mandlesai and hlahesar, 
and on the Ganges at Benaies, and on the Ksliip- 
pra at Uj]ain,this bhang preparation is so common 
and so often resorted to that the stones there bear 
deep marks Ihe learned Brahmins at Benares 
and Ujjain ate noted for indulging in this dunk, 
and thiough the instrumentality of the intoxica- 
tion produced by it, they can repeat the Vedas 
without a mistake and without being fatigued 

Eating bhang is rare among those habituated 
to daily drink, but they do so sometimes for 
convenience sake when going on journeys 1 
have seen a man eating lib of bhang dry and 
unprepared, when he found himself in trouble for 
posscsaing more than the authonsed quantity, and 
thus escaped punishment Prepaiation for dunk- 
ing involves great deal of trouble and labour and 
cannot be secretly done, and in such cases those 
who do not like to undergo that trouble, and 
others who have some fear from their elders at 
home, keep a preparation for eating 

25 If the official statistics are seen, the use of 
ganja seems to be on the increase, but I attribute 
this increased consumption to be due to severe 
check on the smuggling from Natiie States and 
other places in British India In the former case 
there is no effective check as in these provinces on 
the cultivation of hemp drug, sale of monopolies 
and everj other thing connected therewith is all 
uncontrolled Similarly, m the Bntish districts 
out of too Central Provinces, as m the Berars and 


Bombay, the ding is sold much cheaper than in 
the Central Provinces, and the facilities afforded 
by the railways are great for smuggling I 
expect still more increase in sales if the system 
of taxing the drug becomes uniform and tbe 
same sj stem IS adopted by the adjoining Native 
States It IS impossible to detect every smuggler 
without subjecting him to search, and thereby 
cause vexation, molestation and risk {itde section 
45 of the Excise Act) I can speak from my own 
expenence that there are people in good position, 
whose names I do not like to disclose, and whose 
avocations take them in the daily course of their 
busmess to such Native States and other dist'icts, 
wherefrom they import the drugs for their friends 
in respectable positions Then actions pass un- 
detected If all these sources are stopped by 
making the tax umform throughout, theie will no 
doubt be still more increase in sales to the disgust 
of the advocates of the abolition of the hemp 
drugs The number of smokeis is not, however, 
increasing 

26 The majority of ganja smokers will go 
under class (o), as each and eveij peison has to 
earn his living, which he cannot do if he becomes 
a habitual excessive smoker Besides, the classes 
I have enumerated in answer to question No 20 
are those who cannot afford to pay two annas a 
tola to make them excessive smokers Their 
earnings are shared by several calls on them The 
mendicant and fakir classes are such as can be 
classed under (c), as their hand is always ready to 
welcome a chilam (pipe) of ganja if one is given 
every hour They have no eaie for their living, 
as they beg from door to door, and a couple of 
hours’ rambling satisfies their want The well- 
to-do and charitable people have respect and 
symnathy for them, who spontaneously supply 
them this drug without cost, and very often at 
such pluses where these men stay, idle men addict- 
ed to ganja smoking congregate there who enjoy 
smoking in company with them 

Under (c) may be classed those mentioned in 
No 5 of the list against question 20 and those 
begmueiB who enjoy their company on such 
occasions, though not properly speaking habitual 
01 occasional consumeis, yet through the pressuie 
of their friends partake it, and thus gradually 
become habitual moderate consumers I cannot 
class any body under [d), as occasional moderate 
consumers cannot go to excess A habitual 
moderate consumer can smoke two chilams a daj 
Idle fellows who can afford to pay for the drug, 
and who have no anxiety or care to earn their 
living, can smoke six or seven chilams a day, and 
such people have always a company to serve An 
oidinary cliilam can seiwe four or five persons, and 
unless theie is a company there is no pleasure 
Habitual moderate consumers will not ordinarily 
collect a company daily, but will do so in a way 
which the next-door neiglibour will not know of 
1 do not call those people excessive consumers who 
have become habituated to it, although I have 
classed mendicants as such

a labourer can work indefatigably or carry load 
without requiring much food So the drug like 
alcohol becomes a highly concentrated food.

even with that can treat oue or two fi lends , and

Dhatura stupefies a smoker, and it is therefoie

36 I have never found that a ganja smoker has 
given lip ganja and taken to liquor On the 
contrary, the authorities had reason to suspect that 
the case was quite the reverse, since increase m 
consumption of ganja was noticeable yeai after 
year Since the introduction of the new system 
of taxing liquor in these piovinces, liquor is sold 
much dearer than before Its pnee is nearly 
doubled and if the system is extended to the 
lemaining distiicts, and outstill system altogethei 
aboli'^hed, as is done in two districts, there is no 
chance of people going for that article in pre- 
feieiice to then habituated drug Besides the one 
great bar for the majoiity of them is then caste

37 Yes I have no peisonal knowledge of the 
effects from smoking charas.but I had experiment- 
ed once upon my two friends I had got this 
drug (chaias) from Babu Bisumbar Nath, a well 
known contractor in the North-Western Provin- 
ces, and my friends smoked it I do not know if 
they had mixed tobacco with it They smoked the 
chilam twice when I left, and when I saw them 
■the next morning they told me that the drug was 
veiy much active and kept them m an intoxicated 
state for upwards of ten hours, making them giddy, 
while the effects from ganja smoking are mueh 
milder The intoxication does not last for more 
than two hours, and keeps the smoker in good 
humoui One of them is intelligent, English- ^ 
knowing, and is a pensioner He smokes, drinks 
and eats all these drugs, and an evidence of such a 
man may fuiiiish valuable infoimation

I cannot say anything about it 

29 They do not smoke charas here Generally 
they mix tobacco with it and then smoke it 
They mix black pepper, sonpli and coriander 
seed with bhang They do not mix the seed of 
dhatura with it , but if they intend to tiouble or 
.njuie anybody, they mix the seeds of dhatuia 
with it in order to heighten the intoxication, 
whereby the smoker is put to great troubles 
Bhang is also used as medicine, which is then 
called thandai Gioeeis sell it, but it is not used 
in these provinces It is sold in the cities of 
North-Westein Piovinces, wboio they much con-

82 As regards the smoking of ehaias, there are 
no social or religious customs, noi is it sold 


here But the consumptioa of ganja and bhang 
18 social and religious in these provinces. In the 
first place, ganja and bhang are offered to Shiva 
in worship on the Shivaratn festival, and on that 
festival they take it m the way of offerings Se- 
condly, the Brahmin groceis use bhang, ganja 
and majum in the Hoh festival by way of hospi- 
tahty m feasts It is simply used to divert thp 
mind moderately They either eat or dunk bhang 
or majum as offerings on the Shivaratn and Hoh 
They do not become addicted to them by doing 
so They are not injured by them. It is no 
doubt injunous when taken m great quantities 
Tne consumption of ganja is restricted to those 
who have smoked it some time 

83 Generally, and as a rule, their consumption

34 The fakirs and gosains no doubt, who under

themselves 

37 Cnaras does not pioduce strong intoxica- 
tion The intoxication brought on by hemp is 
stiong Therefore the consumers of charas do not

38 Round hemp is not produced in these pro- 
vinces There is a very slight difference between 
flat and bioken ganja, because both of them are the

(e) Its use saves a man from falling sick when 
the climate is not good 

(d) A man is injured by being exposed to cold 
in the winter and rainy seasons It removes all

The abovemenfioned four advantages can be 
had only when the drug is taken moder itely, and

45 It IS injurious to peisons who are so ad- 
dicted to it as to use it daily excessively It

1 Asa Divisional Forest Officei, the Gonds 
and Kurl us of the wilder parts of Hoshangabad, 
Betul, Nimai, and Chhindwara weie constantly 
coming under my observation In later years, 
my experience has extended to the Bygas of 
Mandia, Balaghat, and Bilaspm, the Marias of 
Chand i, and the Gonds residing in the vicinity 
of the forests in other districts , but I have not 
had the same opportunity of observing their habits 

20 In the districts of Betul, Hoshangabad, 
Chhindwara, and Nimar, between 1864.-1869, only 
one case of the use of hemp drugs by jungle 
tribes (Gonds and Knrkus) came under my ob- 
servation The individual was the head man of a 
village, and did not use any of the pi eparations 
in excess Eecently, referring to a body of about 
80 of the men working foi Government, the 
officer in charge observed that "there were 5 
who smoked ganja ” 

21 Though still restricted and in moderation, 
the use of hemp drugs by the jungle tubes is 
more common than formerly 

Letter from Ooloneii Doveton, published 
as an Appendix to Ins evidence, 

I regret that I myself know veiy little regard- 
ing the use of hemp drugs beyond that they are 
used to support both men and beasts under fatigue 

In all my wandenugs, I have rarely come acioss 
a case of e\ il results that could be attributed to 
the use of preparations of hemp, and this has led 
me to infer that, though commonly used, the exces- 
sive use of such drugs is chiefly confined to towns 
where the inferior classes generally congiegate 

With special reference to the jungle tribes 
refened to in the Secretary’s letter, it may be 
said that they, and specially the Bygas of Mandia, 
Balaghat and Bilaspm, are fond of spiuts, but 
it can hardly be said that these people aie much 
addicted to the use of hemp drugs Up to about 
lb70, the use of these drugs was almost unknown, 
to those at least in the districts of Hoshangabad, 
Betul, Nimar, and Chhiudwaia 

From 1864 to 1869, in the districts abovemen- 
tioned, I was constantly out with large gangs 
of the people eithei for work or sport, and I can 
well remember that if by any chance a chillum 
was produced that was diugged with any of these 


preparations — and this did sometimes happen — 
it disgusted the majority of the men present 
lhat the use of ganja by the jungle tubes is 
more common than formerly is certain , but it is 
also tolerably certain that by them it is larely, if 
evei, used to excess 

It IS believed that the belief in its propeities 
for sustaining men under fatigue and exposure 
IS the chief leason for its use by members of 
the jungle tubes m the present day 

In the following extract will be found the 
statement of Khan Sahib Mahomed Ghouse, 
Extra Assistant Conservator, a Poiest Officer who 
has had to spend many yeais of his life among the 
jungle tribes — 

" The jungle tribes I know of are as follows — 
(1) Korkoos , (2) Gonds , (3) Baigas , (4) 

Kamars, and (5) Binjwais 
" Korkoos are found chiefly in Betul, Ho- 
shangabad, and Nimar districts, Gonds aie 
scattered ovei the whole Central Provinces, and 
form in two classes, known as llaj Gond and 
P ihari Gond , Baigas are of four classes, but one 
class does not differ much from another either in 
habits, customs, or the mode of living They 
live chiefly in the hilly portions of Mandia and 
Balaghat , Kamars and Binjwais reside in foies ts 
of Cbhattisgarh division 

“ Raj Gonds live in populated portions, and 
form a part of agricultural community m almost 
all districts They smoke ganja and drink 
bhang , but the consumers of the lattei ding are 
less in proportion to those of the former, 

"The other classes of jungle tribes are fond of 
liquor extracted from mohwa flowers 

‘‘ Baigasin particular aie too much addicted to it, 
and sacrifice all they earn foi obtaining the drink 

" Ganja oi bhang is not much appreciated either 
by Baigas or by other jungle tribes Nevertheless, 
some of the men of these tubes who have happened 
to associate frequently with the people come 
from the plains get into the habit of smoking 
ganja , but still they consume it in moderation 
“ Bhang was nevei noticed to have been eaten 
or drunk by these men It was probablj’' due 
either to its elaborate pi eparation, or to its being 
more expensive than a few pinches of ganja lo- 
quired for smoking at a time ”

S Yes, the defimtions may be accepted by the 
names given Ganja and bluing may be obtained 
in this district, but oharas is not obtainable. 

3 It does not grow wild in any portion of this 
district, and only in small quantities in certain 


distuots of the Central Piovinces I have seen 
it growing wild in the Dehra Dun district, and 
in the hills beyond Mussoone, Cliakrata, Simla, 
and Dalhousie 

4 By the names of ganja, bhang, and oharas 
Yes, these refer to the same plant 


5 A moist climite, iicb, well-drained light soil, 
and rainfall of over 60 inches, and an elevation of 
fiom 2,500 to 7,000 feet above sea level are neces- 
sary for the growth of wild hemp 

6. As far as I have seen it, it is dense 

7 Only in one place in the north of the Nimar 
district have I seen it cultivated, where it was 
giown for the production of ganja, and also for 
the use of its fibre It was gro^n m one small 
patch a little over an acre in extent 

10 Where seen cultivated by me, it was culti- 
vated by the ordinary agricultural cultivator 

13 Itcouldbe largely cultivated in this distnot 

14 In tbis disciict, as far as I am able to 
ascertain, gan]a, chains and bhang are obtained 
ready-made 

15. The preparations for smoking (A) are— 
gan-)n is taken in the hand and sifted of all small 
pieces of woody material , it is then rubbed in the 
palm of the hand, undergoing a sort of washing 
twice and thrice , the remnant is then taken and 
mixed with a quantity of tobacco according to the 
liking of the smoker, it is then smoked (B) 
Ganj i and bhang are both eaten. Gan]a is eaten 
by the Gonds only medicinally for diarihoca or

16 Where grown, bhang is prepared by people 
in their own houses Yes, it can bepiepared from 
the hemp plmt wherever giown Yes, I have 
seen gan 3 a prepared fiom the wild plant 

18 Ganja and bhang both deterioiate on being 
kept No, it does not quite lose its effect, but is 
liable to the attacks of a small beetle Damp and 
insects are the causes of deterioration With 
ordinary care it will last four yeais It should be 
kept dry and in a well closed hag or tin 

19 Ganja is issued only for smoking It is also 
used medicinally by the Gonds and Dhimars in 
the wild portions of the district 

20 For regular smoking ganja is not largely 
used by the Mains and other tribes m the isolated 
portions of the district, and only about 2 per cent 
of the men smoke gan 3 a Coming farther north, 
and taking a line from Chanda to Mul and then 
on to Chamuisi in the south, and from Moharli 
to Brahmapuri in the north, the percentage of 
gan 3 a smokers increases to about 8 per cent, 
while north and west of the Moharli-Bnhmapun 
line it increases to about 10 per cent of the male

21 The kind of gania most largely used in the 
north of the district is flat, while the poorer classes 
utilise the "ohur” or dust gan 3 a largely 

23 Bhang is used for smoking only as a substi- 
tute when the supply of gan 3 a has run short It 
IS only used by the Gonds and Muhammadans in 
the centre and south of the district, and only to a 
small extent 

24 The lower class of Muhammadans, the 
Gonds, and some of the well-to do Hindus in the 
district who are prevented fiom taking liquor are 


given to drmking bhang , it is eaten to a less 
extent All round only about 2 per cent, drink 
and eat bhang 

25 The smoking of gan 3 a is on the increase 
among the Gonds, and this is due simply to the 
force of example 

26 The consumers in this district are habi- 
tuals The average percentage of habitual mo- 
derale coDBumeis is about 6§ per cent, while the 
percentage of habitual excessive consumers is 
about 1 per cent 

27 From the Gonds and lower Muhammadans. 
The habits of life of these men are more or less 
active There is nothing very particular that 
lends to the smoking of ganja 

28 {a) For habitual moderate consumers about 
half a tola a day, costing a little over two pice, is 
the allowance. 

(J) For habitual excessive consumers about 
2 tolas a day, costing two-and a-half annas, is the 
allowance 

29 Nnx vomica seed powered and dhatura seed 
aie exceptionally mixed aith giin 3 a to increase its 
intoxicating powers The following is the 
‘‘bhang massala'*' prepared here — Pepper, al- 
mond, cardamoms, cloves, milk, sugar, and aniseed 

30 The consumption is almost solely practised 
in compan}', and only in the case of about 5 per 
cent of the smokers in solitude It is confined to 
the male sex only, and fiom the age of 20 and 
upwards No, it is not usual for children to 
consume any of these drugs 

31 The habit of consuming these drugs is 
moderately easily formed and difficult to break off 
Yes, there is a tendency for the moderate habit to

32 Duiing the ffoh festival and Shioratri, the 
Hindus in Chanda, Waiora, and othei large villages 
dunk bhang Besides these, the mendicant fol- 
lowers of Shu a smoke gan 3 a daily The custom 
of drinking bhang during the Holi festival is a 
social one, that of Shioratii a religions one, when 
people fast in honour ot Shiva It is regarded as

33 The consumer of any one of the drugs is 
regarded as an inferior lot by the general well-to-

44, It IS refreshing No, it does not produce 
intoxication Yes, it allays hunger on a march 
if food cannot be obtained at once, and at the 
same time creates an appetite The effects depend 
on the number of times the smoker has his gan]a, 
which lasts from half an hour to three hours The 
after-effects are a general laxity of the body and 
disinclination to do anything Yes, a longing is 
produced. 

45 Yes, to a slight extent it weakens the con- 
sumer Yes, if habitually taken, even in moder- 
ate quantities, it injures the digestion Yes, if 
habitually taken, it brings on bronchitis and 
asthma Yes, if habitually taken, it induces lazi- 
ness somewhat and habits of immorahty Yes, 
it deadens the intellect and produces temporary 
insanity.

51. In this district a laige proportion of bad 
characters are not known to be habitual moderate 
consumers I have not found any connection be- 
tween the moderate use of hemp with crime in 
general or with crime of any sort 

63. The habitual indulgenee in any of these 
drugs does not incite to any unpremeditated crime, 
though there are some known cases where, on the 
first start of the habit, the consumer has had a 
temporary homicidal frenzy 


54 No, these drugs are not used by criminals to

65. The taxation of ganja and bhang is reason-

66 There is no necessity for different rates of

68 There are no houses or shops in the distnct 
where these preparations are consumed on the pre-

69 As far as I am aware, the wishes of the 
people are not consulted oi considered in any way

Question 1 — My knowledge is based on ex- 
perience gained in the hills about Chakrata for two * 
years, and some five years’ acquaintance with the 
Chanda distnct, and special enqmiies I have 
also had servants addicted to the drugs 

Question 8 — I saw the plant growing near a 
village on the Narbada, Panasa, noilhof Kbandwa 
It was growing in patches among the manure 
heaps, and appeared to be uncaied for 

Question 7 — In this answer I refeired to the 
growth I saw at Panasa The people told me 
they used its fibre The crop was in patches and 
practically wild. There was " cassia ” and other 
weeds gi owing with the hemp 

Question 16 —It was in the Himalayas that I 
saw ganja prepared from the wild plant, not in the 
Central Provinces By ganja I mean the dried 
leaves and flower beads 

Question 25 — My experience of the Gonds 
extends over five years They admit the increased 
consumption of ganja. The consumption is, how- 
ever, still moderate They drink alcohol largely, 
and that habit is also on the increase They 
always have been hard dnnkers The Marias, 
another wild tribe, aie even harder dnnkers 
These tribes are far more addicted to liquor than 
to hemp drugs 

Question 29 — A chaprassi of mine told m" 
about the occasional mixture of nux vomica and 
of dhatura with ganja He himself used the mix- 
tuie with nux vomica He is a moderate smoker, 
has indulged the habit for a long time, and is 
perfectly strong and healthy He is also a hard 
drinker I cannot give any idea of the amount of 
nux vomica used in the mixture Other people 
have also informed me about the mixture of 
dhatun The mixture of nux vomica was also con- 
firmed by other information I am not awaie of 
these poisons being mixed with bhang The 
jungle people only smoke ganja They do not 
drink or eat bhang as far as I know

Qvestton 45 — My opinion is based on the effects 
of the diug on two servants of mine, a tent- 
pitchei and a sweeper These men did not admit 
the admixtuie of nus vomica oi dbatura My 
observation shoued they were weakened generally 
The tent-pitchei, a middle-aged man, is asthma- 
tic He IS lazy, hut not immoial He does not 
shew any tendency to insanity For the rest of 
ray answei I depended on geneial enquuies The 
sweepei was a great ganja-smoker, but a bad lot

2 This IS commonly known in these provinces 
as bhang only,

Ganja is a common name for flowering top of 
the plant, but to make it moie distinct it is 
also called ganje ki lali The floweiing top, 
eithei fiat or round, is called ganja or ganje-ki- 
kah, while the leaves and twigs detached trom the 
kali are known as chur or bhurka 

The names by which each of these products are 
locally known are given above 

3 I know no distnet in which the hemp, plant 
grows spontaneously , but I am aw ire that its 
seed germinates veiy fieely, and the self-sown 
seed had on some occasions formed a spontaneous

16 Those who aie habituated to the use of bhang 
prepare it in their own houses, while occasional 
consumers prefer geneiallj some shady places, 
such as old temples, orchards oi gardens, where 
they are not likely to bo disturbed by strangers 
dming its pieparation 

17 Bhang is mane and used chiefly by the fol- 
lowing classes of men — Marwaris, Mahrattas, 
Biahrains, Rajputs, hlulianimadans 

There are also other low classes who prepare 
bhang, but their propoition is comjiaiatively very

Both siddhi and sabzi are made in water, but the 
latter is mixed ordmanl} avith sugar, or exception- 
ally with sugar and milk togetbei , 

SO Bhang and gan}! are consumed much less 
in compan} than in solitude, because the habitual 
consumers prefer, for the sake of economi , the use 
of the drag in both cases at their own houses 
There are rare instances in which the consumption 
of the above drags is practised by females or 
children 

31 Yes, a few days' praclico makes one habi- 
tuated to the uses of the drugs No, it is not so 


difficult to give up the habit of using the dings as 
it IS in the case of opium oi madak In leteienoe 
to bhang, there is no tendency foi the moderate 
habit to develop into the excessive one, but as

40 Bhang is prescribed by native doctors as 
possessing stimulating propeities It is iwed in 
medicims, and is also given to cattle, togetbei 
with salt, as a pieventive tieatment of purging, 
to which they are generally subjected by feeding 
on the young shoots of giass sprouting duiiiig 
the early part of the monsoon 

41 Itis a common belief that ganja and bhang 
are beneficial in their effects 'I'he former is said

Qneshoii 12 — I remembei an inquiry beinw 
made by me in camp in Chhindwaia many yeais 
ago when I was assistant there I found then 
many eases of the private cultivation of ganja 
theie I have heard m conveisatioii with Police 
officers that this cultivation is common, and that 
the police usually pass it over, though there is a 
leward 1 mean they do not hunt ont such cases 
in bans Of couise in case of private enmity 


they leport My expeiience is mainly confined to 
Chhindwara , but,iiom enquiries made, 1 believe it 
to be fairly geneial By ganja, I mean the hemp 
plant generally It is only consumers who thus 
glow it, not as an aiticle of commerce If the 
police leported such cases, the reports would go to 
the magistrate, notto me The enquiry I refer to 
was made in Chhindwaia twenty years ago. I do 
not lemeraber when the restriction of ganja was 
oidered, as I was on other than revenue work 
The enqiiiiies I have lecently made were from 
natives gener illy on my recent tour I cannot 
say in what district It was probably in Ho- 
shangahad, because I wrote my answers there 

Qiieslton 17 — I have only recenTlj taken up the 
post of Inspector Geneial In a recent case of 
department il enquiry into an assault by a con- 
stable on his head constable, the defence was that 
ho smoked ganja three times a day, at a cost of 
4i pies This IS the only case I know I have no 
knowledge of how fai ganja is used bj the police, 
01 how tar it inteifeies with their work oi their 
official charactei 1 should say that a man would 
not let It be known that he was a consumer 

Quedton 19 — I have known that men {eg, 
jail oflicials, men in regiments, &c ) on duty cany 
ganja in their pnggns, or even note bonks, and I 
conclude tliat it is intended to chew it on duty, 
I have also seen dooly beareis chew it with tobacco 
I know that ganja is also smoked , but I do not 
know how it IS prejiaied for this Chewing is not 
the usual form , but the ganja is chewed when it 
IS desiied to consume it surreptitiously. 

Question 25 — The cultivation by villagers I 
allude to is in bans and carried on furtively I 
believe that this cultivation is on a small scale to 
get ganja for harvest times, when the labourer 
cannot get his liquoi easily I think that the 
niimbei of regular ganja smokers in villages is few , 
and I think that where a villager Ins a ban he 
furtively cultivates his own ganja I base these 
remarks on my experience in all districts in which 
I have seived, on information I received I have 
not seen it in'aiiy district except Chhindwaia, for 
I have not been much in camp My Chhindwaia 
experience was of twenty j ears ago Bans are 
all pi IV ate property , and unless one went in he 
would not see the plant 

Question 35 —I think that the prohibition of 
the use of the drugs would not be feasible, 
because the plant could be cultivated so easily with 
little fear of detection Smuggling, of course, 
would also have to be faced as a diftculty, especi- 
ally in such places as Saugor and Damoh The 
present sjstem has, of course, checked private 
cultivation, because there is a punishment attached 
to cultivation, and certain people have an interest 
in exposing it 

Question 51 — In jails a large numbei of casuals 
might not be found to be consumers, but I think 
that if you got at the tiuth you would find fifty 
pel cent of the habituals to he consumers I 
should say that ovei a whole jiil, like the Jabalpur 
jail, the average would be over twenty-five pei 
cent I think that all habituals, as now de- 
fined, are not bad characters properly so called, 
riieitfore I conclude that more than fifty per cent 
of bid chancters aie consumers The excessive 
consumer is a dissolute person who will not work

had experience of such a case I only state what 
I have hcaid But I have seen cases of insubor- 
dination and unusual violence of behavioui, due to 
the sense of discipline being lost by indulgence at 
the time in these drugs 1 do not know of any 


admixtme of other drugs being used in the bhang 
in such cases ot running '' amok ” as I have des-

at least four or fiv e such cases have occurred I am 
unable to give the names of the parlies or the 
districts in which these cases occurred, as I am 
talking of an experience of twenty six yeais I 
however renieinbei the eases well I know of 
several instances in which it has led to tcrapoiaiy 
lioraicid il frenzy Many peisons in tins state have 
in my expeiience been aneskd and locked up, or 
sent to the lunatic asylum, before they weie able 
to do much liai ra 

54- Yes, often It is notenous that Gliazis 
“bhang” themselves when they wish to fight or 
to run amok I know of several instances lu 
which cnminals have taken bhang, ganya, or Iiquoi 
but never an instance of opium 

55 Yes Criminals induce their victims to 
lake bhang or smoke ganya, so that they may be 
so stupefied as to be unable to understand the 
nature of the Clime to bo committed, oi to make 
an\ icsistance. Complete stupefaction is not often

Question 1 — I am in Cential Provinces Police 
1 have twenty-six y ears’ service in this province 
as Assistant and District Superintendent of Police 
I have been in all divisions, and in nearly all 
districts 

Question 52 — The Balaghat case was about 
oighteoii yeais ago As fai as I leniembei, the 
ciiminal was a Banyaia He killed his own wife 
and two nieinbers of the taiida It was not a 
case ol yealousy , but I cannot say whether there 
was any cause ot quaiiel picked I investigated 
the case ns District Superintendent of Police I 
remember ganya was alleged as the cause My 
lecollection is that ho was convicted, but f 
cannot be ceitaiii It was above the Ghats The 
man was piobably also a liquoi diinker, for most 
Banyai as drink Ho ran “ amok ” with an axe 
He had not, I think, been in that state before 
He was placed undei obsei Vatioii , and my le- 
collectioii is that ho was lield lesponsible foi'his 
act But the people of his tanda illtged the 
excessive use of ganya as tbe cause ol his out- 
breik Jlany Banyaias (especially of the higher 
cistes that do not ilimkl take ganya I cannot 
say' whether fheie had been any admixture in the 
ginya Banyaias aio a people rathei given to 
violence 

The Chanda case was about fifteen years ago 
It w as in the family of a petty zamindai near 
Pnnabaras The man killed his biother oi cousin 
I think it was in inspect to a succession in which 
he would be benefited I think the man was 
convicted Ho was placed under observation 
before trial Ills friends (I think) alleged ganya 
in excess as the e luse But my lecolleotion is 
that he was tiled and convicted Jlost Gonds 
dunk Some -take ganya Tins man was perhaps 
a liquoi diinker, but he was a Kay. Gond, who 
piofess at least not to dnnk Goods aie often 
addicted to crimes of violence 'I'he Gond is the 
man who is gcneially employed to commit a 
crime of violence, and Gonds readily confess such 
crimes 

The Bilaspur case was a recent case, in 1890 
or 1891 The Gond ran “amok” He tiled to 
kill his wife and son, but they eseaped as he was 
getting the weapon, and he uished out of tbe 
house and killed the hist two peoyile he met with 
the sword He had asked for food His wife pro- 
ceeded to seive it He came 111 an excited state 
and pioeeeded to get his sword Suspecting that 
be was off his head, the wife and sou lan off 
Two people (a man and woman) who were going 
to see what w as the matter were cut down by 
him He had, I think, been in a similai state 
once or twice before This oceuired in a village 
near the outpost of Kanteli He wasaiiested by 
the Mungeli Police, swoul in hand, next day I 
believe he was sent to tiie Nagpur Lunatic

I cannot be certain 
whether there iias any family histoiy in this case 
Hehadiffone off Ins head seienl times before, bwt

Jtly Assistant, Uai B ihadui Dinanath, tells me

(Question 53 — I tnow of some cases in which i 
man died suddenly while taking ganja I icmem- 
bor tin ee cases I did not see any of them, but 
the eases have been repoited to me Thoio was an 
inquest in e icli case , but I know that iiono of 
them was sent for posi mortem It was said in 
each case that the man was a liabitual C'wcessne 
smokei One dropped into the fiic he was silting 
bv I remember one case at least of a I epoib of a i 
man diopping dead after a deep inhalation while 
smoking toh icco Tnere was iioyiosi mortem I 
have had SOI 01 al cases of death from spiiit drink 
mg, pimeipally fiora exposure, lying out m the 
cold night, and also flora excessuo drink So 
far as 1 remember, the tliiec gatiya cases were not 
men physically weak or in want One of then 
was a dooly heirer This cl iss uses ganya large 
ly The people thought that it was “ tho very 
long pull ” tint killed I remember that this was 
specially said by the people in one or two of the 
cases It was tho long pull bofoio passing the 
chillum to anotliei mcmbei of tho party' I think 
there was no msh of blood fiomthe mouth in any 
of these cases , it w as not mentioned 

I cannot recall any special case of homicidal 
fienzy arising from the excessive use of ganja 
But I have heard of fifteen or twenty, or pro- 
bably double that number of cases of persons 
arrested in a violent condition and preientcd from 
doing baim by detention in asylums, etc These 
cases wcie attributed to gauja It may have been 
bhang, but this is little u=od here Ganja is 
generally taken as ganja (smoked) or majum I 
refei to the oases sent up to asylums lu which 
men aie described as insane, thou insanity' is 
attributed to ganja, and they are described as 
“ dangerous to the public ” 

Sometimes they hive been found with weapons 
in their hands I cannot, speaking generally, 
refei such cases to any particulai class , but they 
aie principally among tho low class of Hindus 
In a few instances 1 verified the reports I have 
often asked whether there was any admixture, 
and sometimes the friends have acknowledged that 
the man was addicted to two oi three different 
dings When such cases come up before me, 1 
send them on to the Magistrate with complete 
report It I hive opportunity at the time I make 
inquiry locally I am, however, gene: ally bound 
to be content with examining the people who come 
up with the man I enquire whether he used 
ocher drugs I also sometimes ask about whetbci 
be has been previously insane oi any otbei 
membei of his family I do not conduct othei 
spcLial enquiry If excessive use of ganja is 
proved, I consider that a satisfactory explanation 
of Ins insanity If the man is undei the obstiva- 
tion of the Civil Surgeon, be often asks me about 
points m the case I then make enquiry if I am 
in camp neai the place and send in the result*: 
This would depend on wlietbei the original lopoit 
was full enough in details. Ifamaugoeson to 
the asylum, no such further inquny is made I 


do not fill up the special form I merely report 
in my own language Tb( question of taking 
oaiija and that regnidiiig 1 imily liistoiy of in- 
simty have been uferrtd back to mo when I have 
not given that inform ition I therefore generallv 
do give that infoimation I would not think o£ 
isking about cpilopsv, svplulis, or injury to tho 
head, not being a medic il man I would not 
thus go into tho history of tho ta^e Nor do I 
go into the question of tnnlnri il fever 

Qnenltot, 5d — I think that ganja or bhang 
taken to give Dutch courage is not mixed I 
have known such instaucos. It is taken precisely 
as a liquor di inker t ikes liquor Men not infre- 
quently take vvliatovor intoxicant tlier use to 
lortify themselves for any seiioiis undertaking 
siieh ns a difficult btirglniy or an agrarian not By 
the words “ wishing to run aiiiok,” I mean that 
the man has made up liis mind to commit a 
specific murder or crime of \iokntc The intoxi- 
cant IS tiken that a man may not turn hack from 
his purpose I think that liquor is more often 
used than any other intoxicant I cannot lecall 
any spetinl instiiicc at present of such use of 
hemp drugs or otlici intoxicants But tho cases 
are constmilly coming up 

Qneifion 55 — The Ivhurai (Saugor) case 
mentioned by my Assistant, Ilai Hilmdiir Dina- 
nath, in .answering question 55 is not known to 
me It ocemrid either in 1891 or 189E I 
think that the Ilm Bilmdur is right in saying 
that the hemp drugs alone will not " affect tho 
brain,'’ if he mcims that they will not stupefy 
vvithbut admixture 

Question 15 — The cxcos«ivo iiso of ganja is, 
j I think, injuuous to tlio brain. Tho moderate 
smokers are far in tin majority I should say 
five or ten per cent of coiisiimer-i aie excessive 
consumers Perhaps between thirty oi forty per 
cent of adult males use hemp drugs I think 
that about three per cent of the aduit malo popu- 
lation aro excessive consumers By excessive 
u'c I mean tho use which iffocts the mind, j e , 
where tho consumer takes more than is good for 
him, ns wo speak of an excessive drinker I do 
not think tho modoratc use of ganja is more 
harmful than the moderate use of tobacco or 
liquor I think, however, that more men lose 
tboir reason from ganja than from liquor In 
fact, the first question 1 ask about a lunatic is 
whether he takes ganja 1 was ifa Bilaspur three 
V cars as District Superintendent of Police I had 
SIX hundred men under me One man was dis- 
missed for exccssiv e ganja smoking during that 
period Ho went off his head and becume violent 
for a fortnight at a time two or three time®. He 
was a Br.aliman and a wrestler, a veiy powciful 
roan Tho dismissal was reported, and the cause 
was probably also reported, to the Inspector- 
General 

There was a case in which my predecessor at 
Saugor, on 25th Juno 1890, icported a const iblo 
as having become insane, and bad bis n ime stniok 
off as be Imd escaped from hospital and gone off 
to Kai Baicilly, I pioduoe the repoit in which 
my predecessor attributes the insanity to ganja. 
There have been two other dismissals within the 
last three or foui years, which, 1 am infoimed by 
tho Inspectoi, were due to insanity attiibuted to 
ganja One of tho men is still at Saugor in a 
serai insane state The Saugor police aie one 
thousand in numbei My expeuenoe is that about 
one such case occurs in two years in such a 
district as Saugoi , 
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We have many eases o£ insuhordination fiom 
ganja I think ganja is a more frequent cause of 
dismissal and punishment than liquor The 
effects of excessive use of ganja are longer in 
duration than those of liquor A man who is off 
his head from drink is generally all right nest 
day With ganja it sometimes takes a foitnight 
This lefeis to excessive indulgence Saugoi is a 
paitieulaily had district foi ganja, heing on the 
herders of Native States Many of the police are 
up-country men, Puihea®, etc , but I do not 
think that more of them use hemp drugs than 


local men. In fact, I think low caste local men 
are more given to these drugs I should think 
that the consumers of liquor in the Saugor police 
are about equal in number to the hemp drug con- 
sumers 

Question 12 — About six oi eight cases aie 
annually reported of the ganja oi hemp plant 
being giowu in bans The excuse is that the seed 
IS dropped by accident I think it is generally by 
accident I think the illicit cultivation has now 
almost ceased It used to be moie some years ago 
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51 No. The habit of the diug first commenced 
by those given to debauchery owing to being in 
bad companv and the second are those who have 
fallen in and are friendly with fakirs the lattei 
seldom or never commit any ciime, but in the 
former only those who are driven to beggary do 
commit petty thefts for the sake of the price of 
the diug It is only those of the low c istes that 
do so dlheiefore the increase of crime is not 
, owing to the use of the drug It is generally put 
down to those who are addicted to the use of the 
drug, as one would most readily believe that it is 
their doing 

52, The consumption of these drugs does not 
increase violent oi petty crime, in fact the men 
addicted to it are leally fit ioi nothing, as they 
could hardly do any work, and as mentioned in 
5 1, it IB only the very low castes that would do so 
and that seldom.

the amount usually taken, he m a way loses his 
senses, and in a quairel he would stake a man 
with anything he might at the time have in his 
hand , (m that state his action would come under 
section 95, P Code) but this is seldom even 
done 

64 No In fact, criminals do not mdulge in 
drugs, but thej' would administei the same to their 
victims and rob them 

55 Yes, they do , but they cannot stupefy 
them alone with the diug , they always admix 
dhatuia seeds The way this is done, — they 
fiist mix ganja and dhatura, this they half fill a 
chillum, and have it at hand , when they find a 
victim they bung out this chillum, and in his 
piesence hll it with tobacco , he fiist smokes and 
at once knows when the tobacco is burnt , he then 
makes it ovei to his victim, on smoking he 
smokes the ganja and dhatura and gets quite 
stupefied over it 
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51 A large proportion of bad characters, habi- 
tual, are moderate consumeis of ganja such per- 
sons commit petty thefts and simple huit cases 
The lule holds equally in the case of opium 
smoking and liquoi imbibing I was under the 
impression that I must confane my reply to ganja 
smoking alone The conuection in my opinion 
between ganja and cnme is that of cause and 
effect Habitual bad characters are generally idle 
men who do no u oik or can get no work, and as 
they have contracted the habit of smoking ganja 
and opium and drinking liquor, they do not feel up 
to woik, hut as they must more or less have these 
diugs, they aie necessitated to commit petty 
thetts I can instance a case in which a man 
who was addicted to the consumption of these 
drugs was caught red-handed removing a lota 
On search seveial ai tides were tiaced to ganja 
and opium shops that he had pawned foi a few 
pills of opium and ganja He admitted the 
thefts and pointed out the complainants, and said 
he was fond of smoking ganja and opium, and as 
he could indulge in them just by stealing petty 
articles, he had taken to committing petty thefts 
Though he had been several times convicted, yet 
the temptation was too much Twelve pettj 
thefts were brought to light against him 

52 The use of the intoxicating drugs obtained 
fiom hemp to excess tends to make the consumers 
more violent, and violent ciimes aie often com- 
mitted by such men In this connection, namely, 
that ganja causes crimes of violence, I can cite a 


case in which a Gond malguzer, who was habi- 
tuated to excessive ganja smoking imagined 
under the effects of the drug, that his wife was 
not going to give him food This thought work- 
ed BO strongly in his imagination that he suddenly 
picked up a “ phaisi” and rushed upon his wife , 
she, however, evaded him He then ran out into 
the street and " ran amok, " killing a woman and 
a man whom he had never seen befoie, beheving 
that the former was his wife and the latter had 
set hei on not to give him food, 

53 Yes, such tribes as “Gond,” “Maria” 
and “ Punka, ” etc , often commit unpremeditated 
crimes, under the influence of excessive indulgence 
of these diugs such tribes are found in Chanda 
and Bastar In one ease in Chanda to my know- 
ledge, a Gond who was excessively addicted to the 
indulgence of these drugs asked his -wife for some 
water, and on hei telling him to help himself to 
it, in a sudden fit of homicidal frenzy, murdered 
her with an axe and then admitted that he had 
done the deed under the effect of ganja 

54 Yes, criminals make use of such drugs and 
to give them false courage when they wish to 
commit violent ciime In this connection, I 
have had cases in which Banjaras, when going to 
commit daooity, highway robbeiy, have previ- 
ously smoked ganja or diunk liquor, to give them 
courage to commit these offences 

55 Often criminals, in 'order to further their 
designs, induce their victims to partake of these 
drugs, But mere ganja will not affect the biam. 
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unlcs«itis mixed with dlntuia seeds or diaias 
As foi instance, m Kluiiii, zilla Snngoi, a large 
weekly cattle maiket is held One Ganp it Goojci 
of Pipena-ohorc, paigana Ealintgaib, contracted 
friendship with tbiee men who had come with 
cattle foi sale to the market Aftei that, the 
accused mixed dhatura seeds with ganja and in« 
duced the three men to partake of it ‘When they 


wcio found intoxicated, Ganpat 600301 bolted 
awiy with cattle and \aluables of these three 
men lie uas airosted in February 1879, and in 
the cases tried by Colonel Waid, then the Deputy 
Commissioner of Saugor, the accused was found 
guilty, and was soiitciiced to 10 years’ impiison- 
mcut 
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61 Amongst the habitual moderate consumcis 
of these diu^s, bad chaiacters aie in excess Most 
criminals belong to the menial castes, and amongst 
them the consuming of these diugs is a custom, 
theie being no caste pre3udiocs ag unst the taking 
thereof Ciiminals are sever illy addicted to liquor, 
'•■anja, opium and bhang Amongst the following 
oiiminal tubes, i is — Pasi, Rchria, Badak, Bouria 
or Mogia, Mina, Nat, Ban3aia, Kan3ar, Sansi, 
Behiia, Bansaua, Kola Bhuti, 11 ijputs, Kika- 
iia, othei bad characters and menial castes, it is 
quite a custom to indulge in these diiiga The 
onrainal population of Malwa and It i]putnna arc 
addicted to both liquor and opium The inhabit- 
ants of the Noith Western and Central Provinces 
aie generally addicted to liquor, and those p rsons 
who go about in the guise of hairagis niid fakirs 
become habitual consumeis of gan^a and bhang 
fiom constant intercourse with lakirs In short, 

I have seen no criminal who is not addicted to 
some laud of duig taking, or in whoso caste or 
tribe the taking of these drugs is prohibited 
Now, it remains to be seen whethei criminals take 
to these drugs for the commi'sion of crime, or 
whether these habits aie contracted because thoj 
are of certain castes 

As far as I know, these people do not take 
drugs for the purpose of committing ciimo or of 
becoming criminals , hut they take to it at an early 
age from the example set them by their paicnts, 
01 from custom aud fellowship The commence- 
ment of the taking of those drugs has no connec 
tion with Clime whatever , but when from con- 
stant use persons become habitual consumer-, and 
cannot do without drugs, etc , and the means to 
jiiocurethera are no longer at hand, then to satisfy 
then cravings they become habitual criminals, 
but it does not necessarily follow that they become 
ciiminals from the beginning of their addiction 
to the=e drugs 

52 In the piesent time I have observed that 
ciiminals are greatly addicted, ns a general rule, 
to liquor and opium and to a Icsser extent to ganja 
and bhang The criminal classes of Malwa and 
Rajputana go in largely for opium and liquor, and 
the latter is laigely consumed by the criminals 
of the North-Western Provinces Those persons 
who move about in the guise of bairigis and fakiis 
aie much addicted to gan3a and bhang, and they 
acquire this habit from constant intercouise with 
baiiagis and f ikiis in then peiogrmations Some 
habitual criminals, with the intention of passing 
themselves off as banagis and fakiis, use these 
diugs, so that the} may he looked upon as haiiagis 
and fakirs and not as criminals The taking of 
these drugs does not lender any assistance in the 
commission of crime 

58 In my experience, extending over a period 
of SO j^ears’ seivice, I know of three cases in 
which the commission of ciime without any pie- 
rneditation whatever was due to the indulgence in 
intoxicating diugs One case occuired at Haiidia 
20 3 cars 01 so ago Guppu Singh and other 
constables diank bhang, and while undei the m-

flucnce of bhang, Guppu Singh constable wounded 
one of his comrades with a sword The wounded 
man narrowly escaped death Guppu Singh was 
sentenced to 7 years’ imprisonment for attempt- 
ing murder 

The second case is one in which Manga! Singh, 
constable of the Harda town police, was killed by 
Mr Clarke by a blow with a stick while the 
latter was under the influence of liquor Mr 
Claike was sent to Calcutta This occurred 
twent} -nine 3 ears ago 

The thud case is that of a Nat, whose name I 
do not remtmhcr , and the occurrence took place 
in the Mnikuh ilakn The Nat, after smoling 
gan3B, sudden!} attacked his wife and killed her 
He suhscqucntl} became a lunatic and was sent to 
Jabalpur This took place about 25 lears ago 

Besides the above cases, m iiij investigations 
no other cases have occurred in vvhicu premedita- 
tion to some extent did not exist 

51 Habitual criminals do cortainl} tike liquor, 
opium and intoMcating drugs 3nst before the 
commission ot a crime, but this is simpl} to 
remove fatigue and not that it makes the commis- 
sion of the crime any cisicr or emboldens them 
They 1 now th it the moderate use of liquor or 
opium picvcnts fatigue When habitual crimi- 
nals are about to commit a crime, tliov take liquor 
or opium in vor} small quantities, in order that

55 Habitual criminals cannot induce their 
victims to partake of opium and gan3a with a 
V low to committing crime The^e drugs cannot 
bo administered to persons who are not addicted to 
them Now, as regards those persons addicted to 
them, opium has its set lules The person accus- 
tomed to a certain quantity cannot take or bo in- 
duced to take a larger quantit} Opium cannot be 
administcicd to a person in food or dnnk It has 
such a peculiar smell and taste that the person to 
whom it IS given will at once bo able to detect its 
piesence DnlosS a man takes it to cpmmit suicide 
no one else can administer it to him There is 
complete stupefaction in gon3o, but its effects lasts 
only for ten minutes 

The eating of gan3a will not cause unconscious- 
ness In short, a ciiminal cannot gain his ends 
by the administration of either of these drugs 

The bhang diinkei can become unconscious and 
the ndmiiiistiatoi can cause unconsciousness by 
giving bhang in laige quantities The stupefac- 
tion can be induced b} this diug without idraix 
ture, and it takes a long time foi the effects to 
weal off The same applies to the excessive use 
of liquoi, and criminals go in laigel} foi using 
bhang and liquor as the unconsciousness caused by 
then admiiiisti-ation lasts a long time, which gives 
Ihemeveiy oppoituuit} foi the commission of 
crime

Lunatic asylums afford much information, but 
I have been but a short time in chaige of a 
lunatic asjliim 

2 I consider tfie definitions coircct for the 
Central Pro\ inces I know of no local names 

19 I know ganja to bo smoked 1 know 
nothing of the use ot other forms of consumption 
of the drug 

23 I have no knowledge 

28 I knon not 

30 I cannot offer an opinion 

37 No knowledge 

39 I have only known of ganja being smoked 
and know nothing of the consumption of otliei 
forms of the drug I don’t considci moderate 
smoking piejudicak and have from an early period 
of my service understood that a largo percentage 
of lunatics confined in asylums was caused by the 
excessive use of ganja 

40 I am not aware of any of the piepaiations 
of hemp being so used 

41 I consider the moderate smoking of ganja

Question 1 — Vfhile I was in hospital piaotice 
at home, I had a subsidiary lunatic asylum, and 
thus had lunatics to treat I also visited occasion- , 
ally the Kiohmond Lunatic Asylum hard by with 
the piinupai Doctor. I was also for three years 
in a work-house neai Dublin where we had 
lunatics Apart fiom my seven months in the 
Jabalpur Asylum, I have had experience of 
lunatics in jails and as Civil Surgeon in several 
districts' 

Queihon 39 — So long as twenty-seven years ago 
Di Wise, Superintendent of the Asylum at Dacca, 
told me he thought a third of the lunatics in the 
asylum owed their insanity to ganja It is also 
stated in our books that insanity is often due 
to ganja I have thus held this I cannot myself 
set down any proportion I have found many 


* Summoned to attend at a sitting of the Commission for oral examination, but was unable to appear 
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cases “Jet down to gan 3 a I cannot give any opi- 
nion as to the percentage from my own espeuence 
I only know what has been stated to me by 
others Prom my own experience, however, I am 
strongly of opinion that the excessive use of ganja 
IS sometimes the cause of insanity 

Question 44 —The bullock driver I refer to was 
five or six yeais in my service, and is now a culti- 
vator of lespeetability I do not know [whether 
he was a regular smoker He used to smoke 
when we were on long fatiguing 3 ourneys He 
was a good and trusty servant 

Question 45 — The opinion which I state re- 
warding the connection between gan 3 a and ins inity 
js based on my experience Theie was a ease in 
Sironoha A Native Chiistian named Francis 
was a constable about twenty-tliree or twenty foui 
years ago His case stands out in my memory, 
for 1 knew him well. He had no liquor habit 
He took to smoking gan 3 a I saw him one day 
dancing about outside kacheri in a very e\cited 
state He had to he put under restraint He was 
(as far as I remembei) sent to tho Nagpui Asy- 
lum, and I lost tiace of him He was only 21 or 
22 jears of age I knew a little of the family , 
and I did not know of any insanitj in his family 
I do not remember his parents 1 knew him in 
hospital He had no epilepsy oi syphilis to cause 
lusanity I knew nothing of any admixture being 
used I had had complaints of the man's use of 
ganja I do not remember how long he was undei 
observation before being sent to the Asylum 
I was then doing magisteiial woik as well as 
my own duties in Sironcha 

I remembei a case of two baniyas who were 
travelling They met people who induced them 
to smoke ganja in a friendly way , there was no 
crime in this case The baniyas had nevei smoked 
before Une of them disappeaied He had gone 
into the 3 ungle Search was made The man 
was found three days later quite off his head 
He was off his head under my obseivation foi 
about a week also He recoveied giadually and 
completely The other man was not affected 
The affected man was inooheient, but not violent 
When he recovered, he remembered the smoking 
but nothing later This case was over twenty 
years old The man was about 26 or 28 yeais 
old, a strong and well-developed man, with no 
appearance of being accustomed to the use of 
drugs 

I can give no recent instances of a man going 
oil his head from ganja 

The case above recorded is the only case of 
insanity in a constable due to hemp drugs that 
h IS come before me in my seivice I know of no 
cases of dismissal from the force arising fiom men 
going off their head from ganja 

I have no doubt whatever frim my Indian 
expel lence that ganja may be a cause of insanitj. 
I believe the two cases I have given above to have 
been due solely and entirely to the use of the 
drug Tlie diagnosis of ganja insanity is attend- 


ed with gieat difficulty, for there are no 
characteiistic symptoms I believe I could not 
diagnose a case of ganja insanity with the aid of 
existing literature on the subject I do not know 
the physiological action of the drag experiment- 
ally Ganja insanity is looked on as a variety 
of toxic insanity Insanity c lused by a poisonous 
diug IS toxic insanity Alcoholic insanity is 
another example In it theie are tissue changes 
in the hi am 1 have no experience such as would 
enable me to say whether there aie sueh tissue 
changes with ganja or not Nor can I say 
whether theie would be any pai ticular symptom 
or gioup of symptoms running through a senes 
of cases The diagnosis of ganja insanity would 
be based on a combination of symptoms and the 
history of the case In asilum cases we get (1) 
the statement of the Civil buisreon as to (o) what 
he has obseived himself, and (il what has been 
communicated to him by others, and (2) the 
Police report foiwaided by the Magistrate in a 
piesciibed foim It is filled in by the police 
In the case of sending a lunatic to the Civil Sur- 
geon for obseivation the Magistrate sends an order 
with the form or statement filled in by the police 
Then the Civil Surgeon fills in his medical 
certificate The same police form is sent with 
that medical ceitificate to the asylum when the 
mau IS sent theie I have never, as Civil Sur- 
geon, seen any necessity to altei anything in the 
police form I attach no impoitaiice to the form 
as enabling me to decide the question of the man's 
sanity oi insamty It may throw side light , but 
the opinion of tlie police has no weight with me 
whatever The Civil Surgeon's ceitificate refers 
to the man's condition duringtbe period of observ- 
ation only The Asylum Superintendent has 
nothing to go on in regard to the history of the 
case prioi to that period except the police form 
In assigning a cause to madness, the previous 
histoiy IS of couise the most important matter 
As a lule, the Civil Suigeon would not make 
inquiry into matters beyond the form or statement 
referred to Butl have often made inquiiies from 
relations who have come with a case so as to try 
to get some history I think the form is generally 
signed by the police. I would not accept without 
question the police statement that ganja was the 
cause of insauify in cases when the form showed 
uo other cause 1 would accept it provisionally 
or tentatively I would nOt order further inquiry 
I would not attribute the insanity to anything 
else unless something occurred to show that this 
was clearly not the cause I think that there is a 
tendency to assign causes too readily , and I quite 
agiee with what Dr Kice, then Civil Suigeon of 
Jabalpur, said in the Lunatic Asylum Report 
of 1880, regarding the untrustworthiness of the 
material at oui disposal In cases of rapid re- 
covery I should be disposed to assign ganja as the 
cause of insanity if theie was any previous bistorv 
of the drug I would not accept the theory that 
ganj i IS only an exciting cause of insanity in

40 Bhang is used in dysentery, dyspepsia, 
piles, bronchitis, and also as a tonic Ganja is 
used foi tetanus, and so is chaias 

41 Ganja is used to cieate an appetite and to 
give staying-power Bhang is used as a febrifuge 
pretty generally. 

42 ith regard to the moderate use of the 
drug I cannot say it is beneficial, nor would I 


like to say that it is harmful I should think it * 
goes like smoking in this respect 

44 Its effect on the habitual consumer is exhi- 
laiating and ipfieslung, creates an appetite, and 
its effects last fiom one to thiee hours 

47 I should say no 

49 It is an aphrodisiac Is not used by pros- 
titutes I do not think it tends to pioduee 
impotence If it is a tact that it is an aphrodi- 
siac and used as such, the excessive venery would 
produce impotence 

Majnm in Nagpui is prepared as follows — 

One partgbee, 8 parts of ganja (flowers), and 
40 parts of water 

The ganja and ghee are mixed with water and 
heated gently for a few hours It is then put 
into a thick cloth and forcibly pressed thiough 
The strained fluid is then mixed with sugai 

Kaishiee majum is the same mixed with saffron 

The residue in the cloth is pounded and mixed 
with gram flom and is called “ fakee,” 

Note by De McKat appended to Im 
evidence. 

From what I have been able to find out, there 
IS a species of jowan grown m the cold weathei 
foi hot weather consumption called Bingui jowan 

This IS cut and stored and the cattle are fed on 
the stalks, and the grain is eaten Cattle are 
also allowed to graze in the fields on the shoots 
of the shoit stems, and they often pull up the 
roots It 18 believed that the root is poisonous 
and accounts for a great deal of the mortality 
amongst cattle This loot is tied in bundles and 
suspended m the country liquoi to make it more 
intoxicating I have endeavoured to obtain some 
of the loots, but it IS too late I understand that 
the root of the white oleanders is often substi- 
tuted tor aconite root

I do not think the asjlum is the pioper piece 
au whieli to study the effects of ganja smoking 

Out of 155 inmates there are only 19 whcie 
theio is a doubtful histoiy of gauja smoking, and 
I have the names of 22 more who say they have 
smoked the drug, that gives out of the total, 
or 26 per cent 

The people who could give the best information 
would be the malguzars of the different villages, 
tor theie is no doubt that theic are a very groat 
number of cases of temporary insanity lasting a 
week duo to the smoking of ganja, of which we 
hear nothing 

The drug is doubtless an oveiting caiiEC of in- 
sanity along with dunk, but I am inclined to 
believe that in India it is more the cause of crime 
than dunk is, owing to the sudden and excessive 
ex.citcment which is one of the first sjmptoms 

In veiy few of the cases admitted as fiom the 
effects of ganja smoking have we a positive proof 
that the man ever smoked the drug Take the 
case of Boiroo , h*o was admitted on the ISth Jiilj 
1870 , was found wandering about and nas sup- 
posed to bo dangeious He had ]ust been desoited 
by his wife He was discharged throe months 
aftei and was re-admittcd in 1871 j supposed cause 
ganja, but in this case the dcscition of his wife was 
the immediate cause which unhinged Ins hi am 

He has never been violent, and I should say 
that this insanity was not due to the drug 

Case No 2 — AYc liavo a histoiy of ganja smok- 
ing, and unnatural and irrational \ lolent cvcito- 
ment, the peiiod of excitement being an utter 
blank 

Case No. 3 —-There is no reliable history of 
ganja smoking 

Case No 4 — Is certainly verv doubtful She 
IS piactically dumb and has a small deformed head 
and IS evidently deficient in intellect Gnuja may 
have been the exciting cause 

Case No 5 — Mussammat Sftaisliawa — There is 
a histoiy of ganja smoking, and this may be the 
cause 

Case No 6 — He is intemperate and dissolute, 
and also a great ganja smoker This latter drug 
may have helped to produce insanity, and I dare 
say it was undei the influence of the drug that he 
attempted to throw his hiothei’s child into the 
well 

Case No 7 is doubtful, and so No 8 No 9 
IS due, I think, to the immediate effects of ganja, 
except in this case the man knew that he had 
committed some offence, for he ran away 

10 Atmaram — This man states that ho now 
and then smoked ganja Ho has apparently been 
insane for seven yeais Theie is no history of vio- 
lence 01 veiy unusual excitement, and I very much 
doubt if ganja smoking has had anything to do 
with bis present condition It is veiy doubtful if 
he even ever smoked ganja, for it is utterly im- 
possible to believe what he says 

11 Tajoodtn — Theie was no history sent with 
this man, and very little that is relnble can be 
obtained from him. The Magistrate says that the 
cause of insanity was unknown The medical

supposed to he a great ganja smoker The man 
has occasional fits of excitement followed by depies- 

sion, and he has lately hecom" — 

slues at eveiything he passes, 


Hoic again the ganja smoking is doubtful 
He has apparentlv been 1 nown to have boon insane 
for five years, and during th it time there is his 
history of violence 

12. Itwaotr — No history was sent wuth this 
man Ho is a beggar. He was adnntted into 
the asylum violent, noisy and filthj, abusive and 
incohciont Beyond the man’s own statement it 
is not certain that ho ever sm'ol ed tlie drug 

Albar AT/laK —•This man was also a beggar, 
used to sit at a certain spotm the city, and had 
been doing so for j cars. He is supposed to bo a 
ganja smoker, hut there is no evidence hej oiid his 
own word that ho ever smoked the drug Ho is 
a great talker, very abusive, but is never violent 

Ruihaya — This man is also a beggar, and has 
no fiicnds or relative The supposed cause is exces- 
sive ganj i smoking He certamlj when admitted 
showed signs of violent mania, which may have 
been caused by smoking ganja, hnt there is little 
known about him before he was found sitting 
on the hanks of the river 

Kalelhan — Thoro is hero a historj of ganja 
smoking, but can wo put down the ganja as the 
predisposing or the exciting cause ’ Ho was verj 
depicsscd with occasional fits of excitement the 
(list few days of admission, and these fits of excite- 
ment continno, but with longer intcnals 

Case No 14 — Was not due to the effect of the 
immediate consumption of ganja, for the attack 
was premeditated 

Case 15 is verj doubtful 

Case 16 is more of a religious mania. 

Case 17 IS no doubt a ganja smoker. 

Case 18 is due possibly to ganja, for ho does not 
realise what ho is doing 

Out of thcEO 18 cases, only 3 or nt the most 4 
can bo put down as the result of ganja smoking 

Ganja smoking would, I tinnk, hav o more effect 
on the poor, ospecmlly the beggar class, nnd so 
cause insanity, but poverty and want of food and 
ill-nsage must also be taken into account 

Lwnattes at present vi t\e Asylum soho are de- 
clared to be ganja smokers by cither (he Police 
or Magistrates 

1 Batroo — TYns deserted bv his wife, and was 
admitted for acute mama Was discharged a few 
months after cured 

Threo years after was re-admitted for chronic 
mania The warrant states tint he is a ganja 
smoker 

Remark — I cannot think this case can ho put 
down to ganja , the piimary cause was the deser- 
tion by his wife 

2 Dyaram —I think this a genuine case of 
ganja smoking. There is no history of this man 
previous to his committing the orirao 

The symptoms are those I should put down to 
ganja, that is, a sudden fit of paroxysmal insanity 
and forgetfulness of what had been done 

3 Pancham Chamar-~ Was admitted into jail 
and diagnosed as acute mania Is supposed to bo 
a ganja smoker, but I do not think the symptoms 
aie those of ganja smoking 

4 Mussamat Morki — Was first admitted in

This IS a aery doubtful case 

5 Mus^ama/ Shauhama — There is a histoiy of 
gan 3 a smoking, but the sj mptoms in this case are 
in no wav diffireiit to those of a Euiasian female, 
Mrs Inghs, who certainh is not a ganja smoker, 
nor given to excesses of anj' kind Ganja perhaps 
in the case of ilussamat Shaisliama is the exciting 
cause, but I cannot help thinking that she was 
predisposed to insanitjjand any excitement would 
produce the same result 

0 JatrampanfA — Mas first admitted as acute 
dementia, cause unknown, was discharged one j ear 
after, and re-admittcd for chronic dementia due to 
ganja smoking , hut there is no certain evidence 
that such IS the case

Question S9 — Mj' statement about dhatuia 
being verj exceptionallv used, is based on iii form- 
ation 1 mj'^elf have onlv come on one case m 
which the man admitted it Ho said that one 
seed only was used at a time by him He (llaja- 
raml thought thit 2^ seeds would be an ovcidose 
I think dliatnra would increase the intoxicant 
power of tlio drug and also tend moic to biam 
niischicf Rajaram was not a fakii, but regarded 
himself as a holj man and devoted to religioub 
pncticos The natives saj that the copper com 
18 used because verdigris increases the powei, and 
that the ncom stick is used to give a good taste 
I found m a locciit poif-mortcm the presence of 
aconite On inquiry I found that the man used 
aconite with liis ganja This was being discussed 
with Ills fnends, he said it was harmless, and he 
swallowed a dose equal to what he ordinanlj used 
with his ganja It killed him This would show 
that smoked w itli ganja the aconite became in- 
nocuous. This m ly he due to the clTect of heat 
I havo not heard of arsenic or an j thing called 
“jawan root" being used with ganja I shall 
inqiiiio and rcpoit 

Question 82 — The rubbing of bhang on the 
foreheads on religious occasions is stated to be 
done in conformity with caste rule or custom 

Qncslton 39 — I think smoking raoie deleteri- 
ous than drinking, (1) because 1 do not know that 
good bhang has the same amount of the deleteri- 
ous ingredient as the ganja, i c , the cannabine , 
and (2) liccause in smoking, the drug is more 
quickly absorbed and has less cliniice of being 
changed in cliaiactor I am not prepared to say 
that the consumption of ganja by smoking is more 
huitful than the dnnking of alcohol The lattei 
produces disease I am not prepared to say that 
ganja docs Alcohol affects the liver, kidneys, 
etc I do not think ganja does Ganja is said to 
produce bronchitis, etc , but this effect is probably 
mme mechanical than due to the absorption of the 
poison, I am not prepared to deny that ganja 
may thus produce asthma or bioncliitis, buc it is 
not proved I have no case in the asylum of 
those diseases, though I have sovoial patients who 
admit, and are reported to have, the ganja habit 

Question 41 — Bhang is used by many up- 
countrj’’ people here They called it thandai, and 
they regard it as a febrifuge, ns well as cooling 
dnnk They also take it before meals as a diges- 
tive My expeiience of the use of bhang is based 
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mmnly on my Lnowledge o£ tLo police, of whom 
many are up countiy men I have never recog- 
nized any connection between bhang nnd rheu- 
matism, and see no reason why theie should bo 
any There is very little true bhang used in this 
province It is more the ganja leaf 

Question 45 — I have had twenty years’ espen- 
ence in India I was two or three raontlis in 
Cumbeiland Asylum before coming to India as 
Officiating Assistant Superintendent, I did not 
specially study the subject of ms inity 1 have 
been a j eai and-a-hal£ m charge of the Nagpur 
Asylum Before that I was thiee months in 
cbiige of the Jabalpni Asylum I know of no 
literature dealing with special foims of insanity 
seen in India My experience Ic ids me to think 
that climate does not modify the symptoms of 
partieulai types of insanity Toxic insanity is 
u=ed to denote that the in=anity has been piodiieed 
by some such ding ns alcohol, ganja or opium 
Any insanity produced by any diiig would be 
called toxic insanity This may include dhatura 
The question, of course, first to be decided, is 
whethei any drug pioduccs insanity I am not 
prepared to say that hemp drugs produce insanity, 
t e , that they are ever tiie predisposing catiEo of 
insanity Dr II ick Till e’s remarks on toxic 
msamty shown to me, indicate that the name is 
applicable to dementia, mama and many other 
types of insanity It is a name given to insanity 
owing to its supposed cause, not owing to its 
symptoms Alcoholism might attack so many 
parts of the body that one might have different 
symptoms in a senes of cases Butin case of 
alcoholic brain niisohief one would expect to find 
the same symptoms running all the wav through 
the senes So also one w’ould expect to find one 
or moie symptoms in the ease of toxic insanity 
from hemp drugs In such cases I find that a 
man has a sudden fir of insanity, ho comes to his 
senses a shoit time attorwaids, and tlio previous 
period of Ins insanity is a perfect blank to 
him The case of Jlalia Singh in the Nagpur 
Asylum IS a casein point He says ho smoked 
ganja He has no leoollection of the death 
of his child, winch lit had liimself caused 
In regard to ganja ca»es, I am unable to point 
to any sj'mptora which I legard as diagnostic, 
except the suddenness of the attack, te , the 
sudden paroxysm There are no objective symp- 
toms VI hen a case comes to the asylum, it some- 
times happens that the man is sane He is sent 
{off, Bain am) as ganja insane who has (ns in 
tliet case) committed murder The history of the 
case determines the diagnosis in such a c ise as 
that If the alleged ganja lunatic comes into the 
asj lum insane, I keep him under observation and 
then proceed to diagnosis That would he based 
on the sudden paioxysm in which the man has no 
delusions and the suddenness of the recovciy 
Such paioxysms may recnr without a fresh dose 
of ganja It can only be legaided as a supposi- 
tion that ganja has pioduced the insanity 1 am 
not piepared to say that 1 am satisfied that hemp 
di ngs ever produce insanity, i c , that they are 


cvci more than the exciting cause The entry of 
ganja as a cause is generally due to this, that it is 
the custom to copy on the top of the history 
sheet the entry of “ supposed causo ” made by the 
magistrate or the police , and this ontiy is copied 
into the returns "Wc are not in a position to 
judge of this, to disprove it, or to correct it 
Wo do not consider it right oi necessary then to 
dispute it In criminal cases, the causo is taken 
generally fiom the judgment of the court I 
hivo never ascribed the insanity to ganja from 
diagnosis of ray own motion Wo have to accept 
these police or magisterial histones , for we have 
nothing else Within the last five or six months 
it has been ordered tint wc are to receive copies 
of judgments and any thing in the police rcpor(s 
throwing light on the cause of insanity Bofoic 
that no steps wore taken to tlncidate the history 
of any case 

I have presenhed Cannnbis tnihca I give this 
as a ncivo tonic I have no other experience of 
the )>hy Biological action of the ding I mean 
I have no expcneiicc of that action apart from the 
use of the .drug as a remedial agent I do not 
know what the physiological iction of hemp 
preparation is 

I do not think that redness of the eves is of 
the slightest value ns a diagnostic mnik ol ganja 
I have seen cases ot iii'anity iii which the periodi- 
cal fit is preceded by redness of eyes One case 
is that of I’cvvi, whose ms inity is not alleged to be 
due to ganja I’his redness of ey e may he regarded 
ns associated with brain mischief 

I do not know any case of ganja being used to 
nllev latc the sy mptoms of appro iching brain mis- 
chief 

I have never come on a case of insanity from 
bolladoiinn, nor from dhatnra I do not remem- 
ber having rend of any swob ca'os 

Ido not think that the symptoms of dhatnra 
poisoning are the same as those of ganja The 
former would act more upon the larynx, etc , the 
latter on tho brain more immediately 

Hemp drugs could not in my opinion excite 
insanitv in a healthy brain Thciefore, when I 
speak of hemp drugs ns an exciting causo of 
insanity, I imply some predisposition towards 
insanity 

Sometimes patients ask for ganja I have 
noted that thoic aic three patients who have un- 
doubtedly tho ganja habit These include those 
who ask for it To givo such a man tobacco 
satisfies him He knows, of course, that he will 
not get ganja , but there is no gieat craving foi 
ganja 

I think that if ganja were able to cause insani- 
ty m healthy subjects, we should hav e far more 
of it We have 10,000,000 (ten millions) of 
people in tho Central Provinces , and hero and in 
Jabalpur w'o have not more than three dozen 
people whoso insanity is asoribcd to ganja Tlio 
history in these cases ev en is doubtful

1. I have resided foui years in a district where 
Indian hemp is extensively cultivated, and where 
procurable in the adjoining Natjve 

^ siddln, sabji and path are but 

little known to the people of this district 


Settlers fiom Northern India mo, however, 
acquainted with them The definitions bhang, 
eh iras and ganja are those chiefly used 'The ganja 
manufactuied here is the flat variety, piepared by 
being trodden under fool for four daysm the sun 

19, Chaias is scarcely at all used in this district 



69 


There IS, therefore, no evidence of vilne to be 
obtained logaiding its consumption. Gatija is 
almost wholly used for smoking V'ery occasion- 
ally, however, in those addicted to the excessive 
use of the drug, it is prepared in the same way as 
bhang and drunk. 

23 I can obtain no evidence of the use of bhang 
for smoking It is said never to be used for this 
purpose Probably the small amount of the active 
pniiciple contained in the leaves precludes its 
being consumed in this manner 

28 Oharas — Little used in the district, and 
hence no evidence as to its consumption 

Oanja — Habitual moderate consumers take 
about 22 grains two or three times a daj — cost A 
to 5 anna Habitual eveessne consumers take

29 Tobacco IS aluajs raised with gau] a Ex- 
ceptionally two to four dhatura seeds are added to 
increase the intoxicating effect by those who use 
the drug excessiveli Por the sake of the aroma, 
nutmeg, cloies, cardamoms, betclnut and sandal- 
wood are sometimes added 

Bhang is almost invanablv mixed with massala, 
which consists of black pepper, cardamoms, rose 
leaves, almonds, cucumbei and melon seeds, poppy- 
heads and endue Milk and sugar ire also added 
to the bhang liquor Occasionally oven in bhang 
one 01 two seeds of dhatura are added 

80 The consumption of these drugs is geneially 
practi'cd in company, raiely in solitude It is 
mainly confined to the male sex Respectable 
women voiy rarely use it 'Ihe consumption of 
the diug among women is confined to prostitutes 
Children never use it Among the Mai wans bojs 
above 10 oi 12 are occasionally given bhang 
during the Tloh festual and m the hot weather as 
a thandai , also the women of this caste now and 
again take bhang during the iToft festival 

31 The hahit is easily formed bj young people 
sitting in company with their elders who are 
smoking or dunking the drug, and, like all other 
habit®, it IS hard to break ofi , but not so difficult 
as in the ca'o of the opium habit Ganjn emoLers, 
when confined in jail and suddenly deprned of 
then usual dose, do not appear to me to suffer 
in health or otherwise Ihe tendency to excess 
does not seem to be great 

32 During the Eoli festival gan]a is smoked 
and bhang drunk by a gicat manj who do not on 
other occasions use it The cliillum at these 
times IB passed round the circle, or a gurrah of 
bhang is prepared, and a lota-ful ban led from 
person to person During this festn al tncre is a 
tendency to excessive use of the dmg , but it does 
not generally lead to the habit being formed 
The custom of taking ganja or bliang is not 
essential to the observance of the festival 

The Marwans and some otbei high castes use 
bhang tbrougbout the hot weather, morning and 
evening They consider it a refreshing and 
invigorating drink , and the Marwans are enei- 
getic and capable men of business Their grown 
up bojB aud women occasionally also drink n little 
at this time 

35 Tlie moderate use of gan 3 a and bhang among 
the natives of India is aiialagous to that of 
alcoholic drinks among Euiopeans, and, as far as 
ordinary obseiwation goes, the effects are no more 
injurious in one case than the other Any action 


that would deprive the people generally of their 
neenstomed dose of ganja, etc , would not, I con- 
sider, be politic 

36 I have enquiied both of the high and low 
castes, and find no evidence foi believing that 
alcohol 18 taking the place of ganja, or ganja the 
place of alcohol As regards the low castes, I am 
strongly mclined to credit all I have heard These 
people are addicted to the use of country liquor 
and have no desire for ganja, notwithstanding its 
cheapness, when compared with mhowa liquoi 
'1 ha higher castes chiefly use ganja, and among 
tliem liquor dr'nkiug is considered a habit to be 
leprobated It is possible that secret liquor drink- 
ing IS on the increase , but positive evidence 
on this point is difficult to obtain 

37 In bhang drinking the stimulating and 
sedative effects come on more slowly and last 
longei than in ganja smoking In the latter the 
effects are lapidly produced (the active principle 
being absorbed quickly by the lungs), and pass 
awav in two or three hours, Further, the quanti- 
ty of the active ingredient in ganja is much 
greatei than in bhang 

89 Smoking gnnja appears moie injuiious, 
because ganja contains moie of the active prin- 
ciple than bhang It is moie readily absoibed in 
the foim of vapour by the lungs, and £oi smoking 
it lequires no lengthy preparation, hence it is 
more resorted to 

40 Indian hemp appears to be little, if at all, 
used by native doctois Possibly they are disin- 
clined to divulge tlieir lemedies There is no 
ev'idcnce of the drug being given in cattle disease 
Sometimes bhang is given to bullocks about to 
start on a long journey in order to increase tbeir 
Btajiiig-power It is also given to horses during 
the hot weather when thej are out of condition, 
lose appetite, and pass high coloured, muddy urine 
Before opening small abscesses, villagers sometimes 
give ganja oi bhang , and I am told majum 
is also given to Musalman cbildien before the 
operation of circumcision 

41 All consumers inform me that it increases 
the appetite and assists digestion They also say 
that when tiavellmg on a long journey or waiting 
many weary hours at a kachen, a cbillum of 
ganja or a oiink of bhang wonderfully sustains 
them I am also told that consumeis working 
in or travelling through malanous jungles are less 
liable to attacks of fever 

42 I have no evidence that the moderate use 
of these drugs is other than harmless Neither in 
my general dispensary or jail piactice have inju- 
rious effects resulting from the use of the diug 
been obseived by me Dunng a period of four 
jears, I can only call to mind two cases of 
insanity in winch there was a history of the ex- 
cessive use of the drug , but it does not follow 
from this that the drug was the cause of the 
mental disturbance 

44 The first effects are a pipasurable excite- 
ment, not amounting to intoxication It lefiesh- 
es and increases the appetite The effect lasts 
for two or three houis Its after-effects aie of a 
sedative natuie, though sleep does not always fol- 
low The want of the drug renders the person 
unensv, restless, and disinclined lor exertion 

45 I have no evidence that the moderate use of 
the drug produces any noxious effects, such as 
those given in the question 

46 The exce-sive use of the drug appeals to 
deaden the intellect and to produce a condition of 
stupefaction in which the person thinks of and 
cares for nothing. Sometimes tremulousness of 
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tho muBoles occurs Bioncbitis is not uncommon 
imoiig those who indulge excessively , hut this 
iniy he owing to neglect and oxposuio Insanity 
must be a rare consequence, else one would expect 
to find most of the sadhus insane, which m my 
experience is not the esse 

Cases of insanity associated mfh the eiecessiic use 
of Indian hemp 

CflseJ— Udai Ram, age 47, Tahsil Jamndnr, 
Burhanpur, in which place he has lived for 20 
years, caste, Chiu pa //tj/ory,— He was brought 
to Khandwa in February 1891 suffering from sim- 
ple mania His fust symptoms were an increased 
excitability and imtahility, he becoming very 
angry about trivial matters, abusing people with- 
out reason m the bazaais, and interfering with 
their property, neglect of his duties He com 
menced riding about tho country on a pony, which 
he eventuall}' lost He was foolishly extravagant, 
purchasing useless articles at high puces At 
Khandwa he was excitable and indignant at being 
kept under restiaint and not allowed to go home 
He was constantly in motion, nalking round the 
station two or three times a day with Ins attendant, 
and at other times peiforming rather Indierous 
gymnastic exercises He was loquacious, talking 
to every one he met, sometimes incoherently, but 
at other times sensibh enough One of his delu- 
sions was that he had been appointed "diwan" to 
a certain Raya, and that he had boundless wealth 
at his disposal Tho man was transferred to the 
Jabalpur Lunatic Asylum at the end of March 
1891 The Civil Snigeou writes that ho died 
there on the 7th September 1893 of general para- 
lysis of the brain, hut that no post-mortem ex- 
amination was made 

In this case there is no hereditary history of 
insanity or nervous disease The most important 
point elicited was that tho man bad been a ganja 
smoker for many years, and latterly to excess 
He was also addicted to bhang drinking and 
mayum eating, and of tho latter substance about 
half a seer was found m his house This roayum 
be usually obtained fiom Ujjain 

The two causes, singly or combined, that are 
chiefly said to produce general paralysis of the 
brain among Europeans are sexual excesses and m- 
tempeianoe, especially if impuie and bad aleohohc 
drinks are used , and there is no reason to suppose 
that Indian hemp consumed in excess might not 
play the pait of alcohol in tho production of tho 
disease among the natives of India 

Case //—Abdul Rahman, n Patlian, aged 82, 
a resident of Raver, a village 10 miles from Bnr- 
hanpur His fathoi died when he was a child, 
his mother is still living His lelatncs aie petty 
shop keepers, selling cloth, bangles, etc Abdul 
himself has not followed tins oconpation, but ap- 
peals to have led a somewhat idle life, occasionally 
keeping a small village school for the instruction 
of Muhammadan children 

The form of insanity from which he now suffers 
IS simple mama, and the history of the attack is as 
follows — About a year ago he went to the herars 
to visit a fakirand became initiated as his disciple 
Aftei his return he resumed his duties as teacher, 
and no symptoms indicating mental disease were 
at first noticed foi a couple of months until he 
took to ganya smoking It is stated that ho con- 
tinued this practice to excess, and finally, in the 
course of a few months, his first symptoms showed 
themselves. His people attiibute the insanity to 
excessive ganya smoking, and lie himself admits 
that he uses it There is no history of heredity, of 


opium eating, or other cause. His symptomsnre, 
an aimless desire to leave his homo and wander 
into the adyoimng villages, entering other persons’ 
houses uninvited Ho is sometimes irntable, and 
he IS easily excited by opposition, when he becomes 
very abusive and even aggressive Ordinarily ho 
is quiet aud talks sensibly , but iii the course of 
any conveisation he generally becomes incoherent 
and wanders away to irrelevant subycets. For 
iiifitaoce, when I vvas speaking to him regarding 
ins usual mode of life, he suddenly began to talk 
of tho sun and moon As 1 mentioned before, 
there is no known or admitted heredity , but nativ es 
will not leadily diselose such facts 

47 The cluldrcu of the ganya smoker often take 
to smoking, but tins is more from association 
than from any hereditary predisposition , for the 
children of ganya smoker= — even of excessive 
smokers — look as healthy as others 

48 The answer to this question is the same as 
the above 

49 One and all say tliat it has no aphrodisiac 
effect whatever, and this question may be taken 
as settled Prostitutes use the drug, not for its 
aphrodisiac offecl, hut rather to blunt their sensa- 
tion and render them oblivious of their profession 
I have seen strong healthy children born of habitual 
excessive ganya smokers after the period when 
they commenced tho habit This disproves the 
assertion that iinpolenco results therefrom 

50 Tho answer to question 49 also replies to 
this 

56 Dhatura is mixed with ganya used in excess, 
and, so token, the dhatura must affect the mental 
functions very powerfully, incrtasing the intoxi- 
cating effect aud producing delirium and tempo- 
rary insnnity In dlinliirn poisoning the person 
often tears off Ins clothes and wanders nhovit quite- 
out of las ramd for one or tvv o days The effect 
on tho brain of moderate doses of dhatura conti- 
nued for some time must be also inyunous. 

57 I have no experience under this head

Question S9 — Arc tho aiomatio admixtures 
used with ganya for smoking’ 

Answer — Yes, occasionally Betclnut is used 
onlyf foi the aioma, not for increasing the intoxi- 
cating effect 

Question 31 —Opium smokers suffer from dc- 
piivatiou of their drug, and when conhuod in yail, 
beg for it Do ganya consumers beg for them 
drug in the same way ? 

Answer — Only once did a well-to-do Musalman 
in the civil yail complain that he could not sleep 
in consequence of Ins drug being stopped, and 
begged for it 

Quesltoil 36 — TVhy do you say that hemp is 
not moTfr inyuiious than alcohol ? / 

Answer — I should have expected to see more- 
sadhus insane, who all smoke ganya aud consume 
bhang immoderately 

Question 45 — You have not had chaigo of a 
lunatic asylum or had special opportunities of 
making obseivations with lefereuco to insanity ’ 

Answer — No, I have mentioned the only two 
cases I have observed I have been fourteen 
yeais in seivioe, and scived in Madras and 
Buiam 
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Question — You have not had any gan3a consu- 
mer undei long-contiuupd observation? 

Answer — No 

Quetiton — On what orround do you state that 
irodeiate use is harmless? 

Answer — I have seen many consumers and 
noticed no bad effects 

Question 36 — We aie told by other witnesses 
that gnnja is consumed by the lower classes You 
have made a different statement with reference to 
classes who consume liquor and hemp. 

Answer — I adheie to what I have said that in 
this district the lower classes consume liquor, and 
the higher the hemp drugs 

Question 40 — You say that Indian hemp is 
little used in native practice. What has led you 
to that conclusion ? 

Answer — I have made enquiiies and the state- 
ment 1- correct for this district So also I have 
questioned villagers about the use of hemp as a 
medicine for cattle 

Question 41 — When 3 on say tt increases the 
appetite, to what drug do 3 ou refer ? 

Answer — To both ganja and bhang 

Question 42 — Have you used prepaiations of 
hemp in youi own piactice? In what foim ? 

Answer — Yes — tincture and estiact 

Question 46 — In the two eases of insanity you 
have desoiibed, are you able to say that the insanes 
had not indulged in alcohol or dhatnra ? 

Answer — I am pretty confident that in the 
second ease nothing hut hemp had been taken 
His people were \ eiy positive on the point In 
the first case also I am sure alcohol had not been 
taken 

Question 44 — In answer No 44 do you refer 
to gan]a as well as bhang? 

Answer — Yes 

Question 46 — Could you not say that tobacco 
as smoked in this country would also cause bron- 
chitis ? 

Answer — No , people do not seem to suffer in 
the same way fiom tobacco 

Question 46 — Do you attnbute the paralysis of 
the biain which is described in the first case under 
question 46 to the use of hemp ? 

Answer — Yes , at the same time I have reason 
to suppose that the insane had been given to sex- 
ual excess as he was affected with a disease which 
follows syphilis I asceitained by enquiiies from 
persons who had treated the insane that he had 
suffered in this way 

Question — Do you considei that hemp was the 
exciting cause in these cases ? 

AnSwei — That is 1 difficult question 

Question — Do you think excess in hemp might 
cause insamty in a man with healthy brain ? 

Answer — Yes , it might 

Question —On what do you base that opinion ? 

Answei — Structural change in the brain might 
lesult'from the excessive use of the drug, I do 
not base this opinion upon any case actually ob- 
served 

Question —Can you lefer to any recorded cases 
in which stiuctural change has been discovered 
by post-mortem examination ? 

Answer —No. 


Question 42 — You say you have no evidence 
that the use of these drugs is other than harmless ’ 
On what is this statement based ^ 

Answer — I know several persons who take the 
drug moderately without suffering in any way 

Question — You have made no experiment on 
the subject ? 

Answer.— No. 

Question — Can you refer me to any liteiature 
on the subject ? 

Answer — The standard hooks on Materia Medi- 
ca, and Chevers’s Indian Medical Jurisprudence 

Question 35 —On what do you base the state- 
ment that sadhus do not become insane from the 
drug ? 

Answer — I have had opportunities of observing 
that elass among the permanent residents at Man- 
data. 

Question 46 — How did you ascertam the fact 
in the cases described in question 46, that the 
men had been smokers of ganja for many yeais 
and latterly to excess ? 

Answer — By enquiries from lelatives and the 
men's own statements 

Question — Were there any symptoms to indi- 
cate the connection of ganja with these cases ? 

Answer —There were none 

Question 47 — You state that the children of 
excessive ganja-smokers are healthy Is there no 
physical deterioration in the smoker?

Question 49 — Your opinion that the drugs are 
not taken as aphrodisiacs is not in accord with 
the general information ? 

Answer — The consumers inform me that the 
drugs are not aphrodisiac This is contiary to the 
evidence of the book 

Question — You have not sought the opinions 
of others than the consumers on this point? 

Answer — No 

Question 66 — In the latter part of answer No 
56, do you refer to moderate doses of ganja admix- 
ed with dhatUra 

Answer — Yes , and I think the habitual use of 
dhalura would have the effect even when used 
with modeiate doses of ganja It is generally 
used with excessive doses of ganja 

Question — Have you seen any cases of dhatura 
poisoning 

Answer — I can lecall two well-marked cases 

Question — Is there any resemblance between 
cases resulting from ganja and those resulting 
fiom dhatura? 

Answer — Yes , they are generally all cases of 
mama with similar symptoms 

Question — In the cases desonbed m answer 46, 
woiild yon have accepted dhatura as the cause of 
insanity if the histoiy had indicated it ?

2 Charas is not used or obtained in these parts 
The gan 3 a sold heie by contractois undei excise 
rules consists of the loose leaves and tops of the 
plant obtained from Government Stores, Raipur, 
and known locally only by its name “ ganja 

3 During the Maharajahs time ganja used to be 
cultivated in this State , but since it has come 
undei Government management, the cultivation 
has been stopped I have not observed it glow- 
ing spontaneously 

5 I should considei the climate of these parts 
favourable for its cultivation, with an average 
lainfall of 54".

13. Yes, restricted in this State now 

J4 None 

18 When veiy old, the leaf deterioiates, but 
^anja and its resinous portions keep the active 
piinciple good for yeais The leaves deteriorate 
by damp and moistuie To prevent this, it should 
be kept in well coveied vessels I have been 
informed that it keeps well in leather bags strung 
up in the loof of houses 

19 Charas is only used in the Upper Provinces

28 {a) Habitual moderate consumer’s aveiage 
IS about one pice to half anna per diem 
(i) The habitual excessive consumer’s is about 
one anna per diem 

29 Opium IS sometimes mixed with ganja in 
smoking, and also tobacco I know of no pre- 
paration such as bhang massala 

30 The extent of consumption is very small 
in company, and occasional, but most in solitude 
It IS chiefly conflned to the male sex, and not used 
by the children 

31 The habit of consuming any of these drugs

85 Yes, of all these drugs the use should be 
prohibited gradually Prohibition should extend 
to the strict prevention of the cultivation in all 
parts of India under Govei nment rules, and small 
cultivation should be allowed only for medical 
purposes The pioliibition would cause discontent 
to the consumers, but not auy seiious dangei.. 
The prohibition would, no doubt, be followed by 
recourse to alcohol and other stimulants

37 Charas is more potent, and stronger in its

42 It IS not harmless but baneful Fust, the 
moderate users have desire to its inciease , seeoiidlv, 
the dally cost, ■which -would help to maintain the 
family and other comforts , thirdlj,it makes the 
consumeis lazy and a^else to labour, fourthly, a 
quiet disposed person becomes fretful aud iriitahle 
m most eases 

43 Not so , thej are quarrelsome and laboui 
under imagmaiy harm of their neighbours 

44 The immediate effects me a peouliar intosi- 
caticn and pleasurable feeling, a sort of halluci- 
nation of grand u iking dream, loquacious, verj 
desirous of amusements, songs, and music, and an 
appetite for food Tins state lasts for about three 
houre, then follows depression, a desire to lest 
or sleep j if not, fretful and irritable, and a longing 
for the repetition of the stimulus. 

45 Yes, the noxious elTcots are physical, 
mental, and moral It impairs the muscular 
powers and nervous system. In time both appe- 
tite and digestion are impaired. The consumers 
are most subject to these diseases, dysentery, 
bronchitis and asthma It certainly induces 
laziness In the beginning it excites venery to a 
certain extent It ovcr-c'tcites the intellect and 
pioduccs insanity , but deadens pain, and induces 
insanity of the type “ mama,” temper .ry or pei- 
manent It can be rcinduced by its use The 
typical sjmptoms come on generally suddenly — 
delirium, excitement, restlessness, and attempts 
to violence Tlic insanes, when reooNcred from 
insanity, do confess to the use of ganja drugs , hut 
some are ashamed to confess the cause I do not 
consider it gives relief to persons suffeiing from 
mental anxietv or brain diseases, but rather excites 
them In mv experience, I bave not found that 
any person suffenug from either mental or biain 
diseases has brought on insanity by t dung hemp 
drugs for lelicf, or that persons of weakened intel- 
lect, deficient in self-contiol, have taken them to 
cause insanity Tho consumer’s temperament is 
also to be considered I have observed those of 
nervous temperament to be more prone to insanity 
in the use of hemp drugs 

Of all the intoxicants used by the people of 
India, none are so baneful as the hemp drugs 
The pleasurable feeling of intoxication lasts for 
about three hours, and requires gratification and 
longing, and there is a tendency to its increase. 
The consumers at this state talk much and largely 
and then intentions in doing much, but never 
perform them, least unpleasant act or talk uri- 
lates them to anger and abuse , in such fits be- 
eome lunatics, and commit violence and murder 
or suicide During my Civil Surgeoncy of Sam- 
balpur, I met with many such cases 

1 X have a man at present in employ who had 
become temporarily madfiom smoking ganja 

2 The zammdar of Sanda Chukly, in Samb.al- 
pur, a smart, handsome man, took to ganja and 
madak smoking, became insane, and was put under

B2nd Regiment, located at Delhi, a few years 
aftci the Mutiny, a private soldier, strolling 
about the mined native building near Cashmere 
Gate, was invited into a house by some native 
females, and was given to drink a oiip of bhang 
sliorbet, lud was afterwards picked up by some of 
the men of his regiment outside of the place in 
an insensible condition Wink bringing him to 
tho hospital, he awoke in a fit of madness, and 
wis BO violent that siv, of the men onuld hardly 
keep him down An emetic of sulphate of zinc 
and a cold douclio to the head lestored him, and 
he gave the storj' of his dimlt This man suffered 
for some time with headache and confusion of

Question 49 — On the subject of ganja as an 
aphiodisiac, I made onqiaiies from a laige number 
ot ganja smokers, and paiticuiaily flora one man 
in the Bhandai i Jail, who was connected with 
prostitutes &lj' conclusion is that ganja may 
have a slight effect, Ib^t bhang and its piepata- 
tions hare none 

Question 50 — I do not belieie that baiiagis 
and fakus take the diugs to illay then passions, 
but the rexei’sc 
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Question I remembei two cases, one in 
1889 and one m 1890 oi 1891 The men weie 
executed 

Queshon 55 — My opinion is based on enquiries, 
and I lefei only to ganja smoking Bhang, they 


say, IS nevei taken to such excess as to produce 
stupefaction, and that it would not be possible to 
rob a person while he was under the intoxication

1 I am Supenntendeiit of the local 3 ail and ba\e 
held chai ge of the Native Lunatic Asylum, Calcutta 
I have also had numerous intemews with consum- 
ers of the drugs 

2. Dr Pram's dehnitions obtain throughout the 
district Charas is known as the resmons extract 
Its use IS confined to a very few individuals in the 
town, and it is not retailed by vendors Bhang is 
the dried leaves and a few capsules without stalks 
Ganja is dried flowering tops together with the 
smaller leaves of the hemp, geneially flatly com- 
pressed, but also met with in bundles Chut is 
the semi-powdered, crushed waste which accu- 
mulates in retaihng both bhang and ganja 

19 Ganja IS used only for smoking But occa- 
sionally the crushed waste (chur) is employed in 
preparing a drink similar to the bhang draught 
This, however, is only done when bhang is not 
piocurable and is pronounced very injurious by old 
bhang drinkers, from the resulting potent intoxi- 
cation 

23 Bhang is not used to smoke, as it is too 
mild in effect

With bhang — («) almonds, melon and cucumber 
seeds, black pepper, cardamom, dill, aniseed and 
other spices, sugar, gui , (i) dhatur.i and opium 
in addition to above ingredients These drugs 
are mentioned by fakirs and vendois as being 
sometimes used to inciease intoxication , but no 
case has been examined wbo indulged in these 
admixtures “ Bhang massalas ” aie not piepared 
for sale here 

30 Ginja smoking IS geneially carried out m 
company Very moderate, habitual smokers occa- 
sionally consume the diug m piivate to pievent 
their weakness fiom being publicly known Bhang 
draughts are prepared 1 ibonously, hence its cou- 
sumption IS moie usually accomplished in private, oi 
amongst family members Both habits are confined 
to males, women and childien not being allowed 
to paitake Boys woiking with boatmen, or in 
coolie gangs, are sometimes included in ganja 
smoking bouts and become habituale 

3 1 The ganja habit is easily acquired but most 
difficult to give up The tendeucy is to regular 
consumption, two or thiee times a day The ordi- 
nary labourer, or artisan, seldom exceeds a fixed 
moderation , but fakirs rapidly attain to excess 

32 The strolling fakir (bairagi, piikamba-basbi) 
acquires excess in ganja and bhang under the 
impression that it enables him to repress sexual 
desire, overcome fatigue and naiiow his ideas 
within religious limits This result is only to be 
attained by constant and excessive indulgence 

During “ Holi ” the ganja chillum, bhang 
draughts and mijum aie partaken of to remove 
fatigue and creite enthusiasm in the singing and 


jiostunng processions But these drugs are only 
used by the lowest castes and as an adjunct to the 
aleoholio liqiiois fieely imbibed 

The use of the drug is no*' essential to any religi- 
ous or secular ceiemony , but habitual consumers 
often date their habit to such periods. 

36 The substitution of alcohol for hemp drugs 
IS not appreciable Cheapness, rapidity of effect, 
and the surface warmth induced by ganja smol ing 
make it a special boon to Dhimars, Kaebis, Koles 
and othei low castes who are much exposed to 
climatie influences They state that ganja enables 
them to work, while alcohol or opium can only 
induce enervation and sleep 

37 Ganja smoking differs from bhang drinking 
in the quicker and more active intoxication produc- 
ed and in the invniiable mental confusion that 
occurs The moderate bhang draught peimits of 
clerical and mercantile work, subsequently, -vheieas 
ganja inhalation produces immediate intellectual 
aberration, which lasts till the fumes have dissipated 

40 Bhang and charas .ire ooea'ionally prescrib- 
ed by local ‘‘ baids” lu veiy small doses for their 
stimulating, tonic effect, and also as antispasmodics 
m colic and asthma 

41 Ganja and bhang aie both u'cd as diges- 
tives Ganja is ofen smoked to allay hungei 
during long journeys and to counteract the effects 
of intense cold and fatigue Neitliei is used foi 
febrifuge effect 

42 The moderate use of ganja and bhang is 
practically harmless Slost of the very poor, who 
are constantly subjected to excessive exertion, 
insufficient food, and exposure to cold and damp, 
paitakb of the drugs from eirh joiith to old age 
without developing any evil symptoms. Moderate 
consumers of the better classes also show no sio'ns 
of bodily noi mental decay 

44 Ganja induces exliilai itioo, banishes fatigue, 
and ( auses a variable amount of intoxication which 
lasts fiom 2 to 4 hours There is dryness of mouth 
and a tingling of the body sutfaee, very marked 
111 the eaily stages of the habit It allays 
hunger, hut does not pievent the consumer from 
enjoying the usual meal The appetite is not sti- 
mulated 

Bhang gradually produces a pleasant sense of 
refieshment and bodily ease, with an inclination 
to happy thoughts This goes on to intoxication 
and culminates in sleep It is usually taken after 
food and does not injure digestion The effects 
last fiom 3 to 5 or moie hours. 

The habitual use of both diugs produces an 
appreciable amount of languor and a desire to 
repeat the indulgence , but these sensations are 
easily controlled 

45 The moderate use of ganja and bhang does 
not ordinauly produce any noxious effects Ganja 
sometimes causes a thickening of the mucous 
lining of the throat and larynx producing chrome 
catarrh The constant mental enervation, conse- 
quent on ganja inhalation even in moderate doses, 
does not seem to induce further aberration, oi 
culminate in laziuess and immoral habits

46 The liabitual, excessive use of ganja gene- 
lully pioduces hstiiig physical injmy, menial 
confusion and moial deteiiontion Loss of flesh 
ind even emncn^iou frequentl\ oceui from dis* 
niclinnli in for food and dyspepsia A chrome 
bronchieotasiB is nhvais present, simulating 
isthma. 

Inertia, due to mental depression and general 
physical languoi, exists, but tlieie is usuall} a 
complete absence of sexual desue 

The intellect is permanently impaired, and in- 
sanity sometimes produced 

Iwo cases recently came under observation 
uhere acute dementia resulted fiom gan 3 a excess, 
and, in both, the drug was the predisposing cause 
Young and strong, with no histoiy of family

The prominent symptoms were despondency,

47 Heredity cannot be traced in any single 
case 

48 Facility in obtaining the drug is quoted 
by a few habituals A habitually diunken father 
leaves the drug lying about and the son thus 
contracts the habit at a teiidei age Heiedity 
cannot however bo made out 

49 Occasional moderate use of ganja and 
bhang is praolised for aphtodisiae purposes and 
docs not result in nuv injury Moderatt habitual 
use of both is said to jnoduco irapotcncy, hit no 
facts be inng ou the point have been dicited 

50 Excessive use of gauja and bitaiig jirodnce 
impotence and often complete inability for sexual 
intereonrse This is stated by many' fakirs and a 
few laymen, but all of an advanced age, well past 
ihe prime of life.

Question 1 — I am Apothecary 1 passed tho 
examination of the Calcutta Medical College m 
1872 I was Deputy Superintendent of the Native 
Asylum at Dullanda (Calcutta) 

Question S9 — Tobacco is only used in small 
quantities, t e , about equal quantities of tobacco 
and ganja It is used to “ dilute ” the ganja I 
have never beard of other admixtures with ganja 
People say, for example, that dhatura is mixed by 
others with bhang, but I have nevei comt across 
a case of a man who himself admiHed the use of 
dhatura m bhang I have nevei luard of it in 
ganja 

Question 82 — Tins statement about the use of 
hemp drugs at the Holi refers to the Mandla dis 
trict There the higher classes do not use bhang 
to any extent It is there only the low ei classes, 
who cannot afford enough of alcohol, who use these 
drugs, especially ganj i, to supplement the alcohol 
It IS only the minority of the lower classes who 
thus use both Others are content with alcohol 
Question 37 — The use of ganja, even mode- 
rately, invariably produces mental aberration It 
unfits for mental labour but not for phy sical 1 ibour 
And it IS haimless to the constitution I liav e seen 

much ganja smoking among the lower orders I 
have seen it practised often The smokei has a 


great throbbing of tlie head, and there is a want 
of power of concentrition and attention I think, 
the fakirs use it to produce ahslraoUon, the non- 
attention to all otliei raatteis 

Question 45 — I do not find that this constant 
mental enervation tends to peimanent evil in the 
case of the moderate smoker, though such cases 
oecut among excessive smokers Ihis “ aberra- 
tion” seems connected with temporary congestion 
of brain , and ordinanly one would expect that its 
fiequcnt reounenoe would lead to permanent 
mischief , but expeiience is against this I do 
not think that the moderate indulgence leads to 
laziness or immoral habit No doubt the habitual 
use creates a de-ire to repeat the indulgence, but 
smokers tell me there is no difficulty in controlling 
any desiie to indulge at odd times It is easy to 
keep to the regiilai limes fixed 

Question 46 — 1'he two cases I refer to came 
tinder my own ob eivation Neither has been m 
the asylum Slieoparsad was one of them — a 
Purbia, a Police constable He became insane 
at Gugau and was sent to me by the Deputy 
Commissioner to be kept under observation in the 
jail He had smoked ganja and drunk bhang to 
excess with a fakii at Gngari I inquired about 
admixtures, and was told that there was no dhatuia 
or other poisonous drug used The bi other told 
me that there was no f imily history of msamty 
The man was insane when he came to me He 
was sent in twenty-four miles and was in Mandla 
£oi a few days 1 probably saw him a week aftei 
the excess He was morose and irielevant, and was 
inclined to beat people I wanted to send him to 
tlie asylum , but bis brother look him to the Noith- 
West He lotuined a year after and seemed still 
wild of appearouoe He hung about the ganja 
shop and assaulted a public servant, and was sent 
to jail for silt months and a year moie in default 
of secuiity I did not think him insane, and there- 
fore he was convicted There was no msamty, 
hut a tendency to imtability and temper, and a 
wildness of eye Ou the first occasion (a year 
before) be was insane, sufienug from dementia 
The " lelapse “ I refer to in the fifth paragraph is 
the wild appearance and violence desciibed above 
as leading to bis impnsonment for assaulting a 
public servant This man is now in the Central 
Jail at Jabbalpur He bad been a man of good 
character , and had been only three months at 
Gngan There was nothing else than ganja to 
winch I could altiibntc his insanity. 

The other case was a Head Constable I forget 
his name He said he bad family tiouhle, but 1 
believe that was a hallucination He took to 
ganja privately He lefused to work and asked 
for leave It was refused, as I could not find any 
illness Ho tore up some papers in the office He 
was sent to me foi obsemtion in the jail He 
was la the jail for three days The family took 
him away , but bo came with his fiiends regulailv 
to the dispensary He was m=ane He had been 
kept fiom ganja for two weeks before the out- 
bieak Theiefore it was not intoxication This 
man is now sane and at work ns Head Constable 

1 have seen many' ganja cases in my asylum 
practice I cannot say that these two cases are 
typical eases I had moie complete history in 
these cases than we used to have in the asylnm 
Theie are no such typical symptoms of ganja in- 
sanity as to justify its diignosis apait from case 
history I have nev ei seen any cases of insanity 
from dhatura I have seen cases of dhatuia

being comparatively dearer, is used by those who

27 As stated above, bhang is chiefly used by 
the upper classes of the Hindu labourers, vtz , 
Brahmins, Kshatiia, etc , etc , ganja by the low 
caste people, such as Chamars, Rons, Passees, etc., 
and some among the Muhammadans People 
take to the habit of smoking ganj i and drinking 
bhang with an idea that the s ud drugs have a

this subject about a month ago Before that I 
had paid no special attention to the subject I 
had kept no notes

People are to some extent better fitted for haid 
labour, I do not myself think that ganja is a 
food accessory I think it tends to injure diges- 
tion I think bhang may be a digestive , but 
that IS due to the carminatives, etc , in it I 
think these drugs are staying in bard labour I 
cannot say whether they aie febrifuge The 
person accustomed to ganja will not be able to do 
Ins hard and nsky work without his ganja, but I 
do not advise any man to take ganja so as to have 
more staying-powei I cannot say either that 
smokers are better workers than non-smokers oi 
the reverse

Question 89 — 1 do not think there is any leal 
diffeience in effect between ganja and bhang , but 
there is difference in degree I think that 
ganja smoking is moie harmful than bhang- 
drinking That is my experience 

Question 48 — The “ remote ” or after-effects 
to which I refer in question 4J are such diseases 
as asthma, bionchitis, diarihoea, functional dis- 
eases of the heart, etc I think these may result 
from the moderate use of the drugs The lesult 
is cumulative This does not apply to insanity 
which results only from the excessive u<!e In 
regaid to asthma, bionchitis, diairboea, and dysen- 
tery, I think the moderate use is enough to cause 
them I have seen no case of iii'ianity fiom 
moderate use , but I know e ises from excessive use 
I remember a case in my own village in Bengal of 
a man who used the ding (ganji for smoking) 
and became insane He was cuied in some foui 
or five months He resumed his habits on lelease 
and was back m tlie asylum in six months, I 
have not heard of his release I have seen him 
smoke ganja regularly I cannot say whethei he 
took dhatura He was a baid ganjasmokei He 
therefore possibly look dhatuia, foi hard smokers 
mix dhatura to increase the effect oceasionalij 
This IS the only case of insanity that I personally 
know from hemp diugs The man was a neigh- 
boili I know of no member of his family being 
insane I do not know of his having epilepsy 
He was fortj-six ye.irs old when first insane 

I do not think that the moderate use of bhang

it IS trimmed of its scattered lonci ti\ igs so that it ' 
may flourish About this stage the parakilar 
lecognizes the female and male plants and destroys 
the lattei, resLiving a sufRoicnt stock for seed ior 
the next crop , the flowering tops of the female 
plant aie now tnmmed and being pressed with 
hands arc brought into round shape 

It matures about January, and bj the month of 
Februaij it is capable of being gathered Ihc 
cultivators then leap it and dry it in shade and 
sell or consume 

The seed of bhang varies from that of ganja, 
but the resemblance of each other is so alike th it 
they arc hardly distinguished from each other, but 
their plants are distinguished when they attain a 
height of one foot or more

10 No They arc the ordinarj agricultural 
cultivatoi class 

11. I cannot say, but it is probable tint the 
seed of wild btrop can be cultivated for production 
of ganja 

12 I can't say 

33 Yes, except m Niraar ganja cultivation is 
strictly prohibited 

Nimar was piobably selected because there 
ganja glows well and its cultivation is well under* 
stood by the people, who learnt it from their 
neigliboms in Indore, and for leason that tbo 
land of that district is well suited £oi its cultna- 
tion on account of its being of light character 

14 In Nimar only — 

(a) Ganja is the only product prepared to any 
extent 

{&) and (c) Cliarns and bhang may be prepared 
to a slight extent 

15 I can’t say 

16 Yes, in their houses or neighbourhood 
bhang can be prepared from tlio hemp plant 
wherever grown Ganja and cliaras c in also quite 
possibly he prepared from wild ganj i wbcrevei 
grown 

17 No special class of people can bo said to be 
prepaiers of hemp drug 

18 Yes , all thiee deteriorate by keeping, and 
in time all will become inert With careful keep- 
ing in ththags the three drugs will keep good three 
years The causes of the deterioration are that 
the volatile active pnnoiples evaporate By keep- 
ing m anv dry closely covered receptacle deteriora- 
tion may be prevented for three years oi more, but 
beyond three years the power ot the drug will be 
diminished. 

19 Ganja and charas are practically only used 
for smoking. 

Ganja is occasionally eaten under the following 
circumstances, viz , when bhang being scaicc

(A) 20 will be habitual excessive consumers , 
(c) 40 oceasionnl moderate consumers, 

(eZ) 10 occasional excessive consumers 

The same proporiion as above is applicable to 
hhaiig cousumeis As for chara'- X can't give any 
definite proporhon hocaubO chans is rarely pro- 
curable 

27 Labourers, such ns Dhimars and 6 ends, etc , 
doing bard work, chiefly form class (n) Sadhus 
and bairagiB (Hindu beggars) mamly form class 
(4) All classes form class (c) 

Class (d) is formed chiefly In reonntsfrom class 
(fl), who occasionally exceed their habituol 
moderate allowance 

28 (o) Halt a tola, price anna 1 

(4) One tola and over, price annas 2 and up- 
wards Some men will smoke 3 tolas daily 

29 Exceptionally excessive consumers mix 
dhatura with ganja to increase the intoxication 
Niix vomica is sometimes added as an aphrodisiac 
rnd opium to increase intoxication, but general 
ingredient ot ganja is tobacco Bhang ma=saK 
consisting of cardamoms, hi ick popper, rose petals, 
saffron, cloves, cummin, etc , is made and sold for 
this purpose 

30 Bhang is chiofly consumed as shorhet m 
company Ganja alone or in company is smoked 
Yes, cliielly confined to male sex Children do 
not consume any of these drugs 

31 Yes , habit IS easily formed No there is 
rot the craving that the opium eaters experience, 
so tho habit can be broken Tlie exces-.ive con- 
sumer always begins as a moderate consumer, so 
there is of course a tendency for tho foiraer habit 
to follow the latter 

82 Hindus consider the hemp plant sacred and 
offer it to their gods After the Durga Buja it 
IS their custom to distribute bhang among the 
crowd It IB conBidercd an essential part of snoh 
ceremomes, and tho use is moderate, and does not 
lead tb the formation ot the habit 

33 Bhang and gaoja consumers aio looked on 
by Hindus and Musalmans alike as somewhat loose 
and untiustwortlii , and a lespeetablo man would 
not give his daugbtei in marriage to such a man 
In connexion with religious iites and very occa- 
sional consumption, a bhang oi ganja consumer is 
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not in. any way sociallj looked down on Among 
Mubaramadans, of course, if atnin is in the habit, 
or e\er uses intoxicating dings, and it becomes 
known, be is socially and religiously outeasted , 
but this is generally the case among Mubam* 
madans of lower sects, sucb as Pinjaras, Kunjras,

34. Sudden deprivation of the drug would be a

40 Ganja is generally used by native quacks as 
an electuary or confection for aphrodisiac effects 
in irapotency, spermatorrhoea, mcontiuence of 
uiine or for piles or neuralgic pains, or eye sores, 
etc , to allay pain It is also used in two forms of 
pbarmncopaeic preparations, vte , tincture cannabts 
and extract cannabis for autispasmodic, anody-ne, 
hypnotic, aphrodisiac and utromoter propeities 
in several foims of diseases m dispensaries 

41 (a) It increases appetite in intoxication, 
hut ultimately it oreites constipation, and all 
secretions and excretions except liver dimi- 
nish 

(5) Yes, it considerably alleviates fatigue 

(c) In malarious and unhealthy tracts the 
use of these dmgt, is, 1 believe, of no use, for 
1 remember to have treated most of the habitual 
consumers suffering fiom malarious attacks, as it 
has no antiperiodic pioperty 

The labouring, classes for the most part form the 
number of consumeis to a greatei proportion, but 
those who take it to alleviate fatigue or to prevent 
malarious attacks aie tbe habitual moderate con- 
sumeis 

42 Of couise the moderate use of any of these 
drugs IS injurious, becauso tbe moderate use paves 
the way foi excessive habitual use 

43 The moderate consumers cannot be said to 
be absolutely inoffensive to tlieir neigbbouis, be 
cause they acquire peevish nature even by tbe 
moderate use

44 It at first excites the circulation wbethei 
the consiimei be a habitual consumer or oecasioual 
Of course it can be called refiisbing at tbe very 
outset of excitement, then it is followed by boister- 
ous delirium, plea=ant and surprising confusion, 
distorted ideas terminating in catalepsy and sleep, 
whose effects last fpi a couple of bouts It cer- 
tainly inc) eases appetite during intoxication 

After the effects disappear there aie no symp- 
toms of uneasiness, etc , except constipation Like 
opium it does not leave headache, restlessness, 
nausea and sleeplessness 

45 Undoubtedly tbe consumer becomes gradual- 
ly emaciated, dull and unable to bear tbe sun and 
IS consequently exposed to variety of diseases, snob 
as lung diseases, dropsy, and anasaica, etc , tbe 
consumer becomes peevish, dull of intellect and 
memory, and loses mental faculties, and adheres to 
immoral character and habit, because he likes the 
society of bad characters and indulges in luxury 
The ultimate result of all these is insanity, either 
acute or chronic, permanent or temporary If a 
consumer leaves it after a long use and takes it 
again, he is likely to be affected by temporal y in- 
sanit} , contrary to this, if a man use the drugs 
continually for a long period without restraint, he 
is sure to be affected by peimanent insanity 

Tj pical sj mptoms of acute mama or insanity 
are — Tbe passion, tbe intellect and emotion are 
all affected It is generally preceded by a period 
of incubation which may vary fiom a few dajs to 
some years , and when it is fully developed, the 
patient exhibits paroxj smal violence both against 
himself or others He cannot fix bis mind to any 
work, and becomes of highly irritable tempei He 
mil teal bis clothes, and dunk oi eit voiaoiously, 
or hate food altogetliei Ht undcigoes an amount 
of muscular exertion without sleep, apparently 
without fatigue Hts face becomes flushed, eyes 
wild and sparkling, and complains of ringing in 
the eais, pain, weight and giddiness in tbo bead 
Illusion, delusion, hallucination, monomania, klep- 
tomania (propensity to theft), dipsomania (craving 
for drink), satynasis (excessive sexual desire), 
homicidal or suicidal melancboha Some of the 
above mentioned symptoms appear singly and 
sometimes conjointly Yes , some of the in«anes 
who have no recoided histoiy very rarely confess 
use of tho drug 

40. Habitual moderate consumeis become ulti- 
mately habitiul excessive consumers, and hence the 
result becomes much the same as given in leply to 
question No 45 

47 It docs not appear to be a heieditary habit 
The moderate use can affect the childien of the 
consumers in case ho gets msanity 

48 Same thing as above, 

49 Yes , its model ate use is practised as an 
aphrodisiac. As far as I know, it is never used so 
by prostitutes Theie may be very rare cases, say, 
about 10 per mille Iti reality the use of the drug 
as an apbiodisiac is more injunous tban as an ordi- 
nary narcotic Tbe grounds in suppoi tare —{a) It 
generally lessens secietions, and so it may have tbe

52 The proportion of excessive consumers among 
had chanoters is fiom 6 to 8 per cent ns appeals 
fiom general observation The oxecssiie oou- 
Biimer is likely to commit crimes of moic soiions 
nature 

53 Of couise excessive indulgence very rarely 
incites unpremeditated ciimes ot violence, such as 
homicide and oflcnces against chastity I remcm- 
bei to have read in some medical w'orks that a con- 
sumer murdered a man bv strangulation while in 
the state of intoxication from the effect of gaiija 

54 Yes , the criminals intending to commit 
acts of violence have been known to use ganja to 
tortify themselves 

55 Criminals in order to carry out their designs 
often induce victims to part ike any of these driiga, 
so that they may bo stupefied, to afford every 
possibility of being depnved of their propoity 
These cases geneially are to bo met with dining 
journeys A man can be completely stupefied 
by being administered ganja and charas, but cri- 
minals generally mix dhatura for the purpose 

56 The admixture of other substniices, such as 
dhatura and tobacco, changes its effects However 
small quantity of dhatura be adulterated, it greatly 
enhances the effect of intoxication, as it is one of 
the pimcipal ingredients of Cannabts saltva , but 

' the eonsumeis for their personal use mix it m a 
very small quantity, but while administering to 
others mix a greatei quantity of it 

67 So far as I know 1 have never heard or scon 
persons eating or drinking ganja and charas, except 
in case when no bhang is available they substitute 
ganja for bhang in drinking

Qneslton 1 — I was educated at the Nagpur 
Medical School, and passed as Ilospitil Assistant 
I have seived in Balaghat, Jabalpui, Niinar 
and Seoni, and was six mouths in the Jabalpur 
Asylum 

Question 39 — Cannahine is the resin of gaujn 
or hemp It is not decomposed by smoking 

Question 45 — By ‘'suie” I mean “ likely" in 
the end of the first paiagraph 1 have seen cases 
of^insanity from excessive ganja smoking One 
was the man Udaiiam, the Buihanpur Tahsil 
Jamadar, elder brother of the municipal clerk, 
Gangaram of Khandwa There was no other 
cause apparent I knew nothing of any admix- 
ture The case was treated by Dr Quayle Ho 
often asked for ganja in hospital, saj iiig it would 
core him He was about a month in hospital 
He did not recover He was quiet sometimes from 
sedatives, and then was violent He was sent to the 
Jabalpur Asylum, and (I hear) died theio He 
was sent there (I think) in 1891 He was talka- 
tive, violent, singing occasionally The pupils were 
dilated This is the way with ganja as well as 
with dhatura I have observed the pupils of 
ganja smokers when smoking They are dilated, 
•'I’here was no reason to think that this man took 


dhatura that is not common There was no 
insanity in the family, nor had the man epilepsv 
I do not know the fathei-’s name. I remember 
also a Aliihammndan fakir being brought to hos- 
pital at “Wnra Seoni in a state of insanity His 
previous history was not known, but wo knew 
he took ganja He was filthy in Inbit, liked to 
go naked, assaulted women lie was sent to 
Balaghat I do not know what became of him 

The second part of my reply to question No 
45 refers to insanity from all causes Some of 
these symptoms appear singly or conjointly in ganja 
insanity I have myself seen them I do not 
know any typical symptoms of ganja poisoning 
except the dilated pupils This would also be 
caused bvdbatnra, but dhatura insanity is ot a 
more temporary charactei than tliat arising from 
ginja The asking for ganja would also be a 
t} pical sj mptom 

I think ganja injurious, and bhang, though l6ss 
powerful, IB of the same character I think that 
if a man takes ganja long bo is likely to bo 
insane I think that it makes madness more 
likely , I think 60 per cent, of the insanes in the 
Jnbalpur Asylnm were from ganja This was 
111 18B2, I think It is long ago and I cannot 
accurately remember the proportion It was 
large I was only temporarily there ns a a sub- 
stitute Therefore I have not very effective ex- 
penence I had only just loft college a little 
bcfoic I had never seen a case of insanity' 
before 

Question 40 — I think that those who remain 
moderate consumers, and do not fall into the 
excessive habit, are few This is in my opinion true 
of all intoxicants I have served in cities and 
towns, and have not experience of village life I 
have seen two or tliice cates in my hospital 
practice of men attributing lo's of appetite, etc , 
to ganja One man was brought to me (a fakir) 
insensible fiom ganja, and a man with fov'cr once 
asked me if I could give him something to cure 
a tendency' to impotence 1 have nevci seen any 
other cases of illness ascribed to ganja I have 
seen casts in which the administration of cannabis 
ns medicine in dysentery led to violence and a 
form of intoxieabon In mama it is a sedative 
1 have not found ganja to bo a cause of disease 
Bey oud what I have said, it has never come be- 
fore me I have never seen an asthma, bron- 
chitis or dysentery case arising from ganja I 
have only had one case of insanity in my hospital 
practice 

Question 47 — I think that if any one is insane 
his children will probably be insane I have never 
seen a case of hereditary insanity 

Question 51 — There is a slip here what I 
mean by “with impunity” is “ without fear " > 

Question 53 — By "very rarely',” I mean 
occ isionally, but very rarely 

Question 55 — A man who does not take 
hemp drugs can bo made senseless by pure ganja 
or other hemp drug But not a habitual smokei 

Question 56 — I think that dhatura is generally 
mixed with ganja, I mean it is one of the com- 
monest admixtures, t e , those who mix anything 
generally mix dhatura with their ganja 



43 Evidence of Mm Zamin Ali, 'Pensioned Sospital Assistant, Jabalpur 


1 I had tlie following oppoi tunities of obtam- 
ing mformation regaiding the matters connected 
with hemp drugs — 

(а) That I had been the Superintendent of the 
Lunatic Asylum at Jabalpur for ten years, that is, 
from 1871 (A D ) to 1881 (A D ), and so I bad 
a great opportunity of observing and examining 
lunatics, made by the use of hemp drugs 

(б) That by my private practice of long stand- 
ing in this city, I have come across many diseases 
produced by the use of hemp diugs 

(c) By my mixing with peisons of all societies 
and ranks, I have obtained much information 
regarding the matters connected with hemp 
drugs 

2 The hemp plant which is grown in this 
province IS called ‘patbari’ or ‘pahan/and the 
uanja piepared from its flower-top is of flattened 
sliape, and bigger than the round ganja {haloo chitr) 
which IS produced in the Himalaya Terai, viz , in 
the distiictsof Gonda, Bahraieh, etc The flatten- 
ed ganja of this province is less strong than the 
lound (baloo chur) The haloo chur is biought 
for sale to this province also 

3 In this province the ganja hemp plant grows 
spontaneously in the jungles of the Khandwa 
distrct The leason is that when any labourei 
happens to smoke ganja m a jungle, its seeds 
often fall there, and plants grow out of it which 
gradually mciease in number 

4 That jungly ganja is not publicly used m 
this city, and therefore its name is not known 

7 In the Khandwa district the hemp plant is 
cultivated for the production of ganja, bhang, and 
seeds 

10 In this province the persons who cultivate 
hemp foi its ganja aie of the same class as other 
agricultural cultivators 

11 No, in tins province the plants cultivated 
for the production of ganja are not raised fiom 
the seed of the wild hemp 

14 Ganja and bhang are piepared to a small 
extent in the Khandwa district of this province, 
but to a great extent they aie brought from other 
' provmces and Native States 

16 In this province most of the persons use the 
broken leaves of ganja as bhang In this 
province chaias is not prepared 

18. Tes, all these three drugs deteriorate by 
keeping If it is rotten and some sort of insects 
produced in it, it quite loses its efiect With 
ordinary care it can keep good for one year. It 
often deteriorates by damp Therefore, if placed 
in a good dry house its deterioration is not 
rapid 

19, In this province ganja is used only for 
smoking 

20 In this piovince ganja is used to a great 
extent Few persons use chans heie Almost 
all the sadhus and fakirs and a greater pait of 
laboureis smoke ganja 

21 In this province flat ganja is used 

23 In this province bhang is never used for 
smoking 

24 In this piovince people generally drink 
bhang They eat it in the form of majum 


2'j The use of ganja and bhang is on the in- 
crease in this province The leason is that the 
shops sellmg them being very numeious, and at 
very small distances, these things (ganja and 
bhang) can be had everywhere, and at everj time 
without any pains Charas is not sold in this 
province, and, therefore, it is used by few The 
shops selling ganja and bhang, which are placed 
in almost every village, being alwajs in their 
view, leads them more to their use 

26 In this province, of the consumers of ganja, 
the bulk IS of the excessive consumers, and of 
the consumers of bhang, the bulk is of moderate 
consumeis and occasional excessive consumers 

27 The excessive consumers of ganja in this 
province are mainly taken from the low classes of 
the people, who are labouiers, sadhus and fakirs 
(a sort of beggars and devotees) The labourers 
are led to the piaotice of consuming ganja, be- 
cause in its intoxication they find some relief from 
fatigue, and undei its influenoe they can with- 
stand bard labour The sadhus and fakirs use 
ganja, because, firstly, influenced by its intoxica- 
tion they are better able to meditate deeply on 
their deity, and, secondly, by the use of ganja they 
can destroy their appetites for sexual indulgence, 
whuh IS the great contiol required in a sadhu 
Moderate consumers of bhang aie mostly from 

I the npper classes of the Hindus They use it for 
Inxui ions indulgences, because they are prohibited 
fiom using liquors by their religious lestnctions 

And the occasional and excessive coiisumeis of 
bhang are the same moderate consumers and 
others also, who on some festivals consume it ex- 
cessively Most of the rich persons use it mo- 
derately in any syiup as a cold dnuk 

28 The aveiage allowance and cost of ganja 
per diem to habitual excessive consumers is one 
tola, worth 2 annas 

29 Ordinarilj, dried leaves of tobacco are al- 
ways mixed with ganjain order to make it strongei , 
dhatura seed is also seldom mixed with ganja 
and bhang to make them strongly effective 

SO The consumption of ganja and charas is 
practised more in company than in solitude The 
habitual, moderate consumption of bhang is prac- 
tised moie in solitude But the excessive, occa- 
sional consumption of bhang is practised often in 
company These things are mainly confined to 
males of nper age It is not usual foi children 
to consume any of these drugs 

31 Yes , the habit of consuming any of these 
drugs IS easily formed Yes, when once formed, 
it IS diEBcult to break off all at once Yes, ganja 
and charas have this tendency, to a great extent, 
for the moderate habit to develop into the exces- 
sive Bhang has also this tendency, but to a 
small extent, and for those only who indulge in 
its use very much, and who habitually use it for 
the sake of intoxication Bnt this tendency of 
bhang has no effect on those who use it ns a cold 
drink in the hot weathei 

82 There is a festival Shtvaratrt among the 
Hindus, in which there is a custom that the 
Hindus offei bhang to their god Shiva, and then 
they also dnnk it as a persad The use of bhang 
in connection with the above-mentioned festival 
is not very essential it is a mere custom which 
can be done away with very easily. It is gene- 
rally temperate It is not likely to lead to the 
formation of the habit 
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S3 The (’oiisumption of ginja ind chara«, 'ind 
-ilso excessive consumption ot ® 

fiuounble opinion among the people lue nabi 
of consuming them are regarded as very low and 
mean The social opinion in regard to the prac- 
tice is very unfavourable and scornfulh agunst 
Accoidinf to the Muhammadan leligion they aie 
stnctly foi bidden The use of all foims of the 
narcotic is geneiallv in disrepute^ because its use 
has alwavs produced bad lesults^ such as in'anitj., 
immorality, ueikness of constitution, and many 
others In this piovinoe there is no such custom 
of woishipping the hemp plant on any occasion 
and by any sect of the people 


34 It would not bt a serious privation to anv 
cl iss of consumers to foiego the consumption of 
the diug they use, for I have seen manv cases ot 
excessive consumers of these drugs, who, when 
they were put either in the gaol or in the lunatic 
isylum, could live easily without tlie consumption 
of the drug they used to consume habitually 

35 Yes, it can he practicable to prohibit the 
use of all of theae dings, but by wise and gradual 
measures Yes, if stopped all at once, those who 
are strongly and deeply addicted to the use of 
these dings, would consume them illicitly The 
piohibition could be enforced by wise and gradual 
measuies which, aecoiding to my humble opinion, 
I have given on a separate paper annexed here- 
with If stopped all at once it will occasion dis- 
content among the habitual consumers But 
such discontent will not amount to any political 
dangei The prohibition will not he followed by 
1 ec onrse to alcoholic stimulants, because both the 
Hindus and the Muhammadans are siiictly tor- 
bidden by their religions to use any soitotalco 
holic stimulants But theio is probabilitj of 
their tabng to madak, opium or dhatura 

36 As regards this province, I have no reason 
to think that alcohol is now being substituted foi 
any of these drugs,

Special opimoii on the subject as a whole 

The use of the hemp drug, whether cvceesivelj 
or moderately, and habitually or occasionalU, is 
very bid It contributes to the poverty' of India 
It degenerates the moral character of the people 
and undermines their constitution It is ow’ing 
to tins hemp and other intoxicating substances 
that BO many horrible crimes are committed here 
If IS owing to this hemp drug, and beinp drug 
alone, that the bulk of the people have glow n 
indolent It is owing to this drug alone that so 
many idle persons live on the alins of others, 
bccaiwc they cannot work and thus are very bui den- 
some to the people. It is under the influence 
of these intoxicating drugs and liquors that there 
aie alwavs quarrels, contentions, riots, and feuds 
It IS owing to these narcotics and alcoholicstimii- 
lants that this tract of land teems with minders, 
thefts, debaucht ries, andfiauds It is owing to 
tlie«e narcotics and alcoholic stimulants that not- 
withstanding the benign rule of peace and yuslieo 
of the British Government, there appears to be 
anarchy and confusion It is owing to these, 
and those alone, that lunatic asylums aie 
fraught with idiots and insancs, and gaols with 
prisoners This evil, therefore, requires to be 
eradicated as soon as practicable It is the duty 
of every Government to enact such laws and re-

1. I have been able to collect information from 
bairagis and others who stop in the temple of 
Jageswar in Budhwari The temple is under my 
management as a member of the Bherisla Temple 
Fund Committee The names of persons who 
have given me this information are Ganputgeer, 
Wushruthgeei, Mahadeogeer, Ganga Piasad, and 
Vol VI 


others I got some information from Ghullu 
Patel, a well-known Malguzar in the Katoltahsil, 
and Eulmaj Sakhiram, and other tenants whom 
he speciklly brought to me as being persons who 
grew ganja on their fields in the Katol tahsil 
before its cultivation was forbidden by Govern- 
ment I have been able to get some information 
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fiom the pensioned Eseiee Daioga of Nagpur, 
Ramchandra Kasherao, and also from a sub- 
contiaotor, Chammunya, and a cait-diiver of mine 
given to the habit of smoking ganja

province It is the fiat ganja which is gen ei ally 
used heie 

3 I know of no paiticular district wheie it 
grows spontaiieous]y It gio^s by cultivation

India, and almost all MarwariS and fasting 
Brahmins drink bhang It is, as a rule, to be 
got at any of these houses They use it as tea, 
and offei it in that light to visitors of their own 
class Generally one-fourth of the population use 
it in these districts 

25 The use of ganja and bhang both have 
been on the deciease by reason of its high price 
I heal under the Maliratta government, so long 
ago as 1853, ganja was very generally used by the 
lower classes It was so common as to be used 
like straw for plastering purposes Education 
has also had much to do with its decrease As 
education advances the smoking of it must de- 
ciease As regards the middle classes, the high 
price and restrictions placed on it hav e also had 
the effect of decieasing its consumption Com- 
mon people cannot afford to indulge in a luxury 
which IS every day becoming dearer

28 Habitual consuinois spend about half an 
anna for tlie use of tbis diug Habitual e^ccs- 
siie consumers spend an anna ])ci day 

29 Gnnja is geneially smoked with tobacco- 
Habitual excessive eousumers who consider 
smoking ganja by itself a light intoxicant, mix 
It nitb dhatura, baebnag, ircenic, and hucbla 

30 Gosanis, bairagis and labourers generally 
use it m company Only middle-class men, who 
get addicted to it through want of self-control or 
through tbeir association with classes of persons 
above-mentioned, geneially use it in solitude 
Females ne\cr use it excepting those abandoned 
characters nlio gcnerall} follow some of tbeso 
bairagis and other n andenug tribes as tbeir con- 
cubines Children stldoin use it but onU those 
of the abo\o class of population who find at 
within their eas} reach and who take it from the 
cxamjile of tbeir fathers 

31. The habit is easily' formed with asso- 
ciation of persons who use tbeso drugs , but it 
necessarily shows weak cliaiacter and want of 
self-control It is generally difficult to break 
off when once addicted to it, by re ison of its pro- 
ducing deleterious effects on the mind if not 
taken aud indulged in for any length of time 
It has necossanly n tendency for the moderate 
habit to develop into the exces'ive 

32 It IS not used here in these provinces for 
religious puipo'cs 

33 The consumption of cacii of these drags is 
lool ed down upon by tiio people It is considor- 
pd Immoral in the social «calo Generally ail 
sorts of Vicos are looted down upon by the bottci 
classes of society , and as this is a narcotic that 
IS gcnernlly used by the low er classes of people, 
and as its consumption is necessarily very generally 
associated with bad characters, and also as 
the smoking of Ibisdiug has a tendency to make 
its victims demoiahsed and lose muoli of their 
mental vigour, the habit is looked down upon by 
the people No classes of persons here worsh p 
the lierap plant 

31 It would bo consideicd a hardship for some 
days, os it would tend to make them uneasy aud 
unnerved, and they say it would altogrthcr dis- 
incline them to work 'This will bo the CB'e with 
habitual smokers But the occasional smokers 
can tliiow off the habit without considering it a 
serious privation 

35 It would not be feasible to prohibit bhang 
and gaiija Charas, which is a greater intoxicant, 
may be piobibited In the cise of hbonrors and 
Wage earners, Gonds and others, there are reasons 
to behove tb it the proliilntinn of tins drug would 
neces'anly bring about illicit consumption Tiio 
smoking of it is, they say, necessary in the case 
of laliourers to give tliera staying-power It is 
not like madak, winch makes its victims disinclined 
to w ork Its prohibition would of course produce 
discontent among the lubounng class Even now, 
as far as I can make out, the severe icstiictions 
imposed upon it afford eanso for discontent among 
them But the discontent cannot under any' cir- 
cumstances amount to a political danger, but it 
would, I suppose, create a social dnnge*-, inasmuch 
as people would then tale to opium, which, biiug 
along with wine the sole intoxicant, might rise 
m value, aud would thus depiive tbeir families

36 We Lave reasons to believe that alcohol is 
not being substituted for any of these dings The 
consumeis of alcohol and ganya form diffeient

37 The smokmg of charas is moie intoxicating 
and dangerous than the smoking of ganja It is 
a more wild intoxicant 

38 The effects of flat ganja are more intoxicat- 
ing than either ebur or lonud ganja The effect 
vanes with the classes of consumers the effect 
produced in the case of occasional smokers will be 
greater than in the case of habitual smokers 

39 The smoking of ganja is more injurious 
than oithei drinking or eatiug it. They say the 
smoking of it has a very nntating effect, while 
the dunking of it has a soothing effect, and so 
it is that bhang has come to bo used as a beverage 
on fast days to alleviate the heat caused lu the 
system by abstention from food 

40 Native dootois sometimes use bhang as an 
antidote against dysentery, of course with an 
admixture of some ingredients Some of them 
use it as a hcallli restorer or tome They say it 
gives strength and matter It is called vij lya in 
Sanskrit, me 9 .ning the conqueror of health It 
18 geneially used in the case of cattle to remove 
the effects of fatigue, and also as a medicine m 
some diseases peculiar to cattle 

41 The moderate use of bhang is benefioial in 
its effects but not so in the case of ganja and 
clnras People who use it extol it as a great 
digestive No doubt in the case of labouiers it 
gives them staymg-power undci severe exeidaon 
or exposure, and it does allevi ito fatigue It il'o 
acts as a febrifuge or preventive of disease in 
raaliirious and unhealthy tracts Pilgiims and 
w indcicis geucially ust it fot these purposes It 
IS the ocensionnl raodeiate use whith may bring 
on all these results, but eventually the habit has 
a tendency to duft into the excessive, aud then 
it spoils hoilth 

42 The occasional moderate use of the drug 
does not injuic health I have seen many persons 
given to this vice good and stioiig 

43 Moderate consumers give no tionble 

44 Only a moderate use of the drug in the case 
of habitual consumers brings ou a feeling of re- 
freshment It piodnces, they say, veiy little 
intoxication It creates appetite The effect, 
they say, lasts for fhrec hours Want of subse- 
quent gratification does produce longing and 
nneasiness 

45 Ihe habitual moderate use of these drugs 
docs produce noxious effects, but not to the 
extent produced by consumption of opium and 
madak A modeiato use, as far as I have been 
able to make out, does not deteiioiate the physical 
strength of a man to any veiy laigo extent, but 
it necossanly destroys Ins mental eqmlibnum 
For some time it helps digestion, but when the 
habit becomes settled, it begins to produce noxious 
effects, and in some few instances causes loss of 
appetite It does not cause dysonteiy, but in 
a few cases helps to pioduce symptoms of asthma 
altei a course of y’oars of legular habit This 
has been the case in iny own cait-driver I 
don't know if the consumption of ganja has a 
necessary effect of domoiahzmg a man, but my 
experience goes to show that geneially poisons 
given to gania smoking are persons who lead 
an immoral life In many cases it gives an

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incentive to work liard In the cnee o£ weak 
persons it results in mal ing them insane 
Moderate ganja smoking does not produce in- 
sanity Excessive smoking produces insanit}, 
but, as a rule, it necessarily produces this effect 
after some time in the case of persons who smoke 
it with bachnag, aiseiiic, kuclila, and dhatura 
It produces temporary insinity upon persons 
who are moderate smokers, but who have a weak 
constitution and a weak intellect Weak persons 
making an excessive use of such admixtures be- 
come permanently insane The insanity caused 
by pure ganja, even if it takes place, is not of 
a senous nature, it only deranges the mind for 
short intervals 

47 It does not appear to be a hereditary habit, 
and does not in any way affect the children of 
the moderate consumer 

49 It 18 never used as a provocative to venery, 
not even by prostitutes It docs not produce 
impotence 

50 Not even so when taken in excessive 
quantities 

51 I have not been able to trace the connec- 
tion of oiime solely to the consumption of this 
drug But as bad characters generally belong 
to the lower classes, and as these classes of 
persons aie veiy generally addicted to this vice. 

It generally appears that most of the bad 
characters are given to smoking ganja As an 
Honorary Magistrate I find that the criminals 
who come before me are generally gu en to this 
sort of vice 

52 Of course the persons using this drug in 
excessive quantities are persons who aie given 
to thefts and other offences 

53 I know of no case whore the excessive in 
dulgence of this drug has led any person to 
commit murder 

54 I have reasons to believe that criminals use 
these drugs to fortify themselves to commit pre- 
meditated acts of violence Gania smokers will 
never say this is the case, but I Lave reasons to 
believe that this is done 

55 In some instances criminals do so, but then 
they mix it with some such wild intoxicant ns 
bachnag, arsenic, and dhatura, without such 
admixture this drug by itself is quite unable to 
induce complete stupefaction 

56 Ganja mixed with dhatura, bachnag, arsenic, 
and Luchla produces a very bad effect It 
produces very bad intoxication, and orimmals 
generally use it to fortify themselves to commit 
deeds of violence To those who are used to it, 
it gives effect of fortification, but it quite 
stupefies those who are its first victims 

57 Ganja is eaten by some few persons along 
with an admixture of turmeric and molasses It 
IS drunk as bhang The intoxication is not as 
bad as in the case of smoking 

59 It IS said the wholesale vendor purchases 
ganja at a capricious price from the cultivator, 
Md as the cultivator is necessanly under orders of 
Government bound to sell it to ono man, there is 
no choice left to him to demand the pnee he 
chooses It will be better if the Government 
settles the price at which the cultivator ought to 
sell it to the wholesale vendor, taking into con- 
sideration the cost and trouble the cultivator takes 
to grow it 

60 The cultivation of ganja, in my opinion, is 
snfilcieDtly controlled. I think as bhang is not 
so injurious in its effects, some restrictions on 


bhang, properly so called, might safelj bo done 
away with 

02. The cultivation of ganjn for the prodiiciion 
of bhang does not need so much icstriction, as far 
ns the efieots are concenicd, but it is impossible to 
restrict it for some speoiiil purposes and to allow 
it free scope for others

69 ITie opinions of the people arc not consulted 
I think public opinion ought to he consulted 
bofote opening such shops

Question SB — Ganja isstill the cheapest intoxi- 
cant in this proviDCO, but I think that to raise the 
price would bo objectionable as the lowest classes 
are those who use it It is the only intoxicant 
except liquor the jioor and labouring classes use 
They require it 

Question SO — It is the fakirs, not the labourers, 
who usually use the drug to excess, Mj inform- 
ation leads me to believe that fakirs, mendicants, 
and such persons use dhatun with ganja pretty 
often Mj information regarding hachmg, arsenic, 
and kucbla is hearsay , but I know mendicants 
who say that they use dhatura, who have told me 
so 

Question 32 — Mj answer boro deals only with 
ganja , but oven in regard th bhang, it is generally 
used, but not enjoined ns a necessity It would 
not be considered ns an interference with religion 
to prohibit cither ganja or bhang The latter has 
become nssoointed with religion in feasts, but it is 
not obligatory I know of no obliration I am 
not acquainted with the Mnrkindn ruran It is 
not much read in this province.

Question 45 — Opium does more barm than 
ganja, because it is smoked, and in that form does 
much harm The eating of opium is confined to 
people oho are of better means and are able to 
nffoul good food, and so mitigate the evil effects 
In those who are pbjsically or roontally weak the 
smoking of ganja produces an effect on the brain 
which is like insanity, and lasts only tor a few 
hours It passes off and returns with the renewed 
use of tho drug I knew of a case of a man of 
weak mind who became insane about four months 
after giving up tho drug, and his insanitj was 
ascribed (o the ganja I do not know whetker he 
may have used the drug secretly He recovered 
and had relapses The temporary insanity to 
which I refei red is not the same as intoxication 
It has differed in the delusions regarding relations

as chapta ganja To collect charas the people 
dress m leather coats and go thiough the growing

Bhang is of two kinds — (a) Th it prepared from 
the fallen loav es of the ganja plant These are 
collected and dried, and (6) the bhang plant is 
different from the ganja in having no male

Ganja and charas are both smoked Majura 
16 made by cooking bhang in ghi, and then 
mixing this ghi with sugar, curds, and almonds, 
etc It 16 thus formed into a sweetmeat and 
eaten Gulkand is also sometimes made into an 
intoxicant by adding bhang to the ghi before 
making the sweetmeat This sweetmeat is very 
laigely made in Jaipui, Ajmere, and Indore 
These two preparations are the only two which I 
know' that are eaten Majum is made by the 
halwais in Wardha, but gulknnd is not made 
heie Anothei way of making majum is by 
beating the roots of jawari in ghi until the 
essence of the loot is extracted, and then using 
this to make a sweetmeat This is even more

I have paificuhili obseived this This symptom 
la apparent when the smokei isundei the influence 
of the drug The effect of dhatuiais, I am told, 
exactly the leverse (contraction) 

Question 47 —ThQ opinion in the last part of 
the answer is based on my own observation I 
lemembei three children of an insane fathei who 
were all insane The father was an excessive 
gan 3 a smoker The same effect on the childien 
would be traceable from a parent who was border- 
ing on insanity of any othei kind I did not 
know the family well enough to say whether there 
weie other cases of insanity in it 

Question 51 -—I mean that persons, who but 
for the drug w onld not be disposed to crime, are 
encouinged bj' its use to commit crime The 
raa 30 iity of habitual ciimipals are consumeis of 
the diug Both the drug and the association with 
gan 3 a smokers incite to ciime I refer to petty 
offences and not to homicide or murdei in this 
answer Offences requiring v;ell-Iaid plans are 
not incited by the drug, though it may be taken 
as a piepaiation for caiiying them out In such

Bliang IS not so used in this province I Commit- 
ted the man who killed bis child The tryino- 
court held that he was demented by lepeatedly in- 
cnrinig severe caste penalties, and acquitted him 
The lattei cause may have acceleiated the de- 
rangement which was being caused by the gan 3 a 
The derangement did not amount to insanity until 
the caste tionhles were supei added He was not 
actually mad, or I should not have committed 
him I did form an opinion from the wife^s 
evidence as to the man’s mental condition before 
his caste troubles came upon him flhis is the 
only case about which I can give paiticulais I 
was Magistrate for about 7 jears I went into 
camp in Chhmdwaia distiict foi one month in each 
of the .5 years I was Extra Assistant Commis- 
sioner theie I was less than 3 years Tabsildai, 
and 5 yeais Extra Assistant Commissioner In 
Chanda I did not go into camp I was J5 
months at Damtan I was also Deputy Inspec- 
toi of Schools foi over a j eai in Raipnv 'I'be 
rest of my seivice was miuisteiial 1 resigned 
the Government service in 1887, and have been 
Honoraiy Magistrate ever since 

Question 65 —Complete stupefaction can be 
pxodueed by the drug I cannot give a case m 
which stupefaction was caused by pure gan 3 a 
Question 65 — I think gan 3 a is too cheap, be- 
cause a man can intoxicate himself for so little 
as a pice There is no other intoxicant so cheap 
I don’t think the drug could be made moie popu- 
lar by its quality being improved by cultivation

1 As a native of a laige village in one of the 
swampiest distucts m Bengal, and a member of a 
household that was daily visited by large numbers 
of the sm rounding population, and of which the 
head still exercised a soit of time-honoied though 
illegal civil and ciiminal 3 unsdictioii, I came to 
know almost every man in om neighbourhood, and 
a good deal of the manneis and habits of each, at 
an early period of my hie Ouis was a most back- 
ward people, and the distinction that now separates 
class from class bj an insuiraountable bariier had 
not yet ciept amongst us 

After leaving college I was engaged in assisting 
ZQ the mniiagement of a model ateJy large landed 
estate and some indigo and silk manufactories 
attached to it, which gave employment to hundreds 
of the lahouung classes during the working 
season 

A good many of the people smoked ganja, and 
1 often had to pay the week’s wages into the 
hands of a wife, in ordei to save her children fiom 
Buffenng In 1877 cncumstances compelled me 
to leave home and take to my present profession 
in Raipui, where I have passed the last 16 yeais, 
tiying to know the people and their ways as much 
as a life of hard work allowed I laiow almost 
every malgnzar and a good many of the tenantry 
of this district and the habits of a good many of 
them I have some villages heie ot my own, and 
1 know all my tenants personally, and the habits 
and chaiacter of almost all of them

boatmen, fishormou, mat-mnkers (domes), piofos-

Gauj i smokers, who can nftoid it, dip the ganja 
in rose watoi and put a few lose petals with it 
First a little tobacco is put at the bottom of the 
ohillum and on tho top of it the ganja Some 
people substitute tho tobacco by "guinku” 
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Dhatura is mixed only by excessive smokeis o£ 
then own fiee will It is, bowevei, admiuisteied 
with ganja foi ciiminal purposes The object of

I have given above the ingredients of bhang 
^‘inassala” It is sold in large towns in Pansaii 
shops m bundles , ebewhere people procuie the 
ingieditnts separately and mix them themselves. 

30 People of the better soit mvaiiably smoke 
ganja in solitude, bhang is diunk as‘'tbaudai" 
moie openly, but not m company in tlie sense

Women, except the most degiaded, seldom

31 The habit of ganja smoking is usually

excitement result fiom this supposed leligious 
inculcation, according to the age, education, 
social position, etc , of the devotee People do 
regard it as essential But now that orthodoxy 
IS daily losing ground, the custom has weakened 
in a proportionate ineasuie, and it is followed 
more for the excitement that it causes than for 
"the spiritual benefit that it is supposed to confei 
Generally, the quantity of bhang drunk, I believe,

83 Oceasional and moderate use of bhang 
meets with no social disfavour except it be with, 
extreme puritans of the modern theistio schools 
The use of ganja, on the other hand, is universally 
condemned as disreputable The use of neithei 
drug IS condemned hj the Hindu religion Strict 
Muhammadanism condemns both, but even with 
them abstinence from these drugs is a moral not a 
leligious duty It is in the language of their 
Doctors a matter of “ sunnat,” not “fuiz ” 

The ganja smoker is as a rule eccentric, short- 
tempered ind slovenly His hands aie covered 
with coins — the result of dailj kneading the drug 
in the palm of his left hand with the thumb of 
the light He is talkative and does not always 
confine his talk within the bounds of sohei sense 
01 truth This drag is cheap, and only people of 
the lowest classes indulge in it All these causes 
combine to make ganja and the “ganjen” alike 
disreputable Moreovei, the Hindu mind, from 
its past climatic and religious histo.y, is aveise 
to all sorts of intoxicants, and vt is a pit} that 
this frame of mind is changing With the spread 
of western civilization 

I have never heaid of any custom of worohip- 
pmg ganja or bhang 

34 I do not believe that it would Of course 
the want of the customary excitement will be felt 
as a tiouble for a few days, but my experience of 
such men sentenced to impiisonment leads me 
to think that they can veiy well do without it 
It IS another matter whether pool men, whose 
work compels them to frequently expose them- 
selves to wind and rain oi to undergo great 
fatigue, ought to he deprived of the means of 
alleviating then hard lot by a cheap smoke which

Of couise the gai’ja smokers will be highly 
incensed by piobihition of their favomite drug, 
and the bhang dimkeis will feel the same senti- 
ment with somewhat less intensity, but theie 
cannot be tlie least political dangei fiom such dis- 
content The hettei class of bhang diinkers and 
ganja smokeis will not dale openly express their 
sentiments for fear of public opinion, and as for 
the lower classes they will meet the ordei with 
lesignation As it is, alcohol is already ousting 
these drags, then prohibition will most hkelj give 
a furtliei stimulus to the sale of the former The 
poore=t classes may take to toddy 

37 Chaias seldom if ever pioduces that perfect 
inebuation aud stupor that ganja smoking does 
in the novice The diffeience in the efftet is, I 
should thiuk, one in degiee not in kind 

88 I do nob know. 

39 Fiom a personal expenenee of a number of 
ganja smokeis and bhang diinkeis, I am inclined 
to think that the latter practice is by far the least 
injurious to health Tlie ganja smoker is as a 
lule thin and prone to anger I have invariably- 
found corns of a peculiar form in the soles of the 
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feet of ganja sniokeis Thoj aro said to bo liable 
to djsenteiy and lung diseases 1 bavo never 
noticed any such Hung in tlie bhang di inker 

•10 Native plijsioiaus use bhang largely in the 
preparation of "modaks” — emulsions for the cure 
of indigestion and of debility I Invo seen gaina

41 I do not believe in beneficial olToct derived 
fiom the moderito use of ganja, bliang and 
cbaia=, except that they perhaps temporaul> al- 
leviate the suHcnngs of people exposed to wet, 
cold and fatigue 

(a) As food I do not boliovo tbem to be of anj 
the slightest use There can bo no doubt that 
under their influence men eat a much larger quan- 
tity of food than ordinanlj, hut whether thej digest 
It all IS more than I can say 

(i) Yes, temporarily at least 

(c) and [d) I do not know 

Pishcrmen, boatmen, and men who aro obliged 
to woik in water use gan3a "to keep out the 
water” ns they call it, musicians to keep up 
nights and to 1 cep the voice clear, jiostal runners 
to alleviate the effects of the fatigue and exposure 
of thou uocalion Wrestlers drink liliang partly 
to allaj the fatigue of then prncbco and 
to he able to eat and digest well

43 Yes, oidinanij so, hut if they aic roii«o<l 
to anger or if the} entertain a lasting grudge, 
then psrtial want of control ovir themselves when 
under the influence of the drug makes them tvorhC 
enemies than ordinal} peojile Gaii3a 1 lelieve

44 He feels a pleasurable sensation all over the 
entire nervous system The month relaxes, the 
eyes look men}, and the man feels at peace with 
ever} thing and ever} bod} The appetite revives 
and the m in feels fresh again The ofiect in the 
case of the smoke is almost instantaneous, and in 
the case of the drink much quickci than that of

seen nn> where in the tiengil Police The third 
cn^c was that of a Bania joniig man who was it 
school m hi- lxi}hood, but who took to his nucc-- 
tra! oeeiipation while vet }Oung He fell into 
evil compjin and hceamo a gan3a smol or at the 
age of lb or 19 , ho vvent raving mad for about 
a }enr, was put into a lunatic a6}lum by hi- 
peoph, and is now a thriving stall keeper in tho 
New Market, Calcutta, never caring to touch a 
chiiliini again 

I shall state another case which occurred some

Otiioe, High Court, Calcutta, for ovcr25}car3 
He was a man of a retiiing disjiosition, spoke 
little, minded his business, and was believed to bo 
respectable b} all his aoquninlances He used, 
however, to beat his chilclrtii unmcrcifiill}, and 
people w ho knew him well said that ho smoked 
gan3a in scerot In 1876, 1 think, about tho 
time that ho was to retire, informafaoii was re- 
ceived by his family that he had suddenl} becomo 
insane He was brought home raving mad, talk- 
ing incoherent!}, singing, shouting, sometimes 
striking people or repeating tho forms of decrees 
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and judgments that he used to eopy His people 
-found it necessary to put xestraint on Ins move- 
ments Ho received a small pension and lived till 
some time m 1891 With increasing age he ceas- 
ed to he violent, but he never leoovered his leason 
completely I do 'not know i£ he continued to 
smoke ganja after he became mad He however 
had a hankering for it ind never missed an oppoi- 
tunity to indulge lu it 

I could give a few more eases , but I think the 
above are sufficient I believe that m the acute 
stage of the disease there is hope of cure by com- 
plete abstinence and freedom flora e-vciteintnt of 
any sort I haie seen both amentia and dementia 
lesulting fiom the use of ganja , the fornei nioie 
fiequintly than the latter In the cases that 
came undei my obsei ration theie was no mental 
anxiety or brain disease, as fai as I ki ow, to 
account foi the habit I do believe, however, that 
men of neak understanding, and especially those 
whose will power is weak when they once get into 
the habit soon become excessive smokeis and 
giadually diift towards insamtj after a time — the 
original weakness of the head helping to bung 
about the result 

46 I believe that habitual excessive use pro- 
duces the above effects soonei than modeiate use 

47 The children of the gauja smoker oi the 
bliaog di inkei have greatei chances of following 
tlie pa‘ernal habit than other children I do not, 
however, believe that this is due so much to any 
nihented tendencj as to the fact of that want of 
salutaiy aversion to such indulgences which sur- 
lounding public opinion inculcates and the op- 
portunities they get of indulging in it, at a peiiod 

, of life when curiosity is strongei than considera- 
tion of consequences

circnmstances who indulged in all sorts of intoxi- 
cants, wines, spirits, opium and ganja in excessive 
quantities He had two sons, both of them born 
during the period ot the father’s excessive indul- 
gence, the childien in then infancy and boyhood 
did not diffei in any maiked way’from othei chil- 
dien Thej weie at school and prosecuted their 
studies np to the middle school standard, but by 
the time they came to the period of adolescence 
they took to the paternal habits one after the 
othei, and both of them died before they weie 20

51 Not that I know of The indulgence m 
these drugs makes a man eecentiic and quick tem- 
pered and unreliable in his engagements , more- 
over, the had opinion that people entertain of such 
persons stands in the way of their getting work 
Gr idually necessitj compels them to be dishonest 
But wheie the question of bread does not compli- 
cate matters, the ganja smoker has as good a 
chance of being honest as any other man The 
ganja smoker, however, is as a rule a short-tem- 
peied man and is apt to be violent on provocation 
that would not lOuse an ordinary man to acts of 
violence “ As sboit-tempeied as a ganja 
smokei ” is a pioveib lu Bengal Piom my ex 
perieuce of ganja smokeis I am of opinion that 
they are pi one to acts of violence, that the pooler 
portion of them are apt to become dishonest on 
account of their lazy and thriftless habits and the 
difficulty they find in obtaining employment But 
the habit per se, I do not think, is pioductive of 
ofiences against property

53 Yes , I have known more than one case of 
homicide that had its origin m this habit I 
quote one out of seveial that come to my mind 
now It occurred more than 20 years ago Theie 
was a celebrated shiine of Kali ou the left bank of 
the Bhagirathi in my native district The place 
was at some distance from the neighbouring village, 
and the shrine was surrounded on all sides by a 
number of ancient banyan trees which added to 
the weird appearance cf the blood-stained slirme 
Theie was a Kapalik who usually officiated at the 
sacrifice of scoics of goats that used to bo brought 
theie on Tuesdaj s and Satuidays,as promised offer- 
ings for cures from fever and othei diseases A 
sanynsi of the Shakt persuasion came and settled 
theie with two Bhairabis and soon seemed a wide- 
spiead leputation for sanctity and influence with 
the goddess, to which his stalwait frame and bushy 
hau and beard and led eyes and taciturn manneis 
eonfcnbuted not a little He used to honour the 
neighbouiing gentry with occisional visits extend- 
ing ovei days and weeks at a time, daring which 
occasions high honours were paid to him and the 
supply of ganja was unlimited He was a man 
of some education, ind quoted veises trom the 
Gila during his lucid intervals One day he took 
umbrage at some supposed act of neglect of the 
Kapahk, and in the evening went to the temple 
“ to see the goddess” after his usual smoke He 
found the Kapalik piostrating before the goddess 
and the blood-stained “khanda”with winch lie 
was killing the goats lay temptingly standing 
against the wall In an in^nt the sanyasi 
snatched it from its place and cut the Kapahk 
into two at a single blow With the assistance 
of the Bbairabis he lemoved the body and threw 
it into the iivei below But the matter got wind 
and a neighbouung Deputy Magistiate came to 
enquire into the case , the women gave out the 
btoiy, and the sanjasi seeing further attempt at 
concealment to be useless, made a full confession 
and was duly hanged 

64 Piofessional lathials (clubmen) I have seen 
to smoke ganja before going out foi a fight, and 
1 have heaid that dacoits often do so befoie pro- 
ceeding to their woik of spoliation It is not 
difficult to see th it a man bent on a crime, but 
still deterrent bj the feai of punishment and the 
opinion of his fellows, would diown the deterrent 
motives by having" recourse to a smoke that would 
make him forget everything save the strongest 
piesent motive 

55 As fai as I know, cnminals mix dhatma or 
other drugs with ganja or bhang for the purpose 
of stupefving their victims I have seen inoie 
than one case of complete stupetaction brought on 
a novice bj an overdose of ganja or bhang 

56 Admixture of dhatura with ganja or soot 
with bhang makes them much more active, and it 
then becomes a question of quantity of the intoxi- 
cant and strength of the man as to what effect it 
will produce I have seen many excessive smokers, 
mostly Sanyasis and Bairagis, mix dhatura with 
then "anja I knew a young man of a lespeet- 
able Eiahmm family do it for a time He beeanie 
insane and remained so foi a year and never at- 
tenopted it again I have heaid that some ganja 
smokers about Halisliahar mix tlieir ganja with 
opium, which they mix well in the palm of the 
left hand by pressing them with the thumb of 
the light, and then smoke the composition m a 
chillum Ills said to be highly intoxicating, and. 
goes by the name of ‘’bullet shot” amongst the 
smokeis 

57 I have never seen such a case 
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69 I liave never known the wishes of the 
-people to be conciilted by Goveinment officers 
before establishing a ganja shop in any locality 
To my mind there can be no doubt that the wishes 
of the community ought to be consulted and res- 
pected on such occasions 

Oral evidence 

Question 1 — It was in a few bad cases that I 
paid uages to woitmen'^s mves I did it because 
1 found that gan 3 a smokeis wasted then money 
I can lecall the names of the men in a couple of 
cases In the silk factory I seldom had mote 
than 2o0 hands In the indigo fiotoiies the 
niimbei lan up to 1,900 at times It is 'o long 
ago that it IS only the geneial impiession nhicli 
lemains in my mind Ganja smol eis wtie not all 
wasteful, hut there were cases in winch 1 was 
confident that wasteful living was caused by use 
of ganja Most of the hands belonged to the 
lowest classes I knew most of the men and 
acted on my own knowledge of the woikpeople 
The husbands sometimes ill treated their wives m 
consequence of my pajing the wages to the 
women Liquor is peimitted to be consumed by 
all the lowei class people in Bengal, and most of 
them drink if they can get it I am not prepared 
to say whether the workmen indulged in liquoi to 
excess oi not Sometimes the spendthrifts I have 
referred to had other vices which caused them to 
waste their mono) I was within 2.0 j ears of age 
at the time I am talking of, and it is 20 yeais ago 
I am not justified in saying as a fact that the 
wasteful habits of the=e people were due to the 
ganja habit I had not sufficient knowledge of 
all their habits 

Question 15 — I lefer in this aiiswei to the 
smoking of the bhang leaves The boiling of tho 
bhang may have been prepaiatory to other uses 
than smoking 

Question 16 — The drug I lefer to in the fiist 
pait of this answei is bhang The Inttei part of 
my answer is suggested by a plant giown in my 
father's garden which was blown down or fell by 
some othei accident, and which the gardeners 
appropriated for smoking 'I he plant vv as, I 
think, sown fiom seed contained in some ganja 

Question SO —A tobacco smokei — and neaily 
ill men of the lowei classes in Bengal are such — 
would not hesitate to accept a pull at a olullum 
containing ganja which was being smoked by his 
companions 

Question 24 — The pieparations called modaks 
aie soft solids 

Question 27 — The verj' pooi classes raiely have 
anything to do with bhang If they get it, they 
would smoke it, oi pound it up into a bolus It 
would be a soit of makeshift for ganja 

Question 29 — I have seen “ aghons ” putting 
dliatura seeds into the chillum 

Question 32 — I have actually seen two young 
men, one of whom is now filling a good position 
and the other is dead, take heavy doses of bhang at 
the Dasera, and in spite of all our eSoits to louse 
them, thej did not recovei full consoiousne=s till 
midday the next day The drug was prepaied by 
an old cook, a ganja smoker, and was supposed to 
be bhang prepared with the usual admixtures I 
do not remember that any others of the company 
were overcome in the same way as the boys I 
was about 17 years of age and diank of the mix- 
ture Some intoxication came over me, but I was 
quite well the next morning The intoxication 


came on in five minutes The feeling was that 
the bed with me on it was being raised and 
lowered The hoys must have drunk more than 
I did 

Question 35 — When I was young it was the 
fashion for a good maiij among the well-to-do 
c! isses to indulge in some intoxicant or other 
Most took opium 111 pills Some took ganja on 
the sly Bevv now take either of these drugs in 
consequence of the fashion having leaned to alcohol 
I have said that the lower classes would follow 
tins fishion I considei the hemp habit, as we 
see It, to be piefeiahle to a chauge for alcohol to 
be consumed to the extent it is among the lower 
classes in Europe The sale of alcohol would in- 
cieaso if the consumption of hemp weie stopped 

Question 39 — The feet of ganja smokeis iii 
Bengal frequently bear coins on the soles In 
such cases they walk tenderly 

Quedion 45 — The ganjv smoker is unieliahle 
and bad tempered He cannot he trusted to obey 
oider» 01 keep his engagements In reference to 
mv remark legarding hei editaiy taint in one of 
the three cases, I would say tliat in the second case 
theie was infoimation that the father of the boj 
who became insane was at one time himself insane 
Both the Brahmin lads took alcohol I don’t 
think the Bania did or the man in the fourth ease 
I cannot speak ihout the h imts of these boys with 
reference to pioQigacy I cannot he certain that the 
boys smoked pure ganja They did not smoke m 
mj presence, and would not be likely to tell me 
what they smoked The one who died of demen- 
tia was never violent He tried to commit suicide 
I knew him well, hut lie would not look at oi re- 
cognize me I am not aware that during IT 
months he ever recovered his senses I was told 
of no such temporary recovery I saw him some 
months after he had been brought home in the 
state of dementia I am smo of the hallucinations 
I described in tbo other case 1 have met this 
man lately, and could not find out if he still 
smoked ganja The Bania went to the Mursliida- 
bad or Dullunda Asylum I met him in C.ilciitta 
m 1890 or 1891, and he is doing very well His 
name is Romesh oi Romsha, and lie keeps a stall 
selling vegetables I cannot say if anj of these 
case« was preceded by mental trouble One of them 
was idle ind fell into the company of ganja smo 
keis He was not criminal or vicious I am 
usually ceitam that the Bania had nothing serious 
on his mind The fomth cise did not go into the 
asylum There w as no history of epilepsy lu the 
family of eithei of the foui cases I have known 
some two or three dozen of cases of people who went 
insane fiom various causes I remember the c ise 
of one j oung man in Raipur who went insane from 
ganja I don’t think this young man was given 
to dunking I use the texms ‘'amentia” and 
“dementia” as I find them in hooks of hledical 
Juiisprudence and similai works If “amentia” 
means congenital idiotcy, it should he changed to 
“ mania ” m my answers 

Question 48 — The two young men described in 
my answer cannot be held to be instances in point, 
because the father had othei bad habits, and the 
youths themselves indulged in ganja 

Question 53 —There can be no doubt the San- 
j’asi was a ganja smoker who used to consume the

The object of the other admixtures is to inake the

3 It grows in Gwalior, Indore and Batlam 
terntones, and m the Khandwa district of this 
province It is also known to grow in Marwar 
and North-Western Provinces, as well as in the 
Feudatory States of the Cbhattisgarh Division 

4 All these are the products of the same plant, 
differing only in effect on account of different 
kinds ot soil and climate 

5 It grows abundantly in hot climates and 
where the soil is " moond,” and in yards which 
are sufficiently manured

2 Definition of gauja is correct But the 
bhang, of which people drink a decoction, is not 
the dried leaves of the ordinary hemp (gan 3 a) 
plant, but of a fine quality of the plant grown in 
Malna and Marwar I have to get my bhang 
from Nagpur It is not sold in the Seom 
district 

3 I know of no district m which ganja glows 
spontaneously Occasional plants grow in this 
district from seed that is found in purchased ganja 
and thrown away 

15. For a party of eight I would first soak 1^ 
to 2 tolas weight of bhang in water for half an 
hour or more, and then throw away that water 
and w isli the leaves out besides in four oi five 
other wateis, so as to get rid of all colounng 
matter Then I would have the soft leaves ground 
up with badam (almonds), rose flowers, cucumber 
(kakn) seed, khasskhass (opium seed), black 
pepper, jaifran (ke=!ar), sont (ginger, dry), Lasni, 
and then the resulting paste would be divided be- 
tween 4 lotas, containing about 4 seers ot cold 
water, and after soaking and mixing these for 
about an hour, the decoction would be attained 
and drunk like tea, with milk and sugar to taste 

19 Ganja is used only for smoking An oint- 
ment IS also made from ganja with admixture 
of salt and ghee, which the barbers mb on fever 
patients. After being well rubbed with this oint- 
ment, the patient is coveied uith blankets, and a 
copious peispiiation results 

20 I consider that about half the male adult 
population smoke ganja 

23 Bhang is never used for smoking People 
do not eat bhang 

24 About 10 per cent of the adult males and 
5 per cent of the adult females dniik bhang 
They cannot get good bhang under present excise 
arrangements , so, in default of better, prepare 
their decoction ot bhang from the leaves included 
among the stu2 issued as ganja from the Khand- 
wa Government store 

25 The smoking of ganja is on the increase, 
especially among the labouiing classes, I speak 
from general observation of four or five years 
past I cannot say anything regarding former 
custom I took no notice previously

26 I estimate that only 20 per cent of the 
ganja smokers are occasional consumers, the re- 
maining 80 per cent, are habitual consumers I 

I consider the whole 100 per cent to be only mode- 
nte consumers I know of no excessive consu- 
mers Excessive consumeis aie the rare excep- 
tions 

27 The labouring and artisan classes are habi- 
tual smoters of ganja, especially Gonds, Pardhans, 
Nais (barbers'), and masons The hard work and 
the exposure lead them to refresh themselves with 
three or four whiffs of ganja a day Under its 
influence they do not feel either the sun or fa- 
tigue Aftoi a smoke of ganja, the smoker ceases 
to be thiisty or tired 

28 Ganja smokers, as a rule, only smoke ganja 
two, three, or four times a day I have not come 
across any who smoke ganja more frequently 
One pice worth of ganja, mixed with tobacco, 
IS the usual fill of a pipe As a rule, one person 
does not smoke off such a pipeful himself, he 
smokes it with two or three others, passing the 
pipe round from one to another foi a draw In 
absence of any one to finish the smoke any habi- 
tual consumer could smoke off such a pipeful 
without its affecting his ability to proceed with 
his work or journey 

29 Tobacco is the only ingredient ordmarily 
mixed with the ganja The proportion is about 
thiee parts ganja and one pait tobacco Just 
sufficient water is added to moisten these ingredi- 
ents, and enable the consumer to rub them well 
together with his thumb in the palm of his hand. 
No one smokes unmixed ganja , all mix tobacco 
with it A few add a little opium to obtain a 
more staying exhilaiation or intoxication — not 
more than one per cent of consumers , and this, 
too, only exceptionally on their pait Ihaveheaid 
that dhatuia is sometimes mixed with ganja , 
but I have never come across such cases The 
effect, I believe, is at once to incapacitate the 
consumer No ready made bhang massala is sold 
in this distiict 

30 Not more than 5 per cent of ganja con- 
sumers smoke m solitude Ganja smoking is 
essentially a sociable custom The pipe is passed 
round to neighbouis for a whiff The usual num- 
ber to share one pipe is three. In a party of three 
fellow-workers, one will piovide tUe pipeful on 
one occasion, another on the next occasion, and so 
on

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Gania smoking is confined cluefly to the male 
sex Not more than 5 per tent of ganja smokers 
are women Ginia smoking is not peculiar to 
any special age Boys begin from 12 to 15, fol- 
lowing the example of then fathers and cldeis 

81 It IS not easy to leain ganja smoking 
People have to learn by degrees A fellow takes 
15 days or a month to learn to smoke ganja with 
appreciation and enjoyment Once learnt, the 
habit of smoking ganja is difficult to give up 
There is a tendency, but it is not a strong one, foi 
moderate consumers to begin to smoke ganja to 
excess I cannot recall any rnstanees of consu- 
mers who have taken to smokmg ganja to a 
ruinous excess The great majonty continue to 
be modeiate consumers foi life 

82 I know of no custom, social, or religious, 
involving consumption of ganja 

83 Among classes and families, who do not 
smoke ganja, it would be considered a disgiaee if 
one of then sons a as to take to ganja smoking, 
and he would he given the reproachful title of 
“ ganjeri ” But among classes accustomed to 
ganja, no such reproach attaches to the habit 
It is only prejudice on their part, for half the male 
population indulge in gmja without injunous 
effect 

I never heard of any custom ot worshipping the 
ganja plant I have, hoaever, heard that some 
people consider ganja the (butt) flowci of Mahadeo, 
and offer the flower (kali) of ganja in their 
worship of Mahadeo But nothing of this kind 
has come across my personal observation 

34 It would be a serious privation to deprive 
habitual consumers of the ganja smok“ to which 
they are accustomed It aould affect all their 
energies and their digestion, and lay them up 
more or less for a month I say so from what I 
imagine I have never known a case of the 
kind 

35 It would be feasible to prohibit the use of 
ganja Is anything too difficult for the Sarkar ? 
But let the Government first make certain that it 
IS really for the good of the people to stop the use 
of ganja If Government is satisfied on this 
point, two years’ notice should b^- given by pro- 
clamation, that people may gradually accustom 
themselves to do with less and less ganja, till they 
can dispense with it altogether I do not think 
the prohibition could be enforced by fine or im- 
prisonment If ganja smoking were made punish- 
able, even after two yeais’ proclamation, with fine 
of even Rs 5, I apprehend that the jails would 
not be laige enough to hold all the persons who 
would become liable to imprisonment There 
would be a very geneial plotting to obtain the 
drug illicitly Seiious discontent would be roused, 
and there would certamly he riots 

Probably about 50 per cent of the pro'^ont 
consumers of ganja would bow to the proclamation 
and give up smoking ganja, 30 per cent would 
submit aftei making all the commotion and resis- 
tance they could, and 20 per cent would take to 
alcohol or opium instead j 

I do not, howevei, advise any such attempt to 
suppress the consumption of ganja 

86 Alcohol has certainly not begun to supei- 
sede ganja in this district One pice worth of 
ganja suffices for a chilluro (pipe), wMch will re- 
fresh and invigorate three or four men It would 
require a bottle of liquor to refresh them equally, 
and that would cost 2 annas of 2^ annas,— the 
whole of a labourer’s daily wage Ganja is the 
poor man’s stimulant, and they cannot affoid to 
take to hquor instead. 


42 I do consider tliat the smoking of ganja is 
beneficial to the outdooi labouiing classes It 
enables them to endure fatigue andexposure, and 
to work on hard, without evil effects 

43 The moderate consumers of ganja are ab- 
solutely inoffensive to their neighbouis 

44 I can spe ik for bhang because cverj year, 
in the season of Hob, 1 partake bovcral times of 
bhang Its effects are exhilarating but not in- 
toxicating to exent of disqualifying for business, 
unless taken to excess On the contrary, it 
makes me quicker and readier for business It 
does not affect my sbrewdness, nor dispose me to 
bo weak in bargaining, or in accoidiiig a lower 
rate of interest Bhang does not nllaj appetite , 
on the contrarv, it makes a man twice ns hungry 
IS usBal The effects of moderate indulgciite m 
bhang pass oft in about a couido of hours It has 
no after effects, except to those who indulge in 
excess After my indulgence in the season of 
Holi, I level t without uneasiness to my wonted 
abstinenee from bhang 

45 The habitual moderate use of ganj i is 
general in this district, and it has no injurious 
effect on the constitution , neither does it injure 
their digest ons or affect their appetite, noi does 
it cause dj sentery, bronchitis or asthma , nor make 
our labourers and artizans lazj or immoral , nor 
affect their intelligence or pioduce insanity 

46 I have heard of people going off their 
bends from excessive indulgence in ganja , but 
such cases arc very exceptional None hiis ever 
come under my personal observation 

47 The habitual moderate use of ganja has no 
effect of any kind on children On the contrary 
our Gonds and outdoor labourers Lave notonouslj 
large families, and their children arc as strong 
and healthy ns any one’s I never heaid of any 
hereditary habit or taint in children of ganja 
smokers 

48 Even the excessive use of ganja does not 
afTect the children of consumers who have a hard 
outdoor life, wheiein they work off its effects Near 
mv neighbourhood there lives Dharmoo Kunjra, 
a Khatik, who sells fruit, vegetable, and spices, 
and cultivates his own land He smokes live or 
seven chillums of ganja a day, which is excessive 
compared to other people He has two very fine 
henlthly children of 10 or 12 years of ago 

49 1 never heard of ganja in moderation either 
exciting or reducing sexual desire 

50 I never beard that excessive indulgence in 
ganja makes a roan impotent 

5 1 hloderate indulgence in ganja is not more 
general among the criminal classes than any other 
At least half the honest labouring classes of this 
district are addicted to the moderate smoking of 
ganja 

52. There is no connection between excessive 
indulgence in ganja and addiclion to crime 

53 I never heard of excessive indulgence m 
ganja developing a homicidal tendency 

54 I never beard of ciiminals fortifying them- 
selves with ganja or bhang hefoie commencing 
a premeditated eume 

5o I never bend of ciiminnls using ganja to 
stupefy their victims before robbing them 

50 I have heard of hardened ganja smokers 
mixing dhatura seed with the ganja they smoke 
to lucease its intoxicating effect, but I have no 
special information on the subject 
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58 I am satisfied with piesent excise airaiige 
ments as regards both gnnja and bhang 1 get 
what little bhang I use fiom fiiends retuining 
from Maiwai Theie is no occasion to make 
foreign bhang more easy to buy 

65 I consider it unreasonable that the whole- 
sale Vtndoi of gan]a should be bound to sell to 
retail vendors at Rs 3 per seer, while no restric- 
tion IS placea on the amount which retail vendors 
may charge The lesultis that the poor have 
to paj at the late of Its 10 per seer I think 
letail vendors should be lestricted to a maximum 
charge not exceeding Rs 5 per seei This would 
be a great help to the poor, and not reduce 
Governmeut revenue It would not result in 
any injunons excess of ganja smoking The 
labouring poor need their ganja, and it does them 
good and not harm, 

69 There is no barm from a gaii]a shop that

Que'tton 25 — I have observed the iiiciease de- 
scribed I can give no reason for it Liquor 
drinkers have not turned to ganja People are 
poor and ganja indulgence is cheap Ganja does 
not save expense in oidmary food 

Questwi 26 —Fakirs sometimes consume ganja 


to excess Other people do not exceed 2 or 4 
chillums, 

Quetkon 44 — I drink bhang on no occasion 
but the Holi That is a convivial occasion, and so 
I take it then I should not consider it any fault 
to take bhang day by day, but it would be very 
expensive, as I import my bhang fiom Marwar 

Qneshon 45 — I have never seen any person 
become insane from ganja I have seen people 
talk nonsense from ganja smoking, but I do not 
call that losing then heads 

Question 58 — All people cannot afford to im- 
port bhang from Marwar It is proper tnat bhang 
should he expensive and ganja cheap Poor people 
Would never drink bhang The ingredients re- 
quired to mix u ith bhang are expensive 

Question 65 — The retail sellers make inoi dinate 
profats 

Question 59 — I do not think further restno 
tion should be imposed on ganja or bhang These 
things ai e expensive enongh One pice (3 pies) 
only suffices foi one cbillum, affoiding a draught 
tothieeor four people If restnction were im- 
posed, the ganja smokei would not take to liquor 
or dhatura I can’t answer for opium I consi- 
der the hemp dt ugs as prefeiable to liquor Opium

1. General observation , nothing special 

2 Definition of ganja correct Bhang and cbn- 
ras not sold in this district I have seen them 
•when visiting my native country, Patiala State, in 
the Punjab 

3, Ganja doe® not grow spontaneously in this 
division, and I never heard of its growing nnsown 
Sometimes plants grow from seed rejected and 
thrown away out of purchased ganja 

14 Ganja is only grown in the Nimar district 
of these provinces 

19 Ganja IS only smoked Exceptionally some 
chew ganja with opium, and swallow it about 1 
in 100 consumers, who desire strong intoxicating 
effect Ganja is also given in gur as a pill for 
relief of persons suffenng from ordinary fever and 
from dysentery I'or dysentery patients opium is 
added. 

Also bhang is boiled in water with a little ghee 
for about an hour, then the ghee is strained off, and 
used to mb on patients suffenng from fever and 
sunstroke, and pains in the body For persons 
who sufier from burning feet or palms of their 
hands, this ointment affords immediate lelief Also 
bhang, IS toasted in a pot over fire, and then mixed 
with gur and given as a tonic to cattle and horses 
It relieves a tired animal and restores his appetite 

20 This town of Seoni contains about 12,000 
inhabitants Women and children do not use 
ganja Excluding them, I reckon that there are 
5,000 men in Seom, of whom BOO or 10 per cent 
are more or less addicted to ganja Possibly 1 in 
100 women may indulge in ganja All the labour- 
jug and irlisan classes are addicted to ganja 


28 Bhang is not used foi smoking 

24 Bhang is not eaten in this place, only a de- 
coction is piepaied from bhang for drinking 

25 The use of ganja seems to be on the in- 
crease I can assign no specnl reason The use 
of all intoxicants is on the increase , not ganja 
moie than opium or liquor I believe that the u'e 
of ganja used to be much more than at present 
Since Government have restricted the cultivation, 
less ganja is being used, though the Government 
sales show increase I believe the inoiease in sales 
of duty-paid ganja results from more and more 
complete stoppage of the consumption of illicit 
gmja Formeily people used to grow ganja, every 
man in his own ban I remember when ganja 
Was selling at 8 seers for the rupee, and imported 
gauja at 4 seers per rupee This was 25 years ago 
Now ganja is sold wholesale to retail vendors at 
Rs 3 per seer, and is retailed at rates averaging 
Rs 10 per seer.

29 Tobaceo is ordinarily mixed with ganja for 
smoking purposes Oceisionally dhatura seed is 
mixed witli ganja, this is by people who suffer 
from asthma , an exeoplionnl few mix dhatura with 
ganja to enhance the intoxicating effect Iravcl* 
ler-thieves aie credited with administering dhatura 
with ganja to their victims , it makes them tem- 
porarily insane foi about three days 

No special bhang massala is sold foi admixture 
with bh mg 

30 About 20 per cent of the ganja smokers 
smoke in piivate, and 80 per cent in company 
Out of every 100 consumers, about 10 percent 
are women, 20 per cent, are boys, 70 per cent are 
men Boys of the labouring and ganja smoking 
classes begin to smoke ganja fiom 12 years old 
and upwards result ot example, because they 
think it manly 

31 Smoking of ganja has to be learnt by de- 
grees Beginneis get the last whiff, or have to 
avoid taking a full whiff they acquire the habit 
in two or thiee months, and become confiimcd 
habituals after about a year The habit onee ac- 
quired IS ditfioult to break off If a smoker is 
deprived of his ganja, it affects his digestion, and 
his energies As in the case of all intoxicants, 
the tendency is foi moderate indulgence to in- 
crease, but not necessarily to excess Poi instance, 
the 20 per cent, of consumers, whom I estimated 
to be habitual moderate consumers, are not likely 
to become habitual excessive consumers They will 
probably require an extra whiff or more as they 
grow older, but having learnt to be habitual mo-

32 There is no religious sanction foi indul 
gence in ganja or bhang Consumeis of their 
own wrong-headedness and wickedness do take 
their pipe of ganja, or lota of bhang, to the temples 
and pour some of the bhang as an oblation to the 
gods, but this 18 quite against religion They also 
offer a piece of ganja flower (kali) as an offenng 

33 The consumption of either gauja or bhang 
IS considered disreputable The terms “ ganjhai,” 
a regular ganja smoker, or "bbangar,” a habitual 
drinker of bhang, aie terms of reproach A paient, 
not himself a consumei, would grieve if he caught 
his son taking to ganja Even if the parents 
being addicted to ganja thought little of their 
son taking to it, employeis of labour and others 
would disapprove it 

The same reproach does not attach to the men 
occasionally partaking of a draught of bhang de- 
coction in the hot weather as a coolmg drink 

I never heard of any woiship of the ganja 
plant 

34 I consider it would be a seiious privation to 
the labouiing classes to stop then smoking of 
ganja Not only would they suffer from indiges- 
tion, sleeplessness and loss of energies foi two or 
three months, hut in the end, even they would not 
be able to undergo Lard work or exposure as before, 
without fortifjing themselves with some other 
stimulant The labouring classes lequire then 
smoke of ganja. 


85 The general consumption of ganja could bo 
stopped by pioclaination, allowing consumers i 
year’s time to get over the habit by gradually 
lessening their consumption Aftei that, absti- 
nence could bo enfoiced by fine, not exceeding 
Rs 50, with imprisonment in default of payment 
The habitual ganja smokers would be driven to 
take opium or liquor mstead Then dis=atisf iction 
would be exceeded by the satisfaction of the 
majority of ganja consumers thus forced to give 
up the habit There would be no fearof a mutiuy 
01 the like from stoppage of ganja smoking, 
there would be much abuse of the Government and 
its officers by the gauja smokers, but no real danger

36 Alcohol IS certainly not superseding ganja 
as a stimulant Who accustomed to intoxication 
or stimulant at 1 pie, wbicli is about the price of 
sufficient ganja, would give that up to take to 
liquor at 4 annas an intoxication 9 Certainly not 
the poor labouiing classes No one, rich or poor, 
would give up gauja willingly to indulge in al- 
cohol 

39 The smoking of ganja is more injurious 
than the diiukitig of a decoction of bhang More 
people fall into excess ovoi g.anja than over bhang 
If either ganja or bhang be indulged in to excess, 
the evil effects are alike People go off their head 
fiom both 

40. The only medicinal use of ganja or bhang 
that I know of is in the form of ointment prepared 
from bhang for poor patients Native hakims 
also prescribe a mild decoction ol bhang to counter- 
act 01 smother the violence of a fever Ganja, ns 
distinct from bhang, is not presenbed medicinally 
that I know of For the method of preparing 
bhang ointment, see my answer to Question 19 

41 Ganja smokers certainly claim for ganja 
that it IS good for digestion It is also certain 
that, if habitual ganja smokers are deprived of 
their ganja, their digestive oigans go all wrong 
Ganja also does certainly give staying-power under 
severe exertion or exposure A ganja sraokei, for 
instance, could walk straight on and for a longer 
distance than a non smoker This is why the 
labouiing classes so generally smoke ganja Also 
ganja certainly enables the Gond to live under 
conditions of bnd water, and malarial exhalations, 
which would soon kill a non-smokei of ganja 
'Ihe habitual moderate consumers of ganja among 
the labouring cl.isses and jungle tribes certainly 
benefit from ganja smoking It is for the sedentary 
classes, and for those who are not subjected to 
bodily 'fatigue and exposure, that ganja smoking 
IS not benehcial 

'42 I do consider that the smoking of ganja is 
positively benehcial to the poor, who have to work 
hard in the open under exposuie With the help 
of a smoke of ganja, the labourer suffeis neither 
from cold nor wet, despite insufficient clothing 

43 The moderate ganja smokers give no trouble 
to their neighbours It is only occasional exces- 
sive smokeis, and persons unaccustomed to ganja, 
who make themselves offensive under its infiueuce 

44 I have no personal expenence, but I have 
noticed the effect of a smoke of ganja upon the 
habitual moderate consumer He returns refieshed 
to his work, and applies himself to it with zest, 
the effect does not make him spoil his work, or 

carry it out less intelligently It allays hunger 

a hungry man lefiesh^ed by ganja will woik as 
well as evei Its effect lasts toi Afferent periods 
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accoiding to the man’s habit If he is in the 
habit of smoking gaiija twice a day, the eflect 
will last till his time comes round for another 
smoke When it ceases to last so long, he will 
take to smoking thiee or foui times a day to re- 
new the effect It is not usual to smoke ganja 
moie than four times a day , the effect of more 
frequent indulgence is injuiious The moderate 
habitual consumer will become disinclmed and 
unfit for work if he misses his smoke of ganja, and 
he will have a longing for another smoke 

As for bhang, I have noticed that in the hot 
weather many people drink a decoction of bhang 
as a cooling and refreshing beverage It does not 
incapacitate the moderate consumer in any way , 
it creates appetite instead of allaying it Such 
drinkeis do not indulge more than once a day, 
generally about 4 pm It induces a motion, 
moves the bowels modeiately, and aftei this the 
occasional consumer retuins with appetite foi his 
food, and goes refieshed to business The intox- 
icating effect passes off after half an hour 

I have no expeiienee of habitual consumers of 
bhang, oi of persons who indulge to excess ' 

45 The habitual moderate use of ganja does not 
impair the constitution On the contrary, it sus- 
tains the body under hard woik and fatigue 
The poor merely smoke ganja to sustain them at 
their work, and fortify them against the exposure, 
which would otherwise injure them So long as 
they continue to get their accustomed smoke of 
ganja, it does not injme their digestion or lessen 
their appetite for food It does not cause either 
dysentery, bronchitis or asthma , it is only exces- 
sive indulgence in ganja that causes asthma , mode- 
ate indulgence has no such effect on the working 
man Por the labouring man the habitual moderate 
consumption ot ganja neither induces laziness, 
immorality or debauchery. It only has such effect 
on the man of sedentaiy or idle habits. For the 
man who woiks hard out of doors, ganja, in mode- 
ration, is good , for the man who lives an in-door 
life, it IS bad I beheve it is only persons of se- 
dentary in-door habits, and indulgeis in ganja to 
excess who become insane from the effects of 
ganja I have no peisonal knowledge of such cases 

46. The excessive consumer goes off his head 
and speaks nonsense, and becomes violent and ag- 
gressive, and his constitution becomes enfeebled, 
and he coughs day and night 

47 Habitual moderate use of ganja is general 
in this district among the labouring classes, but 
it does not affect their children m any way They 
aie just as healthy and strong as children should 
be I nevei heai-d of their inheriting a craving 
for ganja, but they do take to ganja, generally in 
moderation, as they see their fathers and seniois 
do. 

48 Excessive indulgence in ganja enfeebles the 
man and his seed I cannot call to mind any child- 
ren whose feebleness of constitution I can altubute 
to their fatheis having been excessive consumers 
of ganja Neither in any assembly of children 
could a person pick out any as the children of in- 
dulgers in ganja to excess 

49 Ganja does not excite to sexual indulgence 
On the contrary, it stops sexual desire, and it is, for 
this very reason, tbatBairagis, Gossainsand fakirs 
are great ganja smokers The moderate indulgence 
in ganja has no such effect on the out-door 
workers On the contrary, it is notorious that our 
Gonds and hard working laboureis have la^ge 
families 

50 Excessive indulgence in g inja does make a 


man impotent, and that is why fakirs and others, 
who have given up thoughts of this world, take to 
ganja, so as to liberate their desires and enable 
them to concentrate their thought on duty and 
the next world 

51. The habitual moderate consumption of ganja 
does not operate in any degree to develop or en- 
courage a disposition to ciime The mass of the 
labounng classes in this district are moderate and 
habitual ganja smokeis, and the effect on men is 
the very reverse, it enables and disposes them to 
woik hard, and that is what they smoke ganja for 
Of course, habitual criminals, like others, indulge 
in ganja, but their criminal habits aie not doe to 
ganja 

52 Excessive indulgence in ganja would dis- 
qualify the habitual ciimiual just as it does any 
one else Excessive indulgence in ganja has no 
connection with crime 

63 I never heard of any man killing people 
under influence of homicidal frenzy, the result of 
ganja The murders m these paiks are on account 
of women or for gain, and I have heard ot mur- 
ders under influence of alcohol, but not from 
effects of ganja Our ganja smokers are not 
particularly addicted to violent ciime , on the con- 
traiy, the patient industry of the Gond is proverb- 
ial I have heaid of bhang being used to incite 
to crime, and of bhang drinkers breaking out in 
homicidal frenzy, but there is no bhang drinkmg 
to speak of in this distiict 

54 I have never heard of persons smoking 
ganja to foitify their courage before commencing 
a piemeditated crime Ganja would incapacitate 
the would be ciiminal, who is nob an habitual 
Criminals, like other people, smoke ganja, if from 
custom they leel the need of it 

55 It IS a practice of ci iminals toinduce intend- 
ed victims to join in a smoke They pretend the 
pipe IS of tobacco only, but it contains ganja 
The effect of even one whiff of ganja upon a 
person unaccustomed to it, is to cause instant 
stupefaction, when he can be robbed with impu- 
nity Dhatura seed is mixed with the diug to 
disable the victim more completely, and prevent 
his lecovermg for two or three dajs Even, with- 
out dhatuia, a person misled into inhaling ganja 
Would remain insensible for a whole day 

56 Theie are four or five persons in Sewan 
who mix ganja with opium and chew it They 
are baidened consumers, but poor, so adopt this 
mixture to effect intoxication at small expense. 
They are enfeebled people, with luined constitu- 
tions 

68 I have no improvement on present excise 
system to suggest as regards ganja. 

It IS just as well that bhang is not readily pro- 
curable 

63 It seems to me a defect that the wholesale 
vendor has to supply retail vendors at Rs 8 a seer, 
whereas the retail vendors are allowed to charge 
what they like and do, as a matter of fact, realize 
at Rs lU a seer If the retail price were gieatly 
reduced, there would be objection that consump- 
tion IB encouraged But, if the consumers have 
to pay Ks 10 per seer, it does not seem to me 
good administration that Government should get 
no more than the Rs 2-8 a seer or thereabouts, 
which the wholesale vendor pays to Government 

When the money is going. Government should 
arrange to get the lion’s share If ganja were 
issued fiom the Government stores in J-seer bags, 
corie'ponding with the opium cakes, and issued 



from the treasury direct to retail vendors, as 
opium IS now sold, it would he easy £oi Goiern- 
ment to lealise Rs 2 per i seer bag, oi Es 8 per 
seer It would be requisite, bowevei, to ensuie 
careful and honest selection of only the hist class 
ganja for these J-seer bags at the Government 
stores At present, Tahsildars are subjected to 
gieat waste of time in cleaning the ganja issued 
by sackfuls fiom the Khandna store It would 
pay Government well to cause effective and honest 
selection theie. It would be easy to provide damp 
and rat-proof store places at every tieasury The 
i-seer bogs should be sealed at the central store 
when filled 

68 Ganja IS not a diug foi which people col- 
lect in shops or houses to smoke together The 


habitual ganja smokers must have their whiff 
three oi four times a day, and they carry it about 
with them It never has been the custom for 
consumers of ganja to collect in the shops to 
smoke it together on the premises Tne prohibi- 
tion of smoking ganja in shop premises has, there- 
fore, had no particul ir effect. 

69 There are no complaints against the loca- 
tion of ganja shops People have no objection to 
location of a ganja shop m a bazar On the con- 
trary, It IS a convenience, The shop is no nui- 
sance, for objectionable people do not assemble at 
or hang about the ganja shop Ganja smoking 
is so common, that there is no prejudice against 
the shop 


79. Eoidence^ oj Husek Khan,! Falhan, AbJean Contractor, Smn- Chapara 


] I have been retail vendor of ganja for some 
17 years, and at present hold the lease of five 
ganja shops in this district 1 w.is wholesale 
vendor for four or five years I t iko the leases 
in name of my agent, Kanm BaUsh, and am re- 
corded as bis surety 

2 'Ihe definition of ganja is correct The dry 
leaves of all hemp are called bhang, but tho leaves 
of the Niraai plant do not make good bhang 
"When I was wholesale vendor, before Govern 
ment took to burning the bhang of the Nimar 
plant as refuse, 1 used to sell it cheap, at the rate 
of two or three seers per lupee, in contrast with 
jiicked ganja at about half the quantity per rupee 
Tills was twelve or fourteen j ears ago, before the 
present system, and I got my stock then from 
Katol (Nagpur district), not fiom Nimar 

3 I know of no district where the hemp plant 
grows spontaneously It occasionally grows from 
seed that people throw away out of purchased 
ganja 

7 The ganja wo sell is procured from Khandwa, 
wheie ganja is grown under Government rules 
and restrictions,— on/e Abkan Manual, Chaptei V 
It IS only grown for ganja 

14 In the Central Provinces, ganja is only 
grown in the Nimar district, and only for the 
produce called ganja 

15 Eight or ten poor people join together to 
buy i-oeer of bhang They soak tins for about an 
hour in water, and throw that water away Then 
they grind up the moist leaves in about a chittack 
of black pepper, ind mix the paste in about four 
seers of water, let it stand a little, and then stiain 
and drink the liquid, adding about half a seer of 
sugar, 

Seth Girdhan Lai, M itness No 77, has describ- 
ed a fancy brew tor rich people The method I 
have described is the usual one among the poorer 
clisaes The bhang, which I lefer to above, that 
the poor use, is the leaves of the Nimar ganja 
"We sell it at the same puce as ganja (flower) 
The demand foi this preparation is in the season 
of Holi, and in the hot weather 

The general manner of use is for smoking 
For this onlj the kali (or flowei) is used, and all 
seed picked out and thrown away A man takes 
sufficient of this ganja foi a chillum (native pipe) 
in one hand and rubs it w'lth his Land, and, if 
particular, washes it out once or twice with a diop 
01 two of water, and then makes a ball of it He 


mixes this with tobacco, in the pioportion of about 
three parts ganja to one p irt of tobacco Such a 
pipe IS passed on from man to man for a draw 
One such pipe is sufficient to stimulate four 
men 

16 Bhang is only prepared for a dnnk, and 
people ha%c to prepare it in their houses, they 
cannot buy it ready prepared to drink A party 
may assemble under a tree and prepare it there 

1 7 Sunars, Banias and Kayeths are the castes 
which most generally dunk the decoction of 
bhang, it is their custom in the hot weather 
Gossains and Musalmans occasionally drink bhang 
decoction 

The Gond labouring-class are tho most habitual 
sraokeis of ganja Among Gonds, I include Par- 
dhaiis, foi they are just as habitual smokers of 
ganja ns the Goods pioper All othei castes 
smoke ganja occasionally , about 10 per cent of 
the male population are habitual smokers of 
ganja 

18 Ganja is uhat I know about It detenor- 
ates from keeping It keeps quite good foi a 
yeai, if no water bo allowed to fall on it If kept 
in a diy plate, raised from the floor, it will keep 
good for two or three years It loses its effect 
altei four or five jears Damp is fatil to ganja 

19 Ganja (flower=) are only smoked Some 
of the hardened consumers of opium mix ganja in 
their opium pillj and hardened smokers of madak 
mix ganja in their pipe, all to make the intox- 
icating effect stronger But this is exceptional, 
by about 5 pei cent of the opium and madak 
smokers 

20 In this town (Seoni) of about 12,000 in- 
habitants, there are about 500 who smoke ganja 
daily "Women, as a rule, do not touch ganj i 

Of the 500 consumers, about 100 are jouths of 
12 years and upwards, about 100 old men, and 
about 300 men in their prime 

21 I know no ganja now, except the one kind 
supplied fiom the Government store at Khandwa 

22 Charas is unknown in Seoni 

23 Bhang is never smoked in this district 

24 There aie no habitual smokers of bhang in 
the Seoni district There is none available for 
purchase I know nothing of any import of 
foreign boang People separate the leaves from 
the flower of the ganja supplied for sale fiom the 
Nimar store, and make a cooling drink from this

t Invited to attend at a silting of the Commission for oral examination, but failed to appear 
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bhang m the hot weather, especially at the season 
of Holi The gnnja smokers will not take this 
bhang , I keep what the gan]a smokers refuse all 
the year round, and sell it to those who want 
bhang in the Holi season 

36 Since the cultivation of ganja was stopped 
16 or 17 years ago, there has been a great de- 
crease m the consumption of gan]a Latterly the 
sale of Government ganja has been increasing, but 
I eonsidei this is attiibutable to increased sup- 
pression of illicit ganja Sixteen or seventeen 
years ago, a pice weight of ganja could be bought 
foi one pice, now it costs one anna, of course 
this enhancement of price has eheoLed consump- 
tion 

26 Of the 500 consumers of ganja in Seoni 
town, 1 estimate 300 or 60 per cent to be habi- 
tual smokers, and 200 or 40 per cent occasional 
smokers. The excessive consumers are a small 
minority, say 25 oi 5 per cent of the total are 
habitual excessive consumers, and 10 or 12, say 2 
to per cent are occasional excessive consumers 

The consumption of gan]a is much more pre- 
valent in the distnct than in the town I have 
shops m the intenor of the district, so know 
The Gonds, Pardhans, and labouring classes foim 
the bulk of the rural population I estimate that 
I of the rural males are most of them habitual 
consumers of ganja Out of the 75 per cent of 
rural males, I -estimate that 70 per cent are habi- 
tual consumers, and only 6 per cent are occasional 
consumers The lural consumers seldom indulge 
to excess , they are habituated to the drug and 
have hard outdooi work, and, as a rule, only in 
dulge in moderation A Gond cultivator will 
buy 4 annas worth at a time, and use it frugally, 
so as to last 8 days, each day taking no more than 
the usual quantum They renew their supplies at 
the weekly bazars 

27 The labouring classes and the artizans and 
the working agncultunsts are the chief consumers 
of gan]a Those who have to work hard in the 
open air are the people who require and fake 
ganja , it removes their fatigue and fortifies them 
to resist wet and cold, and even heat 

28 The average consumption of ganja by a 
labourei, who is a habitual moderate consumer, is 
one pice worth, or the weight of a 2-anna piece 
in gau 3 a This allowance merely sustains and 
invigorates him , it does not incapacitate him in 
any way for work, but, on the contrary, makes 
him work all the better Sixty per cent of the 
consumers only use a pice worth a day, or less 
Twenty per cent consume an average of pice 
worth a day. Twenty per cent consume an 
average of 2 pice worth a day This last include 
well-to-do men, who do not consume all they buy 
themselves, but treat their neighbours 

It IS the exception foi ganja smokers to con- 
sume more Some Gossams and even Musalmans 
and Kayelhs consume a tola weight of ganja 
per diem This is excessive About 5 per cent 
of the consumers are habitual excessive consumers 
of this class 

29 Tobacco is the ingredient generally mixed 
with ganja for a smoke No one smokes ganja 
by itself The general pioportionis about 3 parts 
ganja to 1 part tobacco A few add 2i seeds of 
black dbatura seed with the ganja Those who 
wish to increace the intoxicating effect do so , 
also persons suffering from cough and asthma add 
dhatura in their ganja to lelieve the cough. 
About 5 per cent of ganja consumers use dhatura 
with their ganja, and 2 i seeds is the recognized 
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addition per pipe Still fewer add a little opium 
to the ganja for their smoke , they do so to 
relieve looseness of bowels and ease a cough 
About 1 per percent of consumers use a little 
opium with their ganja Two or four persons in 
Seoni town add madak to ganja to get a very 
intoxicating smoke , they call this mixture 
“ bharra ” The only motive for this is to enhance 
the intoxicating effect, and none but seasoned 
babitnals can stand this mixture 

Nothing IS sold as “ bhang massala ” in Seoni 

30 Ganja smoking is a sociable custom As a 
general rule, the man who fills a pipe of ganja 
(with tobacco) for a smoke, passes the pipe round 
to three or four companions This is the general 
custom Only about 5 per cent of the con- 
sumers will smoke out a pipe by himself 

Ganja smoking is confined mainly to the male 
sex Only about 5 per cent of the consumers are 
women, and those are only women of loose charac- 
ter The women-folk of ganja smoking Gonds 
do not smoke ganja It is considered very dis- 
reputable in a woman * 

Ganja is not smoked with any idea of increasing 
sexual vigour , the ganja smoker smokes to put 
himself to sleep, or to refresh himself when fatigued 
and enable him to work on 

Boys, the sons of smokers, begin to smoke 
ganja when they go out to woik with their fathers 
or caste-fellows 

Ganja smoking is not special to any age 

31 Ganja smoking has to be acquired gradually 
A boy takes about 16 days to learn The elders 
begin by giving him only the last draw at the 
pipe, and he does not take a full whiff at fiist 
The habit of smoking ganja, once it is acquired, 
16 a difficult one to break off Only about 5 per 
cent of the ganja smokers develop into excessive 
consumeis The bulk remain habitual moderate 
consumers 

The proportion of people who get ruined from 
excessive indulgence is much smaller in the case 
of ganja than of other stimulants I know be- 
cause for some 18 years I have been a vendor 
of opium and madak as well as ganja The pro- 
portions to develop consumption to excess are in 
my opinion about 5 per cent, for ganja, 10 per 
cent for opium, and 50 pei cent for madak 
From general observation, I estimate thai, 10 pei 
cent of the consumers of liquor (alcohol) take to 
drinking to excess 

32 I know of no custom, social or religions, 
involving the consumption of ganja At the 
Shivaratn time, Hindus of the ganja-smoking 
classes offer a little ganja m the Mahadeo temples, 
but smoking is no part of this custom Also it 
IS their custom similarly to offer a little ganja at 
the Chitarai Debis or collections of stones with 
rags tied to some tree above They offer eithei 
a cock, 01 a cocoanut, oi some ganja. It is a 
custom among travellers These Chitarai Debis 
are in the open, and the travellers have a smoke 
at the same time. They do not smoke in the 
Mahadeo temples 

33 Those classes, who do not themselves in- 
dulge in ganja, consider the smoking of it to 
be disreputable Foi instance, the Musalman 
community think it wrong of me even to sell 
ganja There are Musalmans who smoke ganja, 
and these are considered disreputable Similarly, 
many Brahmins smoke ganja, but those who 
do not do so blame those who do No one is 
ever turned out of caste for merely begin- 
ning to smoke ganja, but Brahmins and Banias 
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excommunicate any of tbeu caste fellows who 
take to alcohol, and so do M tisalmans But similar 
measure is not dealt out to ganja smokers 

I never heard of any woiship of the ganja plant 

34 It would be a serious piivafion to a gan 3 a 
smoker to forego his smoke If a man bas not 
'money to buy ganja, he will go to a friend 
or some free-handed smoker and ask for a 
whiff Deprivation of such smoking m the 
case of an habitual smoker thiows liis digestion 
quite out of order, causes a swelling of the 
stomach, and depnves him of appetite The man 
gets pains m his arms and legs, and cannot work 
as before , he soon gets tired I have seen such 
cases often when consumers have been out of 
money, they come begging tome for ganja to 
get them up to go to work again, saying they 
have been off work for want of ganja This is the 
case with all habitual consumers 

35. The Government could stop the consump- 
tion of ganja — nothing is beyond the Govern- 
ment , but it would cause great dissatisfaction 
Some would be pleased at the stoppage 25 per 
cent of the adult males would approve the stop- 
page, but the remaining 75 per cent would 
object, Such piohibition would certainly result 
in illicit cultivation and consumption, but this 
could be repressed The well-to-do classes would 
take to other stimulants, as opium or liquor 
(alcohol). The piohibition of ganja would cause 
riots and great discontent among consumers, but 
there would be no general uprising against Govern- 
ment on account of it 

' If Government leally wishes to do good, let it 
repress madak I say this, though I am a madak 
contractor, but I see the ruin it causes Ganja 
IS the poor man’s stimulant, and the least harm- 
ful of all stimulants It should not, in my 
opinion, be prohibited. Alcoholic stimulants 
require much more to be repressed than ganja 
Less general hardship would be involved in sup- 
piessing alcohol than in suppie=sing ganja Also 
any prohibition should be prepared for by pro- 
clamation for SIX months oi a yeai, that people 
might prepare themselves to do without gauja 

36. Alcohol IS not at present superseding ganja 
The pool cannot affoid alcohol A pice worth 
of ganja suffices to provide foui smokes for 
a poor man , it would take a bottle of country 
liquor to yield him equal stimulant, and that 
would cost 2 annas, oi the whole of a poor man’s 
daily wage Alcohol never could take the place 
of ganja as the pooi man’s stimulant 

39 Bhang drinking in moderation is not harm- 
ful at all , on the contrary, it is cooling and 
refreshing in hot weathei Ganja smoking is 
injunous and may lead to excess, but is not so 
likely to do so as indulgence m alcohol, opium or 
madak 

40 Bhang is given to horses and cattle as a 
tonic, to remove fatigue and give appetite 
Animals get into good condition under a tonic 
course of bhang The bhang is toasted in a metal 
pot over afire, and then either mixed with gur, 
when the animals eat it readily, or is put down 
their throats with salt 

41 The moderate consumption of ganja is 
certainly beneficial to the labouring classes 
and to those who are exposed to malaria The 
laboureis can work harder and longer with help 
0^ S^'^ja than abstainers from ganja The 
staying-powers of ganja under severe exer- 
tion are notorious The Gonds and cultivating 
classes in malarial tracts and all weathers Could 


not get 'on without ganja , it enables them to 
live under conditions of water-supply and decaying 
vegetation which would kill others For those 
who are habitually exjiosed to such conditions 
or to haid labour, moderate habitual ganja 
smoking IB good To the habitual consumer, 
ganjv smoking is essential to maintenance of a 
good digestion It is only for the sedentary 
classes, and those who have not to work hard in 
the open air, that ganja smoking is really injuri- 
ous Those aie the classes who go mad under in- 
dulgence in ganja 

42 I do consider ganja smoking good for the 
poor labouring classes It enables them to bear 
hardships they could not otherwise endure, and 
gives them staying-power they would not other- 
wise have I have been a ganja dealer for 17 or 
18 years, and I have never known a Inrd-u orking 
out-door labourer or Gond suffer from the habitual 
modciatc indulgence in ganja smoking It is the 
sedentary and the idle classes whom it injures 

43 The moderate consumers of ganja aie abso- 
lutely inoffensive to their neighbours It is the 
unaccustomed occasional smokers, and the seden- 
tiiy classes who cannot stand ganja, who make 
themselves offensive and troublesome to others 

44 To the habitual smoker of ganja the effect 

IS only refreshing, not intoxicating To them a 
smoko of ganja increases appetite I have known 
people purposely take a smoko of ganja before 
sitting down to dinner It also so roficslies the 
hungry man, that even, without food, he can con- 
tinue work or fatigue The refreshing effect of a 
ganja smoke on a habitual moderate smoker lasts 
for about three hours After that time the habi- 
tual becomes limp and longs for anothei 

smoke 

45. The habitual moderate indulgence m ganja 
has no injurious effect on the consumer, either 
physical, mental or moral, provided be is a man of 
active habits who has to wmk hard in the open 
It does not impair his constitution, but, on the 
contiary, enables him to bear up against trying 
conditions It keeps his digestion and appetite in 
good condition It does not cause either dysen- 
teiy, bronchitis oi asthma to the labouring man, 
it IS, however, apt to cause asthma to the sedentary 
classes It does not induce laziness or immoral 
habits Neither does habitual moderate indul- 
gence affect any one’s reason 

46. Excessive indulgence m ganja does impair 
the constitution, including the digestion and ap- 
petite, and c.iuses asthma and dysentery and inabi- 
lity foi labour, and sometimes pioduces insanity 
Those who work off the effects of the ganja with 
hard laboni do not suffer so much They can 
stand much more ganja than the sedentary clashes 
Ganja bas no effect m inducing immorality or de- 
bauchery , on the contiary, excessive indulgence in 
ganja incapacitates for such vice 

47 The moderate habitual consumption of ganja 
does not affect a man’s children in any way I 
never heard of any hereditary tendency on the part 
of a ganj i smoker’s children to take to ganja too 
Fathers pass the ganja pipe on to their sons to join 
with them in a smoke as they get old enough 

48 I have kuown sons, whose fathers are ad- 
dicted to excessive indulgence in ganja, to abstain 
from the drug from disgust at their fathers’ ex- 
cess. 

49 Ganja is not used as an aphrodisiac 

50 It IS only excessive indulgence in ganja 
that renders a man impotent. 
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51 It IS tlie case that budimshes and hahitnal 
criminals do smoke g mja to give them increased 
courage and indurance for commission of onme, 
and escape atterwaids They smoke ganja for the 
same reasons in fact that the haid woikmg labour- 
ers do— to enable them to bear fatigue and expo- 
sure in their calling The modeiate smoking 
of gfinja has no tendency to increase ciime, 

62 hscessive indulgence in ganja would induce 
a craving, which might tempt a man to steal to 
gam the means to satisfy his crating 

Excessive indulgence in gan]a does dispose to 
violence Only lately my brothel’s son-m-hw 
under the influence of ganja neaily killed his wife 
Gonial Mull Giladchi is a man of violent tempei 
while under the influence of ganja, Phulsa Aodina 
of Bhawanganj became violent from effects of ex- 
cessive ganja, till he went quite mad and died 
For the last two years a man has been wandering 
about who is violent at times and often quite off 
his head from the effects of excessive ganja , he 
has become quite “ pagal ” now Tlie Govern- 
ment should take chaige of lum to prevent his 
doing -violence to others Another man, a bania 
from Chanras in this district, is also beginning to 
be violent and to run at people — the effects of ex- 
cessive indulgence m ganja I have heard of foin 
or five persons dying mad from the effects of ex- 
cessive indulgence in ganja, e g , Ahmad Khan, 
my own eldest brother, some twenty j ears ago , 
Sher Mahomed of Seoni, about ten years ago, of 
a respectable Malguzar’s family. 1 cannot recall 
■others 

Si Only habitual ganja smokers could smoke 
ganja to foitify them before commeneing crime, 
it would disable men not accustomed to smoke 
ganja fide answer to Question 51 

55 I have not heard of criminals administering 
ganja designedly to their vicUms to stupefy them 
If a person unacoustomed to smoke ganja were in- 
duced to take even one good whiff Ins head would 
swim, and he wouldimmediately become insensible 
The effect would pass off m about an hour 

66 Moderate consumers of ganja do not mix 
anything but tobacco with their ganja It is only 
excesBue consumers who desire to enhance the in- 
toxicating effect, who add dhatura (2J seeds is the 
pioportion to i pipe) or opium See my answer 
•to Question 29 Consumers afflicted with the asth- 
ma, which results from indulgence in ganja, use 
the above admixture of dhatura to alleviate then 
cough Persons, unaocnstomed to ganja, could not 
smoke this mixtme to relieve ordinary asthma 
Similarly, ordinary dysentery patients could not 
smoke the mixture of opium with ganja — only 
habitual excessive smokers of ganja suffering from 
the dysentery thereby caused by the admixtnie 


of ganja But the dysentery caused by excessive 
indulgence in ganja is a fatal malady , the dis- 
cbaige of blood is so great that the victim soon 
dies This was the ease with my brothoi afoie- 
said (Answer to No 56) 

57 I know two people who eat ganja One is 
Akhai Khan of the Diwan Sahib’s family He 
IB reduced to beggaiy, and when he cannot get 
money enough to buy his quantum of opium, he 
begs or buys a little ganja to mix with his short 
supply of opium This man is reduced to a skele- 
ton, though he is only 25 j ears of age Somewhat 
similar is the case of Mussammat Kahmat, a Mu- 
salman Bhat She smokes ganja with her madak. 
She also is reduced to a skeleton, and can scaicely 
walk 

58 I have no recommendation to make The 
present restrictions on cultivation and sale of 
ganja are useful, because they necessitate moder- 
ation by enhancing the puce of the drug. 

59 The diug could stand further enhancement 
of price Government might raise the wholesale 
price from Rs 3 to 4 a seer The result would be 
to laise the retail pnce from Rs 10 to 12 a seer 
This enhancement would not he too severe, and 
would be beneficial, so far as it goes, in curtailment 
to consumption 

60 The ganja is not sufficiently cleaned in

Oral evidence 

I am a Member o£ the Bomd of Revenue, and 
have been over thirty years in the Civil Service. 
I have been iin connection fiom September 1889 
up to December last with the excise as Commis- 
sioner of Dxoise, having at ,the same time a num- 
ber of other subjects under my charge 1 can 
give no infoimation regarding the extent of the 
use of the diugs apart from the returns of auction 
sales But these are not reliable They under- 
state the extent of use notwithstanding the large 
increase that took place two years ago, inasmuch 
as any one may, under existing law, have plants 
in his back-yard in certain distncts where the 
custom of the inhabitants or climate has led to 
this I do not think that hemp would grow to 
profit in the low-lying hot districts of the east 
coast The extreme south, the Wynaad, the 
Javan Hills in North Aieot, practically the whole 
of the Kistna district, and the agency tracts in the 
hill tracts, from five hundred to three thousand 
feet above the sea, are the places wheie it seems to 
be generally grown Of course I am only speak- 
ing from genenl knowledge, as it was determined 
not to introduce any ciucial restnotions 

I have no reason to suppose that consumption 
is on the increase , but I should think that the 
probabilities are that it is on the decrease, because 
undei the regulations a healthy liquor is available 
in toddy , and distilled liquoi and probably drugs 
also have suffered Toddy has been driving out 
distilled liqugi, I find, and as I have no ground to 
suspect increase in drugs, I fancy the same opera- 
.tion IS going on there The toddy traffic has 
been placed under strict regulation A better 
liquor IS provided , and there is no possibility now 
of foieing the sale of distilled liquor against fer- 
mented liquor This seems to me a great benefit, 
like the substitution of a light gravity beer for 
Hennessy’s brandy 

I can tell nothing of the effects of the drugs on 
the health of the people The subject in this 
Presidency is quite immaterial My impression 
IS that there is a widely diffused consumption of 
hemp on a very small scale I have seen no 
effects I have no reason to believe that it has 
had any effects on the health of the people It 
has never been mentioned to me in this connection, 

I have heard that insanity is attributed to hemp 
I have read this in the papers for many years 
But I have never come across a case This is due, 
no doubt, to the peculiarly limited consumption in 
this presidency, and I know that the reports as to 
the cause of insanity have to be taken with a 
considerable grain of salt In regard to alcohol 
as contained in distilled liquor, 1 can say I have 
seen very bad effcets on health among the de- 
graded portion of the community In “degraded ” 

I include not only the lowest of the people, but 
others also 1 have seen cases of very bad effects. 
No such case has ever been brought to my notice 
in connection with hemp.

The connection of hemp drugs with crime has 
never been brought to my notice, though up to 
1889 1 had had charge of six or seven districts and 
served in others Since then I have had oppor- 
tunities of travelling over all districts of^ the 
presidency I have also been Salt Commissionei 
in Orissa (Bengal) 

I see no need for prohibition, possibility apart. 
Nor have I seen any necessity for further restric- 
tion at all. For the auction system will always 
tend to keep prices up and check excessn/e con- 
sumption Financial considerations apart, I see 
no necessity for further restriction What I 
know of the extent of the use of the drug and of 
its effects leads me to say that there is no such 
necessity. 

My own opinion is, and my advice has aljvays 
been, that so long as there was no abuse there 
should be as little interference as possible I can- 
not speak for Government That is my personal 
view The best plan of ascertaining whether 
there is any abuse is to have a ptopei system oif 
regime that we may know the facts as far ns 
possible, and be able to judge of what necessity 
there may be for mterfeience This pohcy has 
been pursued since 1889 I do not think that, 
the drug being an mtoxioant, it is necessaiy for 
Government to make such restrictions as may pre- 
vent excess I think temperance good, but liberty 
better, No doubt the auction system puts a drag 
on consumption Of course, on the other hand, 
if I found that scores and hundreds of people were 
going wrong through it, I should be inclined to 
interfere at once The question was raised last 
year in connection with some reference regarding 
smugglmg mto the Central Provinces We had 
no evidence of this, and Sir Antony MacDbnnell 
did not prove it, Nor did we see any reason for 
special interference in the facts on our side of tne 
border We reported that, and Government 
sanctioned it The whole matter was elaborately 
reported on, and the papers can be laid before the 
Commission 

My attention has during my tenure of office 
been constantly kept to this matter of the effects 
of hemp drugs and opium. And I regarded this 
complaint as a case in which the extent of culti- 
vation and use might be tested specially. So it 
received careful attention ^ 

My opmion is that if we had lots of money for 
supervision and were ready to make people’s 
lives a burden to them, we might improve the 
present system of administration if it be an object 
to check cultivation and use But I do not think 
that there is any occasion for this in the Madras 
Presidency , and there is no room for substantial 
improvement in the present system It is un- 
doubtedly desirable that Government should know 
all that IS gomg on, so as to secure any uecesssry 
control, but elaborate supervision would only 
mean the levying of blackmail on the mhabitants

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without thpre being any sufEoient justification for 
the adoption of that elaborate system 

I think that the piohibition of cultivation, ex- 
cept in restricted tiacts, would be a hardship in 
respect to this, that the wrong people would be 
prosecuted The Salt and AbLari Department 
has developed as effective a set of blackguards as 
we have in India when they are not controlled , 
and it would be an added tenor to village life to 
let them loose on respectable raiyats I should 
not like to be responsible for this The opium 
question cannot be regarded as throwing light on 
this, for there restriction is old and long esta- 
blished It has settled down "We have no- 
thing to do with it in this presidency It is pos- 
sible that existing establishments might enforce 
^ prohibition of cultivation, but I do not think they 
could without difficulty and abuse 

To drive the people by high taxation from the 
drug to alcohol might not be any advantage. I 
am doubtful I know that the revenue has been 
recently very largely increased, and I am not sure 
that we need do more than leave the auction sys- 
tem to act I think it would be quite fair to say 
this IS an exciseable article and must not be giown 
without a license This would be fair if feasible 
I did not see my waj to it The limit of increased 
taxation as influencing price which I should be 
inclined to fix at present would be such as would 
not dnve the people to alcohol I see nothing at 
present to justify me in thinking that that would 
be a desirable change to bring about 

By the improvement effeoted in 1889, facts 
were ascertained which were not known before 
This led to the facts regarding private cultivation 
being ascertained. This information cannot be 
regarded as general, because in the Madras Presi- 
dency the village system enables us to get the 


fullest information regarding all the circumstances 
of the people. The system differs in this respect 
from Bengal Our village agency puts ns in 
possession of very clear views of facts if we in- 
quire into them The facts are that the hemp 
plant IB found strewed in certain localities in the 
back-yards of any people who wish to cnltivate it 
This is tho truth And all that tbe Department 
knows IS m a general way that that is so I 
should like, for purposes of tbe careful control I 
have indicated, to have a return showing actually 
wbat was grown and wbat was done with the drug 
But that would cost too much The only other 
plan would be to restrict cultivation If yon were 
to order the stoppage of cultivation of hemp — or 
even rice — it would be done There would be no 
difiiculty in having the order earned out Tbe 
people would stop the cultivation they are quite 
amenable It would be stopped without the neces- 
sity of espionage and interference, but tbeie 
would always bo the risk of false charges In 
Malabar they put toddy into a man's pots and 
get up a false charge So they might have 
the plants handy In Madras you could carry 
out any order, but it involves this risk There 
IS no agitation in Madras in favour of hemp, 
so I believe there would be complete submis- 
sion I understand that political agitators are 
entirely on tbe other side as far as this presi- 
dency IS concerned I am not prepared to commit 
myself to any opinion on tbe general question, 
whether, if the result of this inquiry elsewhere 
proved that tbe drug was specially injurious, the 
best time to inaugurate restrictive measures would 
bo before tbe use became extensive, for tbe qiies. 
tion IS so extremely hypothetical in tins presi- 
dency There is, I believe, no tendency here in 
tbe use of tins drug to extend , and I believe more 
people in this presidency injure themselves from 
lea than from hemp

ing that a single one of them has been brought 
into trouble by the hemp plant I have had 
details of the pusonersin the Parvatipni Hill Jail 
prepared, and have looked into their history also 
The judgments weie not forthcoming in my 
office 111 a few oacea, and I did not flunk it neces- 
sity to cull for copies, as the decisions m ill the 
remniinkr confiimed the result I had obtained m 
the district jail 

J have done my utmost to find a single ease in 
which ganja or bhang has contvibuted to the 
commission of an offence, and, in spite ot the 
size of this distiiGt and its population of 2,802,292 
persons, hav e utteily failed, and no one is moie 
astonished at this lesnlt than mjself One 
thing surprises me still more, and that is tlie lash 
way in which men to whom the Commission’s 
questions have been sent have replied verbally on 
this point The fact of the matter is that the use 
of ganja is regaided as disreputable and disgraoeful 
here, and not genei ally pi aotised openly by the 
respectable classes Consumers in good position aio 



therefore almost unkiion n Its consumption undoubt- 
edly is a toim ol dissipation, and the oiiimnnl 
clashes aie far more pione tomdulso m ill kinds of 
dissipation than others Hence the idea that tin, 
use of gnnjn tends to ciime, uberens the tuith is 
that Clime tends to lend men to losoit to gan]n 
A large propoitioii of bad cbai actors are

On leoeipc of the Board's ordois legaiding the 
selectioii of witnesses, I wrote to the heads of 
all the missions in the distiict, and invited them 
or their fiiends to come foi ward and give evidence 
if they so desiied I addres od a similai invifation 
to all members of local boards and municipal 


coiincilb llirongh their piesidcnts and ohairraen 
But in ncithci case did any witness comi forward 
All the answcis I letcivcd were to the effcot that 
tho writers had no desire to appear ns witncsFCs, 
as they were unahlo to give evidence of any value 
So f ir as I romeinhor, there was one exception, 
115, Ml Lillamme, who informed me he was in 
direct communieation with the Commission 

Question 45 — I don’t think I have ever come 
across any case in wlueli the hemp drugs have 
piodnced any injurious effect, hut the matter has 
never hern pressed on my notice before I could 
not say tho same of alcohol I don’t think I 
have noticod any injurious etfeots from opium , 
hut on this point 1 don’t wish to speak positively 
Fiom repurts which I have received dinog my 
enquiries foi the ComniiPsion, I have framed my 
answer to question 45, and I have nothing to add 
to it 

Question 59 — There arc six licensed shops for 
this d strict , hilt we have only been able to sell 
five The revenue of tlio present yeirshowsa 
dccieiso from tho figure reached in the first year 
of the nuetioti-salo of the shops This is not 
Mgnificaut of a decrease of consumption , for tlicie 
is no doubt the consumption of the last two years 
has been abnormally high owing to tho infins of 
labourers on the Bast Coast Railway I think that, 
whatever changes were made in the csci c admi- 
mstration, tlie revenue of this district could not 
ho inalcmlly raised The shops aro fen and there 
IS no demand for more The practice of people 
growing the plant m their yards for their own 
comumption of course affects the revcmic But 
tins practice is not very prevalent I doubt if tlie 
plant IB not giown m one village out of four, even 
in tins ensi a) way Sneh pi ints spring up acci* 
dcntalh , for I saw a few days ago a plant in each 
of two yards oeeupied by police constables These 
men would never h ivo sown the plants, for they 
would have got a bad ch.imrter with their superior 
on their being disoovi red The eontrnotors m this 
district got iluir supplies from the Kistna district 
116 well as loealiy A good deilof the local supply 
probably comes from the Agency immediately 
inland fiom \izigipatnm I have heard no com- 
paiison of tlio quality of this ganja with that of 
the Ki'tiia gnnj i mentioned 1 xtra taxation to 
any considenble extent would necessitate control 
of the cultivation 'Hus would necessitate an 
increase of preventive measures lam not op- 
posed to an increase of tlio price of tho drug if it 
wire pncticahlc But preventive measures would 
bt objectionable, because this would iiileifeie with 
the people There is nlieady a fairly stiong pre- 
[ veiitivc estnhlisliineiit HI tlie low country to con- 
tiol tho hemp drug But this establishment 
alreadv harasses the people in connection with salt 
and abkaii to the extent of 4,000 or 5,000 pro- 
secutions a y'car Additional interference in cou- 
ncetiou with the homo drugs would add to these 
prorecutions, which are ilicady a suflicifntly great 
evil, 'ilio above leraarks apply to the low country 
Any' intoifeionco m thoagenoy might he productive 
of political danger, hut I am not sure that the 
extent to which tlie cultivation is carried on there 
is such as to render any serious discontent likely 
I did not know cultivation had been stopped in

one ought to be made criminallj liable foi possess- 
ing the produce of the number of plants tint aie 
oidinarily found growing in a garden in this dis- 
trict If you go further than this, pieventuc 
measures of an inquisitorial kind become iicccscaii 
In tins district jou haidly ever see moie than one 
or two plants growing in a garden 1 consider it 
would be more objectionable to allow cultivation, 
and have the preventive force marking down 
plants and searching houses when the ciop was 
gathered with certamtv of detection, than to pro- 
hibit cultivation altogether. 

The people of the Agency Tracts, specially 
the hill people, are very much addicted to spirits 


and toddy No sjstera of liquor excise has evei 
been flamed foi the'Agencj The abkaii revenue 
IS leased by fai ms or shops in much the same 
waj' as It h is been dealt with from the time when 
Goveinment first began to exercise contiol over 
it I am endeavouring to reduce the number of 
shops, but consider that it would be impolitic 
and dangerous to move too lapidly iii this direc- 
tion 

I cannot say that it is my experience that 
where the liquoi habit is strong the ganja habit 
IS piacticallj unknown I know nothing what 
evci on this point as regards this distiiet I do 
not even know wheie the ganja habit is most oi 
where least pi evnlent Returns fiom other pro- 
vinces would lead me to suppose that such is the 
case, but I have no piactical expenence on the 
point

62 I do not believe it could be controlled 

6 3 The wholesale vend of hemp drugs is not 
really controlled I would foibid then sales 
(otherwise than retail in licensed shops) to any 
one except a licensed dealer 

64 There are no regulations ns to transport, 
including import and export. There should be 
some, I think 

65 At present I do not think hemp drugs aie

Oral evidence 

Question 1 «— I have been fifteen years in the 
Civil Service I was first attached on special duty 
to the Commissioner of Salt and Abkari in June 
or July 1885, and I remained practically in that 
capacity until January 1892 I was on fui lough 
foi nineteen months dniing that time I have 
been Collector of Malabar since July 1892 

Question 3 — The plant will glow anywhere 
where the seed is scattered and the ground is 
damp But I do not believe it is uild anywhere 
Ml Eber Hardie, Forest Officer, told me he haa 
only seen it in places where there had been habit- 
ations There is no field cultivation in Malabar at 
all, but the plant is grown in hack-vaids I 
think in the Wmaad It will be found in eveiy 
village, a plant or two in the back-yard of every 
consumei There is more grown than they con- 
sume There is no taxation, for no one will take 
a license to sell There have been licenses, but 
there are none now I have had an application 
from the Administiatoi oi Mahe to pin chase the 
drug from a person in Sultan's Batteiy I had 
to refuse, as there was no license to sell Then I 
believe, he olitained it from Madias Tins year 
I wrote to the Administrator as to the consump- 
tion in Mahe, and he told me the drugs were not 
consumed TUbtq ib Crotolariajuncea grown in 
Malabar as a fibre-producing plant It is used 
foi nets, &o I believe this is sometimes con- 
founded with the narcotic hemp plant owing to 
both being spoken ol as hemp I do not believe 
that the narcotic hemp plant is grown at all for 
fibre in Malabar 

Question 35 — I consider that it would be im- 
possible in the Wynaad to effl-ct piolubition of 
cultivation It is so .piogly, and there are jungle 
tribes that do consume considerably In other 
parts of the distnct I think that generally prohi- 
bition of cultivation would be possible Such pro- 
hibition would be generally carried out without 
much interfei ence with the people, but would be 
hardly possible in the jungly paits Excluding 
the Wynaad and the jungly tract on the sides of 
the ghfits and at the foot of the ghfits the prohi- 
bition could be enfoiced But the difficulty in 
boiith Canara and Malabar is to get at the people 
except m their own back-yaids The houses are 
far ipait, and surrounded by compounds 

I think for oidinaiy tiaots the present abkaii 
stifi might be sufficient to secure compliance with 
the Older I do not guaiantee this 

The cultivators heie are consumers To stop 
cultivation would c luse discontent among them 
Thi- discontent would be limited to those who 
cultivate for their own use 1 think they would 
be seiiou-ly discontented It would not amount 
to a politic >1 danger, but it would be serious I 
cannot estimate the number of consumers in the 
Wynaad imt 1 believe it to be larire 

Qntshon 45 — I can say nothing whatever about 
the effects of the drugs I have only fonud one 
man \/i\o admitted being a consumer I believe 
that the general impns-ion is that it is disreput- 
able to u e till drugs Ihe subject has never been 
brought be! ore me in mv migisteiial capacity, 
either in M il ibai or anywhere else It has never 
been brought to my notice inionnection with in- 
sanity 'ibe District Magistrite does not «end 
men to the Asy lum oi deal with their cases They 
are inquiied into and the ordeis are passed by the 
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Divisioual Magistrate I have had no officnl 
duties in conneotioii with insanes as District Ma- 
gistrate except as a visitor to the asylam I was 
only a Junior Magistrate foi seven yearsj and 
aftei that had no magisterial work foi six j cars 
Alcohol has certainly not come to my notice in 
connection with insanity, and I have no recollec- 
tion of its being connected with any eiimos of 
violence I can remember no ill effects coming 
to my notice in regard to natives 1 have no 
reason to believe that either alcohol or gan-|a is 
doing any barm in my district I allude here 
only to Clime, not to physical effects I have 
made two toms in the Wynaad, wheie the drug is 
mostly used I have asked mj subordinates to 
find men who used the drug They brought up 
men , but when I asked them, they all but one 
man denied it These were not jungle men, 
though It was in the "Wjnaad, but jungle men 
are not the only consiimeis there The Wynaad 
wis the only pait I visited after getting tbo 
Commission's questions Before that I had never 
endeavoured to find out in the district whether 
ganj i 11 as used I had when I was Secretary 
to the Board I do not know that a consider- 
able peicentage of insanity is ascribed to gaiija 
in Gove'rnment reports I have not studied 
lunacy I know that the people will not admit 
using the drug, and take that to be a popular 
feeling against it , but I do not know of any 
feeling among the people that it is injurioiis 
I know nothing of injuiious physical effects from 
gauja , but I have seen a few natives in hospitals 
whose ailments were ascribed to alcohol 

Question 68 — I have no suggestions to add 
to what I have made in my paper If it were 
feasible and possible, I should reoommond pro- 
hibition of cultivation with a view to much 
greater restriction This view is not founded on 
any expenence of the drug, hut on what I have 
heaid of the diug If what I have heaid of it 
18 true, it would be a good thing foi tlio country 
if we could stamp it out What I have beard 
IS entirely fiom Europeans My feeling about 
the desirability is founded on what may be called 
the European opinion of the drug, what is said 
in books, in missionary papers, what I have 
seen in newspapers and in pamphlets, andoliiofly 
fiom what I have read of this evidence bofoio 
this Commission. All this is so much against 
the drug that I think prohibition of cultivation 
seems desiiuhle 


I have no sufficient material for forming an 
opinion as to whether ganja or alcohol is more 
deleteiious If two men were brought to me, 
one intoxicated with gaiija and the other with 
alcohol, I should not know the diffoience 

Prohibition of cultivation being impossible, I 
have no suggestions beyond those contained in my 
answers No 59 and No 64 for improvement of 
sjstem in Malabar I am not prepared to say 
anything about the rest of the province, as I 
have not considered the subject in olhei districts 

Quesiton 63 —I understand that the rule as 
it at present stands IS that no one may sell with- 
out a license And what I desire is that the role 
prohibiting sale by a cultivator except to a 
licensed vendor should he enforced, and more 
than that, 1 would compel every cultivator who 
sills to take a license of vend before selling to 
the licensed vendoi This would, I think, restrict 
cultivation I do not think it would interfere 
with the licensed vendor’s supply, as I believe 
ho would get men to take out licenses and grow 
for him 

Question 65 — I do not see how a Loaviei tav 
could bo imposed without prohibiting cultivation 
Noi can I cay what proportionate taxation would 
be I cannot determine the relative intoxicating 
effects of tins drug and alcohol 

Question 15 — 1 have no personal recollection 
of the action of the Board in 1889, being dno m 
any waj to what was heaid of the effects of tbo 
drugs I may have been on privilege leave when 
the fir->t orders issued At all events, I do not 
recollect the grounds of tbo action taken My 
impression is that the limitation of tbo action 
taken to sale was due to so little being known of 
the drug I think, however, that the origin of 
the matter was at tbo time tbo Act was passed, 
and that the poliej was started before the Act was 
passed The fixed foe liconso was first imposed, 
but I think it was tbo intention from tbo very 
(list to go on to auction Of course everything 
that was done was tentative I am awaie that m 
the excise reports the Government have expressed 
surprise at the amount of consumption tlieso 
measures brought to light One of the objects of 
their nieasuris was to ascertain the amount of 
consumption and to find out generally about the 
drug.

Second method —Ganjapi and milk are boiled 
together and cooled down and thou mixed with 
buttermilk so as to cuidlo it It is then churned 
and the biittei sepirated and clarified so ns to get 
what is called gavja ghee This is boiled with 
sugai tieaclo and the powder of popper, long 
peppei , ginger, etc 

Third method — Ganya is pounded and boiled 
with water and ghee and the scum gatheicd and 
strained through water The lesultant m mixed 
with peppei, etc , as stated above 

Halvas — Ganja IS boiled with watei and ghee 
until It becomes a thick liquid called ganjagt decoc- 
tion, and this decoction is mixed with medicinal

The drug or dry ganja is imported in small 
quantities from Daggupad m the Cuddapah dis- 
tect, Alamur, Nandyala talnq in the Kurnul 
district, Sbamshabad and Umnabad, Bengal pie- 
sidency It is a wild plant grown spontaneously 
in those places. About 40 oi 60 mauuds are im- 
ported annually 

There is no restriction or prohibition for the 
cultivation of the hemp plant 

One Gejjai Kanteppa imports the above drug 


Chetty, Talmldar of Adorn 

from the places noted above He sells the drug to 
two retail licensed vendors, Karaalpur Naga^ah 
and Amkeri Nogappa of Adoni town The former 
pays annually a tax of Its. 85 and the latter Ks 1 80 
to the Government 

The drug is sold at a retail price of 4 pies per 
tola 01 8 annas per seer This is the minimum 
price at which it can be sold 

About 70 per cent of the population of Adoni 
town consume this drug.

3 I have no knowledge of any district or dis- 
tricts in which the hemp plant grows spontane- 
ously, f e , without undergoing the operations of 
cultivation 

14 Hemp plant is not grown in this taluk, and 
hence ganja, charas, and bhang are not prepared 
here fiom it 

16 Bhang is prepared generally by the people 
in their houses It can be prepared from the 
hemp plant not only wheievei grown, but also 
wherever it is procurable I have no idea 
whether ganja or charas can be prepared from 
the wild plant or not 

19 Charas is unknown in this pait of the 
countiy I have no idea of it Ganja is used to 
a large extent foi smoking 

Bhang is prepaied from the leaves and seeds of 
the hemp pLnt The leaves and seeds are ground 
well with water till it becomes pulpy , then this 
pulpy substance is strained in a piece of thin cloth 
and the juicy matter 18 gathered in a cup, milk, 
sugar, spices, etc , are added to give flavour to the 
juice thus gathered Then this is drunk by the 
people, and it serves as a beverage, especially in 
hot season 

Majun — This is also prepared from the leaves 
of hemp plant The seeds and leaves are ground 
well and mixed with sweetmeat This serves as a 
stimulant to people who are accustomed to its 
use 

Ganja is allowed to soak foi a few minutes in 
water and then squeezed The juice thus obtained 
IS mixed m the pieparation of curry (flesh) The 
people partake of this, and it is said that its use 
serves is a stimulant The places where these are 
prevalent are large towns, such as Guntur, Bez- 
w ada, and Masnlipatam, in this district 

20 Baingis, sanyasis,and religious mendicants 
of the Hindu community and fakirs or beggars 
of the Muhammadan community smoke ganja, 
and also the retired peons and pensioned sepoys 
of the native army, and also some low classes, 


such as Vudders (tank diggers), Yanadis, and 
Chnndus (village watchers), and Chenohus (hill 
tribes) The proportion of the people that smoke

32 It IS customary among hairagis, etc , to 
welcome their friends and relations by offering 
ganja when they come to see them in the same' 
way as tea or coffee is offered among the civilized 
people of the West About half or one tola of 
ganja is well washed first repeatedly with water

44 The immediate effects of the moderate use 
of ganja are a cry refreshing and produce a little

She said that the prisoner was a little insane, and 
was now and then queer in his manner. After 
making special medical inquiry as to his state of 
mind, the High Court passed the following final 
judgment — 

“ Tbe medical evidence does not support, 
though it IS not inconsistent with, the theory that 
the appellant was irresponsible for his actions at 
the time the murder was committed by reason of 
unsoundness of mind We bad placed the case 
before the medical officer in the manner most 
favourable to the appellant 

“ The plea of unsoundness of mind to a degree 
and under circumstances sufficient to lelieve the 
appellant from criminal responsibility is not es- 
tablished On the other hand, the evidence of 
the Villige Miinsif and the neighbouis suggests 
that the appellant had, liy smoking bhang, pro- 
duced an irritable condition of mind in which a 
trivial disobedience on the part of his child stimu- 
lated him to an act of gross cruelty, and while he 
was engaged in it, the lecollection that the day

the hemp, its preparation and con«umptioti or use, 
as well ns its effects Jly answers are lastd upon 
the knowledge thus acquired 

2 The description given by Dr Pram of tlio 
three narcotic articles obtained from hemp may 
bo geneially accepted, except for bhang which m 
this part of the country is not known ns siddhi, 
subji or pntti It is also not tho name given to 
the dry loaves of the hemp plant, male or female 
Itisaname given to tho diy leaves found in and 
around tho flower tops of the female plants only 
Subji IS known to bo the name of a preparation 
from ganja desenhed later ou The practice of 
manufacturing ganja by being trodden under foot 
does not obtain, both as regaids flat and round 
ganja Bound ganja is imported The ganja 
manufactmeJ hero is flat, and tho process of its 
preparation is as follows — 

In the month of J anuary the branches contain- 
ing the flower tops are cut, collected and exposed 
on a liaid suiface and, after being dried to a mo- 
derate extent, compressed into bales of two mnunds 
each No maobmery is used for tho compression 
The pressure caused by the ropes passing round 
the bale reduces the flower tops to a flat shape 
The exposure above referred to takes place only 
dunng the day At nights they arc heaped up

stance by the contractor who at once harasses the 
raiyat by dragging him to court for smuggling 
Now, the police rush in It the raiyat comes to 
terms, the matter IS dropped , otheiwise a case is 
made out and the unfortunate raiyat has to under- 
go the ordeal of a tnal and to take his lot 

(i) Pecuniary loss 

The average outtuin of a fair crop is said to be 
40 bales per acre Formerly each bale fetched 
Rs. S to 4 owing to competition and freedom of 
trade, but now it has fallen to from 14 annas to 
Rs 3 for reasons stated above Further, the crop 
has to be raised on a bhegayati oi garden land

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{4-) Bamartn — The leaves are boiled for quarter 
of an hour, washed four or five times with water, 
ground and raised with water and strained , again 
they are ground twice or thrice, stnmod and raised 
with watei They then add poppy-seeds, senna 
leaves, limes, rose, sompu, and kopia, and again 
grind mis it with water and strain it. Then they 
add milk and sugai This preparation is said to 
be very cooling to the body

23 In this distnot the pieparation being a 
mixed one, it is used for smoking also

26 Habitual consumers only are found in this 
district They are, as specified above, 5 per mille 
Habitu il excessive consumers are very few — per- 
haps a couple of hundreds for the whole district 
Occasional consumeis are not to be found here 

27 Answer to Question 20 answers this 
Wandering tribes take it with the hope that it 
checks malarious poison Others, viz , mendi- 
cants, etc , practise it with the expectation that it

28 Not more than J of an anna for moderate 
consumers Perhaps double that for intemperate 
habits 

29 Ordinanly no ingredients aie mixed Many 
smoke it nnmiXed with other things But some 
mix tobacco to make it mildei For taking inter- 
nally, it IS ordinarily mixed with jaggery or sugar, 
milk and spices to give relish to the preparation. 
No dhatuia is mixed No bhang massala is 
prepared in this countiy 

30 Generally the consumption of these drugs 
IB piactised in solitude, except by Bairagis and 


fakirs who do it in company It is mainly confined 
to males Females very seldom use it Some pee- 
vish and puny children are given the preparation 
called majum to sharpen appetite and make them 
more buoyant 

31. The habit is easily formed, but is very haid 
to break it off There is a tendency for the mo- 
deiate habit to develop into the excessive 

32 No custom, social or religious prevails here 

33 The consumption of this drug is genenlly 
regarded as degiading in ordinary society It 
may be said that there is some public opinion in 
regard to its practice when leligiously considered 
Those tnat pretend to piactise concentration of 
mmd have a general idea that the u'e of the drug 
IS essential The naieotie is generally in bad 
repute, because the use of this, howevei moderate 
it may be m the beginning, leads to intemperate 
habits, and incapacitates the victim to attend to 
the ordmaiy requirements of life, and makes him 
go mad to some extent There is no custom of 
worshipping the hemp plant 

34 I don^t think it will he a serious piivation

41 Moderate u«e of bhang or ganja gives {a) 
digestive powers , (S) alleviates fatigue , (c) acts 
as a pieventive of disease in unhealthy tiacts 

The classes of people that use the drug ha\ e 
been answeied in Question 20 It is to the mo- 
derate habitual and occasional use I lefer 

42 I consider that the use of this drug in 
very small doses is harmless But habitual use, 
though beneficial in one way, is injuiious eithei to 
reputation or to intellect 

43 Moderate consumers are inoffensive in this 
country 

44 Immediate effect is foi getting all woildly 
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caics It IS, I suppose, more intoxicating tlian 
refreshing I don’t think that it allays huugei 
But it creates appetite by digesting food 'the 
effect lasts from thiee to six hours There aie 
seieral after-effects, the chief of avhich is disin- 
clination to hard work 

45 Habitual moderate use produces noxious 
effects, physical and mental It does impaii the 
constitution Moderate use does not injme the 
digestion oi cause loss of appetite It does nob 
cause dysentery, bionchitis, oi asthma It in- 
duces laziness, but it does not impau the moral 
sense , noi does it lead to habits of immoialiby oi 
debaucheiy, except in lare cases It does not 
deaden the intellect oi produce insanity 

46 Excessive consumption of ganja strengthens 
digestive powers, alleviates fatigue, gives staying- 
power under exposure, and is a preventive of dis- 
ease in malauous tracts Excessive use is not, 
however, harmless, for it nuns a man in e\ ery way 
Excessive consumers aie not also offensive to their 
neighbours Immediate effect of excessive use is 
instantaneous stupefaction and intoxication Its 
effect lasts fiom SIX to eight hours After-effects 
aie lowness of spirits oi depression of mind and 
indisposition to haid and honest work, laziness, 
and an attempt to satisfy the stomach in an easy 
manner, begging oi pilfering It produces noxi- 
ous effects, physically, mentally, and moially It 
impairs the constitution by weakening the chest

49 Moderate use is considered as an aphiodi 
siae In this country it does not seem as i£ the 
piostitutes use this The use foi this puipose is 
no doubt moie injurious, because it leads to habits 
of moial depravity, waste of money, and subse-

50 Peibaps excessive use will not attain the

55 I have kiiowm a few cases m whioli crimi- 
nals have administered these drugs to then vic- 
tims before cumes were committed Complete 
stupefiction cannot he induced by this drug with- 
out the admixtuie of dliatura 

56 No answer to the fiist part 

I know a case in which a tiavellei who had 
some property with him was administeied bhang 
mixed with dhatuia and sugai, winch Caused 
immediate stupefaction and thus facilitated the 
theft The man lecoveied his senses after 24 
hours 

57 None 

68 Present system, so far as it has been intro- 
duced, IS working well 1 do consider that it is 
still capable of improvement 

59 At present taxation and control have been 
imposed on the sale of the drug only' No con- 
trol is exeicised over cultivation and tiauspoitation 
Nothing now prevents consumers getting the 
diug flora the cultivatois dnect, or cultivating it 
in then own compounds and using it for them- 
selves If cultivation and possession are allowed 
only undei check, the levenue may inoiease But

69 Tlie demand being veiy little, as e\idenc^ 
by the small number of shops m existence, the 
wishes of the people have not been consulted But 
District Officers and Tahsildars have been oiigin- 
ally consulted as to the places wheie the drug is 
mostly wanted and the necessaiy shops adveitised 
foi sale Those shops wheie there have been no

64 JSiidence of P Lakshminaeatana, Brahmin, Manager of Court of Wards’ 

Estate, Ntisvid 


1 One day about half a year ago a man travel- 
ling in boat was found intoxicated having been 
given by a fiiend of his as a joke ganja mixed in 
jaggery . At times I used to see Bairagis Uoing 
this diug I u'cd to make enqumes about the use 
and effects of this plant I have made some 
enquiries to secure some moie information from 
Musalmans and Bondilies in Nuzvid who often 
use this drug 

8. The hemp plant, so far as I understand, does 
not grow spontaneouslj I learn that it does not 
grow unless special care is taken, just as in the 
Case of vegetables, tobacco, etc It requires irriga- 
tion 

14 (a) Ganja is prepared in this part of the 
country moderately It is abundant in Bellary, 
Cuddapah, Rayavellore and Hyderabad In 
Kabul and Kandahar also this is grown very 
abundantly In Nuzvid and Elloie the hemp 
plants are grown in back-yards and ganja pie- 
pared. 

(5) Charas This ^ is not in use in this part 
of the country This is I learn chairs and not 
charas The word charas also is in use, but it is 
the mixture prepared from opium and ashes of 
betel leaves or leaves of Acacta arahtca plant and 
made into pills These are called maddat charas, 
but the one in question is found to charrs which 
IS not made in this country, but in places where 
the dew is very much It is the sediment depo- 
sited on the ears of hemp plants (like on tobacco 
plants) removed by persons co\ ered with leather 
shirts and coats by moving through plants by 
which process the sediment comes out along with 
their coverings and it is taken out and placed in a 
cup when it becomes congealed like wax It is 
cut into pieces like rubber pieces This is found 
veiy valuable and cannot be bad by ordinary 
people This product is mostly prepared in 
Kabul and Kandahar 

(c) Bhang is also prepared and used in this 
part of the country just like ganja, but in a less 
quantity than ganja 

1 6 Bhang is prepared geneially by people in 
their bouses It is made with hemp plant grown 
by people, but not with that grown spontaneously 
Ganja and charas also cannot be prepared with the j 
hemp plant grown spontaneously These are all 
made with plants grown With special care If 
there be plants spontaneously giown anywhere, 
they may be used for ganja and bhang, but not 
certainly for charas 

19 No Ganja and charas are used for dnnlr- 
ing in the following manner — Ganja is pounded 
and put in water mixed with jaggeiy To this 


mixture milk and cream and powdei of almonds 
and nutmegs are added This piepantion is 
drunk This is also used for eating when mixed 
with sweetmeats and cakes , chaias also is used for 
drinking by a similar piepaiation These aie 
mixed in medicines Ganja is also used mixed 
with some othei articles and eaten by people if 
they choose to become intoxicated and remain 
giddy This is also given to animals, milch cows 
and buffaloes when they do not allow people to 
diaw milk and do not let their calves go to them 
foi sucking milk in view to get them intoxicated 
and gradually to get accustomed to practice This 
IS also used foi stiay elephants when they are 
to be caught and tamed and when they become 
unwieldly This is used foi intoxicating them 
and thereby to reduce their ferocitj The uses 
above explained are prevalent in this part of the 
couutiy, say Hjdeiabad, Ellore, Kondapally, 
besides Cuddapah, Kuinool, Bellary, Rayavel- 
lore 

20 Ganja is used for smoking by the iich 
and the poor but chaias by the rich alone, it 
being a very valuable article All the Bairagis 
use ganja invaiiably in the way of smoking 
Charas is used for smoking by veiy rich people, 
such as Nawabs, Amiis, etc, amongst Musalmans 
alone Ganja is used almost eveiywhere, while 
chains in places like Hj deiabad, Kabul, etc 

24 Bhang is used by many people like ganja, 
but in a less number One who takes ganja may 
or may not be accustomed to use bhang Bhang 
IS not eaten but drunk This is used amongst 
Musalmans and Sudias This is done in this part 
of the country 

25 The use of ganja and bhang is on the 
increase, as this is mostly used by men of lower 
classes who are now-a-days earning much money 
on account of increase of labour they turn out, ,the 
wages paid to them being far highei than before 
The use of charrs can be said to be on the deciease, 
as many of the iieh people are being leduced m 
then ciicumstances, the market being high and 
the labour being dear 

28 The average allowance of ganja (to a habi- 
tual moderate consumer) is about two tolas per day, 
and it costs one anna or so Bhaug also is used 
in a similar quantity, but at a double cost owing 
to mixture of articles of some value Chaus is 
used at not less than -r;; of a tola, and it may cost 
not less than one rupee 

32 There is no social custom in respect of con- 
sumption of any of these drugs in this part of 
country, but m Kathiawar it is a custom amongst 
respectable families to give opium water to all 
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guests, so also it is supposed thit tlieie might be 
such a custom o£ giving out bhang or ganja to 
guests in Cuddapah, Kurnool, Bellary, and Hv- 
deiabad Amongst bnragis and others wlio aie 
accustomed to use these diugs will as a custom 
give the same to then fiiends accustomed to 
them As regaids religious custom, baingis 
chiefly use these diugs as it would tend to keep 
up their religious enthusiasm 

33 The consumption of these drugs is con- 
sideied a bad habit by one and all, and iiieligious 
by the first three classes of Hindus The public 
opinion about this is against the use of these 
drugs, as their use is prohibited amongst the said 
three classes, but the piohibitioii is not so seriously 
observed as theie is no excommunication from 
caste on this particular giound The use of any 
iorm of the naicotic is generally in disrepute, 
and it IS attiibutable to its intoxicating nature, as 
it makes a man lose his temper it it be a little ex 
cessive It 18 taken although it produces dis- 
repute as it gives some excitement if taken moder- 
ately None, I hear, woiship hemp plants on any 
occasion 

39 Smoking is not less injuiious than dunking 
or eating the same , one accustomed to smoking 
loses bhod in the body and becomes a skeleton 
and at last falls a victim to it Some say it is 
less injurious as its power is weakened by the file, 
liut it does not appearto be so, one who smokes 
loses his couiage ind grows timid and feaiful of 
any attack from a foe Dunking and eating 
ganja gives a man strength in body and befits 
him for any hard exercise, but they produce bad 
lesults if one leraains idle after drinking 

40 The use of ganja is pi escribed on account 
of its medicinal qualities It is used in native 
medicines such as Lok madhaia«am and choleiaic 
medicine They are piepired with the juice of 
hemp plmts It works on patients suffering 
fiom swelling diseases and asthma Ganj i is 
used in the tieatment of cattle diseases such as 
Ohahdomma 


41. The moderate use is beneficial to some ex- 
tent It causes proper disgestioii and keeps a 
man off oidinary siclmess It gives some 
strength Smoking ganja prevents any change 
coming ovei the system of a man bj frequent 
change of climate and water used for drinking 
Dunking and eating ganja gives strength tem- 
porarily for bearing any bodily stiam in taking 
physical exercises 

42 If in any case it is not proved beneficial, it 
can be said to bo harmless for the leason explained 
under question 41 

43 They are mostly inoffensive They always 
lead the life of heimits 

44 It gives lefreshment. It allays hunger foi 
a short time It does produce intoxication and 
creates appetite a few moments after The effect 
will last for an houi or so There will he no after- 
effects The want of subsequent gratification does 
produce a httle uneasiness 

45 No It does not produce physical, moial or 
noxious effects The cases of bairagis (wandering 
Hindus) or fakiis can be taken for instance 

49 Yes This is mixed in some other medi- 
cines for using as an aphrodisiac 

51 No This has no connection with cume of 
any character By using this the man does not 
become a bad character tending to do any violent 
actions 

63 Excessive indulgence does not mcifo to un- 
premeditated violent Climes, as it would not keep 
a man in very active condition with bad temper 

54 These drugs are not used by criminals to 
fortify themselves to commit any act of violence 
or other crime 

65, Criminals induce then victims to take these 
drugs m view to stupefy them If it is given 
to a person who is not accustomed to it, and if 
given in an excess quantity to one accustomed to 
it, it will cause stupefaction Complete stupefac- 
tion can be induced by this drug alone without 
admixtuie. 


66. Evidence of Colonel Gr Ohrtstie, Eepuly Inspector General of Eohee, Central 

Bange, Felloie 


51 The lowest class of Muhammadans, among 
whom there are a good many bad characters, 
consume ganja and bhang piepared from it 
Korchers or YeriLallas and Lambadies oi Sugal- 
hes are s iid also to consume it laigely These 
tribes often commit Cl irae The use of the drug 
tends ordinaiily to make the consume! s lazy, 
supine, aud aveise to legular work, and in this 
way probably conduces to offences against property 
On the other hind, as it appears to eneivate and 
unman its partakers, such criminals would be the 
reverse of entei prising, daring and skilful It is 
to be remaiked, however, that the Lambadies, who 
use it regulaily, are of superior physique and 
bolder than the ordmarv population An old and 
intelligent pensioned Police Inspectoi of gieat 
expei lence suggests that this is owing to the use 
of ganja being hereditary with them This may 
be so, or it may be that they use it only moder- 
atolj, and that the sottish creature who represents 
the ordinary recognised specimeu of a bhang eatei 
IS an immodeiate coDBumei I have been called 
on to make an early report, and I have not suffi- 
cient information to enable me to distinguish 
between modeiate and immodeiate use of the 
drug

63 The only instance I can recall of ganja 
exciting to crime is the following. On the Isfc 
December 1890, at Anautapur, a peon of the 
Head Assistant Collector, named Shaik Hussain, 
a well-known bhang smoker, having been fined 
foul anuas for some breach ot duty, got into a 
high state ot irritation and went and smoked 
bhang m a mukkan in Aiiantapur, at noon The 
bhang appeals to have excited him to madness , 
he ran by the Anantapui Bellary road with a 
heavy stick m hand, struck with it a shepherd 
boy, who was grazing sheep just outside the town 
as he went on, then attacked au old man named 
Dadi Sahib of Narpala village, who was going by 
the same road, stiuck and felled him with the 
stick, then beat out his brains and murdered him, 
and ran along the same load striking and thieaten- 
ingthe persons whom he met He, was ariested by 
reserve constables, who were sent at once in search 
of him the same afternoon, at a distance of foui 
miles fiom Anantapur The muidei was com- 
mitted on the public road within two fuilongs 
fiom the Collector's compound The peon was 
tiled foi the murder of this old man, who was 
previously unknown to him, convicted and sen- 
tenced on 4th Februaiy 1891 bj' the Sessions 
I Comt to transportation foi life, hut subsequently 
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tlie sentence was commuted to one o£ rigorous 
imprisonment for 10 5 eais by the Goveinment 
The drag the peon was addicted to was gauja, 
and this was the only occasion on which he was 
known to have bioken out into the fit of madness 
The Sessions Court 3 udgment is submitted 
herewith i 

54 Lambadis are said to fortify themselves 
with ganja before committing d-iooities 

55. I have never heard criminals inducing 
their victims to partake of hemp drugs to furthei 
their designs. The use of dhatura for this pur- 
pose IS of course well known I am not aware 
whether hemp drugs produce complete stupefac- 
tion without admixture

The first 
two witnesses saw him coming along the load 
behind the old man, fell him with the first blow 
and then beat out his brains They were afraid

5 It IS certain that he did it while in a state of 
madness brought on by smoking bhang This is 
no defence to a criminal charge, and he must 
therefore be convicted of murder 

6 He has been employed as a dalayet in the 
Head Assistant Collectoi’s Office, and may be 
piesumed to have been a lespeetable inoffensive 
man until now I think that I may‘‘ justly 
distinguish a murdei committed in these circum- 
stances from a murdei committed with delibera- 
tion, and with real intention, and need not pass a 
sentence of death 

7 The Court concurring with the Assessois 
finds that Shaik Hussain is guilty of murder 
punishable under section 302, I P. C, and 
sentences him to be transpoited foi life

prisoner did not know what he was doing, we 
think the papers ought to he sent to Government 
in order that His Excellency in Council may 
commute or reduce the sentence if he thinks fit 
to do so "

51 Less than 10 per cent of the had characters 
in large towns are consumers of opium, and in the 
south of India away from towns it is not indulged 
in by them I have not found that giave crimes 
hvae had any connection with the use of opium, 
hut in regard to larcenies it may induce occasion- 
ally to their commission, as the confirmed opium 
eater oi smokei will do anything to enable him to 
purchase his precious drug, ]ust as the gambler or 
drunkard is so tempted 

62 In the only cases of excessive use of opium 
which have come under my notice, it has not been 
conducive to crime The opium eaters have 
simply become sodden and emaciated, and so passed 1 
out of existence 


Superintendent of Police, Ti ichmopoly 

63 I have known of no cases in which these 
drugs have incited to unpremeditated crime, 
vioienec or otherwise, nor has any case of tempo- 
rary homicidal frenzy come under my notice 

54 The drug is not used by criminals to fortify 
themselves for the committal of crime For such 
fortifj mg they have recourse to spirits, such as 
toddy, arrack and the extract of the mohur flower. 

55 No cases have come under my notice of 
criminals drugging their victims by opium in 
Older to stupefy them and then rob, but eases of 
dhatura poisoning for such purposes have so come 
I cannot answer as to complete stupefaction being 
induced solely by opium 


67 Evidence of Mu S. D Simpson, Deputy Comvnssionei of Police, Madras. 


51 Although I have had many years’ expeii- 
ence and have seen ganja (Indian hemp) consumed 
in many forms, } et I am unable to answer all these 
questions to my mind satisfactorily, for Indian 
hemp does not aSect all persons alike, and does not 
always produce the same effect It all depends in 

\ what mood the consumer is in at the time he par- 
takes of the drug It generally produces intoxica- 
tion, and has a varied effect One day the consumer 
may be happy and contented, another day ho 
may be in a boiling rage , and the third day he 
may be heavy and sleepy, and suffer from mental 
weakness disqualifying him for any labour The 
flowering tops of the gauja plant is usually smok- 
ed, but majum (a confection of gauja) and bhang 
(sabzi), preparations of the same, are taken in- 
wardly (into the stomach) No The moderate 
use of hemp drugs has no connection with crime 
in general, or with crime of any special character 

52 Few bad characters are excessive con- 
sumers of these drugs An excessive consumer is 
usually a wretched creatuie, who has been render- 
ed unfit for any action requiring judgment, vigoui, 
or manliness 

53 No Certainlj not crime without violence 
Excessive indulgence, as I said before, usually 

' subdues the action of the brain and reduces the 
subject to a state of disablement, till sometimes 
his prolonged and excessive indulgences soften his 
brain, when he either becomes an imbecile or 


hypochondiiac, n monomaniac or a raving madman 
and commits crime with violence 

Yes, I have known cases, and can give speoific 
instances if required, but they are veiy few 

54 This IB a difficult question to answer 
Ganja never has the same eftect as brandy and 
whiskey, and therefore it cannot be said that 
when a criminal is arrested under the influence of 
ganja oi bhang immediately after he has commit- 
ted in offence, that he took it to fortify himself 
to commit a premeditated enme A criminal maj 
go to a ganjakhnua with the intention of smoking 
and foitifying himself to commit a premedita- 
ted act of violence When he has taken a few 
whiffs, he becomes merry and contented, and for-- 
gets all about bis intentions Spirituous dnnks 
are generally resorted to for onmo with and with- 
out violence by cnminals of all classes, 

55 I know no instances of the Lind Both ganj* ’ 
and bhang in themselves will produce complete 
stupefaction if a sufficient quantity is consumed 
No admixtuie is necessary The iiisensibility will 
last for hours, the subject being quite unconscious 
to eveiything around him The preparations of 
Indian hemp is largely used medicinally The 
eleotuarj commonly known as majum is prepared as 

a hulwa, and used to be sold in sweetmeat bazars 
and in the shops of native druggists and herbalists, 
but since the intiodueiion of the Abkari Act, such 
preparations are vended in licensed places of busi- 
ness This hulwa is administered to children 
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suffering from dnnlicEa, and is also given to them 
to procure sleep and to keep them quiet at night 

Oral evidence 

Ques/ion 1 — I have been Deputy Commis- 
sioner of Police, TMadraSj since 1883 I have been 
Inspector since 1865, and in Madias almost con- 
tinuously since 1867 

Question B3 — I have three cases in my mind , 
they are instances of violent crime One was a 
native officei in Bangalore about 1886 . He shot 
his suhadar-ma]or at 8 p M , locked himself up in 
his house all night, and next day at 2 p.ji shot 
his wife, opened the door, allowed his mothei-in- 
law and his children to escape, and then sat down 
in his chair and shot himself It was a case of 
jealousy in lespect to the officer shot It was 
associated by me with ganja, because it was said 
that he was a ganja smoker Clearly he had the 
motive before , and I think this cannot be re- 
garded as unpremeditated crime It is tbe ten- 
dency where a man is a smoker to attribute such 
a case to the drug On the contrary, I have 
known cases of men who have thieatened muider 
or suicide, and then had a smoke ind passed 
away from their anger altogether In this parti- 
cular ease I cannot tell whether any evidence was 
produced of ganja having been used at the time 
The second case was about 1883 or 1884" A 
barber in Madias City was twice mairied, and on 
the day he had to receive his second wife he cut 
the throat of the first wife and soon after cut his 
own throat I enquired into the case He was 
removed by me to hospital He recovered As 
soon as he was able to speak, he said he was under 
the influence of ganja, and could not tell what he 
was doing He was tiied at the High Court here 
He was tiansported for life He was a duuker 
He preferred his first wife and hated tbe second 
He had been married to the latter as a child, and 
then she had gone to Bui m a He had to take 

her, though he bad meanwhile mariied the wife I 
have called ‘'the fiist wife ” He murdered her and 
attempted his own life, bee mse he loved her and 
hated the other He may have done this from 
drink or fiom the smoking His object was that 
they might both die and she might not (as he 
said to the Judge) be with “ the second devil,” 
but with the angels Such murders occur apart 
from any intoxicant I cannot say that I can 
make up my mind as to whether ganja had any- 
thing to do with this case or not 
In a mantavam (canopy) in the city there lived 
some street waifs ("somberis”) One of them 
happened to be a ganja smoker He took a big 
stone one night, and, knowing that a woman was 
sleeping at tbe other “^ide of the parda, be dropped 
it on her head and killed her Apparently re- 
covering soon aftei from what was supposed to be 
ganja intoxication he cut his own throat He 
was taken to hospital When he recovered he said 
he had not the slightest leoollection of having 
killed the woman, but had attempted to make 
away with himself on being told what he had 
done when he recoveied fiom the ganja There 
was no motive whatever I do not pi of ess to 
understand how this occuried It seems to have 
been a puie case of mischief, He was a young- 


ster, and the woman an old beggar woman He 
was convicted and got (I think) two years foi a 
rash act He had thrown the stone over the 
parda, and it had killed the woman It was about 
twenty pounds weight He said he had had his 
Usual w’hiff, and had no notion of throwing the 
stone There was no passion The people who 
Were present gave information saying that the lad 
had thrown the stone in play at about 8 pm He 
ran off, and was found that night with his throat 
cut 

I have cases that I could give you of even worse 
character in connection with alcohol But I have 
confined myself to the eases I knew connected 
with hemp drugs The above are the only three 
eases I know thus connected by report with these 
drugs But, as I have already said, when it is 
known that a criminal is a ganja smokei, the ten- 
dency IS at once to connect his crime with ganja 
without inquiring whether he had a whiff that 
day or not The reason of this is partly because 
the diug is in disrepute, and this is due to the 
fact that it IS cheap and used mainly by the poor 

Question 45 — I cannot say that a large number 
of consumeis have passed through my hands as^ 
criminal But I have come in contact with many 
in other ways, specially street waifs, tiavellers, 
and bairagis I have observed in excessive con- 
sumers that they eventually become emaciated 
and weak minded, though harmless ereatuies, who 
can just pass to and fiom the ganja shop There 
IS, perhaps, one in ten thousand or fifteen thousand 
in the city who is an excessive consumer, or 
about one in five hundred of those who go to tbe 
shop , and his state may be due to some loath- 
some disease or some misfortune Tbe same is 
the case with excessive opium smokers The 
model ate ganja smokers are hale and hearty 
There are no physical effects on them I think 
you can distinguish an excessive consumer of 
alcohol from the excessive consumer of opium or 
ganja, but you cannot distinguish between the 
two last, except perhaps that the chest may be 
more hollow in the case of the excessive consumer 
of ganja I should say that even an expert could 
not tell the ganja smokei (in excess) fiom the opium 
smoker without evidence as to habit There is 
nothing peculiar in the eye There is heaviness 
of the eye in the case of excessive consumers of 
ganja and ojiium No redness except in case of 
exposnie to the sun The opium eatei’s eye is 
heavier than the ganja man — heuier eje-lid= 
The general appearance of the ganja smokei would 
be no guide, but the mark or com on his hands 
from rubbing ganja would be a guide These 
corns are not foimed with tobacco The moderate 
use of ganja makes no impression whatever on 
the appearance I can produce men who have 
smoked for y ears and are in perfect health 

We would not enlist ganja smokei s in the 
police, because we enlist boys We enlist lads of 
eighteen If such a 1 id took liquor, I would not 
take him , nor would T take such a lad if he took 
ganja But there are men in the loice who have 
long taken ganja or bhang without being absent 
from duty or incuiiing censuie The moderate 
use does not lead to breach of discipline, and it 
is not regarded as an offence at all.

61 There IS in tins district a consideiaWe pro- 
portion of bad characters who are habitual 
modeiate consumers of g iii]a But I believe 
connection is accidental It happens that this 
district IB specially subject to the inroads of 
houseless nomads, such as Yanadis, Yerukalas, 
Lambadis, and Wodders Owing to exposure 
in the mal irious tracts they haunt, these are veiy 
liable to attacks of fevei and rheumatism, and 
thus take to ganja smoking, which they believe 
to be prophj lactic in such cases Other criminals 
also aie often ganja smokeis, but I do not know 
of any instances of ciimmals who weie habitual 
consumeis of hemp drugs before taking to ciimo 
In these oases it is generally a gloiying in vice 
for its own sake that seems to induce the habit 
It may, however, be possible that a wish to in- 
crease their poweis of endurance is the object 
with them as well as with the nomads 

I return to this subject in my reply to question 

62. Bbang is seldom used in this distiict 
Those who do indulge in it are descendants of 
Rajputs, Bondelis, and other immigrants from 
the north Majum, a confection, onfe of the 
ingiedients of which is gaiija leai ts, is used as a 
soporific, mostly for children and invalids, and 
as an aphrodisiac Its latter use and the habit 
of ganja smoking often end in excessive use 
But this, so far as I know, does not produce any 
effect oil habitual crime. 

53 The excessive indulgence in majum and 
ganja smoking incite to unpremeditated crime, such 
as indecent assaults, homicide, and arson I 
know of instances m which all thise ciimes have 
been attempted by persons suffeimg fiom the 
frenzy induced by excessive mdulgeuce in ganja 
smoking and majum eating 

54 Most of the dacoity committed in this 
district IS the work of the nomads mentioned 
in my answer to question 51 As many of them 
are found to be under the influence of ganja when 
committing the most cruel dacoities, and there 
IS no reason to think that they are ignorant ot 
the reputation ganja has of incieasing powers of 
endurance and lending Dutch courage, we have 
every reason to suppose that they do foitify 
themselves with these objects before undertaking 
specially dangerous and arduous crimes 

55 Majum is often used by oiiminals to 
stupefy their victims, and complete stupefaction 
can be induced by majum without further ad- 
mixture I know of one instance of a boj being 
induced to smoke ganja as an aphrodisiac, and 
rendeied so incapable as to allow of his ornaments 
being removed by his tempters without protest 
from him The boy, however, said he was not 
so stupefied as not to be aware of the removal 
He afterwaids slept for a long while. Ganja 
leaves are smoked mixed with tobacco 

Ot al evidence 

Q^uesiton 1 — I have been 24i years in the 
police, and my whole seivice has been spent in the 
Northein Siicars, 

Jitieshon SO — The use of ganja in the Northern 
Sircars IS not extensive I have made enquiries, 
and find that 1 in 1,000 of the total population 


in towns and 1 in 10,000 in the rural tracts con- 
sume the drug These figures lepresent an aver- 
age foi the whole of the Northein Sircars The 
drug IS more used in the Kistna district and the 
Agency tiacts than in other parts Opium is very 
largely consumed in the Agency tiacts, and the 
same people are not likely to consume opium as 
well ns hemp In these tracts the lespectablo 
people take opium' and the disreputable classes 
ganja As a rule those who live by labour do not 
use ganja In the Noithern Sircars goneially 
ganja is consumed bj poor people who are also 
iccpcctahle, as well as hi some rajas and respectable 
Muhammadans, and sepoys and military pen- 
sioners 

Ques/ton 53 — I lemember two cases of arson, 
the offender in one of which had previously been 
guilty of several indecent assaults Several cases 
of indecent assault were also committed by the 
Bnhajis of a Math in Rajamandri T’here was a 
case of attempted homicide in tho Vizagapatam 
distuct, and one in the Kistna district ot actual 
homicide These are the cases leferred to in my 
written answers They all came into comt. I 
should think the records ot the cases would con- 
tain leference to the use of ganja All the cases 
were acquitted on tho ground of insanity, and the 
offenders went to the lunatic asylum In one 
case of arson only the offender, w ho hud become 
sane before the trial began, was acquitted. He 
was found to liaie committed the offenoe m a fit 
of insanity This man was not sent to tho asj - 
him, as the District Surgeon certified he was no 
longer a dangerous lunatic In sajing that the 
men were in a state of frenzy I mian that they 
were actually insane I associate these cases with 
ganja because the men were known ganj i smok- 
ers, and, as well ns I could ascertain, none of them 
showed nnv sj'mptoms of being insane before he 
took to ganja Some of them had been insane 
forajeai and other considerable periods They 
h id been smoking for several years Tho case of 
aiEon in which the man was discharged occurred 
in Rnjamandii in 1870 or 1871 The records of 
that case roust have been destioyed 

Qvesttoti 64 — The effects of ganja when used 
as a fortification for commission of crime last 
longer than those of alcohol, and the drug is not 
so likely to disable a man by intoxication as alco- 
hol IS 1 should gather that a ciiminal had not 
used alcohol fiom tho absence ot the smell of 
liquor I could not say that a man dosed with 
ganja could be detected by the smell, because tlie 
ganja smoker has no distinctive smell The in- 
feience that the men of whom I speak were under 
the influence of ganja was drawn fiom the fact 
that they weie intoxicated, i e , eleiafed, and did 
not smell of liquor It was also apparent that 
they weie not consumeis of opium, because that 
would haie been detected by the look of their 
eyes In my experience opium does not incite to 
violence Puither, the peisons in question when 
arrested weie found to be habitual ganja smokers 
If they had been b ibitual liquoi drinkers, I should 
not neeessaiily have expected that they would 
have used liquoi to fortify themselves, because, 
being associated with ganja sraokeis, they might 
have thought ganja would serve the purpose 
better I have nevei seen a man using ganja foi 
the first time The result in such cases as I hav o 
heard of has been that the man has been stuptlied 
But in those cases the ding was administeied 
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with a view to Btupefiction Ordinanly a liquoi 
drinLer would fortify himself with liquor Oa 
the contiary a ganja smoker would certainly not 
take alcohol to foitify himself In this answei 
I do not attribute the crime to the ganja habit 
We have a great many ganja smokeis who aie 
criminals, but that is purely an accident. In the 
registei which is kept of bad characters the ganja 


liquor 01 opium habit is noted I am speaking of 
the district in which I am now seiving I think, 
however, that the fact is generally noted The 
leasonfoi noting it is that the man’s sources of 
livehhood and expenditure are recorded as far as 
possible No use would be made in court of this 
infoimation 


69 Evidence of Em Bahadur K. Nakainaswam?, Telaga, Inspector of Eolice, 

Vizianagram 


I In the diseliaige of my duties as a police 
olEcei, I have often had opportunities to come in 
contact with the habitual consumers of the various 
products of the hemp plant From my personal 
knowledge of such men, and also fiom the inform- 
ation gueii by them, I make my answeis to the 
following queshons 

14 Yts, ganja and bhang are prepared in this 
country Mostly in the agency tracts, and to a 
small extent on the plains 

16 Bhang is prepared generally by the people 
in their houses It can be piepared from the 
hemp plant wherever grown Ganja can be pre- 
pared from the wild plant wherevei giown 

19 Ganja is used for smoking in confection, 
called madum and in eleotuanes, Madum is pie- 
pared by the admixture of sugai and jaggery, 
ganja, and some spices Some make ganja into 
powder after roasting it m ghee and use the 
powder in electuaries, while others use the very 
ghee in winch the ganja is boiled after the latter 
is strained away Some use the strained ghee by 
applying it to betel leaves This is done to pio- 
duce sound sleip oi liieliness These uses are 
prevalent lu towns 

20 There aie ganja smokers among all classes 
of people, except banians Bairagis (mendicants), 
as a rale, are all gaiija smokers Of others, some 
of tho=e that frequent the hilly parts of the dis- 
trict are also ganja smokers. About 10 per cent 
of the population of Vizianagiam are either ganja 
smokers or bhang eaters or diinkeis These uses 
are more prevalent in towns than in villages 

24 Biahmins and Musalmans eat oi drink 
bhang The drinkers outnumbei the eaters In 
towns 

26 Fiom April to September 1893, ganja 781 
seers, madum 77 and odd seers, and bhang 182 
and odd seers were sold in the Vizianagram town 
against 781 and odd seers of ganja, t)7 and odd 
seers of madum, and 266 and odd seeis of bhang 
for the same time in 1892 both in Vizianagram 
and cantonment The difference being so very 
trifling, that cannot account for either inciease or 
decrease 

28 Qiiaitei anna worth of bhang or ganja per 
day IS enough foi a habitual moderate consumer 

82 No social or religious customs in regard to 
the use of anj of these drugs I have known of as 
existing 

33 The use of any of these drugs is considered 
an evil practice. No public opinion (social oi 
religious) exists in rcgaid to the practice Ganja 
smoking IS considered bad, and therefore the con- 
sumers stand very low in the estimation of re- 
spectable people They cannot be steady-minded, 
I know no custom of worshipping the hemp plant 
in the djstiict 


39 Smoking ganja is more injurious than eat- 
ing or dunking, because smokers look more un- 
healthy than eateis or diinkers 

40 None lecommend the use of ganja on ac- 
count of Its medicinal qualities It is used in the 
tieatment of cattle diseases The Maharaja’s 
stable doctors often puichased ganja or bhang to 
use it in medicines for treating horses and other 
cattle, 

41 Even the moderate use of either ganja or 
bhang is in no way beneficial in its effects 

42 Though the moderate use of bhang is not 
beneficial, it is baimlessif taken with spices, milk, 
sugar or jaggery I have known many persons 
who drink bhang m the way given above who 
have not lost their health oi mental or bodily 
vigour 

43 Moderate consumeis aie inoffensive to 
their neighbouis 

44 The immediate effect of even the moderate 
use of any of these drugs is the excitement of the 
brain. It lasts for about an hour The want of 
subsequent gratification produces desire or uneasi- 
ness unlike that which is produced by opium 
In the lattei the desire or uneasiness is much 
stronger than in the foimei Some say it adds to 
the digestive pow’eis and creates appetite, while 
some others that it does not 

45 Even the moderate use of any of these 
drugs affects to some extent the virile poweis, and 
tends to inciease the belief in God I have known 
of several men who compl lined of the loss or 
weakness of their sexual desiie by the use of 
ganja smoking I ha\ e also known of some cases 
in winch the u&eis of ganja smoking have become 
sadhus or mendicants 

49 The use of any of these drugs is not prac- 
tised as an aphiodisiao 

51 Yes, out of 21 on the active list of crimi- 
nals in the Vizianagram town, 15 are habitual 
ganja smokers and opium eateis or smokers. 
These men commit thefts and house bieakings, 
though not of a seiious natuie 

53 I have known of cases in which the exces- 
sive use of ganja smoking has made the con- 
sumers mad , but I know no ease in which it led 
to homicidal frenzy, 

54 No never 

55 Yes, several cases occurred in which crimi- 
nals induced then victims to partake of madum 
or confection, and so stupefied them to rob them 
of their personal property No complete stupe- 
faction can be had by ganja if taken moderately 
An unusually large dose, of course, bnngs upon 

1 the consumer complete stupefaction

This case was quoted to me by the 
letirrd head constable, one named Kolia Hamnswa 
mi, who charged the case, being then the S. H O 
ofthe Aiilvapilli Police Station A retired Police 
constable named Avala Polavya, wbo served for a 
long time in the Vi/ianagram town station, quote-, 
another case as occurred in the town of Vivaana- 
grnm The following are the particulars — 

About the year 1877 a person of weaver caste 
gamed intimacy with a dancing girl, one night 
coveting her personal property', ho resorted to the 
plan of giving sweetmeat mixing with it trnduM 
(confection of ganya) , but before it produced com- 
plete effect on her, ho hurriedly gave a gap wound 
to bci till oat with a razor, and she w oke up raising 
an alarm, and the man bolted away with a neck- 
lace, removing it from her neck luiriy-sktirry 
The accused was sentenced for attempt at murder 
to 10 yeais^ transportation

small open fields behind houses on the hills, open 
yards bLhind the houses, patches of cultivation 
The cultivation is not found in all the villages of 
the Agency, in only one-fourth of the villages, 
and tb it too not very extensively , only in three or 
four yards, say, out of ten In the plains I have 
noticed a few plants giowing behind bouses, but 
cultivation is much less on the plains It is not 
in fields, except that occasionally a few seeds are 
sown along with tobacco In the Vizianagram taluk 
of over 270 villages cultivation is only m one or 
two villages My attention bad lieen drawn to 
cultivation two or three years ago I bad not

I have the honour to inform you that it is a 
matter of regret to me that I cannot throw anv 
light upon such an important sub 3 ect that would 
be worth recording To^ answer but a few of the 
different questions would take up much time, and 
would also require some prei lous study to answer 
the questions effectively. It is well-known by 
3 ail oEBcials that gan 3 a is highly esteemed by the 
criminal population In eveiy 3 ail gau 3 a is found 
from time to time when searcliing prisoners, and 
from my own expenence the most haidened 
offendeis are the greatest consumers I have been 
employed as a jail official for more than 26 years, 
and can remember at diffeient times duimg that 
period assaults made on jail officials, jail servants 
and fellow-convicts by piisoners who were at the 
time, when committing the assaults, under the in- 
fluence of ganja In this respect the Madias 
Penitentiary probably heads the list, as the jail 


has generally some hundreds of habituals in it 
and many of them would go to exti ernes to get 
possession of ganja Those that could manage 
to get money from their friends outside would pay 
highly for a small quantity of ganja, and those 
without money would give away their food for a 
very small quantity of this diug I have known 
prisoners to chew it as tobacco is chewed , but it 
was generally smoked rolled up in a leaf from a 
tiee suitable for the purpose Had observations 
been recorded at the Penitentiary from 1869 to 
1879, some useful infoimation as to its baneful 
effeeto upon those using it would have been forth- 
coming I should ceitainly say, fiom the number '

Mj home IS in Vellore. I have I.een 27 years in 
t ie Nt Iioneeis and am now Subadar Major 
1 abadiir ^Ij replies are based on my regimental 
experience, also on facts jiiokod up outside the re- 
giiiient, in the various jilaoes I have served in, and 
also on hearsay 


In my regiment there aie now some thirty or 
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foity consumeis of ganji Formerh tbeie were 
fai more Formerly there «as great consumption 
owing to the cheipness of the drug Now rum 
IS given to the men on hard Work on campaigns at 
a consideiahh leduced rate (2|. annas woith for 
one anna) They thus acquire the hahit of diniL- 
lug hquoi instead of using ganja 

The u«e of gania is geneialli piaotisedin seoiet 
The men do not like the native officers to know 
about it But we get nifoimation "When his 
conduct begins to show signs of it (for the use ol 
ganja leads to the deterioration of the sepo 3 )j 
then the explanation offered is that he has taken 
to gin]a If his conduct had not begim to de- 
teiiorate, I should not heai anything of it , toi he 
would practise the use in seciet The tliirt) or 
foity men to whom I have above referred aie men 
whose conduct IS not as good as it was Apait 
fiom had conduct no intimation would come to 
me 

When I hear of a mau being thus caiele's or 
bid in his conduct, I send for him and ask him 
about it He denies the use as a rule The lea 
son IS that a man who neglects his duty or is of 
b id conduct owing to the use of the ding is liable 
to be discharged There is no rule to tins effect 
< But soldiers are bound not to give themselves to 
intoMoating drugs such as ganja or opium or to 
hquor in excess Theie is no penalty attaching to 
the moderate use of drugs oi liquoi So long as a 
man takes them in raodoiation and keeps hold of 
himself there is no haim These thirty oi foity 
men to whom 1 have referred aie none of them 
had enough to he discharged But all of them 
show more oi lees signs of deterioration They 
have more oi le«s acquiied the hihit so as to affect 
their characters I do not think theie are many 
moderate consumers in the regiment besides them 
Native offioeis know such matters well These 
consumers aie not respected in the regiment Tlie 
non-consumers look down on and avoid them 
They aie both Musalmans and Hindus and also 
Aghjans (or low caste people) Foieigners are 
not enlisted in our regiment 

I nevei report to the Commanding Officer until 
I have clear proof that the man is a consumer 
None of these men ha\e been reported, foi, though 
I believe fiom their conduct that they aie coii- 
sumets, I have no clear proof of it, and have never 
seen any of them smoke We have defaulteis' 
sheets of men who have been punished in any waj' 
The name of ganja smokeis would not be entered 
m the defaulteis’ sheets unless they are punished 
for some offence 

If I saw a man smoking ganja I should at once 
have him arrested and leport him to the Command- 
ing Officer I have never had to do this in any 
case since I have held a commission, nor have I 
ever had occasion in my service to airest a man 
foi this I had a case a few months ago, but it 
was a case of opium The drug was found m the 
man’s kit Undei the Articles of Wai theie is a 
strict prohibition against using any kind of in- 
toxicants. And any man who takes dings at all 
IS liable to arrest and to dismissal from the service 
There is no order against ganja other than is 
igainst liquor, theie is a general ordei against the 
use of intoxicants, and a mau who touches gan 3 a 
01 spirits IS liable to disobedience to oiders 

There is only one man, a Hindu, in mj company 
whom I have had to talk to about such matters 
They are dealt with hy company officers I told 


him that I had heard he smoked He denied it 
and took oatli of his caste He is a j ouiig man 
I told him his carelessness in dutv shoued him to 
he a smoker He again denied it He has ap- 
peared in the defaulteis’ sheet foi neglect of duty 
Theie are two or thiee such smokers in my com- 
pany But I have onlj spoken to this one , and 
I have no proor against him If there is anj' 
fight or theft oi othei such offence and I heai of it, 
I make an inquiry, calling witnesses, and have the 
min punished If I heaid an equally definite 
complaint that a man had smoked ganja, I should 
take the same couise Such a ease has never 
occurred in my expeiience No open smoking has 
ever occurred All I know about the thiity or 
forty men I have mentioned is that I have heard 
that it IS believed that they smoke secretly in their 
houses There is no evidence available 

Qiteshon 61 , — This statement about the children 
of smokers being puny is not based on legimental 
expeiience, but on what I have noticed of the 
cliildien of fakiis and other poor people who 
smoke Of coiiise, I have nevei made any special 
inquiry, but this is my impiession 

In our regiment we have only four Kahars or 
Bhoois attached to the hospital But on service 
we had Kahais, Hindustanis, to the number of 40 
or 60 at a time The} weie generally consumeis 
of the dings I nevei saw anj' deteiioration in 
their woik from taking ganja, but the consumer 
who was accustomed to the drug could not woik 
without It , he seemed unfit foi woik. They have 
very heavy woik 

Question 53 — No case of minder from drugs 
has ever happened in my legiment But I re 
member that a case occuired lu Bangaloie in 1885 
in the 12th Madras Infantry, in which a sepoy 
named Ramkistama shot the Jamadai, Adjutant, 
and Dull Havildar of his regiment The men of 
the 12th said be was a great ganja smokei He 
was hanged Theie was no enmity, but gieat 
fnendship between the sepoy and theJamadarin 
this case I heard of another case which oocuried 
ayear later in the same legiment, in which a Jama- 
dar shot the Suhadar with a levolver and then his 
wife and then himself I asked about the matter, 
and heaid that the Jamadai had been a ganja 
smokei, and also that there had been great enmitj 
between him and the Suhadar 

I remember also a ca«e of a baiiagi who com- 
mitted suicide by thrusting his tongs into his 
throat I was playing neai at the time He was 
a ganja smokei This was in 1866 at Hoshanga- 
bad when I was a boy with my father, who served 
in this regiment People said he was a ganja 
smoker, and saw him smoke I know tliat 
baiiagis also use dhatura, hut that was not meu- 
tioned 

Besides these three cases I have never myself 
known any case of the connection of hemp dings 
with such Climes I have never seen any other 
such case I have been told of such cases occur- 
ring in other places 

Question 54 — My answei here is purely based

Question 43 — My experience is tint it is a 
veiy me thing to meet with any case in which 
the hemp drug Ins caused evil cfTocts on the 
health of the population Apart fiom insanity, 
no evil effects have been brought to mv 
notice The statistics of the tliice lunatic 
asiliims in the picsideiiey show the connec- 
tion between the hemp drugs and insmity 
As to whethei these stitistics aio tinstworthy, 
I should lely entirely on the opinion of the 
medical officers in charge of the asylums, with the 
exception of ceitnin distiict officers Other in- 
foimation gathered from the Police or othci la} 
sources 1 would not accept as rolnhlc The 
statistics of the lunatic as} luras arc, as I under- 
stand, based on professional opinions And these 
opinions are based on the medical officers’ ohseiv- 
alions in the ns}lunis, the facts famished by 
insaiies in lucid intcivals, and the stntemoatb of 
friends and relatives of the insanos 'Jhe medical 
officer might got at the information icgarding the 
hemp drug habit in the same way ns ho might 
asceitaiii whether the insanity W'as duo to loss of 
mono} or friends, disappointment in love, or 
quariels, so he might find that ho had the habit of 
charas or ganja smoking I have never had 
charge of a lunatic asvlum The pnctice which 
I have desciibed lelahvo to the enquiry as to 
cause of iiisanit} IS the practice which I know to 
be followed b} tbo Siipenntcndouts of As}lum8 
In each case in which the cause of insamlv is 
given m the letuins furnished to ino, I accept 


that cause as based on sufficient data In case? 
whore the Superintendent himself lias had no 
opportunity of examining the friends or relatives 
of an insane, and the cause is entered on informa- 
tion furnished by the Civil Surgeon, the ceitify- 
ing officer, 1 should consider the statement of 
cause reliable, if the Civil Surgeon had had the 
case under observation long enough VI here the 
Civil Smgeon had no information, and the cause 
was entered on information furoislied by the dis- 
trict officer, I should think the statement of cause 
decidedly reliiblo in some ci<^es In the last 
category a reliiblo case would bo one in wliicn a 
European officer certified the cause from personal 
observation or enquiry conducted by bim«clf in 
poreon I should think a Lnropeaii district ollicer 
would he well icqiiaintcd with tne products of his 
district, and the drugs of the eountrv, and would 
(horefoie be able to form a reliable opinion on the 
effects of the hemp drugs in an} given ca^e That 
IS the reason why I issued a circular to Snpenn- 
tciidonts of Asylums, directing that when Form 
C did not nitntioii the cause of insanity they 
should apply to District Magistrates for that in- 
formation I should say that n Superintendent 
who considered himself bound to accept the cause 
given in Form C, and to enter it in his Register 
and annual statement Vilas the cause of insanity, 
was hbouiing under a misapprehension. If 1 found 
that the entnes in statement VII were ba«od on 
Form C, I should not regard them as reliable , 
they might bo correct, but they would require 
corroboratn 0 evidence If I found further that 
the enquiry in regard to cause was never made by 
the district officer, hut by a Subordinate Magis- 
trate or through the Police, 1 should regard the 
cause assigned ns much less reliable As Surgeon 
Geiicial I have had no opportunity of making 
cnquiiy n gai-ding causation apart from the statis- 
tics supplied to me Diagnosis of hemp drug in- 
sanity does not depend solely on histoi} 1 con- 
sider that it 18 the dut^' of the medical officer to 
observe the case, and base his diagnosis on the facts 
ho observes, and those ho may elicit from the 
insane in lucid lutcrvals

Question 1 — I am Piineipal Medical Store- 
keeper, Madias. I have been over tweuty-ono 
veaisinthe seivice, entirely in this piesidency 
except when on seivice I have been four years in 
all in charge of the Madras Lunatic Asylum 
(thiee yeais and then one) I had an appoint- 
ment in the Hampshiie Asylum beloie I came out 
for two months , and in a large private asylum 
lu London foi seven mouths in 1877 I have no 
other special evpeiience of lunacy I cannot lefei 
the Commission to any literature on the subject 
of hemp drug insanity I have never made anv 
post-mortem examinations of biains, nor can I 
refei to auy showing whether tissue changes aie 
found 111 cases of hemp drug insanity 

Question 45 — I put in printed copies of my 
letteis to Di Waideu of 6lh and 20th October 
1893 I adhere to the views therein expiessed as 


to the genorallv untrustworthy character of the 
statements of Medical Ollicers, Jtedical Subordi- 
nites ind M igistntes, as to the cause of insanity 
(tide letter of Gth October) As to my letter of 
20tb Octobei, by saying tint " 1 am responsible ” 
for the enti les as to cause, 1 mean that 1 did not 
leave the entry of cause to be made from Form C 
by subordinates M hethcr I wioto it myself or 
not I was responsible that the cause entered was 
what I my self decided to be the cause, and not 
meioly what was eiileied in the papers In my 
letter cf Gth October I say that “ I must assure 
myself that the cause has been entered in my 
own handwriting” When I got to the asylum, 
I found that it had not been outsred in my haud- 
wiitmg in the general register, but in another hook 
(in an index) in pencil by me an index in which 
names are entered ns patients come in I thought 
I had eiiteied it also m the case hook, but I had 
not done so in all cases I fiud I find some such 
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entries My “reasonable belief" as to cause was 
based on reading the papers and seeing whether 
they showed a piobable cause of insanity, and on 
inquiry from tbe lunatic I see the case of Kamil 
Saheb shows him as having shown no signs of im- 
piovement and as having nothing ascertainable as 
to history The case book shows nothing I must 
ha\e found out from him, 1 suppose I must 
have found that he took ganja I presume that 
if a man in his state said he took ganya it would 
just be as reliable as if he were sane s 

I know nothing at all about what would be tlie 
moder ite or immoderate use of the drugs The 
admission of the habit was theiefoie asaiule 
quite sufficient for my purpose 

I have no knowledge whatever of the extent 
to which the drug is used 

There are not, I think, anv typical si mptoms of 
hemp diug insanity I really do not know anj 
ty pical symptoms These eases are mostly cases 
of acute mania If I had a case of acute mania 


and the admission of the ganja habit, and othei 
causes were unknown, I should have no hesitation 
in ascribing the insanity to hemp drugs Causes 
aie nearly always unknown as a matter of fact 
That IS, people enter causes readily enough , and 
ganja is fiequentlv entered Ganja has a bad 
name, and when people find a lunatic takes ganja 
they stick it down But trustwortly statements 
as to cause are generally wanting In cases where 
I find an alcoholic habit I should assign the in- 
sanity to alcohol if I could leasombly do so 
That is I should do so in the ab=ence of any othei 
cause , for alcohol is a most notable cause of in- 
sanity CiseNo 11 of the 1893 cases is one 
which might, be aseiibed to eithei ganja oi 
ilcohol In the case of alcohol I should of couise 
discnmimte between the modeiate and excessive 
use In the case of ganja I could not It is 
much easier lor a Kuropean to judge of alcoholism 
than of drugs I therefoie feel very little con- 
fidence in the diagnosis I have made, asciibing 
these ca=es to hemp drugs.

Quesiton 1 — I have been tuenty yeais in India 
111 the seivice I was in charge of the Lunatic 
A'ylnm it Madias for o\er two yeai', and have 
been in ehaige of the Waltaii Asylum since Apiil 
1893 At home I was foi foul months Assistant 
at the Somerset County Asylum Apart from 
that, I have had no special expenence or tr uning 
in insanity I have had diaige of sevcial jails as 
Civil Surgeon I am now m chaige of the jail 
here 

Question 27 — I have made an inquiry into the 
use of hemp by the piisonors in the jail licie I 
isked the Hospital A'si'tant and Jailoi to find 
out what men admitted the use of the drugs I 
thought tne pii'oueis would be more leady to tell 
the nati\e ofiicials in the first instance about their 
habits I then questioned each apait I was 
siiipiised to find Low willingly the prisoners 
admitted the use Theie was no difficulty what- 
cvei I found 18 cises in a male population 
of 191 Ot these, 4 had the habit of using 
other intoxicants as well, and 14 admitted 
the ganja habit only Yesterday theie weie 
11, 3 with the confessed double habit, lu a male 
population of 151 All the men admitted 
hetoie me quite readily I have never been asLedfoi 
gauja by a piisoner , but 1 have been lepeatedlv 
asked foi opium by those who use that diug I do 
not think that the failure to ask for ganj i is due to 
any shame, for these 18 evinced no such 
feeling I know of no reason why they should 
not ask foi it Some opium eaters hav e been dis- 
coveied who have never asked for the diug, but 
Eomeconfiimed opium eaters give great tiouble J 
conclude that the ganja habit can he much more 
easily bioken I have had charge of jails for the 
last eleven years almost continuously 

Of the 11 cases seeu jesteiday all but one 
are cases of ofiences against pi operty That one 
18 a case of causing giavous huit , but the Judge 
states in liis judgment that the offence was eommit- 
ed while the men weie drunk The lecoid shows 
thatthey had diunk toddy atafeast Iseenothing 
wbatevei to couneot the ciimes in any of these 
ca'es with the ganja habit Seveial are old 
offenders, and all these told me that their fiist 
ofiences weie committed befoie they took to ganja 

1 asked all these ciiminals as to how much they 
used They all denied becoming silly oi senseless 
fiom ganja None of them admitted taking ganja 
to excess, I used to think I could pick out an 
opium siuokei by his appearance , but lecent 
inquiries have shown me that theie aie men of 
jierfoetlv healthy appeaiance who confess to (he 
habit As to ganja, it was nevei hi ought to my 
notice at all bo fai as I am awaie, theie is 
nothing special about the ganja smokei’s physical - 


appear ince Tlefore I leceived the questions 
issued by the Commission I paid no attention to , 
ganja I did not know it was a general habit to 
ii'e ganja , I had heaid it was used in ihe lulls, 
hut did not know it w'as used here I had, of 
course no idea as to what w oulil be modeiate oi 
exees-ive use 

Quesiton 29 — My statement that opium is 
added to piodwce gie iter mioxication is based on 
information given me by the Vizagapatam ganja 
vcndoi I visited the 'hop and m ide inqmnes 
fiom him 1 did not gathei that the mixture of 
the two dingo was geneial One or two prisoners 
said they ate a little opium and then smoked then 
ganja I donot know wliy tuis is done 

I remember the case of the lunatic Kolagana 
Ramamuiti I had had communication with the 
Rev Air Laflamme about the case I felt the 
man should not he released without having some 
one to look after him I lemembei that Air 
Laflamme came m answei to my letter and spoke 
to me about the blow on the head I told him I 
did not think that the blow could have been the 
cause of insanity I thought the evil tieatment 
by his lelntues had moie to do with it I had 
also heaid that the man took liquoi I was con- 
cerned in telling All Laflamme that the blow on 
the head was not the prob ible cause of insanity 
as he asked me that 1 may have mentioned the 
othti possible causes I have no recollection of 
mentioning ganja I do not think I could have 
given that as the cause The papers have no 
rtfeience to ganja , but they aie cltii on liquor 
dunking At the tune 1 attributed ilie insanity 
to the tieatment the man had leeetved on becom- 
ing a Cliiistian He was always asking for liis 
wife and child 1 have a lecollection also of 
telling the missionary that the man was not quite 
a good character, but took liquor I thought it 
piobahle the missionaiy did not know this 1 
lemcmber mentioning it, as the Hospital Assistant 
had told me of it If 1 had been told about ganja, 

1 should have mentioned that I see the papers 
have no lefeieiice to ganja The refoience to 
liquoi dunking is in Foim C, signed by the Head 
Assistant Alagistiate 

Question 45 — In cases sent to me as Civil Sur- 
geon for obseivatioD, and also in cases sent to me 
as Superintendent of the Asylum, I receive in- 
lorraationiu Foiin Cfiom the Alagistiate Thisis 
based on inquiries made hi him, I have to accept 
this, as I have not, except in ca'es of lesidenfs in 
the town, oppoitunities foi making the inquiries 
Fiequently the entiles logaidmg cause, occupation, 
etc , used to be unknown But Goveinment have 
issued an oider’that oveiy effoit should be made 
to obtain inloimation The Government were 
dissatisfied with the defective character of the m- 
formatiou given and the numbei of cases in which 
the cause was unknown tVe often send back 
cases aoeoidingly to the Alagistiate when the 
cause is not given or infoimation is othei wise 
defective 

Asa rule, we accept what the Magistrate assio-ns 
as the cause We should euter “ grief or 
“hquoi” or “ganja” acooiding as the Alagis- 
tiate had enteied it We presume that he has 
made inquiiy Even when an entry had been 
made by the Magistrate, I should send for the 
lel itives if m the town if theie was any point on 
which 1 wanted more information I have done 
so in one oi two cases where the Alagistrate had 
shown a cause, because I wanted to look into 
heiedity Even in the very' lare case of lelatives 
coming with a lunatic, I should not make any 
inquiry from them unless theie was a point on 
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■wTiicli I speci'illy desned infoimafcion Thus, if 
the entry regat dinsj hereditaij Instoiy wpie blank, 
I should take eveiy oppoitunity that offered of 
inquiring into it, because the chance of recoveiy 
depends so much on heredity 

As a rule, and subject to these exceptions, the 
entries are copied at once into the general registei 
from the Magistrate’s papers If 1 found a more 
piobable cause than that assigned hy the Magis- 
trate, I should alter the entry I do not lemem- 
ber evei altering an entiy in this Asylum But 
I lemeraber making such an alteiation several 
times in Madias 1 remember specially the case 
of a Eurasian who had hereditaiy taint in the 
Madras Asjlum But it is much moie difficult 
to get such information m the case of a native , 
if any one could get it 

I remembei getting information from an old 
woman (mother oi grandraothei) of the lunatic P 
Naia^imham, admitted in 1892, that the patient’s, 
grandfather was insane I thinir it would have 
been moie valuable to have shown that as a case 
of heredity than of ganja insanity , hut I observe 
that the lattei entry has not been alteied in the 
register The point, of comse, is chiefly one of 
personal mteiest to me in the treatment of the 
case An entry was made on the papeis I 
omitted to alter the register At the same time 
I think that theiegister should have been alteied, 
as the question of lecoveries fiom ceitam types is 
important 

I do not think that the entiies in the Eorm C 
as to cause are leliable The relatives are not 
generally able to give valuable information, and 
the Magishates who get the infoiation are not 
able to judge what is valuable infoimatiou I 
might illustiate this by saying that it is not un- 
usual to find that a lunatic who comes in with 
cause “ unknown ” or some othei cause assigned 
s an epileptic Epilepsy is most impoi fant as a 
cause and also in relation to cuie I think also that 


if a hfagistrate hears anj’ mention of ganja fbo 
cause goes down as ganja I do not, theiefore 
think that Statement VU appended to the annual 
lepoit can be reguded as at all a satisfactory 
basis on winch to rest any conclusion as to the 
connection between hemp dings and insanity 

I have not given any leplies in ray paper to 
questions 15 and 46 as to the effects of hemp 
dings, because I do not know them I have 
failed to ofaseive any physical signs in tho'e who 
use the drugs While m charge of the Madras 
Asylum, I endeavoured to asceitam typical 
symptoms of hemp drug insanitv, but failed I 
have said that I place little lebance on the cause 
of insimty as assigned by the Magistrate I 
should say that the di ignosis of hemp drug 
insanity in any case must be based solely on 
cause By that 1 mean that without a his- 
toiy of the drug there can be no such diagnosis 
I attach specially little weight to the allegation 
of ganja as a cause \n Foim G, because there is i 
popular idea that ganja cau-es insanity, and if the 
Magistrate heard of ganja lie would probably entei 
lb at once I should m>self have put down ganja 
as the c luse of insanity m any case wheie I exam 
ined the friends, if they raeiely said the man 
used ganja and I could get no other cause, as I 
did not discriminate between the excessive and 
modeiate use I should go much moie carefully 
into the mattei now, sjnee I have, in the couise of

Quesho?i 45 — Explanahon — The Hospital

Bhang is the larger leaves and capsules of the 
hemp plant It is made from the gieen plant, 
and often the people who use them make up a 
large number of balls and dry them in the sun foi , 
futme use Bhang is prepared m the following 
way 'Ihe green leaves, sometimes even the 
tender stalks and capsules, are ground into a stiff 
paste in a stone monai with a wooden pestle To 
make it moie intoxicating a few seeds of dhatma are 
often added When the paste is smooth it is 
made into a drink ’ey the addition of milk, wacei, 
sugai, etc , according to fancy An oidinary do'e 
IS a teacupful, but often a quart is taken by a 
seasoned vessel 

There is one very important preparation of the 
Indian hemp which is not mentioned m these 
questions Imeanraijum, a kind of sweetmeat, 
composed of bhang, ghee, sugar and spices The 
ingredients, at least their exact proportions, aie a 
seciet of the trade, as it is said in Calcutta that 
only one man could prepaie the majum properly m 
the whole of India , that man lives at Delhi, form 
where the best majum comes This is the onh 
preparation which is often eaten by compar itivelj 
well-educated people of the better class owing to 
its aphrodisiac properties Before going to bed a 
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person usually takes about 8 grains or a pill about 
as large as a good-sized pea and gradually swallows 
it. 

16 Bhang is almost invariably prepared bi the 
people in their houses. It can be prepared from 
the hemp plant wherever grown banja and 
charas are difficult to prepare , at least 1 never 
knew that any one smoked either of them, home- 
giown or home prepared 

17 All these and especially ganja are smoked 
in Bengal by the \ery lowest of the low Bhang 
IS Eometinies used by the better class people 
Majum by a great many well to-do people for its

Question 1 — I have been neaily seventeen 
years in th» service neaily all military service I 
am in charge of Hie ]3tli Madras Infantry, ann 
am also temporarily acting os Civil Surgeon of 
Cannaiiore in addition to mj own duty ]\Ij sei- 
vice has been conhned to Madi is presii’encj (in- 
cluding Burma) I have had no spcci il expenence 
ofinsauitj, uoi any special training m mental 
diseases 

Question 15 — Bhang is used m the festival of 
Shiva, and Shiva is connected with dhatura some- 
how or otiier I do not know how For this reason 
one seed of dhatura is used in the bhang as an act 
of reverence to Shiva This is the custom m some 
parts of Bengal But the addition of dli itura for 
1 inci eased intoxication is only exceptinnal When 
1 thej want to increase intoxication, thej often use 
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dbatun, not clcobol , but, ns I say, tins use is it- 
self osceptiomi, not fieqiient I cannot say bow 
tbe seed is added I have myself drunk some 
bhang with dbatura mixed I took it on a bet to 
see the effect, when we saw it piepared by some 
durwans when I was a student I did not know 
wbat I was dmnG: ifor some time I had to go to 
bed I remember a sort of dual personality 
coming over me I felt mjself (I lemember, 
though it IS twenty-five or thirty years ago) in an 
egg A servant opening the door broke it I did 
not notice any change of vision I was about 14 
or 15 only, and incapable of observing physiologi- 
cal symptoms 

Question 45 — What I have said heie is based 
on personal experience of sepoys who are smokers, 
though they would not acknowledge it, as it is 
contrary to military ordeis I could almost spot 
a man who was a confirmed smoker As a pro- 
fessional man, I cannot say I am suie I know 
that tiie opinion of skilful men is opposed to this 
view , but I am morally certain that I could spot 
a man who had long smoked immoderately 

One case of ganja smoking I watched since I 
joined tbe 18tb Regiment in 1883 until the other 
day Up to 1892 he nevei smoked immoderately 
There was no physical or mental deterioration until 
1892 In 1892 he went on leave and lost some 
relations from cholera He then took to im- 
moderate smoking, which resulted in madness , so 
that when he returned from his furlough he was 
a raving maniac He had six months' furlough 
and overstayed his leave hen arrested he was 
a raving maniac, violent, obstreperous The man 
never said he was a ganja smoker, but be asked for 
ganj a in hospital In this man's ca«e I put down 
the cause as "the sudden loss of relations and pro- 
bably ganja smoking ” He did not become mad 
under my obseivation, so I could not know the ac- 
tual cause We have to give a cause if possible 
This man was sent to the Madras Lunatic Asy- 
lum 

The second man was also sent to the Madras 
Lunatic Asylum The case contained the entry 
that the disease " was due to his own imprudence " 
There was no entry whatever in the whole case m 
any of the papeis of the use of hemp drugs Be- 
cause it could not be proved, and as it is an offence 
to use ganja, we did not mention it The only 
thing that connects the case with ganja is that the 
man when lusane asked foi it The Deputy 
Surgeon General did not thiuk that suflicient , for 
he said "Would you put down ganja as the 
cause of madness because the madman asks for it ? 
W otild yon put liquor as the cause if he asked for 
liquor?" I would But we did not enter ganja 
as the cause I knew nothing of the man’s smoking 


ganja before the become mad I never saw 
him smoking, and there was no eiidence that he 
did so 

These are the only two cases that have ever come 
before me in the course of my experience where a 
man became insane and the insanity was attnbuta-" 
ble to ganja smoking There is no proof iii either 
of these cases except the man’s own admission, and 
when a man is iSut of his mind, 1 do not think 
his statement IS worth much. 

With the exception of these two cases, I have 
observed no other physical effects on the sepojs 
under my charge which I could attnbute to ganja, 
in any particular case 1 cannot, m the case of 
any sepoy, attribute thinness or cough to ganja, 
for I cannot be certain I have no proof , and I 
could not chaige a man with ganja smoking with- 
out proof, for it IS a military offence What I 
have said m my written answer about thinness 
and cough is my impression , but I could not 
assert it about any particular case The thinness 
might be due to underfeeding, which is also a 
common offence among sepoys, and is diffieult to 
prove But the bloodshot eye would, where it 
exists, indicate the use of mtoxicants 

Question 63 , — The ease here referred to occurred 
m 1887 inYemethinin Uppei Burma The sepoy 
was in mv regiment I knew him by face No- 
thing had struck me about him He was between 
30 and 35 No motive was proved at the inquiry 
He fired off several bullets, but hit nobody He 
fired from the house he was in As he would not 
lay down his nrm, the Colonel ordered him to be 
shot down and he was killed He belonged to this 
presidency When I went to examine his kit 
with tbe officers of the legiment majum was 
found The sepoys said he ate this, especially at 
night The Court of Inquiry gave their decision 
that the man ran amok from eating ganja in 
majum Majum was the onl\ form in which he 
was shown to use the drug I speak of him in 
my wutten answer as a ganja smoker, because 
(I think) that ganja was probably found in his 
parcel My statement is only based on that I 
must have been told that when I was wilting It 
was about midday that the man fiied at his com- 
rades The first shot was fired at the havildar 
There was no mention at the inquiry of any quarrel 
with the havildar The man’s character was per- 
fectly good so fai as 1 remember He was certainly 
not a marked man in any way I had no idea 
that he was in any way of evil character though 
I knew him very well Therefore the only soli- 
tary connection between the running amok and 
majum was that majum was found in his bag 
after the crime Most Madias sepoys drink 
moie or less 1 do aot know if he did, i

One of the early symptoms noted in the case of 
men suspected and afterwards detected was a pecu- 
liar bloated appearance of face and general anamna, 
with a general dull appearance.

produced is of a temporary character, and the 
symptoms appear when the drug is used after a 
period of intei mission A case tliat came under 
my notice is that of a convict in the Distnct 
Jail, Tan]ore, who owns to having indulged 
m the use of ganja for the past nine years He 
says he was employed as a slupping lascar, and 
from seeing others indulge in the practice, began 
to smoko ganja He found that it inured him to 
fatigue and promoted digestion I cannot ascer- 
tain if there is any family' history of mental aber- 
ration He craves for the drug now, but its wnth- 
holding does not seem to affect lum, except that 
he IS V ery restless and suffers from insomma 

Another case of a convict warder, who, for no 
apparent reason, was seized with furious mamacal 
delirium He was concerned in a ganya case, and it 
was supposed he had taken some of it By care, 
rest, withdrawal of drug, etc , he recovered, and did 
not afterwards exhibit the same symptoms 

Some men who have no recorded ganya lustory do

Question 33 — The drag has foi seveial genera- 
tions among Hindus unduly fiillen into its gieat 
disiepute, and with Europeans in India, as it is 
the drag of the jioor man and associated in then 
mmd with squalor, poverty and enme, and the 
knowledge that it is used in the haunts of vice and 
in the low bazaais of big towns The beneficial 
uses of the drug have been qmte forgotten owing 
to its abuse The use is not common in Southern 
India Crime is not unfrequently associated with

Question 45 — The cases mentioned under 
Question 39 are the same as those mentioned under 
Question 46 I have had no opportunity of notic- 
ing the effects of the modeiate use of the hemp 
drags They have not come befoie me 

Question 46 — My answer legaidmg the effects 
of the excessive use (excluding insamty) are based 
on my inspection of smokers in the ganja shops 
and the opimons of Muhammadan private piacti- 
tioneis whom I have consulted So much of ^y 
answer, therefore, is not the outcome of my pro- 
fessional expenence gained m the com se of treat- 
ment The examinations at the shops weie made 
only with a view to answenng the questions of the 
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Commission I did not find men actually suffei- 
ing fiom any of the diseases named, but I found 
them m bioken-down health There was a large 
proportion of men m bioken-down health, but I 
only paid three visits in all to the shops, and the 
same man did not come undei my observation a 
second time The men in bioken-down health 
were decidedly poor people Their physical condi- 
tion may have been m my opimon to some extent 
due to then poverty it is the drag of the poor man 
Except the five cases of insamty and two of honncidal 
mama, I have not in my twenty years’ experience 
ever had the evil effects of the drag brought to my 
personal notice 

All the seven cases of msamty I have mentioned 
were nltimately transferred to the lunatic asylum 
The two cases (honncidal mama) first mentioned 
occuried m the Military Hospital at Nelloie One 
of them was a case which oecuiied the very day I 
took charge from Dr Pemberton The man was 
sentenced to 8 yeais’ imprisonment The man was 
sent ultimately to the asylum in 1891, because he 
became msane again, apparently from using the 
drug, for he was found in possession of a bundle of 
ganja uhich had been smuggled into the jail The 
other was the case of a sepoy who was admitted 
one night into the Pegimental Hospital because he 
bad been found in the regimental lines behaving 
m a violent manner, stiiking and beating people 
He was m a state of violent delirium when brought 
m His biothei and other lelatives told me that 
he had been smoking m a gan3a shop that mght , 
that he was a quiet man at other times, and that 
this condition was due to gan]a , that he was in the 
habit of taking gan]a , that this was not the first 
time he had become violent After about two days 
be became qmet, and was sent foi furthei observa- 
tion to the 3ail, as I could not keep him in the 
Military Hospital any longer At the 301! also he 
was under my obseivation I leported upon his 
case as District Surgeon, with the lesult that he 
was sent to the lunatic asylum He tiied to strike 
the Hospital Assistant and his relatives, and theie- 
foie I liave called his case one of homicidal mama 
In the 3 ail the type of lus insanity changed, and he 
became more or less imbecile It was the fear of 
bis breaking out agam which induced his relatives 
to ask me to send hun to the asylum, as he had six 
childien at home I had a good deal of commu- 
nication with the lelatives about this man I re- 
ported the ease as due to gan3a I enqmied into 
the cause of his insanity The history as well as 
the maiks on his hands showed it to be a case of 
gan3a msanity I asked the lelatives what the 
cause of lus condition was, and they told me he had 
been to the gan3a shop That was the enquiry 
which I made, and vihicli led me to attnbute the 
case to gan3a I asked no other question with le-

showed that his mind was unstable, and it was im-

Eui-thei, I would wish to record that, as far as 
I know, the habit of usmg Indian hemp is not an 
obtrusive vice, nor is it, like alcohol, an incentive to 
dime, its votaries are usually shy and indisposed 
to exertion.

The consumeis are chiefly baiiagis (travelling 
mendicants) from Northern India, and the poorer 
class of local Muhammadans, who form a very small 
proportion of tlie population, such as aie met with, 
also amongst peons and police constables The hill 
tubes of the Nilgins do not use ganja, or to a veiy 
limited extent, they use opium fieely, however, 
especially the women The cultivation of the hemp 
plant IS extiemely limited in the distnct with 
which I am acquainted , indeed, it cannot properly 
be said to be cultivated in the true sense, as but a 
few plants aie grown near the houses of those who 
wish to mdulge in its use themselves The vaiious 
naicotic products of Indian hemp are all locally 
known by the general name of ganja 

3 None that I am awaie of I am credibly in- 
formed that it does not grow spontaneously on the 
Nilgms , the little that glows is cultivated 

4 The “Cannabis sahva” is known in this 
distnct, and I beheve throughout this piesidency, 
as ganja 

7 The little that is giown is for pnvate con- 
sumption by the growers for the sake of the stunu- 
lant and narcotic drug Ganja cultivation is very 
limited in this distnct , the total aiea would not 
exceed 5 acres in the aggregate It is cultivated 
to this limited extent by a small colony of liberated 
Chinese pnsoneis at Neddivattam in this distnct, 
and by certam Wynaad Chetties who settled theie 
from Mysore, Both these classes grow a few 
plants around then houses for their own consump- 
tion 

8 The total area under cultivation has always 
beenweiy small in this distnct, not exceedmg 5 
acres in the aggregate, it does not appear to have 
increased lately 
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9 Theie is notlnng special , a few plants aie 
grown near the houses of those who desiie to indulge

10 The Badagas and Koteis, the chief culti- 
vatmg tubes of the Nilgu-is, do not cultivate noi 
use hemp , they (especially their women) indulge 
freely in opium, but not ganja Those who grow

01 selection, but I am confident that the plant is 
giown to a veiy hunted extent in this piovince

the vanous imxtuies and combinations of the drug

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in gan]a, to intoxication , tliey becoma highly excit- 
ed, they dance wildly, and jump through fires , 
and finally become stupefied, and helplessly drunk 
The use of the drug at this time is excessive , it is 
considered essential to produce the wild excitement 
and disregaid of phjsieal pain that seems necessaiy

Question 1 — I am fifteen j cam and nine months 
m semce I hav e been in cml cmploj continu- 
ously since 1885 in the hladias piesidenej Foi 
the fiist eighteen months of my service I was Civil 
Suigcon in Burma I have had no special expeii- 
ence of insamtj' I was never in charge of a 
lunatic asj lum Moi e than one- third of the inform- 
ation I have given in mj answer has been deiived 
fiom enquuies made fiom Europeans and natives 
m Cochin The subject of hemp drugs had never 
been specially bi ought to my notice till i was asked 
to reply to the Commission’s questions 

Question 34 — I can mention no other drug but 
dhatuia which is capable of being used as a substi- 
tute for the hemp dioig 

Question 4n — My answer is based on experience 
gained on seiwice with tioops and dunng my cml 
employment in Ganjam between 1887 to 1889, 
wheie the drags are consumed to a large extent 
This explanation relates to the whole of myanswei> 
none of which is based on Cochm expenence I 
have obseiwed the effects described in this answer 
in the pel sons of sepoys An habitual ganja 
smokei was always known in the legiment , but I 
could nbt tell that he had the habits from his ap- 
pearance Such men weie much moie fiequently 
an hospital than othei sejioys The cases were 
enteied in the case books The probable cause of 
then illness was not enteied , it was so well known 
I have never known of a man being pumshed for 
using hemp drags A man is not liable to punish- 
ment meiely foi the use of ganja When the per- 
sons I have been speaking of were admitted to 
hospital, I was in the habit of examining them 
partieulaily in oidei to ascertain if then illness was 
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due to gnn]a If it had been, I should have 
I'eported them I nevei lepoited a man, because I 
■nais ne\ci certain that his illness was due to gan 3 a 
The cause of illness is always entered in the cause 
liook, with a view to judging of a man’s qualifica- 
tion foi pension Ganja was, nevertheless, nevei 
enteied foi the leason I have already stated My 
statement legaiding insanity caused by ganja is 
founded on two cases within my own evpenence 
It IS only the excessive use which, in my opimon, 
causes msanity A ganja smohei usually smokes 
once 01 twice a day, and I call that a modeiate use 
If he indulges to a laigei extent, I should call his 
habit excessive I cannot give the weight of ganja 
represented by such modeiate use I call it tem- 
porary insamtj’-, even though the insamty lasts a 
few hours only There is more violence in such 
cases than is consistent with the state of intoxica- 
tion In one of the two cases I have lef erred to, 
the msamty lasted only one hour , in the others, 
three oi foul horns In the foimer case the man 
had had a previous attack of tempoi-ary insamty 
fiom'the same cause, as I ascertained afterwards 
In both these cases I am confident that the insamty 
was due to the hemp drugs aud nothing else In 
the ease which lasted only an houi the man was 
brought to me in a state of doubtful saraty to the 
Detail Hospital, which was in my charge He 
was cured in two or three days, but still under ob- 
servation, when the ordeily gave him some ganja 
Eiom the effects of smoking this he was attacked 
with a fit of temporary insanitj’', in which he stab- 
bed the oideily He spoke to me qmte rationally 
a short while after waids, saying that he had stab- 
bed the oideily because he would not supply him 
with a sufficient quantity of ganja I made en- 
quines, which satisfied me that the condition in 
which the man was when he was fiist brought to 
the hospital was due to ganja This information 
was given to me by the native ofiioeis, who said 
that he was frequently excited, and thatlus excite- 
ment was caused by ganja He was transported 
foi life by a cml tribunal, the Sessions Judge of 
North Aicot The case occuned between 1885 
and 1887 The oideily was not killed The en- 
quiry I made satisfied me that I had correctly as- 
certained the cause of his insanity, because he was 
qmet while under obseiiation at the hospital He 
was sent to the hospital, was violent, and theietoie 


kept apait foi some days But he there became so 
qmet that J admitted him to the general ward, only 
telling off an orderly to watch him I excluded all 
other causes of insamty I gave evidence before 
the Magistrate who came to the hospital to take 
the wounded man’s dymg declaration I ivas 
under orders of transfer, and as Dr Lancastei had 
taken cliai ge and knew all about the case, he ap- 
peared in court in the subsequent pioceedings I 
do not remember deposmg to the state of the man’s 
mind I did depose about the nature of the wounds 
I did not enter anything about hemp drugs in the 
case book, because I was not certain whether the 
man was insane oi not I never certified him 
insane because he was under observation all the 
time he was in my charge, and I ga\e over charge 
of the hospital on the day the ofence was com- 
mitted and left the station the same day "When 
the offence was committed, the native officers came 
on the spot and said the man was a ganja smokei 
and excitable I also knew that he had been sup- 
plied with ganja, and he alleged the want of a suffi- 
cient supply of ganja as the reason for committing 
the offence, and I was theiefoie satisfied that his 
insanity was caused by ganja I did not enquire 
about heieditaiy insamty I saw him within an 
houi after the attack, and he was then quite sane 
I don’t think it was a case of mere rage, because if 
it had been, I think the fit would have lasted 
longei But it is difficult to express the difference 
between the two things If theie had been no 
ganja history, I should not have described such a 
fit as insanity I cannot say why I should not 
have done so, except that, apart from the ganja 
history, there was no proof of msanity 

In the second case to which I have referied, it 
was known that the man had taken ganja just be- 
fore he committed the ciime It occuned m 
Biuma I gave evidence, and the man was tians- 
ported foi life I gave evidence that the man was 
sane The case was tned in the Sessions Court in 
Tounghoo between 1881 and 1883 I gave evi- 
dence that the man had smoked ganja , that he 
had injured the two men , and that when I saw 
him two hours afteiwaids he was quiet and in his 
senses This is the case lefeiied to in answer to 
question 53 These are the only cases of insanity

Question 1 — I have been nearly nineteen years in 
the service Out of this I have been about fifteen in 
cml employ I had chaige of the Waltau Luna- 
tic Asjlnm from 1885 to 1890 This IS my only 
special experience regaidmg msamty 

Question 42 — I liave experience of the moderate 
use only in this lespect, that certain bad characteis 
in a legiment are said to be ganja consumers As 
they do not get excited, I conclude that they 
are moderate consumeis I know no moderate 
consumers among the outside population The 
sepoys I lefer to did not, so long as they were 
under my observation, become excessive con- 
sumers My statement as to the impossibihty of 
restnetmg the habit is based on the replies given 
to my inqmnes by certain smokers whom I ques- 
tioned m preparing my paper They seemed lather 
ashamed of the habit They said they wduld give 
it up if they could, hut tliat the tendency was to 
inciease People seem generally ashamed Of the 
habit in this part of the countiy, and my expen- 
enee is consequently limited I have seen only 
few smokeis

him about 6 a m , he was sleeping I |saw bm 
a few horns later, and he wns quite sensible He 
had been quite out of his mind, they said, and i-e- 
qmi-ed several men to hold him A sepoj had 
giv on him sometbng to dnnk, the boy said The 
Ik))’' had 3 UBt 30 incd He was eighteen jcais old 
I had 'no evidence of what the thing was I could 
not find out But the Hospital Assistant and I 
agiccd that it must liave been hemp m some foim 
I cannot say when it had been admmisteied I 
asked if the boy had been dnnbng They said 
tlieie was no smell of dnnk I did not ask about 
the smell of gan 30 No emetic was given oi sto- 
mach jiump used, he was simply held down I 
behoved it was g;an 3 a, because there was no smell 
of liquor and no headache, but ej cs bloodshot This 
sjonptom of bloodshot ojes also appealed in the 
dhobi's case I don't lemember anjihing being 
noted about the pupils Y'ou see no evidence was 
particulaily taken The boy would not point out 
the sepo} that gav e him what he took No doubt 
gan 3 a and dnnk weie taken laigely in Secamder- 
abad 

I have inevei seen [a case m wbch fienzy has 
resulted from smobng The above are the only 
two cases witbn my peisonal knowledge on which 
I base my answer No 14 Both had taken the 
drag foi the fust time 

Question 45 . — I hav e nevei been into the ques- 
tion of gan 3 a I never see it-scaicely My fust 
sentence is based on what a gan 3 a smoker said 
He said, “It is a bad tbng, 1 should like to 
leave it off , but 1 cannot " 

I have really no experience as to effects of either 
moderate or excessive use, except what I have seen 
in lunatics in the cases shown above, and in othei 
cases in wbch I have been told regardmg sepoys 
that they smoked gan 3 a, though I have not been 
able to verify it or get them to aclaiowledge it 
The man who was found getting gan 3 a m the Cbu 
blls in a parcel from his mothei may certainly be 
confidently regarded as a smoker He was a 
worthless man who nevei did any work 

My second sentence is based on asylum expe- 
rience I thought that as many msanes confessed 
to the use of the drug, it was piobably one of the 
causes of then loss of brain power There was 
only one case of lunacy that I can lecall absolutely 
attiibUted to ganya durmg my five years at Wal- 
taii 

My fourth sentence is based on isepoy expenence 
of cases in wbch it was' geneially believed that 
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meu smoked ganja, 'and they were men who did 
then work indifferently On the othei hand, I 
found dooly-heaiers who had ganja smoke maiks 
on the hands These men woik ivell, and are 
liaid worked They said they took wluffs eveiy 
now and again to keep them up Yet the im- 
pression regaiding sepoys here is that a man who 
takes to ganja is lost It ma}' he hecause the 
dooly-heaier takes it to help him to do his woik, 
while the sepoy, though knowing it to he eontiaiy 
to imhtary oidei, takes it because he has depraved 
tendency I have always understood that a man 
taking ganja m a regiment is liable to severe 
pumshment It is so dangeious in a regiment to 
have a man evcited by a diaig I think theie is a 
regulation against all intoxicants lead out to 
leoruits on 30 imng 

In regard to mama, my remarks aie based on my 
Waltaii expenenee I cannot say how many hemp 
drags cases passed through my hands, i e , how 
many theie weie in which gan]a was said to have 
helped Only one case was absolutely asenbed to 
gan]a I think that in Ins case it was the exciting 
cause He was admitted twace.

jected to gentle shaking, in order to nd off the 
leaves, if any Then they aie rolled up into 
bundles, or the agglutinated tops are detached 
and preserved in earthen vessels This is how 
ganja is prepared for smoking 

The dried leaves that aie thrown down after 
so many processes of elimination above referred to 
are used as bhang or patti After caiefully re- 
moving the stalks, the dried leaves are boiled in 
water for some time , and the boiled leaves are 
well squeezed with the hands in order to purge 
them of all filth and dirt, and then dried in the 
sun They are next boiled either in milk or 
coeoannt-water The quantity of milk or cocoa- 
nut water must be proportionate to the quantity 
of leaves boiled, so that the milk or the cocoanut- 
water might be entirely absorbed by the leaves 
They are again kept in the hot sun for about three 
or four days After they are well dned, they are 
pieserved in earthen vessels for use This is 
bow bhang or patti is prepared from cultivated 
hemp-plant for the purpose of dunking

Ganja ointment — Ganja is boiled m Ippa oil, 
and the oil is painted over the legs of the patient 
in cramps

2, The uncultivated plant is not known in this 
district, and it is only by special cultivation that 
the plant is raised, which is of two varieties, 
male and female The male plant is said to be 
useless, and is rooted out and thrown away as 
soon as the sex is discovered, so as not to hamper 
the growth of the female A small minority of 
my informers told me that the pi int in quest is 
the male and not the female, but this is probably 
a mistake, although a couple of these informers 
have had some experience in the cultivation of the

somewhat commonly used in the latter provinces 

2 The various definitions used to the several 
kinds of the hemp plant are applicable to one and 
all the districts I had visited, and they are known 
as bhang, chans, ganja, respectively , but in this 
district ginja is the only hemp plant that is being 
used by the people 

3 I have not known any place wlieie the hemp 
plant grows spontaneously, and it would never 
grow unless the seeds are planted 

4 None. 

5 The hemp plants will grow in soils other 
than ‘ black cotton ’ requiring ab ordinary rain*, 
fall "Winter season and elevated place will 
greatly assist the production 

6 They are sown densely at the commence- 
ment, and then transplanted here and there 

7 None 

8 Not known 

The ground is first tilled and the seeds are 
sown When it glows to a height of a foot oi 
so it IS transplanted. After a penod Of six months. 


when it IS fully grown, it is cut and dried in the

plants, inseit opium, and then lie them well with

In the middle of the cold season, when the 
plants aie well iipened, they are cut down and 
exposed to the sun during the dav -time and to

(i) A few agglutinated floweiing tops are 
taken, put' on the palm of one hand and rtibhod 
well by the thumb of the other The seeds and 
pieces of sticks are sep irated , a few drops ot water 
are then added to make it pasty and to prevent 
its consumption soon, and nearlv equal quantity 
of tobacco IS mixed to promote its strength It 
will then foim a gummy lump A small pebble 
IS put into a chillum (earthen thing lesemhling a 
stioight pipe), or a ]e.af made like it, to prevent 
any portion of the lumj) coming to the bot- 
tom, and then the hemp is placed ovei it A 
little fire is placed ever it, and the consumer, 
wrapping a piece of wet cloth to the lower and 
nariow end of the pipe, holds it in one hand, and 
putting the other over it in such a way th.it the 
hole of the lower end is between the Ihumb and 
the index finger of the latlei, ind dso th it the 
smoke IS not allowed to escajiO IIo then begins 
sinokiiig. The reason of wrapping the wet cloth 
IS to prevent scalding to the lingers, to pm if) the 
smoke, to prevent any portion of the lump coming 
into the moiiili, and not to allow the smoke 
rushing at once into the air pass tges This is 
the worst and mo't iiijurions method of smoking, 
but it IS very commonly ustd 

(ii) Some who desire the smoko well puiificd, 
use it 111 v htika or gudgnili, m which they keep 
water through which the current of smoke passes 
By this the smoko is better puiified tb in the 
above method 

(B) DiC!ercnt methods of eating — 

(i) As mahajum or majinum -this is jircparcd ns 
follows, and sold ordinarily in bazars G.inja ind its 
leaves aic well dried and powdoicil, jaggery or 
sugar mixed with a little w itcr is melted until ib 
becomes gummy, and the powder is tlieii propor- 
tionately added to it Afloi wards it is well 
stirred till It becomes one mass Of tint miss 
small lumps are taken out and made into halls, 
eich weighing i to 1 toll This is used by 
ordinary people 

(ii) Modakn, madanakameswara, and raoena- 
ket i in arc prepared by iiitive doetois aceouling 
to thou formula) laid down in books In those, 
besides hemp, bazaar spices, such ns cloves, 
ciiin.imoii, nutmeg, mace, ijwam, poppy seeds, 
etc , sugar, ghee, some diugs ol vcgetible king- 
dom, and some oxides are proportionately added, 
made into balls, each weighing about 4 tola oi so, 
and used This is taken by somowhat iioher 
class of people who could .ilford to piocuie them 

(ill) Ganja is proportionately well boiled with 
milk, well squeezed and strained, the refuse being 
thrown iway By ordinary process ghee is taken 
out fiom this milk This is used by the richest 
class of people 

(C) Drinking ~ 

(i) Generally the leaves of hemp plant aie well 
washed with water, ground well with certain 
spices {such as popjier and some of the above- 
mentioned spices), and the mass is then proportion- 
ately mixed with sugar- watei or milk and sugar, 
or both, as the jiorson dunking it could nfiord, 
and the mixtuie is taken The mixtuio is 
strained by some before drinking, and by others 
it IS not, according to choice 

(ii) Some delicate people who leqiiue slight 
nitoMCiition tie up the above said things m a 
piece ot muslin or thin cloth, put in a suflioient 
quantity of milk, boil it foi an hour or so, then 
the 1) ig IS taken out and squeezed and the milk 
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IS taken. The abovementioned two preparations 
aie made of ganja in cases where leaves are 
unavailable oi when strong intoxication is 
required In all these preparations ( B) and (C), 
sugar, mace, nutmeg, and milk aie invariably

1 I am Hospital Assistant of the first class 
with twentj -fi\ e j ears' semce I have been foni 
j eais Eesident Hospital Assistant in the Calicut 
Asylum and gave ovei ehaige on the 19th Decembei 
1893 

45 When a patient is received into the asylum, 
my pioceduie has been fust to look into the 
waiTaut and papeis with him and make entiies in 
the General Registei ' If I find any omission in 
the certificate I write to the Magistiate n ho sent 
the man oi to the Cml Suigeon (as the ease may 
be) bnngmg it to his notice and asking him to 
furnish the lequiied infoimation I mean such 
omissions as the “ cause of insanity ” oi any othei 
particnlai m Poim C This is m accoidance with 
the Madras Suigeon Geneial's Giiculai No 12, 
dated 28 th September 1891, nhich emphasises 
“the extreme importance of making every endea- 
vour to obtain a full and collect history of each 
case with special reference to came and previous 
oBcupaiton ” In illustiation of this, I put in the 
papers in the case of Neeiati Moosan, in whose case 
the “cause" was not shown I therefore wiote to 
the Cml Suigeon of Telicheiry He wrote to the 
Joint Magistrate requesting him “to ask the 
police to fuimsh information as to cause of insanity 
at an eaily date" The Joint Magistiate sent the 
papers to the Acting Inspector of Police He 
lepoited “ Sn, I humbly beg to state that Neeiati 
hlayan, the uncle of the lunatic, and others state 
that leligious study biought about the disoiderly 
state of mind of the lunatic I too find on inqmiy 
the same to be collect This w'as sent on to the 
Asylum Supenntendent in onginal , and I duly 
entered “ Religion" as the “cause " 

I only apply m this way to the Cml Surgeon 
in reference to “ cause " In all other matteis I 
apply duect to the Magistrate who sent the lunatic 

When a lunatic is received, I immediately fill 
in all the entires in the “General Register" Horn 
the papers m my own hand Column 10, winch 
shows “ cause," is at once filled up if theie as any 
entry as legaids cause in the papers If the

I would Eimilaily take the statement of the police 
escorfang the man as to any fact ascertained bj 
them from the man's fnends when they took 
charge of the man ; 

I have been specially careful in thus inqumng 
into “ Cause," since the remark in paragraph 5 of 
the Govemment Resolution on the Lunatic Asylum 
Report foi 1890 stigmatising this asylum as “ the 
worst" in respect to the average of unknown 
causes That lesolution was issued m July 1891 

There is only one case shown in the register foi 
1892 as due to hemp drugs That has been 
specially treated by the Indian Hemp Drugs Com- 
mission There aie six cases shown m the registei 
for 1893 as due to hemp drags 

In one of these (Bala Desa Singh, admitted 16th 
September 1893), the Magistrate’s Form C has the 
entry for “cause" blank, but I entered “ganja 
smoking," because that is mentioned in the entry 
regarding “ habits or disposition " It was solely 
on tins He had no fnends He is a wanderer 
In the case of Ram Dass (admitted 24th Octobei 
1893) the entry in Form C is “ probably from 
smoking ganja” I entered “ganja smoking” 
accordingly, because it was the only cause assigned 
The Case Book has this entry on Novembei 17th 
“ Asked foi ganja When a cigar was given he 
was satisfied " There weie no fnends with this 
man 

In the case of Naiayan Nan (admitted 14th 
December 1893) the entiy in Form C is " wander- 
ing hfe and use of ganja " I only enteied “ ganja 
smoking," because I do not think a wandeimg life 
would make a man msane p 

These thiee cases were from other distiicts, the 
other three of the six 1893 cases were local Calicut 
cases 

In the ease of Ukappan alias Kiishan 
(admitted 29th May), Di Cairutheis shows the 
cause in Form C as “ abuse of drags piobabty"

papeis and show the wuitei the Form C nliicli con- 
tains the points that haic to be cnteied in the co- 
lumns o£ the General Hem stei The winter then 
hlls in these columns, and I am lesponsiblo that the 
entnes aie coriectly made I look o\ei the entnes 
he has made Indeed, since the beginning o£ 1893

30 Only one drug of ganja is consumed either 
in solitude oi in company, not more than three an- 
nas weight a time, and is confined to the male sex, 
and it IS not consumed by children 

31 The habit of consuming the said drug of 
ganja is easily formed by bad company, and it is 
difficult to break off, and there is every tendency 
to develop the moderate habit into the excessive 
one 

32 There is no such custom for using such 
drugs, or any religious ordei to this effect, and is 
likely to lead to the formation of the habit, and 
otherwise mjmaes 

33 The use of each of these three drugs generally 
contempted by all, as, it leads to negligence, 
idleness and irregularity, and the same is applicable 
to all naicotics As for worshipping the hemp 
plant IS not kno-\vn 

34 Certainly it will be a senous matter of the 
consumers when they do not use it, as they are 
generally restless and not mclmed to work, and 
the number of ganja consumers probably will 
amount to 200 and that of bhang 20 

35 The use of these drugs cannot be prohibited, 
and it may be used sometimes illicitly I think its 
prohibition is a difficult matter, and it will produce 
great inconvenience among the consumers, and not 
likely to amount to a political danger, or to follow 
any alcoholic stimulants oi any other drugs 

36 Alcohol cannot be substituted for any of 
these drugs 

37 The effects of charas smoking are far stronger 
than that of the gan]a smoking, which is mild 

38 Among the three different preparations of 
gan]a, the round one acts more powerfully than

39 The smoking of the three preparations of 
the hemp plant is less mjunous than dunking oi 
eatmg, as in the former a small quantity is con- 
sumed, whereas in eating or drinking a large quan- 
tity, and its effect is lastM upwards of three hours 

40 Native doctors use this drug m cases of old 
dysenteiy, and not for cattle 

41 Tlie moderate use of ganja, bhang or charas 
will be beneficial only to consumeis (o), it gives 
them a digestive power , (i), it alleviates fatigue, 
(c) it acts as a pi ophylactic measure for some time 
in malarious tract 

No one uses it for the above purposes, but the 
consumers I refer to the moderate habitual use 


42 The moderate use of these drags, though 
may not be beneficial, is quite harmless to them, as 
they are quite accustomed to it, and likely to in- 
ciease the quantity 

43 Moderate consumeis are quite inoffensive to 
then neighbouis 

44 The immediate effects of these drags when 
moderately used are to increase the pleasure and 
appetite foi about thiee houis in bhang, and about 
half an hour in gan]a, and no othei uneasiness 

45 The habitual moderate, use never produces 
any bad effects, such as impairing the constitution 
01 loss of appetite, or causing any dysentery, 
bionelutis, asthma, oi any impaiiment of the moral 
sense oi immorality and insamty , and they confer 
generally its value than its in 3 uiies 

46 The habitual excessive use of these drugs 
stupefies the consumer, and he suffers the same as 
a man undei the influence of alcohol, by rigidity of 
muscles, insensibility, etc , which lasts sometimes 
for several hours 

47 The habitual moderate use of these drugs 
IS not a hereditary habit, and is not affecting to 
the children of moderate consumers 

48 The habitual excessive use of these drugs 
piobably may be a heieditaiy one m a small degiee 
in some only 

49 The moderate use of any of these drugs is 
not practised as an aphrodisiac at all, and is not 
used by prostitutes whatever, and the use of hemp 
never tends to produce impotence 

50 The same as above 

51 Bad characters, habitual moderate consumeis 
aie not in large proportion addicted to these diugs, 
and they have not any connection with cranes 

52 The excessive use of these drags likely to 
bring some cranes of trifling natuie 

53 The excessive use of these drags is likely 
to incite some violenee, and is not led to any tem- 
porary homicidal frenzy, as far as I know 

54 These drugs aie not used by ciiimnals to 
fortify themselves m committmg any cnmes, etc 

55 The cnmmals never use these drags to fur- 
ther their designs, and stupefaction can be com- 
pleted without any adnuxture 

56 The preparations of hemp aie used only to 
act on the bram a httle, and is not prefer led to 
have any admixtures, and I am aware that they 
do not add dhatuia for their use 

57 Gan 3 a and charas— Of these the former only 
used for eatmg and smokmg, and the latter only 
for one use 

58 I think the administration of hemp drug 
will work well on the hills, like Putchav Malay 
in this district, as we get weekly an immense 
amount of oranges, lemons and othei roots 

59 As above 

60 I think the cultivation of gan 3 a-beanng' 
plants could be controlled well 

61 Poi the production of charas if hemp is cul- 
tivated, its process of preparation can be conti oiled 
well under the supervision of expeiieneed people' As 
for yielding more chains, well-tramed men should 
be appointed 

62 Hemp plant is not cultivated for bhang, as 
it IB prepared from the dned drug at then quai- 
teis 

63 I have no objection for the system of whole- 
sale vend, as for then preparations only gan 3 a and 
charas are made, as a rale, and not the bhang, which 
IS alieady mentioned in paragraph 16, chapter III.

4 It IS known as ganja only and refers to exactly 
same plant, Cannabts sattva 

7 Hemp is not cultivated in the Tanjore distnet 
The ganja shopkeeper heie says that he obtains lus 
ware fiom Kalangambady lulls (Nortli Arcot dis- 
trict) and fiom Dhaiampim (Salem district) 

11 A few plants aie raised from the seeds of 
wild ganja sold in bazars, but they do not possess 
the same piopeity as the one under leicience 
(Cannabts saliva)

^9 In smoking, ganja (the flower top) is not 
put into the pipe by itself Ganja is freed of its 
seeds and sticks (pedicels), rubbetl with a little 
vratei in the palm of the hand, and after the water 
has been squeezed out, placed in a tubular vessel 
called stlumbag, along with bits of prepared to- 
bacco, fire being placed above all f 

In eating, the bhang or hemp leaf is not chewed 
by itself The leaves are cleaned and washed in 
water seven times, soaked in milk one whole day, 
then the leaves may' be thrown away The milk is

The drinking is an even more cumbrous process 
5 or 10 ozs of liemp leaves freed of their stalks and 
seeds and w/ashed several times in water, are put in

Ma]um IB sometimes given to ehildien to put 
them to sleep, the composition being slightly dif- 
ferent, the ingiedients being Ashtagram sugai

30 It IS tai.en in solitude as well as in companj' 
Heie smoking may be said to be confined to the 
adults of the male sev 

31 Yes, by association with ganja consumers 
the habit is easily foimed But it is difficult aud 
in most cases impossible to bieal it off I know a 
case of a Muhammadan who, desinng to bieak off 
the habit of eating a bhang electuary known as

46 “The habitual use of caniJoSis m excessiiS 
doses causes the face to become bloated, the eyes 
injected, and the limbs weak and tremulous , the 
mind glows imbeede, and ultimately death, by 
maiasmuB is apt to occur (Dymoek's Pharma;

connected with ganja have thus been more thorough- 
ly dealt with than any other substance

31 The habit of consuming ganja is easily 
formed It is not very difficult to bieak the 
habit oS The moderate habit may develop into 
the excessive, but it is not a necessaiy tendency of

33 The consumption of ganja is regaided a 
mean practice "With fakirs and sanyasis the 
practice IS not at all thought of It may be said 
that theie is-a social public opimon on the practice, 
but none religious The hemp plant is nevei 
worshipped by any sect of the people here 

35 It would not be feasible to prohibit the use 
of ganja or bhang, especially the foimei I can 
dense no means oi suggest any measuiesfor enfoic- 
ing the prohibition of the use The piohibition 
would occasion senous discontent among the 
consumers In my opimon such discontent may 
probably amount to a political danger 

The piohibition, if at all earned out, would 
never be followed by recomse to alcoholic stimul- 
ants I have some reasons to assign for saymg 
|hat the prohibition would occasion serious 


discontent which may develop into a political

meals and other rcquii-ements, they do

(o) Several of them are engaged in their re- 
membrance of God, and the smolang of 
ganja is only a means to give them 
patience to be engaged in such devotion, 
without food 01 water for hours 
and dajs Thej do not wish to inter- 
fere m matters of gove rnment or anj 
other person’s matter In short, they 
aie satisfied vnth any ruler, wuth any 
fonn of government, and withanj'thing 
which falls to their lot 

((f) When ganja smolang is prohibited and 
the prolubition enforced, I liave no 
doubt that they (the consumers) would 
nse agamst Government, though thej 
may not be able to do anj Ireal injury 
to the Government Common jieople

good of the reigning monarch, who- 
■* ever may be the luler, they aie satisfied 
with lum and proj for lus welfare and 
piospeiity, and never say anything had 
of him 

(/) Moieov ei, durmg my expenence of twelve 
jeais as Honorary Magistrate of Cud- 
dapah town, I have not known of aiij 
case of muider or homicide committed 
under the influence of ganja, whereas 
other intoxications prompt the persons 
undei them influence to commit more 
serious offences 

(y) No Muhammadan Emperors of India,

ganja is used I do not hnow i£ any of the drugs

41 The moderate use o£ gania or bhang is 
beneficial m its effects, (n) as a food accessory or 
digestive, (4) as ^ving staying powei undei severe 
exertion oi exposuie, or to alleviate fatigue, (c) as 
a piev entile of disease in malanous and unhealthj 
tracts Seieral natiie sepoys who are tossed 
about fiom one place to another use gau 3 afor 
smoking to preient fevers, etc A small minority 
of the people consume bhang or gan 3 a foi diges- 
tion of food On several occasions I liaie prescribed 
the use of gan 3 a as a means of digesting food and 
with other medicines pieienting ma'anous feiers, 
asthma, abdominal irregularities of some kind 

43 Thev are inoffensive and veiy polite and 
homely with their neighbours, en 3 oying good chit 
chat, etc 

44 The immediate effect of the moderate use of 
gan 3 a on habitual consumeis is refreshing provided 
the consumer also takes good meals It does 
produce intoxication which appears to be a very 
pleasmg one It does not allay hunger It 
creates appetite The effect lasts foi nearly SO 
minutes or so To the moderate consumer the 
want of subsequent gratification does not produce 
much longing or uneasiness 

45 The habitual moderate use of gan 3 a or bhang 
does not produce any noxious effects, 3 )hysical, mental 
or moral It docs not much impair the consti- 
tution, pronded the moderate consumer also takes 
moderately good meals, oi if the habitual moderate 
consumer does not indulge in sexual intercouise 
much, or if he does not many at all or does not gix e 
himself up to debauchery, etc This is the case 
with sanyasiB and fakire It does not cause 
dj senteiy , hi onchitis oi asthma On the other hand, 
gan 3 a smoking is beneficial to asthma Natiae 
doctors presenbe gan 3 a with other medicmes for

51 No large proportion of bad characters are 
moderate consumers of gan 3 a or bhang On the 
contrary, the moderate cohsumeis aie always poor 
and quiet people It has no connection with crane 
in general oi with ciimp of any special character 
I have not known of any such connection between 
moderate use and enme dunng my tweh'e yeara' 
experience as an Honoraiy Magistrate, Cuddapah 

52 The excessive consumeis of ganja, who may 
be calculated at only 20 per cent and less of the 
whole number of consumers, may very occasionally 
commit some crime But I had no opportunity to 
know of such cases 

53 I have not known of cases in which exces- 
sive mdulgence in any of the drugs incited to un- 
premeditated Clime 

58, There was no excise formerly in respect of 
the hemp drug The modem system works well, 
But the duty on gan 3 a is considered to be heavy 

67 Having regard to the ultimate incidence of 
the tax on the consumer of gan 3 a, I ob 3 eet to the

(1) I have acquued a knowledge of the hemp 
plant from my late own paternal uncle Janab Mou- 
lavi Mian Saij ad Shah klahmud Sahib alias Haz- 
rath Hakim Shah Sahib, Mian Sahib, who had a 
tlioiough know ledge of the science of medicme and 
whose eminent qualities are widely know to public 

(2) I have acquued a knowledge of the hemp 
plant from my own experience 

(3) I have obtained a knowledge of the plant 
from bhang consumeis of the town of Cuddapah 
and several other bhang consumers of different 
classes. 


(4) I have obtained a knowledge of the hemp 
plant which is cultivated in the Kumavarpalh 
Qasba of the Cuddapah taluka from the statements 
made by several hundred cultivators of the drug 
and from personally inspecting the jilant itself 

(5) I hav e obtamed a knowledge of it in (1) Cud-

The present system of administration puls res- 
triction only on the sale ot the hemp drugs The 
result is their cheapness, which is one chief in- 
ducement for then free use by the lowei classes 
mostly The objections are the following — (1) 
although these drugs are used primarily as sti- 
mulants, 3 et they have got the intoxicating effect 
also In these state of intoxication, the individu- 
al IS veiy prone to commit acts of homicidal vio- 
lence (2) Frequent use of these drugs leads to 
the insanity of the person, though under proper 
treatment he may recovei to a certain extent for 
the time being. It may not be out of place to 
mention here that the admissions under this head- 
ing into the luntic asylums aie no more a criterion 
of the baneful effects of these drugs upon the ner- 
vous system than are the hospital returns of the 
amount of sickness prevailing in this country Al- 
though the Government has very humanely estab- 
lished thieo asylums within the easy leach of 
the people of this presidency, yet the well-known 
caste distinciions observed from time immemorial 
are an effectual bar to keep out a laige number of 
lunatics from coming within the observation of 
the lunatic asylum officials. Still a good propor- 
tion of the admissions are due to the alleged 
abuse of the hemp drugs (3) Again, these drugs 
aie used as the means tor committing robbery or 
for violating the modesty of women (4) By the 
Ignorant wu es these drugs are credited with the 
power of gaming ot 'restoring the affection of 
their husbands This fuinishes anothei source of 
poisoning, though with the best of intention 
These are the mam objections foi placing the 
vol vi 


drugs within the easy leaoh of such peisons 
as have not received medical training If the 
result of the inquiiy by the Commission shows 
that prohibitive measures are not feasible, restric- 
tions at least may be placed on the cultivation, 
manufacture, possession and tiansport of these 
drugs 

2 I propose to fake these four questions together 
for two reasons— because the people who 
use these drugs observe no particular difference 
between ganja (oi the flowering tops) and bhang 
(oi the leaves with the small stalks), in fact the 
article sold m the licensed shops contains both

preparation of bhang, or the leaves with the small

dient, aUhough the beverage is prepared in more 
wajs than one Eamaiasam is the Dravidian 
sinonjm for the same Muhammadans, bairagis 
(pandarams or ascetic«), Maliaratta Sudias, GU3- 
arati Sudras and Paiiahs are the class mostly 
addicted to the hemp drugs Barely the^ middle 
and upper classes of Hindus use them on g ila 
days The districts in which the diugs are most 
extensively used aie — Gan]am,Tizagapatam,Goda- 
\ari, Kistna, Noith Arcot, Bellaiy, South Canara, 
Malabar, Madras City, Tanjore, Tnohmoply and 
Salem I think about afouith of the population of 
this presidency use the drugs at the least 

I think the use of the hemp drugs is on the 
increase for the simple reason that it is spieadinsr 
among the middle and upper classes, particularly of 
the districts named above 

The onlj ingredients that aie mixed with the 
dings are opium and dhatuia 

Social cnsloms — On gala daj's, such as mai- 
riage or othei festive occasions, which are many in 
the year, or when jolly good coni|)anions think 
of going to the native drama, they use these 
diugs as stimulants 

Iteligiom customs — During Muhariam or other 
leligious occasions, Muhammadans make use of 
them plentifully So do the Hindus during 
the Daseia festival in particular 

The practice of consuming the«e drags is not 
at all based on any soeial or leligious giounds The 
drugs are used solelv for then stimulating and in- 
toxicating pioperties 

In Southern India there is no custom of 
woi shipping the hemp plant by any sect what- 
ever 

It is perfectly feasible to piohibit the use 
of the hemp drugs except for land fide medical 
purposes It will not occasion any serious 
discontent , and hence there is no occasion for I 
any political danger The prohibition will not be 
followed by greater recourse to alcoholic stimu- 
lants than at piesent It may lead to more 
free use of tobacco foi smoking, chewing, as 
well as foi snuffing By way of explanation it 
may he mentioned that among the lower classes, 
who aie mostly manual labouieis, the use of alco-

I know about a dozen cases in respect to which 
I was told that insanity was due to ganja I 
have had no such ease of insinity undei my own

A 5 — Intoxicating stuff out of hemp, Cannabts 
tndtea is unknown as ganja In my opinion, 
founded upon actual observation, it is ganja and 
not opium that is doing most mischief in this 
country I believe ganja is moie insidious in its 
effects than opium Victims to ganja-smoking 
have been fiequently known to fall into a chronic 
state of mental aberration Opium, on the con- 
trary when used and not abuse^ repiesenls the poor 
man’s matena vtedtea, and I have no hesitation in 
saying that it has kept alive and in health and 
vigour many who, but for its aid, would have 
been in their graves long ago Many regard it as 
a panacea for all the ills the flesh is heir to, and 
are ready to back it against the contents of a 


wholo medicine chest It is even considered a 
prophjlatic against epidemics Its effects in 
these parts arc on the whole beneficial Opium 
smoking IS unknown here Evm the piactice, 
when not cariu'd to excesSj IS baldly mnie injun- ^ 
oils than tho us- ot tob icoo Opium smoking 
Chinese aie moio industiious Ganja is used in 
many ways It is smoktd in a chillum, made 
into sweetmeats, such as majum and halva, and 
sometimes the beverage known os bhang Imme- 
diate effects are said to be indescribable, tho 
smokei, eater, or drinker, as the case maybe, 
falling into a blissful state, seeing visions and 
dreaming dreams of the most ecstatic nature, and 
jet the giadual effects, os mentioned above, are 
said to be very mischievous, as must be expected 
after such uuiisuiil mental excitement 

Oral evidence 

1 I have been years in tho Cuddapah District 
I have itinerated in two talukas of the district out 
of eleven, and in one taluka of the Kurnool district 
I began to make enquiries a month or two ago- 
bifoie receiving the list of questions, and I spent 
about a mouth upon them The majority of the 
eaters and smokers are Muhammadans My resid- 
ence was of necessity in their quarters, because 
I was not allowed to live among mv Hindu oaste- 
fcllows My chief informer was a Miih immadan 
carpenter who lived next door to me, but I 
tnquiicd of others whom I suspicted from their 
appearance to be users of the hemp drugs, though 
they did not admit it The Muhammadan smokes 
and dnnks the hemp drugs, takes opium, and 
drinks arrack also 

45 My answer relates to the moderate as 
well ns the excessive use I have some actual 
knowledge ns well as a general iinpre sion on the 
subject I did distinguish in my enquiries between 
the modoiato and exces'-ive use, though it does uot 
appear in my answers I should now attribnte 
the bad efiects desoribel in this answer to the 
excessive and not to the moderate use Moder- 
ate consumers do not become ins me j but they 
are not capable of doing work They wander 
about and do not show attaohmeiit to their families 
The moderate use generally ends in the excessive 
use I have seen some 20 consumers, who are 
idlers, and alwaj s ready to smoke and dnnk , and 
these are the people from whom my impressions of 
the effects of moderate use are deiived These 
persons frequent a building attached to a mosque 
in Badvel, and their drink is “ paraka,” a mild 
intoxicant prepared with a small quantity of ganja 
I could recognise a moderate smoker of ganja, 
even though I did not see him smoke, by the 
redness of his eyes and a certain stiffness of gait 

I cannot say what quantity of ganja or bhang 
represents moderate consumption 

47 The consuraeis of tho hemp diugs generally 
have no issue My impression that tho children 
of consumers are weak and sick, is general , but it 
IS also based on observ ation of particular cases, for 
1 hive noticed that excessive smokers either have 
no isssue oi weakly children I have not made 
similar observation regarding moderate smokers 
The only moderate smokers I know are those 
1 have mentioned under question 1 I can only 
recall one excessive smoker, and I have known him 
for 3 years He had three children, who are all 
weakand sickly They are all three grown up 
Thiee childien were bom, etc , people say, before the 
father smoked excessively He is now about 
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5 vears of age My opinion that excessive smokers 
do not have children is based on hearsay 

53 The answei is based only upon hearsay, 
not personal espeiience 

65 I nndei stand the present tax is veiy small, 
hat I don’t know exactly what it is The tax is 
not high enough 

68 manufacturers, I mean anjbody and 
everybody a ho chooses to grow the plant 

In my note comparing gan 3 a and opium, I refer 


to the eating of opium and not the smoking of it 
1 do not know anj thing about the Emnkmg of 
opium My lemark about the harmlc^sniss of 
opium smoking is not based on experience 1 1 now 
some opium eaters, and the} aienotso miseliievous 
as gan^a smokers Thegaiija smokers 1 have des- 
cribed are idlers, it is tiue , but thej are mi-chievous 
also, in that people are afraid to pass them at 
night Idlers ot any soxt might be offensive, 
but the idleness of these men results from their

14 Gan 3 a and bhang aie prepared by the 
people themselves 

16 Gan 3 a in the rough state is sold in the 
bazar The people prepare it foi consumption 
themselves Gan 3 a can be, and is, prepared from 
the wild plant Coohes on coffee estates grow it 
and prepare it 

19 Gan 3 ais used in the way described below — 

Piepaiations of ganja for eating — 

(i) Green gaii 3 a leaves aie ground on a curry 

stone, mixed with pepper and ginger This 
mixture is made into pills, and the pills 
are eaten 

(ii) Dried ganja leaves are powdered and mixed 
with powdered lose leaves, poppy seeds, 
caidamomSj ginger, and pepper These 
aie beaten to a powder Coooanut milk 
and water with sliced plantains are added 
to the powder and made into a paste This 
paste IS eaten little by little for several 
days This is the mode of consumption 
prefeired by well-to do people

In the “Tanvanthiri wisdom,” stanzas 492- 
493, disciples for Yogam are told — '• Hemp smok- 
ing will inciease bile, destioj' the brain, and 
cause consumption ” 

In Tiravnllavar’s Guna Seth, stanza 859, can- 
didates for the state of Yogam are oidered to 
re 3 ect utteily “ opium, gan 3 a, and liquor , ” they 
are urged to use milk, nee, and green gram 
Mattralangi, the gieat ascetic, also urges his fol- 
loweis not to take ga.n 3 a, liquoi and opium In the 
Nunthi Sai Gunnain, the IllOth poem, sIoLa2, are 


the words — If one wishes to take a disciple, kt 
the di'ciple he examined a hundred times * * 

If he is addicted to gaii 3 a, toddy or otliei liquor, 
he must be forthwith ie 3 eLted, and the master 
must see him no more ” 

It must be noted that these lines are b}' Tamil

42 I have known cases where gan 3 a has been 
taken in the form of a pill every night In each 
case the ding had a cumulative effect A most 
awful Lind of dyspepsia was the result, and the 
patient, after enduring toituie for some time, 
3n6t died with sCaitling suddenness I have seen 
three cases like this the last two }eais The 
men ref ei red to bad taken gan 3 a model alely for 
yeais 

43 Moderate consumers whom I have known 
have geneially taken a gania pill at night 
Beyond being very irascible, I do not think they 
weie offensive 

44 The pill produces instant exhilaration, in 
fact intoxicates, the effect passes in the oomse of 
two 01 three hours The after-effects aie shown 
m bad tempei if provoked 

45 I have seen fakns and others ruined by 
gan 3 a smoking There is a notoiious instance in 
Salem of a man Vi’ho, through gan 3 a smoking, has 
a vitiated appetite He eats filthy things, and is 
an awful ob 3 ect lesson on the abuse of gaii 3 a 

The effect I have observed in other cases is 
that of imbecility oi lather besottedness, mentally 
and plijsically, great emaciation, a staggeiiiig 
walk, staling look, and sunken bloodshot eyes 
The moial perceptions do not exist in these cases 

51 I should say 75 per cent bad chaiacters 
use these drugs m some form In ceitain oases 
the drug inflames men’s passions and drives them 
to deeds of violence, but these aie not numeious

of alcoholic liquors has risen so largely, very

looking creature pointed out to me as a gnanni 
The use of ganja in this way alwaj s tends to 
excess as the desiied experience cannot be obtained 
unless there is a considerable amount of intoxi- 
cation A good many men, I believe, become 
addicted to ganja through joining such sects 

83 The use of ganja is generally regarded as 
disreputable I don’t know of any religious senti- 
ment on the subject, but there is a strong feebng 
against the drug People generally recognise 
the injurious effects of the drug on the moral and 
intellectual as well as on the phj sical nature of those 
who use it and condemn it accoidingly I have 
not been able to discover the existence of any 
custom of worshipping the hemp plant, but 
smokers commonly do reverence to the drug by 
a simple salutation or prostration before they 
begin to smoke, just as women bow before a 
lamp on lighting it in the evening 

34 For some time consumers would feel it a 
very severe piivation if depiived of the drug, with 
occasional consumers there would not be much 
diffieulty, but habitual consumers, whether moder- 
ate or excessive, would undoubtedly suffer con- 
siderably for some time After a month or two 
months however bad passed, they would no longer 
need the uumtuial stimulus, and before long would 
recover their natural vigour 

85 Yes, if the cultivation of tke plant were 
strictly prohibited The plant cannot be grown 
m secret, and if its cultivation were declared ille- 
gal, the use of the drug would almost cease The 
evil can be met with in no other way, for so long 
as the cultivation of the drug is permitted its 
illicit consumption is easy At present, although 
only about a dozen shops are licensed for the sale 
of the drug in this district, it can be bought at 
any garden where it is giown, and in very many 
places can be purchased in non-licensed shops If 
the cultivation of the plant weie prohibited, there 
would undoubtedly be a good deal of grumbling 
among consumers, but public opinion is so strong 
against the drug that such piobibition would be 
most popular with the great majority of the people 
There would be no possibility of political danger 
Possibly consumers would take to alcohol or opium 
if deprived of the drug, but the verj much greater 
cost would certainly be a great deterrent, and in 
most cases would neccssaiily restnct them to a 
moderate occasional use of these diugs 
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I 37 I know nothing of charas smoking, as it 
does not pievail in this district 
I 39 All coneume-s whom I have asked say that 
I the eating or drinking of ganja is much worse 
j than the smoking, as thej tend to produce madness 
and frenzy 

40 By no particular school, so far as I know, 
but the people occasionally use ganja under the 
impression that it will cuie rheumatism, bronchitis, 

I asthma, etc I have met seveial ganja smokers 
who have told me that they began to use the dings 
as a cure foi rheumatism Ganja is sometimes 
applied externally to sores and piotiusion of the 
anus in children 

I don’t know of the hemp drugs being used in 
the treatment of cattle disease, but when cattle 
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are restive and refuse to permit themselves to he 
milked, ganja is sometimes given to stupefy them 
in Older that they may become accustomed to being 
milked 

41 The use of hempdiugs is always pernicious 
It IS not a food accesson or a digestive, hut on 
the contrary injures the digestive organs by inter- 
fering with then natural healthy action It 
undonbtedly prevents hunger and fatigue being 
felt at the tune, but at the expense of a very 
severe reaction A moderate cnnsumei of gmja 
is not capable of the same fahgue and endurance 
as a non-consumei of the same physique I have 
never heard of ganja kee|)ing off fever Heie 
ganja smokers aie at least as liable to malarial 
fever as any others 

42 1 consider the modeiate use of these drugs 
to he distinctly Inimfiil Theie is in the first 
place an almost inevitable tendency toward excess 
in all who use the diiig Use cieates appetite, 
and habitual use necessitates a gradual increase in 
the amount of the ding used m order to produce 
satisfaction In the second place, the action of 
the drugs is in itself injurious to the digestive 
and neivous systems, and through these to the 
intellectual and moral nature of the consumer 

48 As a rule moderate smokers are inoffensive 
to their neighbours, hut they are generally regard- 
ed as untrustu orthy No one would think of trust- 
ing a ganja smokei or of accepting his woid on 
any matter of importance 

44 The habitual consumer certainly feels re- 
freshed and invigorated by the moderate use of 
the drug Until he uses it he feels restless and un- 
comfortable, and the idea of exertion of anv kind 
IS distasteful to him When he has had his smoke 
he feels at rest and is ready to begin his woik A 
small quantity of the diug will not produce intoxi- 
cation in a habitual consumer, and consequently 
such a one is always tempted to indulge to ex- 
cess in order to expeuence the pleasant effects of 
intoxication Habitual consumeis as a lule use 
tlie drug three times a day as they say they cannot 
remain longer without it The effect may thus bo 
supposed to last about thiee houis when the after- 
effects begin , and when these become distinctly dis- 
tressing, the man must again resort to the drug 
The after-effects are very distinct They are exces- 
si\e lassitude and an accompanying irntability, 
headache and giddiness, and an uneasy gnawing 
sensation in the stomach If the dmg is not speed- 
ily resorted to, the symptoms become very much 
more pronounced 

45 The use of ganja certainly injures the 
digestive oigms and causes a lack of appetite 
Many smokei s have told me that they didn’t care 
whether they got their food or not if only they 
could get their supply of ganja A young man 
named Philip, a teachei m a school under my j 
charge, had his constitution completely ruined by \ 
indulging in ganja smoking for about a month or j 
SIX weeks His digestion was destroyed and some . 
time he had no appetite and felt repulsion at the 
sight of food After he had been given strong 
purgatives, this to a great extent disappeared ' 
W'hen I saw the young man, which was about a 
fortnight aftei Ins illness commenced, he was very 
weak and trembled and started from time to time 
He seemed unable to look steadily at an object 
tor any time and could not answer my questions 
intelligently His mind was permanently affected 
and he has never since been able to do any' 
work So fai as I could find out he had not used 
the ding foi moie than six weeks and had never 
gone to an\ great excess The moderate use of 
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the drug certainly impans the moial sense and 
makes a man lazy and useless When the people 
speak of a man as a ganja man,'” they mean a 
lazy, good-for-nothing fellow nho cannot he 
trusted I know a great many ganja smokei s, 
and I believe hardly one of them is capable 
of distinguishing between truth and falsehood 
lu the nariation of an occurrence As a rule 
ganji smokei s work spasmodically and fitfully 
lud aie incapable of piolonged exertion I have 
not met any cases of persons who have taken to 
hemp to obtain relief fiom brain disease, nor of 
insanity disposing people to indulge in these 
diugs 

46 Theie can be no question of the effect of 
the h ibitual excessive use of ganja I have met 
with a eoiisiderahle number of peisons who have 
become insane through such use In about half 
of those the insanity was of the dull idiotic type, 
in half of the active excitable type One man 
Shantayya, a village servant, and elder in the 
Chiistiau congregation in tlie village of Anamala- 
gutti, some five yeais ago began to use, ganja in 
laige quantities Before that he had been a hard- 
working honest man, but in a few months his 
charactei became entiiely changed He stopped 
work, began to indulge in petty thefts, and before 
long was put in gaol for attempted arson His 
mind has been permanently affected, and he is now 
wandering fiom place to place an excitable mad- 
man, begging and stealing in order to get a 
supply of the drug. 

47 Not to my knowledge 

49 I do not know of this use The use of hemp 
certaiulv tends to produce impoteuce Consum- 
ers admit this and lament it bitterly “ That’s 
the plague of it,” they have told me In 
questioning people on this, I have not distinguished 
between the moderate and excessive use, but some 
of those who admitted the fact were moderate 
I consumeis 

I 5) Most of the lazy disreputable characters m 
! the villages used ganja 

! The ganja habit, by making a man unfit for 
I regular work and weakening his moral sense, cer- 
I tainly helps to increase crime 

I 59 The cultivation must be dealt with, not the 
^ sale, if Government wishes to lessen the evils 
connected with the use of these drugs Under 
I the present system consumers can freely cultivate 
, for private use They can also purchase the diug 
[ without difficulty at the gardens or even in un- 
licensed shops Ganja can easily be concealed, 

: and its illicit sale is consequently baid to detect 

60 The hemp drugs are in no way useful or 
beneficial Their action is decidedly injurious, 
and the effects of tlieir use are wholly bad I am 
strongly in favour of the total prohibition of the 
cultivation of the plant and the production and 
sale of the drug I believe such a measure would 
command the assent of the great majority of 
the people The small quantities of the drug 
needed for stnctlj medical purposes might be pro- 
duced in Government gaidens and sold under caie- 
£ul restrictions as, say, arsenic is sold m Jingland

66 The taxation of ganja is certainly not leason 
able in reference to alcohol, as tlie less danger- 
ous and less hurtful alcohol is made very much

1 liave fiaid before, it costs ten times as miicli to 
get drunk on alcohol as on ganja 

68 I believe not in this district 

69 No, I do not see the u^e of con'-nlting local 
public opinion on such a question Ihough public 
opinion IS decidedly against the use of the hemp 
drugs, iL is doubtful if the ina 3 onty of the 
peojile would take the trouble to express anj opi- 
nion on the subject, while consumers of the diugs 
would certainly tiy to show tliat opinion wis iii 
fivoiir of opening suuh shoj’S. If the di ugs are 
bnd and are doing distiiiet haim, it is a matter of 
very small consequence ivhether the people of a 
certain locality wish oi do not wish to have them 
piohibited 

70 Theie is a very gencial use of untaxed 
ginja It can be purchased iii uuliteiiscd shops 
in many villagt-s and iii almost every garden 
where it is giown and it is veiy largely gionn 
and produced for private use 

Oral evidence 

1 The whole of my residence in India has been 
spent in the Guddapah distnct IVe have about 
10,000 Chiistians in the Guddapah district, all 
Panahs, except about 5, and the hemp drags have 
often come up in diseiplme cases Cases of insamty' 
and grave breach ot discipline have occuiied 
among the Chnstiaus I did not make the hemp 
drags a special study , but I bar c bad to enqnii o 
about them in connection with the ea'cs icfoiied to 
above I have made special enquines since getting 
the Commission’s questions I ha\e had two 
years’ traimng in medicine, and have had to deal ' 
wath cases of disease bi ought on by indulgence in i 
the drags 

7 The hemp plant is culti\ated in thice oi foui 
places in fields, but I have not seen such cultna- 
tion I have seen the plants mixed mtli other 
cultivation, such as chillies I have never seen 
moie than 200 plants together I have seen it 
glowing in backy ards and gaidens in many plates 
Tlie plant cannot he mistaken ■uhen once iccog- 
msed Tins kmd of culti\ation pievails in the 
whole distnct , but I have obseived it to a less 
extent in the sub-division in the south-west of the 
distnct, where I have not tiaielled so much as in 
othei paits The plant grows about 6 feet high 

16 I have not seen the ciop prepaied , but 
gioweis who weie also consumeis lia\e dcsciibed 
the process to me Tno Muhammadans in Cudda- 
pah and otlieis weie my infoimants Tlio piocess 
I have descnbed may not be quite accmate The 
word “ used ” nught be substituted for “ sold,” 
and the meamng will then be cleai 

24 In this answei I have spoken of bhang as 
distinguished fiom ganja in the teehmcal senses 
used in the Commission’s questions The use of 
ganja for eating and dnnking is descnbed nndei 
question 19 Majum has not come under my 
peisonal obseivation , but I have heard that a 
good many of the lughei classes use it 

28 I speak of the Madras seer I don’t know 
pieoisely how much it is in English weight 

36 Theie are eight licensed shops in the whole 
district Consumeis hare told me that it is sold in 
gaidens, and on one occasion I pointed ont an illicit 
shop to a pieventive ofBcei who came to me begging 
for mfoimation I have fiequently been told of 
unlicensed shops wheie the ding can he pniehased 
The pieientive officer asked me, because the Col- 
lector had blamed him foi neglect of duty in conse- 
quence o£ my having lepoited the existence of 


unlicensed shops This n ns the only case in which 
I gai c definite information, nnd then I only named 
tlic bazar nheie the shop was to he found I haie 
never had the n ime of such a shopkecpei lepoited 
to me 

45 Philip nas a Pnnnh Chiistian I learnt 
fiom himself and the nllageis nhom he taught 
that he only used the drag moderately Ue did 
not dunk to my knowledge He was of good 
chaiactci befoie he took to the 'hemp, but somc- 
wliat lazy' He was not of strong constitutiou I 
did not know any memhei of Ins family, except a 
biothei and aU uncle, who weie strong, and the 
formci of whom was of good cliaiactei I 
used to visit the vilhgc, 50 miles fiom Cud- 
dnpab, wheie the men worked, thiee tunes a 
y cni On one occasion he neglected to come up to 
one of om centres foi his pay , and w hen I was 
travelling ncai the village a shoit time afterwards, 
the villagers bionght Inm to me Theie are three 
or fowl hahitwal model ate consumeis in the same 
village They' aie Panahs and Chnstians, and I 
knew them personally They taught lum the use of 
the drugs One of them is at picsoiit in jail for 
hoiise-hi caking, and 1 am not ccitam that anothei 
IB not also in pnson Thev aie men of bad charac- 
tei, and I have cut them off fiom the congregation 
Tliey dnnk hquoi at times, as almost all the low 
classes do It was fiom the tesbmonv of tlie 
neighbouis that I came to the conclusion that 
he had indulged very moderately I dismissed 
him fiom the congicgation He was a fairly well 
educated lad of 25 I have no doubt that I have 
diagnosed the ease corioctly as due to hemp drug^s 
All my knowledge of Ins thai actor was gatlieied 
fiom the mfoimation of the vallageis, the lopoits 
of 0111 evangelist, and the state of his school I 
could get no ovadence of his having been addicted 
to the habit hcfoic lie lived in a quarter of the 
I village which is inhibited by Panah Chnstians 
The man was novel lepoitcd to me bofoie ho was 
hronght to me by the nllageis as liaving gone 
mad I enqiiiied the cause and found it was ganja 
That IS the lirst question I should ask in any case 
of insanity If answei cd in the affirmative, I 
should conclude that the insainty was in all pi oha- 
bility due to gauja BcEoic aiming at this conclu- 
sion, I should make other enquiries as to the man’s 
family , as to his otliei habits, and as to the time he 
had been using the drag If I got information of 
hcicdity' as well as the ganja habit, I should pro- 
bably' conclude theie had been a piedisposition, 
which had been hi ought on by the ganja Tlie 
man always looked pool, w eak, and undeifed, and 
that IS why I believed it po'^sible that the habit 
should have bionght him to insainty into shoit a 
time I knew Ins uncle and brother alone of the 
family I probably ciiqniied about his fathei, but I 
can’t be certain I have not heard of lum foi 
about a year, but I behe\e he is now supported 
by his biotliei The man became useless four 
ycais ago, and is still in a semi-idiotic state, unable 
to do any work and inclined to wandei about 
Tins IS the only case in which I attiihnte insanity 
to the modeiate use 

So fai as I have seen, ganja consumeis are 
inclined to do things by fits and starts We have 
no dooly'-heaieis in any district, and I know of 
no class who smoke ganja as a class and woik like 
othei people Theie aie, howevei, individuals who, 
consume the drags in mocleiaf ion and woik steadily 

46 I have made caiefnl enquuy icgaiding these 
cases of msanity I could name some 14 men, w'ho, 
as fai as I could ascertain, hav e become insane fiom 
the excessive use of ganja If I set my self down 
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to do it, I could name many more I can only i fecall 
at this moment four cases of msamty biought on by 
other causes than gan3a With effort I could recall 
moie No doabt I have been thinking about 
gan]a lately, and the cases due to that cause aie 
theiefore moie piesent to my mind , bu*^ I donrt 
think I could possibly lecall moie than six. oi se\en 
cases into which I have enq^uued, which weie due 
to other causes than gan]a FneofthelO ganja 
cases, which include the two mentioned in mj 
papei, occuiied among Chiistians, and into these 
I made cai eful enqmry , m the other hve cases 
I simply asked the neighbours generally I have 
not treated any of these cases medically In two 
cases the insanes came to my notice as being 
violent , two others weie middle-aged, and then 
msamty was ia*hei of the idiotic type They were 
pomted oat to me as wise men, perhaps in jest 
Having asoeitamed the ganja habit, I proceeded to 


make further enqmrj as to other causes of insanitj’ 
in the cases of the Native Chnstians and m some 
of the other cases also The enquines I made were 
whether the insane uas all right befoie he took to 
the ganja habit, and how long he had used the 
drug I cannot remember having made enquiiy 
about heredity m any case So far as my memory 
goes, I made enquiry regarding heiedity in one 
case Heieditj'^ would be only one predisposing 
cause I do not tlunk 1 ascei tamed the absence 
of other everting causes m a strictly medical sense , 
but I have enquired of the man and his fnends, if 
anything had happened to him to unhinge his 
mind The reason why I made enquiry into other 
causes besides ganja is that I was anxious to ascer- 
tain if the diTig was so harmful as it wus generally 
supposed to be I am a total abstainer, and we 
have a temperance association m our mission to 
1 which 1 belong

1 I have recently made caieful enqmiies flom 
gauja cultivators in their gardens, sellers in then 
shops, and consumers in chattiams and elsewhere 
Out of the mne shops opened for 1893-94 in this 
district (Coimbatore), I have visited fom with a 
permit from the Collector 

1 have visited about a score of smokers and have 
conversed, in some cases on more tlian one occasion, 
with ten of them I liave done so with the direct 
intention of getting evidence for the Commission 

2 The paits and productions of the hemp plant 
sold m this district are, as fai as I could tell, the 
flowenng heads of the female plant either separate 

(o), and unbioken ( 6 ), broken (c), oi as dust, or 
ehe pressed together in cakes about one-thud inch 
thick These cakes are called javathu There 
aie also tliiee or four electuaries made from similar 
flowermg heads 

Although I canuot speak certainly, I thmk the 
sale of the leaves of the male plant is not usual here 
It may be the leaves are mixed up with the 
flowering heads, but the several specimens I 
biought all seemed to me to be 'heads"’ in one oi 
other of the conditions which I have mentioned 

There is no cliaras for sale in any shop I visited 
The name was unknown , also the names siddhi, 
subji, patti and ehui weie practically unknown 
The following names are in use in this district — 

Ganja thul= ganja dust j 

Ganja po(ii=gan3a powdei J 

Kali gan]a= separate sprouts of ganja, not broken 
— ^probably from veib kali “to spiout'*' and to 
distmguish w'hole ganja fiom powdei oi dust 

Nattu gan]a= country ganja, local growth 

Koth-thumali gan3a=a variety of ganja with 
special smell Not grown locally (?) 

Sadai gan3a=: ordinary female gan3a that has 
come 01 IS coming to state suitable foi use m 
smoking, etc Sadai = entangled or matted locks — 
a gan3a head looks like matted hair 

Karan gan3a=black gan3a, said to be stronger, 
peihaps the variety of the gan3a plant having 
black stems , grown here as well as the white 
stemmed ganja 

Ilai gan3a=Ieaf gan3a, male plant (?) 

Pukkanga = flower gan3a, plants gone to flowei, 
useless, but, if used, injuiious , very bad for eyes 
if this be smoked 
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Javathu = gan3a heads compressed into a thick 
cake, generally said to be from Vellore, and 
stronger than country gan 3 a 

The gan3a as sold is commonly called gan3a or 
bangi The latter term is not perhaps quite so 
common as the former, but is fiequently used and 
well understood I wish to lay emphasis on tlus, 
because it is often stated that bhang is only a 
liquid piepaiation Thus the Commission seems 
to regard it , while m Government returns foi this 
district it includes all drags made fiom the hemp 
plant The sellers have to give returns under two 
Wds, “ ganja and “ bhang "" Under the former, 
they give the sales of the ganja plant foi smoking 
purposes , under the lattei (and quitexincoiiectlj’-), 
they give the sales of vaiious electuanes made fiom 
the gan3a plant Bhang in Government local re- 
turns does not specially signify a liquid, noi does 
it mean gan3a as sold foi smoking, as etymologi- 
cally it might properly do , but it is used foi these 
electuaries alone The sellers aie hopelessly con- 
fused in dividing then sales into sales of gan3a and 
bhang as Government requires Some assert that 
bhang is a name applied to the leaves of the male 
plant That is not my espenence of this district 
at all Bangi is occasionally used foi the plant 
and all its products inteichangeably with the term 
ganja Winslow’s Tamil Dictionary gives “ Bangi 
(toieign)=The ganja plant — Eng bhang” ' 

One man only told me bhang was a liquid , two 
others, on being asked, admitted that there is a 
liquid called bhang made with milk, also a pie- 
pai-ation of gan3a with eggs foi eating , but fiom 
all I learned there is no doubt m my mind that the 
usual custom in this district is to use the flower 
heads of gan3a for smoking, and the same heads 
aie used in making vanous electuanes, and unless 
in my remarks throughout my answer I say some- 
thmg distinctly to the contrarj', it should be boine 
m mind that I allude to this common custom 

The followmg are the electuaries prepared fiom 
the ganja plant and probably sold neailj' as much 
as the gan3a wdiich is sold for smoking —

Nos 1 and 3 -weie said to be tbe same by one 
sellei, and No 7 to bo much the same Nos 8 
and 7 ueie said to be the same by anothei sellei 
Nos 4 and 5 said to be the same and not acrj 

intoxicating and with some 160 ingredients No 6 
notveiy intoxicating and is used bj icspectable 
men Nos 4 and 6 as then names imply aie to 
inciease oi stiengthen seminal seeietions Legiam 
seemsjto be a common name loi all thc«e eleotuaiics— 
(Sansknt) licking “ a lambative , ” some houevei 
assert that legiam is itself a diffeient piepaiation 
Piobably the name of the whole class gets applied 
to one 01 othei of the picpaiations wheie onlj one 
01 two piepaiations are sold 

Theie is also a piepaiation called ganja loti 
which I hai e not seen It is made in then houses 
bj the consumers 

3 It will glow an} uheie in this distnct appar- 
ently I haie seen it giouang in eight places I 
Mas geneially told that it giew spontaneously 
Theie aie usualh some half dozen slinibs togethci 
In one place I sau' about 80 In this place it 
appealed to be cultiiated

sometimes called bhang 

7 I am told that some «e\on miles noitli of 
Pollachi the plant is eultnatcd for pi eduction of 
gaiija foi smoking and foi piepaiation of elec-

Old ganja is piefeiied to newer I heard one 
puichaser say “ give me good old stuff ”

might, but they could not woik , they would get 
pain in theu backs by woikmg Otheis, to whom 
I spoke (a sugaicane giower’s son and a salt- 
makei), said it was against then caste customs to 
smoke, and that the habit was bad I asked some 
smokers “wall you get othei young men to 
smoke 1 ” They at once lephed “ we would not 
iTiin otheis (mattavaigalai kedukka mattom) ” I 
did not at all suggest tlie idea of nun "Winslow's 
Tamil Dictionaiy gives gan3agottn as meamng “ a 
worthless peison ” (gottii M =a young calf) TJie 
fact that the sellers of gan3a do not use it goes to 
shew that the use is bad They and othei lespect- 
able men weie somewhat indignant at my aslang if 
they used gan3a 

I have not heard that the hemp plant is woi ship- 
ped, but it seems tliat gan3a poivdei is burned as a 
soit of incense befoie certam idols It is said to be 
offeied to Mathuiai veeian, Karu-annasami Mun- 
niappan, Karupaiayan Aiyasswami and a swami at 
Palm It IS also offered in the foim of gan3a loti 
(=gan3a biead) which is made in the houses, taken 
to the temple and eaten This is said to he offeied 
by pilgnms to the swami at Palm A gnani named 
Corakkar is said to have used gan3a and to have 
given hiB name to the plant {piz , Corakkai Kai- 
muhkkai) 

The powei of evtingmshing sensual and woidly 
desiie IB attiibuted to the plant when smoked It 
enables the smokei to concentrate his thought foi 
meditation 

Appendix 3 contains a piece of poetry on the use 
of gan3a taken fiom “ Kudyer Smthu " The book 
treats of the use of toddy, tobacco and gan3a — see 
page 6 Theie is another song book on gan3a called 
Kannenvu Malai which I have not been able to

One smokei quoted gan3a Sivabatthin, pnkai ihi 
Brahmabatthiii," ^ e , “ gan3a is Siva’s leaf To- 
bacco IS Brahma's leaf " I could not learn tliat 
gan3awas called “the lock of Siva,” though as 
sadai means entangled locks, it may be so called^as 
well as Sivabatthin (=leaf of Siva)

Befoiotho bpCoial inquiry made for tho Commission, 
which I earned on for six weeks (October I9th to 
end of Novcmbei), this matter had not come be- 
foie me at all, except ns I had read about it I 

liad no cxpciicncc of the dnigs or thou effects I 

had come on no cases of ill effects from the use of 
the diaigs I mix freely w itli the people, but not 
vvath those who nie nsnally excessive smokers I 
liave slated lu mv papoi tluat these aie cluefly' fakirs 
and sany asis or wandenng Hindu ascetics I ha\ e 
not Biiflicicnt expeiicneo to say that tlieie is a ela«s

Yellamanchili, Vizagapatam 


1 The evidence given below lepresents inform- 
ation gathered from the following — 

Rev J Ciaig, B A , Akidu, Godavari, a mis'- 
sionary of the Canadian Baptist Mission of fifteen 
yeais and over of Indian expeiience 

Rev G Churchill, Bobhili, Vizagapatam, of 
the Canadian Baptist Mission, with an experience 
of almost twenty years in India, a man of quick 
perception and of an intelligent interest in all 
Indian affairs 

Rev J R Stillwell, B A , Samalkot?, Godavan, 
the President of the Literary and Theological 
Seminary for tne Canadian Baptist Mission, with 
an annual attendance of some 80 or 100 young 
men coming fiom different parts of the Kistna, 
Godavari, Vizagapatam, and Ganjam distiicts 
His Indian experience extends over eight jears 

Rev J E Davis, B A , of Cocanada, of the same 
mission, with an Indian experience of ovei six 
years and a veiy intimate knowledge of all the 
large and densely populated country within a 
Tadius of 40 miles about Cocanada 

Rev R Garside, B A , of Turn, Godavari, of the 
same mission, with an Indian expeiience of six 
years 

Rev J G Brown, B A , of Vuyyuru, Kistna, 
with an Indian expenence of some four years and 
a knowledge of the taluks on the north hanks of 
the Kistna next the sen 

The writei's experience in India extends over 
SIX years 

All of the above have a thorough knowledge of 
the vpinaeulai, and through constant touring in 
the villages are intimately acquainted with the 
general condition of the people of all castes Their 
evidence, as given below, represents not only 
knowledge acquiicd from personal observation, 
hut that acquired by conversation with all classes 
of the people, fiom the college-graduated Govern- 
ment servant to the vill ige sweeper 

This information represents the sea-board dis- 
tricts from the Kistna to Ganjam, includmg only 
the Telugu portion, or as far as Berhampur of 
that district, as well as some few facts legarding 
Burma in the vicinity of Rangoon 


2 Charas is used in North India, but is not 
known extensively so far south as this 

Bhang and gan]a are both known here, the 
former as bangi or hangu and the latter as ganjai 

As the cultivation is illicit, information under 
this head is difficult to secure, and such fine dis- 
tinctions do not seem to hold as broken, flat, and 
round ganjn From samp’es seen, the round 
seems to he the only kind used 

3 I have not authentic information, but 
several informants have stated that in the Agency 
tracts and the jungle parts of these districts, ex- 
cepting the Kistna, of which I have no iiiformn- 
tion, the hemp plant grows spontaneously

In the Godav an delta in the taluk of Yenaqu- 
dam, m Cocanada, Samalkota, Narsapatnam, Yella- 
manchih, Vizagapatam, Vizianagram, Chicacole, 
Bohhili, and some sunounding villages, Beihampni, 
and Cuttack, in all of which places the plant has 
been seen by infoimants 

The cultivation is not extensive, and no land is 
set apart for that special purpose But a few 
plants grow in the backyards and gaiden plots of 
those addicted to its use foi peisoual consumption 
and by a few danng men who eke out a profit by 
selhng it The mats, or peculiar home of the 
leligious mendicants, sanyasis, or, as they are 
teimed m these parts, hairagalu, have usually qmte 
a gaiden plot attached in which the hemp plant is 
cultivated, hut only to supply the need of the 
monks and their disciples Such monastenes 
exist, I aminfomed, at laige places like Samalkota, 
Chicacole, Beihampur, etc 

8 The answer seems to he that the cultivation 
of the plant is gradually extending in Gan-jam, 
Vizagapatam, and is being mtroduced into Coci- 
nada and such places 

As for Yellamanchili, some four years ago, 
when the writer fiist came to the place, very 
little was giown owing to a recent pioclamation

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against it Bat since then it has been resumed, 
and one may see some plants even in the police 
lines I£ this is the case here, the increase is due 
to lax police supervision 

Brom Cocanada the informant says that the 
people foimeily puichased it at the shops, but 
finding the seeds of the flovrei grow -when topped, 
they now giow all they need m the hackyaids 

9 One of my pieachers, who lived many years 
in Samalkota, tells me that an old man there culti- 
vated the plant foi sale He cut out all the males, 
allowed the females to npen m flower, cut them, 
and stacked them under a weight much as tobacco 
IB pressed "When sufficiently cuied, did them up m 
bundles and sold or used them The leaves, it 
seems, weie shaken off, and only the flower adheied 
to the stalk 

10 About Bobbili the gardener caste grow it 
In eveiy monastei-y belongmg to the religious 
mendicants it is giown, but, being illicit, theie is 
no class who cultivate it specially 

14 (a) Gan 3 a is piepared pnvately, and m a few 
cases foi illicit tiafiic, but only by drjnng When 
the devotees oi mendicants meet then- disciples at 
little village temples, they extract a pipe full of the 
flowers from their pouch, wet and squeeze them, 
repeating the operation some four times, and final- 
ly pressing it in a cloth till the jmce seems pietty 
thoroughly pressed out and the leaves well macer- 
ated , then adding from one-third to half its bulk 
of tobacco they fill the pipe and light it 

(c) Bhang is simply the dned leaf mixed 
with several ingredients, such as milk and spices 
These pieparations extend to a limited degiee 
throughout the whole area mentioned, but confined 
to the larger towns, say above 5,000 They aie 
foi the most part private

Mr Stillwell furnishes! information gleaned from 
his 100 and more students to the effect that 
for gan 3 ai of male population (adult) one lu 
ten, and for charas one in five Ihis latter estim- 
ate IS certainly* excessive Mr Garside says that 
in Turn and Paikaraopetta, the ad 3 acenl town. 
With a combined population of 10, 000, about 150 
use gan 3 ai The Mirasidar of Yellamanohili and 
a leadmg Vakil state that in the population of 
6,000 some 800 use gan 3 a. The use of gtn 3 a is 
more excessive near the 3 ungle districts and in the 
foot hills of the Eastern Ghats As far as lean 
gather, my opinion is that as for gan 3 a, (1) the 
religions mendicants, commonly called bairagis or 
sanyasis, all use it (2) The people attached to the 
monasteries {matamalti), where these men congre- 
gate in large numbers, and which is the only home 
they have, also use it Amongst the'e are women 
and children (3) The disciples of these men in the 
villages which they habitually frequent use it, and 
their numbers differ in different places They 
usually visit only larger villages of 1,000 inhabi- 
tants and more, and in such places there may be 
30 or more men who smoke gan 3 a with them (4) 
Many Muhammadans are reported as using it, 
so that it has passed into a proverb When a 
man desires something another does not wish to 
give, he IS reproved by the proverb, “ Why, you 
are like a Muhammadan after g'in 3 a ” (5) Of 
the remainder of the people, perhaps the general 
division may be between the well-to do and the 
poorer classes The latter use ganja, the former, 
bhang Of the poorei classes, the goldsmiths, 
carpenters, vendors of sweetmeats, and such people 
as are of a rather unsettled habit of life, constant- 
ly moving from place to place, e g , soldiers, police, 
salt and other peons, etc, use it, although, from 
any information gleaned about these, 1 am not 
convinced that the habit is at all general or even 
noticeably prominent as are the habits of hquor- 
dnnking and opium-usmg 

(3) The locahties , — TWe mentioned in Chapter 
I, Question 1 

21 The round gan 3 ai and the flat seem to be 
generally used The broken g3n3ai is not used as 
an article of exchange, though by the time it is 
ready for use, it is, as paragraph 14 indicates, very 
much broken 

23 Mr Garside is the only one who volunteers 
information under this paragraph He says 
bhang is used for smoking by the weaver caste 

24 Mr, Stillwell, who speaks with the voice of 
80 men, is the only one who volunteers very 
much information nndei this head He says it is 
used by about one in ten (I presume of the adult 
male population), and m both ways, hut as a dnuk 
especially m the hot season 

Two very scholarly Brahmin gentlemen, one a 
teacher and the other in the Judicial Department, 
tell me th it Vizianagram is a nolonous place for 
bhang-diinking, and they know whereof they 
afiiim It seems the habit has been introduced 
from Benares by the pundits attached to the train 
of the Mahara 3 a as well as by the Muhammadan 
quota, and has been gradually exteuding amongst 
their intimate friends and acquaintances until the 
custom has become quite prevalent One of them 
was of opinion that it was generally used in the 
form of a drink mixed with milk, spices, ani- 
seed, pepper- water, dned gingei, etc The other 
declared that a great many used it in the form of 
a sweetmeat As then testimony, which is very 
emphatic, is corroborated by general rumour, I 
am disposed to conclude that in Vizianagram more 
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of bliang' IS used than gan3a One of them alBrms 
that even coolies earning only two annas a day 
take it 

Information about bhang seems difBeult to 
secure, even though the h ibit may be widespread 
It may be owing to the fact that it is usually 
taken piivately and as a rule by office men and 
Goiernment clerks and employes, whereas ganja 
IS smoked openly in the village temple and by 
poorer men whoso lives aie more open to ohserva 
tion However, from my general information, I 
should suppose that where one uses bhang two 
use ganja 

25 Veiy little of the ganja used seems to be 
purchased through the stores lincensed by Govein- 
ment to sell It is geneially giown by the con- 
sumeis themselves and the general conviction 
seems to be that the consumption of bhang and 
ganja is on the increase 

One very intelligent native gentleman gave it 
out as his opinion that where two used them pre- 
viously thiee do at present 

To tiace the cause of this increase is rather 
difficult, but I venture the following explana- 
tions (1) The religious medicants carry it with 
them wheiever they go, and luvite all to smoke 
gan3a fiom their pipe Many do and form the 
habit (2) A shameful habit, once formed, demands 
some excuse, and the habitual consumeis give it 
out that the drug is good for coughs, asthma, 
consumption, etc , and recommend it to others 
(S) In the earlier stages a little satisfies, but later 
more is required topioducethe desired efieet, and 
so the consumption extends (4) It pioduces an 
intoxication which diowns care and tends to long 
periods ofself-foigetfiilness Some, therefore, are 
induced to use it at times of great mental dis- 
tress (6) There is a popular superstition that 
the use of gan3a counteracts the bad effect sup- 
posed to be produced by the water of a strange 
well, and as the introduction of now means of 
communication, an extended Government service, 
etc, conduce to much moie travel and change of 
water amongst certain classes of the people, the 
habit 18 extending (6) Pensioned sepojs are said 
to be addicted to gan3a to a noticeable extent If 
so, the growing number of such veterans, who are 
usually men of some little influence in the small 
villages to which they return because of their dis- 
tant travels and extended knowledge, tnay account 
for somewhat of the increase (7) These bad 
habits have a peculiar fructifying power m the 
hearts of men, and will iloinish when good habits 
wonld die out but for caieful cultivation 

26 As the hemp drugs habit is consideied 
more or less disgraceful, none but actual consu- 
mers, or men who daily associate with them, could 
answer this rather laige question , and while one 
might be able and willing to answer it truthfully 
for his street or village, no one could give luform- 
ation sufficiently geneial in its scope to he of 
much service in making such a di'crimination as 
IS required by the question 

Speaking very generally, I should conclude 
that the ina3ority are habitual moderate consu- 
mers Very few who contiact the habit ever 
seem to abandon it, and yet 3Ubt as few seem to 
indulge m an excessive habitual use of the drug 
On the occasion of the visit of a celebrated 
sanjasi to a village, his piesence in the temple, 
smoking eveiy night occasions an excessive indul- 
gence lu tnose who associate with him, but thej 
seem to lelnpse into their oidinaiy habit attei his 
stay of a few weeks or a month is ovei 

The tendency is to an excessive use, and one 


man of wide cxpenence and close and careful ob- 
servation states that very few who commence with 
moderate quantities are satisfied, but gradually 
increase the daily amount However, the distinc- 
tion between the four classes mentioned in the 
question when defined bj the natives whom I have 
asked does not appeal to be very perspicuous 

27 (1) The religious ascetics use it (ganja), 
because they are enabled by it to overcomo desire 
and thus attain that holy state m which the snnl 
IB filled with all reverence to the Deity Shrewd 
observers say that they certainly lose all desire, 
for many of them smoke to the sacrifice of food, 
sense, reveience, health, strength, and everything 
that goes to make up manhood (2) The disciples 
of these men smoke because their masters smoke, 
drawn to it by the seductiveness of the drug, m 
some cases to drown care (3) The Muhamma- 
dans I surmise to bo more familiar with it than 
other classes of the people, because the drug as 
used seems to have been introduced from north 
India, possibly being carried down in the Muham- 
madan invasion There is historical evidence that 
the drug was used commonly m the Jlnhammadan 
armies (4) That the water of strange wells conduces 
to fever and sickness in the user is a widespread 
belief amongst the people To counteract the 
supposed ill effects of this water, travellers or 
newly arrived residents in a place who miy suffer 
from ill health resoit to all sorts of reputed cures 
Amongst these stands gaii3a Soldiers, police, 
and men whose habits are moieor less nomadic uce 
ganja to a more marked extent than other classes 
of the people, and for tho reason stated above 
(fi) Then gan3n has a reputation amongst its de- 
votees of cunng coughs, asthma, etc A few ore 
induced to adopt the habit by this consideration 
(6) Card-playing parties and gambling dens are 
places at which the habit is practised and 
fostered 

As for bhang (1) amongst those whose habit 
of life IB sedentary, and whoso work requires 
long continued mental application, some are said 
to be addicted to the habit, (2) The pundits, 
who ape the fashions of Benares, the great reli- 
gious centre of all India, are said to use it to a 
limited extent 

28 As very little of the drug ganja which is 
used IS purchased,! the great bulk of that used 
being grown by tho consumers themselves, this 
question does not meet with many replies 

What to one man is moderation is excess to 
another Habitual moderate consumers who pur- 
chase the drug may spend from half to 2 annas a 
day Excessive consumeis, 2 to 6 annas , Imt I have 
no means to indicate by actual weight how much 
that bigmfics 

There is a popular comedy acted by companies 
of strolling players in which a king is repiesented 
as sitting upon his throne, and, being harassed b}’ 
the aSairs of state, summons a chiet peon, whom 
he oiders to at once secure, regardless of cost, a 
drug which will produce immediate intoxication 
The peon returns shoitly with a lighted pipe, 
which he hands to the king After smoking it, 
with very evident satisfaction, for a shoit time, 
the king, losing all consciousness, subsides into a 
deep sleep During this uiteival the peon, who 
seems to be tho clown of the comedy, amuses the 
audience with some very entei taming antics about 
the august presence of the monaich, and hnishes 
by imitating His Excellency’s imperious summons. 
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c?ll for the intoxicant, his satisfaction in securing 
it, and fin ally the smohing In a few nunntes he 
subsides into a deep sleep After some time the 
king IS represented as resuming consciousness and 
becoming veiy angiy at the position and condition 
of the peon, whom he at onee attempts to rouse 
Be is not successful When the peon finallj 
comes to the king, who is immensely pleased 
with the drug, asks the peon how much the potent 
medicine cost The peon answers, mentioning the 
smallest current copper coin The king, who had 
expected to hear some laige sum named, is quite 
annoyed to think that so cheap a weed should so 
easily intoxicate him, and with the customary 
exclamation of disgust “ Chi, ohi, po, po,” sum- 
marily dismisses the peon amidst roars of laughter 
from the audience 

Ganja has the reputation amongst the people of 
being one of the most powerful intoxicants known, 
so that much of it is not reqniied to produce 
excess 

29 IVith ganja, tobacco , with bhang, cow’s 
or coooanut milk, pepper, ginger, aniseed, sugai, 
cloves, cinnamon, nutmegs Only one case is 
repoited where the bhang was mixed with dhatura 
to intensity its intoxicating effects But of that 
case more later One man reported cases in 
Kangoon and these districts where the consumers 
mix poppy seeds with a paste made from the 
leaves ot the hemp plant and chew the compound

(1) and (c) It is very seldom, if ever, given up 
when once formed, and the tendency is strongly 
towai d excess One informant states that he knew 
of two old men over 85 who were compelled to 
give the habit up, as they could not endure the 
stimulating effect

83 (a) The ganja habit is regarded as bad by 
the educated, because intoxicants are forbidden m 
the Shastins , by the uneducated, because of the 
injunous effect produced by the use of the drug 
A man who habitually indulges to excess is le- 
garded as lacking m sanity Thei do not believe 
hiB statements or respect his opinion In fact, 
there is a common saying applied to a man who 
talks wildly or foolishly to the effect that “ be 
talks as a man who smokes ganja ” If a slianger 
comes to a town and is known to be following the 
advice of a man addicted to gaojn, the neighbours 
say, " B ill you listen to that lunatic ? Why, he 
uses ganja ” And the poor fellow’s influence is 
at once destiojed 

(2) Tiieie is a very stiong public opinion 
against the practice, which is regarded by the 
people as bad and injurious It produces intoxi- 
cation, which in their eyes is shameful and disgrace, 
ful It produces in the course of time weakness 
and dependence on others for help, which is resent- 
ed The consumers aie themselves ashamed 
Many are surprised to hear’ that the Govern- 
ment is concerned about a practice which is con- 
fined to so small a poilion of the people as use 
ganja and bhang, and are not seemingly concerned 
about the widespiead, rapidly-increanng, and 
muoh more injurious habit of alcoholic drink, 
from which muoh greater haim lesults 

3k The infoimation under this head is con- 
flicting Some say “ yes,” because a stiong unna 
tural appetite has been formed, winch will ciy out 
for the drug Whereas the majouty say "no,” 
That while the habit, when once formed, is 
seldom, if evei, diccontinued, yet the depiivatiou 
of it does not seem to be attended by the racking 
pains and suffering caused by abstentiou from 
opium and alcoholic drinks A ganja smokei 
comes into the village. He finds theie is no shop 
here The last shop was 15 mihs back, the next 
is 26 miles on He goes on seemingly not incon- 
venienced by the temporary depuration But 
when an opium user comes, if he cannot get the 
drug, he falls down exhausted and declaies he mil 
die 

The numbers are most difficult to ascertain 
35 (fl) Owing to the paucity of shops in these 
parts, practical prohibition exists Much that is 
consumed is consumed illicitly The mtiodnefion 
of the license system seems to have had no appie 
ciahle effect on the use of the drugs Tlie ganja 
is nearly all grown by the consumeis in their own 
yards ' 

If one illicit grower weie arrested in each 
village, the plants would all be rooted out But, 
as it IS, the police themselves are in collusion 

(<?) No serious discontent would lesultinthis 
province 

{/) As the appetite created by the drug differs 
from that cieated by either alcoholic drinks or 
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opium, there would be no recourse to them for that 
reason , and as no other drugs are so used, it is 
quite probable the practice would die out 

3b The uniform conviction is that the use of 
alcohol IS glowing to an alarming extent, and 
though not tahing the place of hemp drugs, it is 
doing incalculably more mischief in these distncts 
The informants all agree that the use of any of 
these drugs lu any quantity is dangerous and bad 
They are not concerned with diffeiences in degree 
of io 3 uriousiiesE 

39 However, gan]a-6moking is regarded as 
moie injurious than bhang drinking, as the ad- 
mixture of milk with the latter is said to connterict 
its ill effects Whereas some say that the drinking 
of the piepaiation of any one ot the different parts 
of the drug is more mjurious than the smoking 

40 Most native doctors are familiar with its 
use medicinallv, and prescribe it in a mixture 
called madanalaveshvaramu to convalescent patients 
as a tonic What ihe compound is I have b“on 
unable to discover, but am told that it is very ex- 
pensive, very seldom used, but seems to ho effec- 
tive 

41 All regard ganja as useless in any of the 
ways mentioned in this paiagraph, and regaid the 
statements of the consumers <is mere excuses to 
continue the use of a habit generally regarded as 
degrading A few seem to be under the impics- 
sion that bhang taken after a meal will enable a 
student to continue mental exertion hours toge- 
ther — thiee or four — without fatigue In one 
village some students do this, hut the practice is 
not general Bhang has the reputation of being 
a good appetiser, but a very well educated 
Brahmin of high position declares that the men 
who use it do get slightly intoxicated and eat re- 
gardless of consequences Even those who use 
ganja to prevent effects of bad witer do not seem 
to be benefited by it And the digestion is said 
to be injured 

42 The answer is “ no ” It is bad Tends to 
excess Being a poison, it must and does injure, 
so that even consumers of the moderate class are 
recognisable by their appearance The strong 
become weak and the healthy sick 

43 The neighbours do not love them, care for 
their company, or lega-d their word They are 
thus mildly inoffensive 

44 {a) to (/) Ganja smokers see double, are 
slightly and pleasantly stimulated, hut do not 
stagger The effect lasts a few hours, I suppose 
according to the amount taken They seem like 
men viho have fasted half a day aftei recoienng 
They may or may not be hungiy, but are alwaj s 
weak They are unsteady Bhang intoxication 
lasts a few hours Those not accustomed to its use 
will become intoxicated in half an hour But the 
effect IS said to be counteracted by buttcr-milk 
or lime juice

seem to be great 

45 (a) Yes 

(4) Ganja is said to produce a cough, the 
di=agreeableness of which is prevented by the 
smoker using an excess of ghee If well-to-do 
he takes a good deal of rich sweetmeats in which 
ghee 18 freelj used 


(c) It IB said to injure the digestion 

(d) It IS said by consumers to be good for 
asthma , hut this is not generally believed 

(e) It induces laziness, and to such an extent 
that “a lazy man” and “a ganja smoker” 
are synonymous terms, though the lazy man may 
not use the drug at all 

(f) It deadens the intellect, and makes users 
dull and stupid, even thougli they have been 
bright and healthy before 

(g) I know personally one case in which a 
man under the influence of insanity produced bv 
ganja attempted murder He was a Telutru who 
protessed conversion to Christianity— a mlin who 
bad borne a good character, quiet and inoffen- 
sive, was baptized by me, and returned to his 
village Ho was driven out, his wife looked 
away from him, and his child torn from his 
arms In an attempt to secure a staiiding crop 
some days after, he was violently beaten °beino- 
stunned by a blow on the head A few week's 
subsequently he became violently insane, and 
finally attacked a gang of coolies with an Ame- 
rican shovel and a lime-pounder, struck some, and 
sosenouslj injured one man that we took his 
djing deposition Ho was . confined in jail and 
became daily more violent, then was sent off 
in three or four dajs to the distnot jail at 
Vizagapatam, and linillv was admitted by 
Lieutenant-Coloiiel-Surgeon Leapmgwell into the 
asylum Being determined on prosecuting the 
man who had struck him if the blow had caused 
the resulting insanity, 1 visited the District Sur- 
geon and learned from him that he was of opi- 
nion that the insanity had resulted from the 
use of ganja As I knew the man had been using 
it at the time I let the matter drop He spent 
from December 1892 to October 1893 m the 
district jail at Vizagapatam and the asjliim at 
Waltaii He seems to bo quite better now He 
is not an habitual ganja user In this case 
my impression is that the man sought relief m 
ganja from his excessive mental trouble, and his 
mind, not ordinarily very strong or courageous, 
gave way under the added stimulating excitement, 
and he became crazy. 

Colonel Mark Wilks in his history of Mysore 
relates the following instances — 

Vol 8, pages 138-119 The account 
of the siege of Bangalore, hlarch 5th, 1891 
“ During the ineffective cannonade which has been 
mentioned, and while Lord Cornwallis, accom- 
panied by General Medows and their respective 
staff, were viewing from a gentle eminence the 
movements of the Sultan (Tippu Sultan), three 
horsemen vveie seen to approach rather closer than 
usual , but as these troops are remarkable for their 
skill and boldness of examining an euemy^s move- 
ments, and are usually scattered over the country 
m all directions, thej excited no attention till they 
were seen to dash at speed for the person of Lord 
Cornwallis Two were killed, and the third also 
secured and spared He appeared stupefied, and 
could give no intelligible account of the enterprise. 
Conjecture was divided between assigning to them 
the character of feiocious drunkards oi hired as- 
sassins The fact, as related in the Mysorian 
Army, appears to be that the preceding evemng 
one of them had upbraided the other two with 
cowardice in the business of the day After some 
discussion they retorted that on the next daj they 
would go where he durst not follow It w as agreed 
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tliat their valor would be put to tins issue Each 
prepared hitnselE with au mtoxicatins dose o£ 
bhaiur, and the quairel ended in the fiantic at- 
tempt which has been noticed The wi iter adds 
m a foot note that bhang is the leaf of the Ganna- 
Its saftva 

Tho other instance is b}’ the same writer, Vol 
3i pages 237-288, one of tho editions published 
about 1812 or 1817, to be found lu tho library of 
the Bowriiig Institute in Bangalore The incident 
referred to occurred at the siege of Senngnpatam, 
February 10th, 1892 He wntes as follows — 

“ ^Vhon tho allied armies were before Seringapa- I 
tam, a detachment of cavalr} sect by Ihppu Sultan 
to kill Lord Cornwallis mistook tho tent of Colo- 
nel Duff, commander of tho artilleri , and chaigod 
that, but wtio repulsed » The use of 

bhang or opium among tho horsemen of India is a 
familiar preparation for a desperate charge, mis- 
chievous at the best c\en for that single purpose, 
butnttcrl} ruinous on any service requiring self- 
po'sessiou I am disposed on inquiry to concur 
with those who atlnbiite the failure on tins occa- 
sion to intoxication " In a foot-note, Colonel Wilks 
dehiies bhang "as tho kaf of tho Cannalts saliva 
(hemp plant) used in various forms, green and 
dried, and sold ns nn intoxicating siihstanco in 
ever^ bazaar in India 1 certainU would not state 
the fact if I supposed public brciDcrs to be ignorant 
of tins article of the ilatcrta lenenala “ 

There is still another instance iclatod to mo by 
tbs District Munsitf of this place concerning a 
iclative resident in the same liouse with him- 
self in Berliampur, who died insane from tho 
result of an excessive use of bhang. Ho had been 
.1 man of sujiorior intelligence, of vorj cnlor- 
faiuing conversation, and pleasant manners He 
was a writer in tho JIadras Bank and contracted 
tho habit His custom was to macerate the leaves 
in water tx) form a paste , then to mix tins with 
milk, sugar, dnod ginger and aniseed and spices, 
pouring the whole from one vessel to another, and 
skimming off with Ins hand the foam that re- 
sulted \t hen it had got thoroughly mixed be 
drank it He gradually increased the dose, lost 
his situation, butstiii persisted in the awful habit 
Ho raved like a maniac when deprived of it, and 
threatened to kill whoever interfered with the 
exercise of Ins indulgence. At last he became 
violentlj insane, and had to bo tied with ropes 
to|kepp linn from injuring himself and others He 
could not put two intelligible words together He 
could not distinguish food from liltb He lost 
the gift of speech and the power of Ins limbs, and 
became like some helpless animal He would use 
a ball of the paste the size of a man’s fist each 
daj . Lattcrlj ho mixed dbatura seeds with the 
other ingredients He died from the effects of his 
dobauchorj 

There is another ciso in which a watennan in 
my own eraploj , who was addicted to ganja, im- 
poverished his wife and family and left them in 
order to follow tho life of a wandering sanynsi and 
is now on tho road The immediate cause of his 
dismissal was violent and threatening behaviour 
induced by excess in ganja smoking 

INIr Dav is, of Cocannda, reports that one of Ins 
preachers, an otherwise kindly, docile, and intelli- 
gent fellow, entered bis bed-room ono night shout- 
ing like a mad man Ho was under the influence 
of ganja Ho bad to bo tied up at another time 
to keep him from killing bis wife He was finally 
dismissed Ho bad previously been a sepoj , and 
contracted the habit in the army The same 
autUoiity declares that of other two whom he 
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knew both died, one a carpenter, the other a 
house servant, the latter took it for asthma 
Another 13 still living, but is perfectly useless— a 
moial and a mental wreck. In this last Case 
opium has as much to do with the man’s sad con- 
dition as ganja 

Theie is still another case in which I icmem- 
her a travelling sanyasi or aseetio rushed into the 
hed-room of the wife of one of our missionaries 
when I first came to the country He was evi- 
dently under the influence of ganja or bhang, and 
it took about six of his disciples to hold him, he 
was so violent 

Beyond these I know of no other cases 

49 There IS a belief amongst young men— how 
extended I cannot tell— that the use of bhang 
boiled in ghee and mixed with sugar to make a 
sweetmeat, if eaten regularly, will increase their 
Miile power This compound is called Mazu, 
"What loundation there is for the belief I cannot 
say , but the piaetice certainly exists, as 1 know 
from very reliable sources 

1 am, on the other baud, informed that men 
who smoko ganja to excess lose all sexual desiie , 
and from tho fact that religious ascetics use it foi 
that verj purpose, I am ineliuod the believe the

65 Most certainly complete stupefaction can 
bo so induced Onejoungman told me that a 
dnuk of bhang administered by a fellow-student 
put him into a deep sleep in fifteen minutes, from 
winch all possible cilortB on the part of his 
parents could not rouse him foi seveial hours 

66 The case of the District Munsif's uncle 
mentioned in 46 was possibly aggiavated by ad- 
mixture of dbatura 

57 Ganja is sometimes mixed with poppy seeds 
and eaten, but cannot desenbo its elEccts 

02 The belief of the people that the Govern- 
ment are opposed to the cultivation of the plant 
IS a strong preventive If the fear of the people 
IS incited by an occasional arrest for cultivating, 
the production locally will be fairly well con- 
trolled 

63 As a body tho missionaries of the two Ca- 
nadian Baptist Missions, repiesenting fifteen 
stations, and some forty -five missionanos, and the 
native communicants, who numberkiver d,U00, are 
opposed to the license for public sale of any such 
drugs If a man is a known consumoi, if any 
of them even moderately, he is not receiv ed into 
church membership, and if ho becomes a member 
without knowing that the habit is contrary to the 
church discipline, ho must give it up or suffer ex- 
pulsion from the body In order, however, that 
the members of the Commission may understand 
our position, it might be well to add that the use 
of opium and liquor (t e , alcoholic drinks) equally 
debar from such membership Not that theie is 
any rule to that cfTect in the church, hut the 
sentiment is very strong that the use of any such 
drugs or drinks is not consistent with the practice 
of a Chnst-hko life I have been unable to secure 
a very general expression from the body as to the 
relative ill efTcct of hemp drugs, opium, and alco- 
hol, but, in so far as I can gatbei, all aie united 
in the belief that in these parts any way hemp 
drugs are thus far the least injurious, aud that 
opium and alcoholic drinks arc not only much 
more extensively used, but much, more baneful lu 
their olleots.

In looking over a littlo medical work entitled 
" Eozaai Medicines and Common Medical Plants of 
India” (1883J, b> L J Waring, C 1 E , MI), 
Snigeon-Major, retired, Editor of tho Pharma- 
copaia of India, etc , I noticed tho following on 
Indian hemp which you may not have seen else 
where — 

*'Tlio treatment of tetanus hj smoking ganja 
(Indian hemp) introduced by Assistant Surgeon 
A C Klnstagir [Indian Medical Gasettc, August 
1878) promises to supersede all others in India if 
it were only fiom the fact that the remedy is pro 
curable at a tnfling cost m e\crj' bavnar throaglioiit 
tho ooiintiy, and that its application is simple in 
the estreme A pipe, hookah, or Indian hubhlo 
bubble, charged with about 15 grains of dried ganja 
leaves, alone or mixed w'ltli twice as much tobacco 
leaves, 18 to bo kept in readiness, and immcdinkli 
on the indication of a spasm coming on is to he 
lighted and handed to the patient with directions 
to smoko By the tune tins 18 finished, or even before 
tue spasm relaxes, the ejes close, and tho patient 
falls into a kind of slumber The pipo is again 
charged and kept in readiness for the next spasm, 
whin the process is repeated with similar results 
In this way tho drug is administered day and 
night uninterruptedly, during which the irritation 
of the nervous sj stem slow ly but sicadiK yields 
to its influence Mr K details five cases treated 
in this way, no auxiliary medicine beyond an 
occasional purgative if required, no solid food 
allowed milk and soup the only nutriments 
This treatment IS furthoi advocated by Dr J C 
Lucas of the Bombay Medical Service [Medical 
Times and Gazette, hob 21, 1880) ^ Ho 

places the dose at from 8 to 30 grams, commenc- 
ing with the smaller dose and gradually increasing 
it as tolerance is established ” 

In tho preface to this really valuable little work 
the authoi writes that “ in making this selection 
(of bazaar medicines) I have been guided by the 
follow ing piinciples (1) By the safety of the 
drug, hence arsenic, acomto root (Bich), mi\ 
\omua, Indian hemp and some othei powoiful 
medicines have been omitted, as it was felt ‘to bo 
inadvi-ablo m a Woik like tho present to introdnco 
agoots which, in the bauds of unptofcssionnl per- 
sous, might do mole barm tbaA good if ’employed 
m unsuit ible cases ” 

It seems to me that the position lieie taken is 
exactly the one assumed by all opponents of opium, 
alcohol, hemp diugs, and otbei such inyiinons and 
poisonous but commonly used substances Theso 
all should be so safeguarded as to pi event or mini- 
mize any possible harm rcsalting from their abuse 
If any or all of them were made procurable in 


only suob form as would be best adapted to the 
medic il work they are suited to perform, through 
tho medium of a qualified chemist or the Govern- 
ment dispoiisnrics, a great national danger would 
bo removed, and such a patronage of the hospitals 
by tho masses of tho people would be stimulated 
as to soon place those admirable and Lmiiiently 
useful institutions on a self supporting basis

Question J — Tbero arc two Canadian Baptist 
Missions woihng in the country, extending from 
the Kistna in the south to the border of the Unva 
countn in Gmiyain in tho north and from the sea 
to the Gli'lls Before making the enquiries for 
the Commission, I bad frequently met bairngis m 
the course of my evening preachings at tho 
temples iii tho villnges These men would smoke 
and fall asleep while I was preaching, and on en- 
quiry I learnt that it was ginya winch they had 
been smoking I used to see them wash and 
squeeze the ganja for smoking and piss the pipe 
round There would bo many disciples and poor 
people spioking with the bairagis on these occa- 
sions 'Ihpso people Wtro mostly Sndras, The 
higher castes and out astes would not bo among 
them I rLmcmbcr that in my ov’n villngo one of 
the men was a school tcachei, one a carpenter, and 
several of them cultivntoriij and people of noscttled 
occupation These visits to the temj les arc tim 
only oCLasions, witli the exception of two cases I 
have dcscrihcd, on which I have been brought into 
coiitict with the hemp drugs I have been six 
years in the country, and cngiged in village work 
during four years Mv etiquiriC'. cover the country 
served by both branches of the mission, and have 
extended over two months Before entering 
III these enquiries I did not know the hemp drugs 
wpic in use among the people, and Inti only met 
j with them in the timplcs \Vlicn I first saw tho 
drug smoked at a temple, I did not know what it 
was, and thought it had some connection with the 
religions prictices of tho bairagis 

Queilton 19 — Since sonding in my answers I 
spoke to a bairagi, who told me that men addicted 
to ganj'^ would eat a handful of seed if they 
toiild not get the drag lie said that an mtoxi- 
rnting effect was produced by all p irts of the 
plant, gvnja leaves and '^ced ns well, in whatever 
foim Ihev might be taken 1 UDdn>tood that 
tho man had not eaten tho seed himself, and of 
cou-se I know nothing personally of its alleged 
properties. 

Question 5C-— My answer was written under 
tho inipiossion that the onltivatiou and pobsession 
of the drug wras illegal, and my impression was 
derived from information given me by an Assist- 
ant Collector Bub I have since loamt that theia 
IS no prohibition against cultivation and posses- 
sion, and that a cultivator is only forbidden to sell 
tho drug to aby one but a lioeosed vendor. The 
practice to wliicli I refer is growing the plant in 
back yards for persona! consumption, and would not 
be illicit But 1 hear that the drag cultivated in 
this way IS sometimes sold illicitly, though not, 
as far as I have been able to discover, to such an 
extent ns can be called trade 

As well as I could learn, it did not seem that 
tho craving peculiar to ganja could be satisfied by 
any other drag. As a rule tho various habits are 
distinct, blit occasionally a man will practise more 
than one of them My opinion that the prohibi- 
tion of the diug would cause tho practice to die 
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out IS tised upon (1) the fact that prohibition of 
intoxicating liquors has been largely effectne in 
Amenca wheie it has been tued, and (2) that the 
native character being amenable to authority, the 
people of th'e country, if once convinced that Gov- 
einment desired to put an end to the traffic, 
would co-operate with it, and (8) I believe the 
general sense of the people is opposed to the use of 
the drugs 


justified in sajing that the Baptist Missionaries of 
the Poieign Mission Boaid of the Ufantime Prov- 
inces of Canada, as well as the Natiie Christians 
in their charge and the balance of our own con- 
gregation, hold the came opinion This represents 
the opinion of our mission fiom the Kistiia iner

In the part of India with which I am acquainted 
the hemp plant does not grow wild so fai as I have 
been able to ascertain Of course, prohibition of 
the traffic implies prohibition of cultivation How 
fai this would be practicable in other parts of 
India I am not prepared to say 

Question 41 — ^The general opinion among the 
non-users is that the beneficial effects of the drugs 
aie merely alleged by nseis as an excuse for a had 
habit It IS the fact that the dings are moie used 
in malarious tracts, and probably the users do be- 
lieve in their piotective effects ogainst fever, but 
I have been told by a man who had given up the 
use of the drugs that they do not possess this 
quality, and the general opinion of non-useis is 
that I have stated above The hairagi infoimant 
to whom I have refeiied above told me that the 
real object of taking the drug was to induce 
stupor, and nothing else 

Question 45 — In the case of the convert, my 
impression that the man went insane from ganja 
came to me from Dr, Leapingwell, who had charge 
of him in the jail and asylum I knew he took 
ganja occasionally before I saw the doctor, for I 
leaint he had smoked when he returned to his 
village aftei he was baptized, and was locked out 
of his house and liad his wife and child taken fiom 
him I subsequently questioned the man, and 
came to the conclusion that he was a ganja smok- 
er, but only indulged oocasionallj, not habi- 
tually 

In regard to my watei man, I have no evidence 
that he smoked ganja beyond the fact that he 
associated with hairagis at their periodical visits 
He was evidently nndei the influence of some 
drug when he was violent, and it was ceitain that 
he had not taken spirits 

Question 59 — The position of our mission is 
that Government should not deuve revenue from 
the vices of the people, or interfere m the traffic 
in liquor, opium or drugs, except in the direction 
of prohibition 1 present herewith (1) a Resolu- 
tion of the Confeience of hlissionanes of the Bap- 
tist Foreign Mission Board of Ontario and 
Quebec, Canada, comprising 28 members, work- 
ing in a terrifcoiy extending from the Kistna liver 
on the south to the Vizagapatam taliika on the 
north, and (2) a Resolution from 772 of the 2,800 
Native Christians of the above mission assembled

The Conference in India of the Missionaiies of 
the Baptist Foreign Mission Boaid of Ontario and 
Quebec, Canada, compiising 28 members, under 
whose spiritual care and direction are 2,8U0 Native 
Christians, assembled m session at Samnlkota, 
January 9th, 1894, iinanimonsly passed the follow- 
ing Resolution for submission to the Indian Hemp 
Dings Commission — 

Whereas the common consumption of hemp 
drugs by the people of these distucts is in oni 
opinion accompanied by sadly injuiious effects, and 
whereasthe habit appears to be on the incitise, we 
would respectfully pray Government to take steps 
to prohibit the sale of these hemp drugs for com- 
mon consumption

Oharas means the muddish matter which is

Although I have had some nine years of lesi- 
dence in the country, the hulk of the questions I 
am unable to answei. 

I have known several cases of persons who have 
gone crazy through the use of ganja and bhang 

A few days ago a joung man was hi ought 
before P A Collector Partiidge in a demented 
state He believed fully the statement of the 
mother to the effect that her son had lost his mind 
through the use of bhans 

When in Tekkali, a town about 38 miles dis- 
tant, in July I saw a man made crazy in the same 
way He had been a fine-looking fellow, of 
considerable property 


Last month, when in Calingapatam, I learned 
on the be^t of authority of a case of a mnn who 
h id gone mad through the same cause, but after 
keeping the stuff from him for a 'few months he 
had to a large extent recovered 

I know personally of two cases in this town of 
peisons effected by the=o drugs in the same way. 
One was, jeirs ago, a peon of our Mission School * 
the other is an old pensioned sepoy 

I depieeate the use of these drugs because of 
their injurious effects upon mind and body I 
think their sale and use should be prohibited 

In these parts their consumption is not very 
extensive as yet, but it is on the increase

2 Bhang is the vernacular name known to and 
used by all people here for Cannabis saliva , and 
it is the only narcotic plant of the kind grown 
heie The name is applied even to the gluten got 
by wasliing and squeezing the anthers of it 
Ganja is the name used for the same plant, chiefly 
by Hindustani-speaking people Siddia pattre is 
the thud name applied to the same plant, but 
known only to the educated classes and bhangi 
users 

' BLangi unde' is the name given to small round 
cakes prepaied fiom a mixture of gluten of 
bhnngi and other condiments 

Majun IS the name given to small flat cakes 
prepared from a mixture of bhangi and some other 
things 

Suhji 18 a kind of drink made from bhangi and

Oharas is, as a few say, used to denote small

The article called ganja — (a) The preparation 
foi smokmg is called kallo lieie Tlie dense 
inflorescent part of the plant is divested of the 
leaves and seeds A resinous exudation with 
some capsules is left This is taken in the 
baud and washed The coloied watei is poured 
off and fresh water added This process is con- 
tinued until the water remains uncolored The 
washed lesmous composition is then rolled into a 
ball slightly flattened This is taken and mixed 
with tobacco in the propoitiou of one part of 
tobacco to two parts of the prepared ball This 
IS called patri This is put into a pipe and 
smoked, the smoke being inhaled into the lungs 
This IS the common preparation in use, and 
hundreds of people in Guntur make use of it 
The effect of this usage is a peculiar kind of 
intoxication attended with aphiodisiacal inclina- 
tions, and with exhilaration of the spirits and 
halUicinations, either pleasant or otlieiwise These 
are followed by various naicotic effects, such as 
languor, stupor, sleep, symptoms of mental im- 
becility, loss of energy, sexual impotence, and 
aftei long indulgence in the habit, emaciation, 
vocal huskiness, depression of the chest, loss of 
appetite, insanity and death are invariably the 
result 

(6) An equal quantity of tobacco is mixed 
with the ball prepared as above desciibed This 
IS also smoked and the smoke inhaled into the 
lungs The naieotic effects of this preparation 
are very great Two deadly poisons aie contained 
in it, VIZ , nicotine from tobacco, and canuabm 
flora Indian hemp This form of gan 3 a is not 
much u=ed Those who do smoke it die in a 
compaiatively short time after becoming addicted 
to its use

in water, which is boiled until the water becomes 
green" The water is then poured off The re- 
mains nre rolled into a pa«ty mass This is mixed 
with poppj -seeds, black pepper, and dried ginger 
The mixture is then poundtd and rolled into a 
paste This is mixed with milk or syrup, and 
flavored with cinnamon or other agreeable spices 
This IS then taken as a potion once, twice, or 
oftciior during the day, as the preparation is onlv 
for one day The same process is dailj repeated 
by tho'O who aie excessively addicted to dunking 
bhang 

The effect of this drug is intoxicating, and 
jiecnhaily oxhilaiating in the presence of a bril- 
liant light, or a blaze of fire Piedominant 
passions are sometimes manifest undei its influ- 
ence The Victim becomes hysteneal 

(rf) Another preparation of ganja is called 
mnzum 

A ball is prepared as above described under 
I gaiija This IS taken and mixed with inspissated 
svmp Small pills aie made of this, and one is 
eaten at a time either atshoit or long inte'rvaU, 
ns the eonsutaer may prefer The immediate 
effect IS the contraction of the sahvaiy glands, 
and consequent cessation ot the salivary secietions 
for a short time. The intoxicating effect is in 
proportion to the quantity eaten This form of 
ganja is miieh used 

In Guntur there aio two principal shops or 
stalls tor the sale ot ganja These nre let by 
Government to two contractors, one pa) mg 
Rs 400 and the other Rs 300 a year 

There are ten other places wheie the people 
meet to use ganja and its various pieparations 
These are public But theie are many piivate 
places wheie ganja and bhang are used, known 
only to, and lesoited to by, ceitain mtimate fiieuds 
of those who occupy those places.

Oral evidence 

QuesUofi 1 — I have been fifteen years in this 
district. I have now four or five taluks with raj 
head-quarters here My spheie is east of the 
Ghats from Toony to Vizianagram It does not 
include the Agency tracts 1 have only twice 
visited them I have been in almost eveiy 
village in my own district 

Question 45 — 1 have given the matter of hemp 
drugs very little attention until I was asked the 
other day 1 had noticed the use among the bai- 
ragis at the chatiams (lest houses) in villages, 
and had knoun one or at most tno cases among 
the Native Christians As regards the common 
people, the use of the dings had not been brought 
to my personal notice in any way I am there- 
fore not piepared to say that there are any pal- 
pable effects on the people generallj from the use 
of hemp diugs 1 could not say the same of 
alcohol I have seen much more of the effects of 
alcohol, 1 e , of drunkenness publicly 1 cannot 
say whether the use of the drugs is less injurious 
than that of alcohol, for I have not seen enough 
of the use of the foimei to be able to institute 
a comparison I have seen but leij little of the 
drugs in the outlying villages , and generally 
speaking nothing ot them I have seen nothing 
in this part of the district that seems to call foi 
Government inteiference 1 am myself a total 
abstainer, but the London Mission does not make 
a point of total abstinence Most of oui Native 
Christians are total abstaineis , hut this is not 
made compulsory I should not myself permit a 


member of the church to use hemp drugs I 
should strictly forbid it If he did not obey I 
should not permit him to remain a member 
I should not take the same course in regard to 
alcohol (spiiit) provided that no effect came to 
my notice, and that the use was not a confirmed 
habit but only occasional I should tre it the use 
of opium precisely as I should treat the use of 
ganja The reason of the difference in my at- 
titude towards alcohol is that I think the drugs 
seem to affect a man moie directly and markedly 
than alcohol It is possible that this opinion 
may be due to the fact that I know less of 
the drugs and less of what may be moderate 
or excessive use, and may be theiefore more 
apprehensive of the drugs It may be less 
that 1 know the effects of the drugs than 
that I feai then being possibly very injurious 
I cannot say whether there is any general im- 
pression in the couiitij that the effects of the 
dings aie worse than those of alcohol What I 
have been describmg above is iny own attitude, 
not that of the church, which as i have said, has 
not taken up the ground of compulsory abstin- 
ence I have not discussed this matter with 
biothcr missionaries , and as I am f ir from our 
other stations I have not been at anj^ conference 
for some j ears I Lave only had to deal in 
discipline with one man , and he gave up the 
habit on admonition , and we had suspicion of 
another man I have had struggle with one 
man about opium, but believe he has given it up 
I have had to warn two or three persons about 
alcohol but never to dismiss a man

Oral evidence 

Question 1 — I have been in India (entirely in 
Madias) for nine jeais I am a Professor in 
the Christian College, and am Acting Secietary 
to the Pree Church of Scotland hlission Poi 
the greater part of the time I have been lu 
Madias I had heard the name of ganja I had 
heard it occasionally in connection with handy- 
men and coachmen, and so on, but I had (so &i 
as I know) seen none of its effects 1 had heaid 
that they w’Pie similar to opium, a narcotic or 
intoxicant That was all I knew It was not 
till after I beaid of the Commission that 1 made 
any special enquiry into the mattei I enquired 
first of Europeans and respectable natives, stu- 
dents and others, graduates and other men of some 
standing No one seemed to know anything 
about it The 01 dinary caste native seemed only 
to know in a general way that it was used by 
Muhammadans, bairagis, loafers, and infBans 
Europeans seemed to know nothing of its use 
Afteiwards I visited some of the places where 
the ganja consumers smoke These places are 
near the shops, and I understood that they were 
places wheie people met as friends to smoke I 
did not understaud that they were licensed places 
But they were fiequented by consumers to smol e 
One 01 tw'o of my native agents discov ered these 
jilaces for me and took me there Ihey knew 
wheie to find them I have visited only two or 
three There are no doubt moie But I do not 
think there aie many , ns I had to go some con 


sideiable distance to leach those I visited There 
are, as far as I could find, four different prepar- 
ations used — ganja, bhangatani, majum, and 
puranalhi, Ganja is smoked with tobacco I 
have heard of no other admixture Bhangatani 
IE boiled ganja with a mixture of rose, pepper, 
and poppy (1 am not sure of the form of poppy). 
I understand that this is not the bhang of the 
north It IB prepared not from the leaf, but 
from ganja proper I did not see the true bhang 
Majum IS a kind of sweetmeat of jaggery and 
ginger along with ganja Purauafhi is said to 
have seventy two ingredients, and is nearly a 
pure sweetmeat It is said to be nourishing I 
gathered that there was a little opium in it 1 
undeistand that neither the ganja nor opium is 
there to any great extent There is a great deal 
of sweet and spice In the ganja haunts above 
referred to, only smoking of ganja goes on In 
the shops 1 have seen bhangatani taken, a glass- 
ful asked for and drunk at once I understand 
that all the forms of the hemp drug aie sold in 
the ‘ame shop, but 1 cannot vouch for that 

I made enquiry as to consumption hly belief 
16 that the drug is either not used by the respect- 
able Hindu population at all, or it has no ap- 
paient effect on them The most important 
evidence that I have for mal mg this statement 
IS the evidence of three doctois in the Mission 
two are Europeans and one a native Christian 
They tell me they have never come acioss the case 
of a single patient who used ganja so far as they 
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could see— that is, they nevei knew o£ any 
patient that he used ganja If he used it, it had 
no effect on him that led them to suspect it 
One of these three doctors — the native practi- 
tioner* — had, I believe, twenty years’ practice 
and had patients amounting as high as 20,000 lu 
one year passing through his hands, over 16,000 
a yeai for seveial years He is present now in 
attendanee in this building I cannot tell what 
IB the experience of those gentlemen ns to alcohol 
The classes that seem to use hemp drugs most 
are handymen, driveis of the native carnages, 
chiefly in the form of eating and diinlnng In 
the foim of smoking, the ding is used chiefly h 3 ' 
Muhammadans and bairagis, and I am informed 
that the drug is taken m some form with milk, 
etc , by the caste population , but, if so, it is not 
to the extent of having any appaient effect 

As to effects, I should say that, of course, the 
drug is injurious if taken to excess I have seen 
a little, but veij little of this I have questioned 
a number of smokeis who have told me they have 
smoked fot different lengths of time fiom ten 
to (in one case) sixty yiara These men looked 
practically all right, talked sensibly enough, and 
the main efTeots that I oould discover (in the worst 
cases) were a ceitain hstle's look and gl issj stire 
In the } ounger smokers 1 could sec no such effects 
Theie seemed to be a good deal of fun in them 
I cannot say that these wore escessive smoktis, 
but 1 found them m these smoking places 
Another recognized effect, t c , attributed to the 
ding by smokers, which one cannot sec, is the 
great inoiease of appetite I lieaid of one poor 
man who had to give up smoking hocauso ho 
could not affoid the amount of food required 
I never htaid of special quality of food being ro- 
quiied by the ganja smoker 

The nioril efltct IS, I should think, bad As 
fai as I could discovei, smoking at all events tends 
to destroy the will powei I am not sure about 
the othei forms I mean it tends to produce a 
liek of lesolution and lack of interests in life I 
examined men to see this, watching the look of 
the men, thill ejes and hands lint, of course, 
I have not obseived the development of this in 
any case I did not keep men under observalion 
It dots not seem here (o lead to violence, but 
rather the opposite The smokers claim to feel 
happy and never get angry That seemed to me 
to he tiue, judging fiom what I saw of smoktrs 
1 am unable to say what the offett of the priva- 
tion would be I never saw that It was nevei 
shown tome that the oharactei of the smokci was 
nritable What I saw was the contraij My ex- 
penence in this respect suipiised me Of course 
it IS limited, too limited to permit of valuable 
generalisation 

All that I had said regarding the effects is 
based on the enquiry I had been making duiing 
the last thiee months, on observing and question- 
ing the smoktrs themselves, and on statements 
m ide by the native Christian agents who enquired 
onmj behalf I did not enquire fiom thefiiends 
or relatives of smokers But when I asked a 
smokei what the efieets weie, he could say, “it 
keeps me fiom anger The smokers did not seem 
at all iintiUc The chief immediiite effect of use 
seemed to be a ceitain sleepiness and listlessness 
As a rule, I did not see the same individuals more 
than once I asked one baiiagi why the bairagis 
uxed ganja so much He said, they wandered 
about from place to place, and had often to use 
had water He said ganja removed the pain oi 
ill effeits of this One man also mentioned the 
staying — powei of the ding. No buiagi men- 


tioned that the drug was good for coneentralinn 
of thought I have hoaid that stated casually, 
but not from a consumei 

All I have said about effects is in regard to 
smoking, fori have not seen any effects of eating 
or dunking the ding I have not seen much of these 
uses, and have not been ihle to tiace effects I 
have seen no marked phj sical charaetei — no ema- 
ciation — in any consumer of the drug m any 
form The old sixty j ears’ smoker was thin, but, 
then, he must have been nearlj eighty years old 
I rather think he had cough, but it did not 
stiike mo at the time I attributed it to age. 

I have seen no cultivation in gardens or other- 
wise except stray plants growing apparently from 
seeds thrown away My enquiries were confined 
to Madras I understood that the people did not 
use these plants They told me thej could not 
get the ganja flower, and I undeistood that they 
did not USD the leaf 

At first the smokers feared me They at fiiot 
thought tint I was a detective , and, even when thej 
knew who I was, they feaied that I would give 
information to the police They seemed also to 
know of the Commission and tint ‘padres’ and 
others weie collecting information, and they were 
shy of making stitements But aftir some tilk 
they were free in talking to me, I surprised 
paities several times, and some hounded away, 
but tliij came back when thej found it was iny 
agent with me In one case they stopped smok- 
ing altogether, and did not resume it 

My experience is tl at the ordinary non-consum- 
ing Hindu is notable to give one more inform- 
ation than a European Tlie only means he 
would h ive of knowing about smoking would 
be searching out smokers Sometimes one sees 
smoking in the street, but one could not tell 
that it was ganja smoking To smoke in one’s 
presence IS not regarded as lespectfiil, tlierefoie 
it would not ho done m a casual mteiviow I 
have not to mj recollectiou seen smoking in the 
street, but I have seen it actuallj at the back of 
houses 

I do not think that there is much ground for 
special interfeicnec on the part of the Govern- 
ment in anj thing that I have seen But I think 
that there should he restnetmu in reducing the 
number of shops md the facilities fpi obt lining 
the drug I snj this beeaiise 1 have seen that it 
16 ceitainly doing harm to n certain extent as I 
have indicated, and 1 hav e not been able ti> see 
that if IS doing any good I hav e heard of good 
medicinal effects , hut as an oidinary article of 
consumption, I do not think it is doing good I 
do not think it is doing the harm often attributed 
to it, but 1 think it does haim I would have 
ultimate prohibition in view, if practicable I 
ihink tobacco is not injurious th it is my opinion 
I cannot say whether opium is better than ganja 
or not 1 do not know enough to say whether 
its substitution for ganja would be an improve- 
ment It might follow pi ohibition, but pel haps 
giadual lestiietion or piohibilion w'ould lead to 
curtailing the habit Theieforc, while I cannot 
say that prohibition should ever be ictually adopt- 
ed, I think it should be kept in view If it lead 
to the use of alcohol, it would be doubtful if this 
would be any gain Both in regaid to this drug 
and other intoxicants, while I do not seo my w.iy 
to advocate total prohibition, I think the Govern- 
ment should seek to idopt such measures as may 
make it more difliculi for men to go wrong, r e , 
to indulge to excess I should logaid increase of 
taxation as a peifeotly justifiable means of canj- 
ing out this object, piovidecl it would be effective

Question 1 — I am 54 years of age aud have 
been54 years in Vizagapatam I ha\e travelled 
thiough this distnct and the neighbounng tracts, 
but my Pxpeuence for the last twent) y<ars has 
been confined to Vizagapatam itself, my congrega- 
tion, and the St Aloysms’ High Soliool, of winch 
I am Head Mastei I was born in Kaladgi, and 
bi ought up in the Bombay Presidency 

Question SO — The consumption of the hemp 
drugs in Vizagapatam town is limited to very few 
people. Opium and couuti} liquor aie indulged 
in to a much larger extent The hemp drugs aie 
taken by Jlusalmans and baiiagis and a few 
people fiom Orissa The Musalmans who con 
sume the hemp drugs are tailois, peons, chow- 
Ividars, pailwans, and men lu service, as watch- 
men at piivate houses and public buildings Pei- 
haps two or three per cent of the adult male 
population take the drugs The commonest aud 
easiest form of consumption is the smoking of 
the dried leaves like tobacco in pipe«. Some 
make a cooling dunk only of the leaves , but 
this requires a good deal of trouble to piepare, 
and three or four people join to make it up 
Majum is also consumed, and women and children 
sometimes have the drug given to item in this 
form I have also heard of charas being used, 
but very rarelj Charas is, however, dealer than 
the other foims of the diug 

Qu'estion 35 —The use of the drugs is not so 
prevalent as to render any fiutiier lestrictive 
measures necessary, and the excessive consumers 
are very few Duiing the last twenty tears I 
have ocoasionallv travelled about the neighhom- 
ing country The plant is veiy occasionally cul- 
tivated in gardens in this district There is no 
regular cultivation Such cultivation as there is 
could be easily stopped, Ihe people don't cate 
for tbe drug, and there would be no opposition if 
the cultivation were prohibited In the teraotei 
parts the poor people having no other stimulant 
would he inclined to grumble They cannot 
afford to buy opium and liquor I have not 
passed through any village in the interior since 
JL866, nor through the coast villages outside 
Vizagapatam for five or siv years 

Question 41 — ^The hemp drugs are a beneficial 


stimulant to the poor people and an alleviation 
of their privations Thej serve the sime purpose 
as opium The hemp drugs in moderation aie 
sedative and anodj ne, and aie used for medicinal 
pniposes This is the way in which thei are 
geneially used The excessive use is not common 
Itisiesorted to piincipall} bj worthless people 
and ministers to their passions It is stupefv mg, 
and lenders the consumer unfit foi woik, and 
sometimes almost mad There might he a dozen 
people in this town who use the hemp drugs to 
excess 

Question 45 — I have come in contact with 
ganja consumers enough to know then geiienl 
appeal inee They have red ejes, are lazj' and 
hstlese, are constantly j awning, and aie pale and 
unhe ilthy-loohiiig Ihese are excessive consum- 
eis The moderate consumers could hardlj be 
distinguished from othei people Thej can he 
w'lth diflacnlty distinguished The modeiafe use 
IS bcnefici il Their appeaiance has no maiks of 
superiority Tbe drugs are benehcial to them,

I am about 70 yeais old I have been over 


forty years at the Hanuman temple on the G-oda- 
veiy at Bajahmundry I take ganja and opium 
1 eat a little opium and smoke ganja I do this 
twice a day at food times I get a pice weight 
of ganja for a pice , and this does me for the da}' 
two chillums I have smoked ganja since I was 
twenty years old I have only taken opium foi 
ten or fifteen years since my constitution began 
to break up with years 

Question 20 — “ A fourth of the population ” is 
far too high an estimate Over all as smokers 1 
think that one-tenth of adult males would be quite 
high enough This seems to bo a fair estimate 
for Rajahmundry There would be about a hundred 
01 two hundred consumers in Rajahmundry 

Question 29 — I have never taken dhatura 
Those who take dhatura are very few, one in a 
lakh of consumers in Rajahmundry Sanyasis, 
bairagis and more degiaded consumers take dhatuia 
I have never heard of bhang with dhatuia mixed 
in it being sold at temples, Bhang is used at the 
temples here, though less than in the north I 
do not tlnuk that any bawajis in charge of temples 
overtake dhatura , a few wandering baiiagis do 

Question 32 — “ The rest ” who go to excess are 
mainly Muhammadan fakirs and also bairagis 
I have nevei seen excess heie as I have seen it in 
the old d lys in the north of India among sanyasis, 
bairagis, etc 

Question 34 — I think that the drug should be 
prohibited for the common people, but left to 
fakirs and other religious persons The latter by 
its help lead a life of contemplation on God, But 
the common people are destroyed by it Mahadev 
used to take ganja, bhang and dhatura to a great 
extent Ganja is Mahadev's bhuti (plant) , and 
IS used by his followers or worshippers It does 
me no harm I would not deny it to any one 
who benefited by it Ik is only tbe excess that I 
want to prevent A man who takes it much on 
the first time, and a man who takes to excess, will 
be damaged , but a careful consumer who moderates 
his dose IS benefited 

Question 53 — From the taking of ganja, 
strength and couiage are developed But a ganja 
consumer will not commit crime The diug does 
not incite to onme The man who intends to 
commit a murder or dacoity will not take bhang 
I have never heard of such a ease It is the 
lespectable Mai wan that takes bhang as a cooling 
drinking in the hot weather with spices That 
IS how bhang is used

1 I came to get information regarding the 
hemp drugs in my native place, where an annual 
ceremony usually takes place, and to which fakirs 
(beggars) from Punjab, Kashmir, Kandahai, and 
every part of India come 

3 It grows spontaneously on Javadi Moun- 
tains (Salem district), and m Huminbad, Kalyani 
(Nizam's dominions) , they cultivate the plants 
annually 

14 Only ganja is grown in India, and chains 
and bhang are prepared in Afghanistan, etc 
Ganja is grown to a great extent in India And 
chnras and bhang are prepared to a great extent 
in Yarkand, Kabul, and Kashmir, etc 

16 Bhang is generally piepared by people in 


their bouses, and also there are shoos set apart 
for tbe preparation of the same Bhang can be 
piepared from hemp plants, which may grow any- 
where Ganja or chains cannot be piepared from 
any wild plants 

19 Charas is used only for smoking and for 
nothing else But we can say that there aie two 
uses of ganja, that is, they aie both eaten and 
smoked It is eaten in Deccan and Upper India 
to a great extent 

20 Fakiis, sadlius, sanyasis, jogis, and bairagis 
smoke ganja and oharas 'Jhose of Northern India 
smoke charas, and those of Deccan ganja, because

39 There is more in]ury caused in smoking it 
than in eating or drinking In smoking it theie is 
much injury caused, because it changes the fea- 
tures of the face, and tlie smokers become indolent 
and sick, and therefore they take to begging 
Everything, whatever it may be, is digested by 
him. By walking a great distance he does not 


feel tired Cold does not catch him, even al- 
though he may go to cold countries The climate 
and water of every place suits him 

40 The native doctors presonbe it as medicine 
for some diseases They give this even to cattle 
foi some of their diseases 

41 Moderate use of it will not be beneficial 

42 There is no harm or disadvantage, because 
its effects are brought into play when it is taken 
habitually 

43 They are inoffensive to neighbours, and 
they don’t injure any one 

44 As soon as it is taken itbnngs on idleness, 
it refreshes, it intoxicates, it creates appetite 
The appetite lasts as long as he smokes it again 
When he does not take it, anger comes on him and 
also idleness, and he feels a headache 

45 By eating it he becomes stout, and by 
smoking it he becomes feeble It brings on mental
